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The Preface* 


Midft the throng of Hiftorians, we have 
very few who were perfonally concerned 
in the a&ions they write of: few having, 
like Ccefar ;wrote their ownCommentaries: 

Nay, the greateft part were not then in be¬ 
ing ; and fo their Reports are but Conjc&ures, and theit 
Books, tranfmitted to Pofterity, arc their Divination ra* 
ther than their Hiftory. And' alafs, thofe few who were 
Contemporary to their own ftory, how biafed are their 
Traditions / how are u>ey commonly fo fa&ion'd and 
fided, that their Relations are but their Interefts; deliver¬ 
ing downwards not what theyr knew yirat what they in¬ 
clined to. And if any one amongft them be fo unbiafed j 
that he have no partial bent of his own, yet the awe which 
Princes or Generals have upon him,makes him many times 
fear, that his Truth ihall be his Gaol, or Exile ; all which 
confidering, the wary Author writes not a Hiftory, but his 
own Safety. But Procopiuses every one knows) Was not 
onely alive in the times which he wrote of, but did for 
many yeares i’urvive not onely the finifhing of his Hiftory, 
but the publication alfo; and was a very material concer¬ 
ned Agent in all thefe Wars. And for his impartial writing, 
take firft his own word for it, where he faies about the be¬ 
ginning ofall,wtw»>•?»«, &c. He conceivedintleedtbat Elo¬ 
quence was decent in an Oratour, and that Poets might beexett- 
fed for their Fables, but an Hijlorian rnift <veu,t nothing blit 
Truth: And then he goes on . Wherefore be bath not flared 
his dearejl friends , and be their faults committed upon what 
ternts they will , he fails not to charge them home with them. But 
if his own aflertion will not ferve the turn, goe but along 
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The Preface. 

with him iu his Hiftory, and thou lhaltlee, that (while 
Agathias and Epiphanen jit,two learned Writers, about the 
lame time with Procopius, who if they chance to let any 
thing fal! to the difcredit of JuUinian, or the Senators, 
they do it with exceeding great temper and caution} were 
yet fain to conceal their Commentaries with Mauritius the 
Emperour j Procopius freely layes about him, fweetens no 
mans vices, cloaks no mans milcarriage,but impartially di- 
fcourfing of Jufliman ,and the great ones, doth as much ar¬ 
raign, as relate them to poftcrity. He feverely indites John 
the Preform Profit of flat impiety,Trifoww##* the Quejior 
of grating avarice, Aretha* the General for his deceitfull 
and faithlefs wit ; and then he recounts the particular 
Bands ofSouldiers,the fevcral Garrifons and Cities,which 
became either a prey to the enemy, or were utterly de- 
ftroyed by the bafe and unworthy demeanour of fit•{[as, A- 
caciits, and the other Quejior. He folcmnly rebukes Verm 
for his intemperance, Sergius for his haughty difdain and 
effeminacy, Maximum for his (loth, and his general igno¬ 
rance in Martial affairs. And which is yet much more than 
all the reft, the gallant Belifarius, whofe wife and valiant 
1 conduit (to omit his many other glorious atchievements^) 

I did reduce two Kings, and brought them captives to Con- 
jlantinople, and to whole fame and renown the whole Hi¬ 
ftory feems to be one entire Sacrifice,did but once manage 
his affairs amifs,and he hears lliarply of it from Procopius-, m- 
k'A>l K-'j/j;ji Wj (^/’.lic j !iiarius then returned 
to Conftantinople with difrepute-, for during jive rvboleyears 
togclhr, he couldgain no footing in Italy, hut in all that time 
was forcod to waft himfelf by flealth from one Port-town to ano¬ 
ther',whereupon the enemy did fnbdue both Rome hrfelf,& all 
other places with greater fecurily. And as for Pcruiia, a chief 
City in Tufcany, he left it jlraitly befteged , and it was after¬ 
wards takpn by the enemy, whilft he march for Conftantino¬ 
ple. Nor doth JuUinian himfclf efcapc hischaftifement; 
lor he often inculcates his unworthy deteining the Souldj- 
ers pay, his ileepy ncgleft of Military preparations, and 
his profufe reception of the vileft Barbarian, Ifdtgunas 
the Perfian Ambaffadour, How he handles his vices clfe. 
where, concerns not our prefent purpofe; but evident it is, 
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that all the countenance and'indulgence, all the promo¬ 
tions and advancements ( hereafter mentioned) bellowed 
upon him by the Emperour,. were looked upon by Proco¬ 
pius, asuincoutagements to fervc,not flatter his Prince} and 
as the rewards ofhis Loyalty, not the bribes of his Secre- 
fie. And dll this did Procopius publilh, the parties them- 
lclves being then alive. Which feverity ofhis, as it cannot | 
chufe but reconcile a great opinion and commendation of | 
his veracity, fo is it no emergency of hatred or calumny, I 
but of clear dealing and integrity; not his Satyragaiull the 
Pcrfons, but his juft remorfe for the Vices. 

But though Procopius did puhlilh this Hiftory in his own 
life time, yet it hath fince been the fate of this (as Nicolaus 
Alemannus observes, not of this onely, but of all the other 
writings of this worthy Author Jto be expofed mairac,and 
mangled to the wotld. For though it wasat firftprefented 
to Juftinm the Roman Emperour by Procopius himfelf, 
and by him alfo difperfed ih: its native integrity, whereby 
it became the delight: an&iftarling of the whole Empire; 
Yet this happinefs befell it for many hundred years before 
Printing was known.. For the firft man that committed it 
to the Prefs, was lueonarchts -Amtinus, who publilhed that 
part of it which doth relate to the Cothicl ( Wars; and in 
that alfo he put a trick upon the World, much misbefeem- 
ing fo learned a man; for he quite fuppreffed the Greek 
copy, and concealing the right Authors name, fetfortha 
LatineTranflation ofhis own, pretending it to be a Col¬ 
lodion compiled by himlelf out of fevetal Writers; and 
(tiling it De Bello halted, A Tract concerning the Wars of 
Italy. Now the Greek Copy of this Tranflation of Arelinus 
doth Blondus Flavius recount to have been by his indu- 
ftry firft brought into Italy. But he for his part } fince his 
copy wants fomepaflages, of which we are now provi¬ 
ded, and feeing he inveighs againft fome things which we 
find tobecurrantcandjuftifiabIe,in thofeEditions which 
are abroad $ was cither deluded by the old Manufcript 
which he had by him, or elfe by the perfon who tranflated 
it for him. For he might very wcl have forborn his cenfure, 
feeing he confefles himfelf to be altogether ignorant in the 
Greek Tongue. Ghriftopborm Perfona relenting the injury

done to Procopius by that Edition of Leonardns, did in- 
deed reftore him to his right again, calling the Book by his 
name,and mandating it out of the Original Greek. And yet 
his Edition alio is lame and infirm, being deprived of many 
parts. After allthefe, Raphael Volatemus did publifh in 
Latine the remaining Books,namely of the Vandal and Per- 
fun Wars; but he alfo made ufe of as imperfeft a Copy as 
Ferfona did. So that neither of them, though they were 
both Library-keepers of the Vatican in Rome, did tranflate 
out of the Vatican Copy. 

And now, Reader, fincc the impofture offoine, and the 
ignorance or misfortune of others, hath till of late deliver¬ 
ed this Author to pofterity either as a Ipurious ifliie, or at 
bell a cripple; Cohfider how much thou art indebted to 
the memory of the deceafcd Knight, the learned T ra nfla- 
tor; who hath been fo carefull to hand it over to thee, not 
onely rendredin thy own language, that fo thou mayeft 
the better Underftand it; but alfo conferred and examined 
by the moft Authentick Copies, that fo thou mayft the 
fafer credit it. The Greek Edition which he hath tranfia- 
tedjor thee, is that of David Hoefchtlats, who being about 
to fet forth this Hiftory, did firft furnilh himfelfwith three 
feveral Manufcripts of the fame Boo k;one out of the Duke 
of Bavaria s Libraric, the other twofenthimby Joyiph 
Scaltger, and Ifaac Cafaubon , both which had undergone 
their judicious Matters Ca legations before. Hoefchelm 
made choice of the Bavarian Copy,finding it the moft per- 
fe£t and entire of the three. But fo, as where ever he met 
with any various Readings in the other two, he hath pla¬ 
ced them in the Margin. 

In the Tranflation of thefc Books ofPmopius into Eng- 
lift), Sir Henry Holcroft doth excrcifc the fame judicious li¬ 
berty which Alemanms takes to himfelf, in rendring the 
cimna Hiftoria, written by the fame Author, into Latine; 
not confining himfelf to the ftriff words of the Author (a 
courfe taken even by St. Jerom himfelf ) but giving faith- 
fully his ienfc and meaning: Well knowing, that all Lan¬ 
guages have their peculiar Idioms, which being rendred 
word byword, would make a ftrangeconfufion, and im¬ 
propriety in that Language into which they are calf. And 
_ though 



though the Learned Knight be not (as I have l’ayd) fo im¬ 
pertinently pimftual to match the Author word by word, 
yet the Reader may be alfured, that he hath moft feverely 
pilrfued his intentions; fo that if ProcopwwcK now alive, 
and skilled in our Language, it would never repent him* 
that his Book fpeakes Englilh, And though I (hall hot 
(with Alenmms) charge Procopius himfelf with the impu¬ 
tation of Tautologies, and too prodigal Periphrales( al¬ 
lowing much to the luxuriance of the Greek tongue) yet 
I can fafely afeertain the Reader,he lhall find thisdifeourfe 
far more contrad and clofe, than in the Author himfelf; 
and fo his expeftafion lhall not linger fo long; e’rit be fa- 
tisfied with the Events: And that neverthelefs, he lhall 
perceive no Material, nor Circumftance omitted: As the 
Logicians confined Fill doth ftrike as fmart, and as tho¬ 
rough a blow, as the diffuled Orators expanded Palm. 

Where the injury of Time, or negle&of Tranlcribers 
hath left any breach, or Chafm in the Greek Copy( which 
in feveral places of this Hiftory doth unhappily befall) the 
knowing Tranllator hath iupplyed the defe&oUt of the 
Latine copies. And where the Tranllator himfelf hath 
fuffered any irtipair, or cafualiyeommictedfome miftakes, 
they are both relieved by the able pen ofMt.EdmtindCbil- 
mead, by hiscxaiS comparing of the Englilhwith theQreek. 

I lhall now proceed to acquaint the Reader withfome 
farther account of the Author, and this Hiftory. Procopius 
was born in Cctfarea, A City of Paleftine, and in the reign 
of Anajlafius the Einperour came to Conjlantinoplc ; where 
approving himfelf a perfon of excellent parts, general 
Learning, and exceeding great Prudence, he loon turned 
the eyes ofthe chiefeft Romans upon him. Infomuch that 
Jujline the elder, when his Empite Was in very great 
{freights (the Perfiaiis being then Viftors oyer the Romans 
in W ar )did prefer Procopius to Bklifams the General,to be 
of his Counlel. Sniders ft ilcs him Secretary to Beli- 

farias ; but He himfelf, who heft knew his own employ¬ 
ment, tels us about the beginning of the feifiim Hiftory; 
that he was w ( i Belifarius his Aflcflor. What profellion 
he was of before he arrived at this, and other places of 
trull and honour, is varioufly delivered by feveralAu- 
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thors. Evagriits, and Agatbiascill him rb>&, Oratorem > 
Suidas, i «?'*. To explain which words, laith Hoefche - 
Hus, We eft Orator, qweaufas in condone, in foro, infenatu * 
agit ; hie Lams Rhetor , qui in fcholis docet artem Oratori- 
a>». Hinutbe Lames call an Orator, who pleads at the Bam i 
and him a Rhetorician, who teaches the art of Rhetoric fan the 
Scbooles.Blondus^nd Sabellicus conceit he was a Phyfitian: 
But the three foriner are doubtlefs fo far in the right, as 
they all agree that he was p(M>, an Orator, or Lawyer, and 
that by reafon of his employment under Belifarius. For, as 
Alemannus judicioufly obi’erves, Ex eo ordinexirfM Conft- 
lmti,& nfystuAflofforesjewcitHsdHcilmjfmmifqneMagu 
ftratibus dabantur, Counjeliors and Affejfors were preferred to 
the Generali of Armies, and chief Magiftrates, out of that 
Profejfion- The reafon why fome Authors are of fo diffe¬ 
rent judgment in their opinions concerning the Profeflion 
of Procopius, may poffibly be, becaufe there were three of 
that name, Procopius Ga%xus, Procopius Sophifla , and 
our Procopius Cxfarknfts : Now the truth is, the two for¬ 
mer are both called Sophiftee, Rhetoricians,and Ga%ai too, 
being bothof Ga%a-, and all three were -likewife Country¬ 
men ; both Ga%a ,and Cxfarea being in Palejline. The firft 
of thefe, and ours, lived both in Juftimns time; by whom 
Procopius, our Author, was not only continued in his em¬ 
ployment under Belifarius, being never permitted upon 
any terms, either in the expeditions into Italy or Africa, to 
be removed from the General, but was prized at fo high a 
rate, that Juflinian did conceive the Roman Territories 
were as much eftablifhed, and propagated by the integrity 
and advife of Procopius, as by the valour and prowefs of 
Belifarius. And no fooner was Belifarius called out of A- 
frica, upon his late Vi&ories compleated there, but Proco¬ 
pius was fent to Carthage to $ olomon, the then General, to 
fecure thofe part 9 ; which being but newly fubdued, were 
therefore capable, iof Revolt and Rebellion againft the 
Roman fubje&ion. What employments he had in Perfia, I- 
taly, Rome, Napier, and Syracufe, hirafelf difeoversin this 
Hiftory; which fcvcral anions of his, though he mentions 
verymodeftly, and by the by onely, as ifhc reputed them 
fcarce worthy the relation; yet furc we are,they purchafed 
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for him fo great renown in the Common-weal th, that Jn- 
flinian did thereupon advance him to the dignity of thole 
perfons whS the Rinnans did call lduftres',Si hence it is that 
Suidas begins his account of Procopius,nvrin& iMSspw«»niiA<u- 
ilm, &c- Procopius Uluftris of Cxfarea in Pale fine. After this 
he was preferred to be a Senator alfo, St at laft having put 
forth all this Hiftory, he arrived at the higheft dignity that 
can befall any Senator, namely adVrbanatii PriefeSluram,to 
be Prefeft of the City; and this was about the 15. of Juft, 
nians Reign. About which time lie finilhed that Book, 
which he durft not then publi(h,and therefore calls it, a»<v 
Jk», his Secret Hiftory, And now Juflinian, having for (near 
upon Jfeven teen years together delighted himfelf in having 
this Hiftory of his Wars divulged, and read by all the Na¬ 
tions lubje£t to the Roman Scepter, enjoynedour Author 
to write that Book which he calls nui 7*K7-£», Of the 
Buildings ere&ed by the Emperour Juflinian. 

Thele are the known Books of Procopius, two Whereof 
being not to our prefent purpofe (though Sir Henry hath 
(as I am informed by thofe that (hould kno wjtranflatcd the 
AnVn«», or Secret Hiftory (a book which none of the Anci¬ 
ents met with, but Suidas only, as appears by Evagriits,A- 
gathias,Epiphanenfis, Simeon Metaphraftes in vita S Sabx, 
Porphyrins, and Photius in his Bibliothecd ; as neither many 
other Learned men Who wrote fince Suidas ,as Zonaras,Ce- 
dremts,Anonymus\n his Chronicon Vatican. 8 t others,amongft 
whom was Cardinal Baronins , who could never attain the 
fight of it,though he much defired it ;& to my own know¬ 
ledge, Agathiis his Hiftory, who takes up the ftory, where 
Procopiuskm oft: All which may fee the light,kind Reader, 
if thy acceptation of this encourage their Imprefllonjthat 
is, the 'A»l*<%*,and that ni«TJ> Know#, we fhall not here ren¬ 
der an account of. This Hiftory was by the Author divi¬ 
ded into 8 books; 7 of them,namely thofe two concerning 
the Perftatt, thofe other two of the Vandal,Sc the three firft 
of the Gotbicl^ War, as himfelf affirms in the fourth book; 
,!l<f»were already divul¬ 
ged and known throughout all the Roman Dominions. But 
as to the certain time wherein they were fcvcrally publifh- 
ed, Writers afford us mf certainty. Yet this is moft certain, 
I that 






that the books of the Perfian and Vandal Wars, and a great 
part of the hooks of the Gothic!^ were finilhed before the 
death of Theodora the Emprcfs, that is, before the 22 year 
of Jujtinms reign: for in his 'hsUs-:?, he writcSj that he was 
enforced in this Hiftory to conceal the trains whichT/Wv 
ra laid to deftroy Amlafuntba, Queen of the Goth, for fear 
of Theodora. And likewife our Author makes mention of 
the publication of all thefirft feven books, before the 26 
of Jujlinians Reign, in his eighth book of thefc Wars; 
which book was written in the 27 of Jttjliniaas Reign. 

But this eighth book is not fo properly called the fourth 
of the Gothicl{\Vm, becaufe it is indeed Hifioria quxdam 
Cim™,MifcelUfi$ Alemnms (files itjor as the Author him- 
felf, n«,i/«, Varia, a Mifcellanie, or Hiftory conteining the 
Wars of Jujliniait with divers Nations. And this eighth 
book was publifhed about the very time wherein it was 
written, uh, in the lyoijuflmians Reign. 

To conclude,what great profit and delight is like to arife 
to the Reader in perufing this Hiftory, let himfelfimagine s 
when he flial meet here with Prudent Letters &Difpatchcs 
from Princes and Generals ■, Wife Laws and Provifions for 
the publiqne Safety; Politick Leagues and Confederacies 
to fecure lntereftsj Elegant Speeches and Exhortations to 
animate the Souldier,Notable Examples of Vices and Vir¬ 
tues ; Inevitable Stratagems to circumvent Advcrfaries ; 
Lively Defcriptions of the Situations of Countries,Cities, 
Buildings,Hils,Seas,Rivers,and FountainsjVarious and In¬ 
terchangeable Turns and Inconftancies of Wars and For¬ 
tunes j in a word, all the Treafury and Wardrobe that can 
inrich and beautifie a Hiftory. Take one only remarkable 
paffage concerning the laft, in that City, which had been 
long the aim and envy of the world,Row her fclf. Alarim 
the Gcth gains her from the Romans ; Gtnfericl^ the Vandal 
doth force her from the Goths ; 1 heodoricl{t he Goth regains 
her to the GothsBelifariits the Roman General from the 
Goths-.

ROC OP III S o icJESAREA wrote the Hiftory 
of the wars that the Empcrour Minim had with the 
Barbarians , both Eafternc and Weftcrne, and what the 
iflueofthem was; that the memory of fo great Aft ions 
‘might not, through Traft of Time, be buried in Oblivi- 
on, and loft to the World j The prefervation whereof he 
conceived might be ofvery great ufe, both to thofethac 
are now living, and to thole that IhaH come alter j in 
cafe that time (hould againe bring about the neceflity of the like aftions ii\any 
part of the World. For,the knowledge of a like Hiftory, fuiting with that of 
any other Age, is of great advantage to thole that (hall have to doe with any 
Wars *, in that it informes, what the fuccels in the like former Aftions hath 
been, and intimates withall what ilfue the prefent, (fuppofing the belt Coun- 
lells being taken) in all probability ftiall have. He was coitfcious alfo to 
himfelfc,that He was thebeft able tc> write this Hiftory; though for no other 
rcafon, yet becaulc He was chofcn to he Afejfor to Belifirius , the Emperours 
Generali, and fo was prefent, in a manner, at all that was done in theft 
Wars. 

He conceived further,that as Eloquence became an Oratour,& Fables were 
proper tor-Poets,fo Truth was that aii Hiftoriographer ought chiefely ty look 
at. Therefore he fpared not to note the Failings even of his Ueareft t nends, 
but gave an exaft Account of all their Aftions, whether they were well, or ill 
done. Neither will the Aftions of any other Age appeare either of more ufe, 
or more Gallant, (to hini that Ojall but ducly conlulcr them ) then thole that 
have palfed in thelc Wars; for in moil of them', as wee have been informed, 
aim oft Miracles have beeh done. Vntefs a man will needes give the preemi¬ 
nence to former Ages, and will not vduchfafe to allow his owne to be able to 
doc any thing. > 
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And therefore as in our Armies now we have fome Archer s, others Sword 
and Btickler-mtn , and the like names of Souldiers that the Ancients had} yet 
will not fome allowably of the Ancient Prowefs and Valour to have dclcend- 
ed down to our Age; (hewing herein how pittifully ignorant they are of the 
Praftifeof thofe times. Fortney doe not at all conlider, that the Archers in 
Homer's time(whofe Profeffion grew to be a tearni of reproach) had neither 
Horfe, nor Javelin, nor Buckler, nor anything elfe to defend themfelves, but 
went on foot into the field, and were forced to find Ihelter for thcmlelves 
fome other way, flieltering themfelves (inftead of a Buckler) either behind 
fomcTomb-ftone, or Pillar, where neither if they were put to flight, they 
could be fafe; nor,iftheir Enemies fled, could they do them any harm: Nei¬ 
ther did they ever fight in open field, but alwaics, as it were, by Health did, 
what ever they did, Befides, the way of their Archery was fo lamentable, 
as that drawing their Bow-ftring totheirbreaft, they fo let their Arrow fly, 
which, in all probability, could not doc any execution at all, wherefoeverit 
fell. And this was the manner of the ancient Archery , But our Archers now 
adaies go into the field, armed with Habergeons, and Greaves that come up 
as high as their knees.They have befides their Quiver of Arrows on their right 
fide, and a Sword on their left; and fome of them have a Javelin alfo fan¬ 
ned about them, and a kind of fliort Buckler, as it were, but without any 
handle, madclaftto their Ihoulders, which ferves to defend their head and 
neck. They are alfo excellently wcllhorfed; and though their horfesrun 
never fofaft, they can with cafe llioot either way, and annoy their Enemies, 
either purfuingth^m, or flying. Befides, they draw their Bow-ftring toward 
their Forehead, up to the right Ear, which gives fuch force to the Arrow, 
that where it lights it kils, no Shield nor Corllct being able to refill the 
violence. Some, confidering none of thefe things, onely reverence and ad¬ 
mire the old times, not allowing any advantage to fucceeding inventions. 
But all can be no impediment, but tnat in thefe Wars great exploits, and 
moll famous have been done. Firft therefore, beginning a little higher, fhall 
be declared, what happened between the Romm and Perfans, in reference 
both to their Victories and Lodes in thefe Wars.

fome skirmifhing about bounds they have, being no * Crtqhtm, as other f, 

Humes ; but are Tested in a good Land s Neither make they any Inroads in- 
to the Rrnun Territories, but onely with the Pcrjun Armies. Thefe onely ^ 

Humes have white bodies, and vifages not uncomely i and their coiufe of 
life is not as of the reft, bi utilh s being under one King in a lawfull govern- pk( Mftee> 
mcnt.and dealing iultlywith themfelves and neighbours, no lets than the tfc/r 

Roiuuut, or any other people. Their Rich men have each twenty or more fmiltesm 
companions, to be their perpetual Camerades, and to partake inacommu- 
nityof theirgoods. When any Principals die, the Retainers life to be put 
into the fame grave with them. f trows invading thefe Ephthalnes, Tujems p e j ir( t f, a ^ M 
then Ambaffador from the Emperor Zeno was with him. Th cEphthalttes the need offrejh 
made llicw to be much affraid, and betook themfelves to flight, and with ptfmmwcs, 
much haft ran into a place compaffed with fteep mountains, and covered 
with thickets; between the mountains is a broad way, reaching rar, wi th no 
way out, but Hill continuing in the fame circle, femes fufpefting no fraud, 
nor confidering he went in a [Range Country, purfued without looking a- 
forc him; fome few of them flying before him, but the molt hiding them¬ 
felves in the Faftncffes, who now had the back of the En my sand wouldl not 
yet appear, that the Perfutm might be fo far engaged within then; Ambulhes, 
and the Mountains, that the, lhould not be able toretreat. Which th efer- 
litos apprehending (the danger now beginning to appcaO were filent for fear 
of P ernes, but they defired EufeHus to adraomfh the King (whofawnot 
the ill terms he was come to) rather to advife upon fome way to cfcape, than 
to hazard thus impertinently. Eufehius told not Pereiet the danger,but this 
talet That a Lion once fpyed a Goat bleating, and tyed upon a bank, and 
ran to make hit dinner of him, butfell iiitoadecp hole, which lnd in it a 
round narrow path without any wa, out, framed purpofely by the owners 
of the Goat, which they fet over it, to bait the Lion into a fnare. Pereus at 
this tale grew affraid, left the PerfirnmM their own mifcluef, and fo 
went no further, but called a Council what todoc. The Hums now in fight, 
had nuai dcd the entrance, that none might goe out. 1 he then cleei- 

ly fccinu the dilafter, lamented; no hope appearing to avoid the danger. The 

Kinu of the Ephthalites fent to reproach femes for his fenflels ralhnels, m 
thustooliihlyruininghimfclf and his peoples butpromifed the Humes 
fliould grant them their lives, if Perozes would adore him (being now ms 

Lord) and fwcar his Country oath, that the Perfians fliould no more invade 
the Ephthalites, Perozcs confulted with the Map, Whether thefe conditions 
were to be yedded to; Who anfwered, that for the Oath he migli t oe W lat 
| 1C plcafedjbut in the other he fliould delude the Enemy by a trick: they Had 
■a cuftom each morning to adore the rifing Sun; that he obferving u y tie 
tie stir, Humid meet the King of the Ephthalites , with his face to the riling bun, 
and fo adore, avoyiling by this the difgrace. Pemes accordingly Iworc the 
peace, and adored his Enemy, and then went home with his Army. ^ ^ ^ p ' 

CHAP. II. 

^X 7 H cn flic Roman Empcrour Arcaditts drew near his dcccafe in Conflan- 
VV tinople, having a Son, Theodoftm , not yet weaned from the brealt: He 
was troubled both for him, and his Empire, how to provide for both. If he 
lhould give Theodofm a companion in the Empire,he feared in effeft lie might 
prove, his Sons Murthcrer, Petting an Enemy upon him armed with fovcraUn 
power; and if he lhould leave him alone in it, it was likely fome taking ad¬ 
vantage of his defolate condition might ufurp the Empire, anddeftroyhim. 
In Confiautinople he had none of his blood to be his Protcftor; and in Homo- 
r/w the Uncle, he had no hope he could fufficc for it; the Affairs of duly be¬ 
ing in fo ill terms. The Ptrfrns no lefs troubled him, left dffpifing the Em¬ 
perors childhood, they fliould ruin the Room Provinces. Ar cadi ns in this 
perplexity, though none of the quickeft Wits, yet lighted upon a Counfell 
\ y hich prefcryed him and his State, whether it were by communication 
wnhWifemen,which an Emperour cannot want, or by divine Inlpiration For 
G n* amCnt he dcclarcd ,lis Son his Succeffoiymd Ifdeprdcs, K. of Perfta , 
his Protcftor; whom he befought with his whole power and providence, to 
prcfrrve both his Empire and, Son. And thus Arcaditts having difpofed of 
the Empire, and his private Affairs, * died. 

Ifdegerdcs , before renowned for Noblcncfs* now llicwed it more than ever, 
to deferve wonder andpraife: For not neglecting the Injunftionsof Ar- 
cadins he kcpiperfeft peace with the Romans, and preferred the Empire to 
lhcodojw : By his Letters to the Roman Senate accepting the Proteftorlhip, 
ana threading Waragainft any that fliould rife again!! Thcodojins : Who

nut not long after ?«wn/,neglcftine! his Oath, refolyed to revenge this 
JDfcorfl ; andaffembling from all his Dominions both Ptrfim and Confe¬ 
derates) he went againft thefc Hums ; of his thirty Sons leaving oncly Ctha- 
des behind him, then grown a man. The EfbthAlites hearing of it, and grie¬ 
ving to be fo deceived, reviled their King, lor betraying their Affairs to the 
Ptrfim, He fmiling, demanded, what Affairs he had betrayed? whether 
their Country, or Arms, or Goods ? They rcplycd, Nothing, but our oppor¬ 
tunity, upon which all other things depend} urging him prcfently to goe 
meet the Enemy. But he refufed, the Invafion being yet not certain, and the 
PtYfiAH! ftill in their own Country; and flaying where he was, he did this. 
Upon a Plain,through which the Ptrfim were to enter his Country,he digg’d 
in agrcatfpaecof ground a deep pit, extreme broad, leaving in the middle 
a narrow paffage, for ten Horfe a bread j over the pit he laid Reeds, and upon 
the Reeds Turfs, which concealed the fupcrficics: And he direfted his peo¬ 
ple, running from the Enemy, to keep clofc, and few in rank upon the firm 
ground, and to beware of the pit. Onhis Royal Palace alfo he hung out his 
mlMy or Gods, by whom Perots fworc, and breaking his Oath, invaded 
now the Hums. While the Enemy were in their own Country, he flirred 
not, but hearing by his Scouts, they were come to Gorp ( being in the ut- 
a b * rdc f ° f Per ^ 2nd marching towardhim • himfelf with moft of his 
Army ftayd fhort of the pit, fending out fomc to flicw thcmfclvcs upon the 
Plain at a good diftance, audno fooncr feen by the Enemy, but to retreat a* 
main, remembring the pit. They did fo * and (at the pit going few in rank) 
came clear to the Army, The Ptrfim not imagining the plot, purfuedfu- 
rioufly upon full fpecd, it being in an open Plain, and fo fell into the 
pit, not onely the foremoft of them, but the rear alfo • for purfuine furiouflv, 
they perceived not the mifehief of thofc inthefront, but falling on them 
with Horfes and Lances, killed them, and Were deflroyed for company. A- 
mong whom was Ptro« h and all his Sons. They fay, being ready to fall in¬ 
to this pit, he took a Pear hanging at his car, a moft fair one, and of infinite 
value, and call tt away, that none might hereafter wear fobeiutifull a Piece, 
asnoKtngwa. ever mafter of the like 5 but to me the report feema notp.o- 
bablc, for one m fuch a fuddam diftrefs to have his mind upon ought clfe. I 
rather think hit ear wat cut off, and the Pearl conveighcd away. The Romtn 
Erntm endeavoured to buy it of the EphthM,,, but they could not find it, 
though they took much pains in the fearcli. Some fay, they found it, and 
fold another toCtMes fork. The Ter [ms (lory of this Pearl it remarkable, 
and not altogether incredible. They report, that this Pearl lying in a Scallop! 
filh, not far from the Sca-fhore in Ptrjin, both the (licit opened and in ,L 
midft lay the moft goodly fpefkade: No where was found any thing

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in thofe ncareft to me; and your glory will be greater, doing good to me 
c in my children, for which I cannot give you thanks. That onely is pure 
gratitude, which is fltewen to the dead. Having thus faid, he departed. Be¬ 
ing at the place where the Scallop ufed to fwim, and the Dog-fifh to follow, 
lie fate upona Rock, watching to get the Pearl alone from her Lover. At 
laft the Dog-fifh finding a fifh for his .repaft, fell aboard. The Fifherman left 
thofe who attended him, and making after the Scallop, caught it, and 
iiafted to (bore; which the Dog-fifh perceiving, came to the refeue ; The 
Fifticrman, though nc f . far fromfhore, finding he fhould be furprifed, threw 
thc'Scalloponland, and prefcntly was caught and devoured. His atten¬ 
dants afhorc took the Pearl, and brought it to the King, relating what hap¬ 
pened. Thus the Ptrfim report of this Pearl. But to return to my former 
difeourfe. 

Ptroz.es and his Army thus overthrown (for who efcaped the pit, fell into 
the enemies hand) the Ptrfim made a Law; Not to follow the chafe upon 
the full fpecd, though the enemy run away in that kind, As for the reft,that 
went not in this expedition, they chofe for their King,* CAhdes^ the yong- 
geftSonof Vmusy onely furviving. And they were under the Ephtbstlitet 
twoyeare*, and paid them tribute; untill Cablet , more confirmed in his 
kingdome,refufed it: who afterwards governed Tyrannically, and made ma¬ 
ny Alterations, and a Law; That the Perfuns fhould have their women in 
common: which the Commons mifliked, and taking arms depoled him, and 
kept him in prifon, and chofe Blajfts King, the brother of PtroWj all his 
other Sons being dead: Forofa private race the Ptrfim might not chufe a 
King, if the blood Royal were not quite extinft. Blstjprs fucceeding, affera- 
blcd the chief men of Perf^ and propounded In counfcll touching inlfAdtt, 
whom the multitude would not endure to be put to death. Many fcverall 
opinions being fpoken, GnfmfiAdts , a principall man, and by Office a 
CnmrAM^ts ( which with them is a Generali ) who had his govern* 
ment bordering upon the EpbthAhtti , fiicwing his knife, fuch as the 
Ptrfim ufc to pare their nails with, aslong as a mans finger* and the third 
part of an inch thick; f $ce this knife, faid he, i very fhortone ; yet 
c can it doc that now, which within a while twenty thoufand armed men 
c will not be able j Intimating, that if they did not kill CAbAdts now, he 
would get abroad, and trouble them again. But they thought it not fit to 
kill one of the blood Royall # but rather to keep him in the Tower of Obli¬ 
vion ; where if a man be imprifoned, it is not lawfull to mention him; 
once to name him, is death; from whence the Ptrfim gave it that name.

GHAP. IV. 

TpHe Armen'm Hiftories report, that once this taw of the Tower of Obli - 
1 vion was broken, thus. There was a cruel War between the Ptrfim and 
Armtnmsy for thirty two years, in the Reigns of Pacums King of Ptrfi/t, 
and Arftces King of Armenia of the race of the Arfncides. This war con¬ 
tinuing, both were brought low, efpecially the Ameni/ws. But being both 
diftnmfull, neither fent Heralds to his adverfary. In the mean time the Per- 
fim fell into a war with other BttrbArim , inhabiting near the Amtn\Ans\ 
whotomakedemonftration of their affe&ions to a peace, invaded thofe 
people, acquainting the PerfitAns therewith; and coming unexpefted, flew 
molt of their men. PAcnms pleafed with the proceeding, lent to invite 
ArfActSy giving him his faith. And being come, he entertained him with 
much cimcfic, andas a brother, ufed him with all terms of equality: and 
having mutually fworii amity and confederacy between the Perfi*»i and Ar- 
meniAns , he difmift him. A while after, Arjaces was accufedto attempt 
innovations,' and PAcams belccving it, again fent for him, to communicate 
of their common affairs. He without delay went, and with him the gal¬ 
lanted AmtniAnsy and BaPcihs his chief Captain and Councilor, ertii- 
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nentfor valour and wifdem. Vtwins reproached them both, for forgetting 
their Oath, and plotting a revolt. Theydenyed conftaiuly with oaths, never 
to have any fuch thought. At firft Vtwins, put them in hold with difgrace 5 
but after demanded ofthe M'afi what was to be done. They thought it not 
fit to condemn men denying, and not evidently convinced 5 but advifed him 
a way, to bring Jrftces openly to accufe liimlelf. They direfted the Kings 
Pavillion to be floored with earth, half of Per ft, and the other half of Amc- 
m\ and having ufcdfomefpeli upon the Pavillion, they prayed the King to 
wa/kfome turns with Jrftces in their prefence, to be witnefles of what 
palled, and to charge Jrftces with violation of the league and his oath. Ac¬ 
cordingly Pacnrins fent for Jrftces, and walkt his turns with him in the pa¬ 
villion, demanding, why neglc&ing his oath, he fought again to ruin the 
Perftrn and Armenians with a war. Jrftces (the conference being upon Per- 
pan earth) denyed, and protcfled himfelf his faithfull fervant: But when lie 
came upon the Armenian ground, fuddcnly, I know not upon whatcompul- 
fion, he changes into a bolder ftile, menacing Pacnrins to punirti this bale u* 
fage. With tliele high terms he went, till he turned again upon the Perfitn 
ground; where recanting, he became an humble fupplianc to Pacnrins. But no 
fooner again upon Armenian ground, but he returned to his threats; and 
by turning thus oft both waies, he concealed not his fetreteft counfels. Upon 
this the Mtgi condemned him to have violated the truce, and his oath, it - 
enristi caufcd5/</ic/«jtobeftript of his skin, and the fame filled with chaf 
to be hanged on a high tree. Jrftces he would not kill, being of Royal! 
blood, butimprifonedhim intheTowerof Oblivion, Not long after an Ar¬ 
menia^ a favourite of Jrftces (who followed him this laft journey into fer- 
Jit) accompanied the Per fans in avraragainftfome Barbarians, wherein lie 
demeaned himfelf valiantly, and was a great means of the viftory. Whom 
Ptcarint bade demand what he plcafcd, and he (hould not fail of it. He de¬ 
manded oucly to doe fcrvicc to Jrftces one day he would make choice of, 
The King was troubled to break a Law fo ancient, but to keep his word, 
granted his rcauett, who by the Kings permifTTon being in the Tower, adored 
Jrftces ; and both embracing each other, made a kind of fwcct lamentation 
of their fortunes, with much adoe untwining thcmfelvcs. Having had their 
fill of mourning, the Armenian bathed Jrftces, dreft him, and put on him 
the Royall habit, and placed him upon a couch; where Jrftces feafted the 
company Princely, as he ufed before. Many difeourfes pad in their cups, and 
things happened delighting Jrftces-, and the drinking lading till night, 
and much joying in each others company, they parted overwhelmed with 
contentment. Then they report that Jrftces laid; That having fpent this the 
merriedday he ever had, with him beloved mod, he woidd no more return 
to the miferies of life, and then he dabbed himfelf with a knife purpofely 
taken up at the Fcaft. Thus the Armenian Hidories relate of Jrftces, 
and that Law of the Tower of Oblividnf 0 broken. But to return to my 
matter. 

While Cabtfcs was in prifon, his Wife attended on him, bringing him 
neceffaries, whom the Captain of the Tower tempted, being exceed iug'beau- 
tifull. WichCtbades undemanding from her, bade her yccld to him. And 
the Captain getting her to his bed, became doting in love with her ; giving 
her free accefs to her Husband, and to retire without impediment. There 
wasalfo a Nobleman named Seofcs, a great friend of Ctbtdes , whowatcht 
near the Tower for an opportunity to getOrMvout; who by his Wife ad- 
vertifed him of horfes and men readyforhim notfarfrom the prifon, and 
In what place. Ctbtdes perfwaded his Wife to let him have her garments, 
■md to put on his, and day in his lodging. So Ctbtdes got clear of the pri- 
lon, the Keepers feeing him, but taking him for his Wife, and fo they nei- 
merdayd, nor troubled him. In the morning finding the Wife in the Huf- 
oands chamber and apparel, they took her for him; and the miftaking pre¬ 
vailed fome dayes, till Ctbtdes was got far away. What became of the Lady, 
(the plot being difcoYcrcd) and how they piinidit her, 1 have no certainty, 
——— ____ ___ the 
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the lvr/b» therein not agreeing. But CMs licrctly with sifs went to 

chc EphtbaWe limits, aifd marrying their Kings daughter, brought ail Ai my 

apainft the Perpans ;who finding themfclves too,weak, fled fronvthe Iwm Si 

Ctbtdes coming where Gnftntfttdes was Goverhour, find to fome, that that 

Perfitn, which that day fiid came to offer his fcrvtce, he would make Ghana- 

wms, Buthc repented him of his words, remembnng the Perfitn Law, tor 

no Government to be confcrr’d upon flrangers in blood; but filch one ly to 

have the place, to whofe race it did belong; and he feared, if any prefented 

himfelf not of the kindred ofthc Chmrtnges , that to keep his word he might 

violate the Law. But by chance his word was kept without injury to the Law; 

Jdemdnnbades appearing fli it, a young man, cofen to Gnftntfttdes , and very 

exrcr in Martial affairs; who hrft fainted Ctbtdes his Lord, adored him 

as King, and befonght him to command him as his (Live. # * So Ctbtdes cn- Cabjdcj 

trine the Palace, and finding Bltfes unguarded, put out his eyes, as the Per- ^ 

f, m ufc tomalefaftors ( pouring into them, being kept wide open,boyling Anno Domi 

ovlc; or with a bodkin red hot melting anointment into the miide of the ni 5 j>i. 

eye) and ever after kept him in prifon, after two years reigning. Gnftntfttdes 

he put to death,and made Jdtrgndmbtdes General. he made the Adra- 

ftt-dtrtt Sthtnes ; that is, Superintendant over all Ofiices and Armies; an 

office firlt held by Seofes in Per fa None before nor after ever had it. Ctbtdes 

alfo eftablifhedand fccured his Empire, being witty and valiant, no man 


CHAP. V. 

A Fftci ward Cab sides became in debt to the King of the Epht halites , which 1 

not being able to pay, he prayed the Empcrour Jntfttfins to lend him 
the money. The Empcrour confuting with fome about him, they diflvvaded 
him from it; fhewing what the inconvenience would be, if he (hould confirm 
with his money the Barbarians fricndfhip among tllemfclves; telling him 
withall, It were better for him they (hould ever clafli with one another. 

* Upon this pretence onely, refolved to invadathc Romans • and into 

Armenia he brought the firft news himfelf with an Army, ton-aging the 
Country. Then, though in the Winter, he flue down before Amida, a City 
of Mesopotamia. The Jmidenfes , though having noGarrifon (as having lived 
before peaceably and quictly)and wanting all manner of provi(ion,yet flood 
out againft the dangers and inconvenieucies of the Siege. At that time one 
limes, a Syrian, a juft, and a very religious man, had for many years been a 
Keel ufc at Bdicton , a Town dillant from Amida a dayes journey, ihatfo he 
might not be interrupted in his godly contemplations: And the neighbours, 
to help his good intent,had pitcht a pale about him, with fpaccs wide enough 
oncly to fee, and conferrcwith fuch as came to him; and a roof over him 
to keep off rain and (how. And there he had long continued, not ycelding 
to heats nor colds, and feeding on roots, and on them notcvciyday, but 
falling fometimes a good while together. Some Efhthalitcs • (coining the 
Country, cfpyed this fames, offered to flioot at him; but their hands fud- 
dainly benummed, could not draw their bows. Ctbtdes , hearing the report 
of it in ihc Camp, would bean eye-witnefs of the miracle; and feeing it, 
was aftonilht, and all the Pcrfum with him: he humbly therefore befonght 
Jtntes to remit his mens offence ; which he doing at the firft word, they we. c 
inflantly freed of their fears. Ctbtdes then bade him demand fomething, 
thinking he would haveaskt fome great fum.Buthc prayed him only to be¬ 
llow on him fuch men, as in this war (hould come to him for protection: 

Which Ctbtdes granted, and left him Letters for their alfu ranee. And it be¬ 
ing divulged, many from all parts came, and were preferved. 

But Ctbtdes with bis Hams battered Amida on every fide, the defendants 
avoyding the ftroak of the Engine with crofs beams .* And lw gave not over, 
till he found the wall that way impregnable; as not falling, nor fo much as 

. (baking_ 
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Ihakingatfonunyftroaks : So ftrong their buildings were in ancient times. 
Failing therefore this way, he railed a Mount, fo high that it commanded 
the wall. To which the defendants drew a Mine from the Town, and by 
carrying out the earth from within the Mount, made it hollow, the outiide 
keeping the form it had,givingnofufpitionof anything to the Enemy. The 
Perjians mounted it, thinking as upon firm ground to (hoot into the Town; 
But company prefling in, the Mount funk, and almoft all perilht. Cabades, 
at this defpairing, refolved to raife the fiege, commanding the Army the next 
day to retire. ButtheTownfmennow fecure, flouted the Barb,mum from 
their walls; and fome common women drew up their clothes^ (hewing Ca- 
fades the parts which fhould not be feenby men. Upon this the Magi for¬ 
bade his retreat, alluring the King that ere long the Amidenfes would Ihew 
him all their fccret and hidden things: So the Camp lay Hill. Some dayes 
after, a Perfm found near one of the Turrets the mouth of an old Vault, 
onely with a few fmall Hones covering it. He entered it alone in the night, 
and got within the wall, and when ’twas day, came and told it Cabades ; who 
the next night went with fome of his Army, and fealing ladders to the place; 
where he had a favourable chance. The faid Turret was guarded by Monks 
(the ftrifteft kind ofChriltiaiu)who that day obferved an Annual Feaft,and at 
night wearied in their folemn aflembly, having taken a greater proportion of 
meat and drink than ufuall, they perceived not the Enemy; who entring the 
Town by few at a time, afeended the Turret, and killed the Monks being 
fall afleep. Then Cabades fet fealing ladders to the v^all next the Turret; and 
day appearing, the Amidenfes , who guarded the next Turret, perceiving 
their danger, came haftily to the refcuc. Where afterahotconflifton both 
Tides, at laft they got the better, killed many of the men already come up, 
kept off thofe upon the ladders, and were very near quit of the danger. But 
Cn fades drawing his Cimcter, forced his men up the ladders, threatning 
death to the comers down: And fo having much the advantage in numbers, 
they got the better, and took the Town after eighty dayes liege. Much 
flauglucr was done, till Cn fades riding into the Town, an old Pricft of A mi- 
da came to him, and told him ;That it was not Kingly to kill men that were 
at hismercy. Cafadet yet angry, anfwercd, Why then would they Hand out 
againftme? Becaufc, Sir(replyedthePrieft) God would give you Amida, 
not by our wills, but your ownvalom’. Cabades pleafed with this reply, 
differed no more execution to be done, but bad the Per fans lack the City , 
and take prifoners, fclcfting the principall forhimfelf. Then leaving a 
thoufand Perftans in garrifon, under one Glosses, and fome few wretched Ci¬ 
tizens to ferve them in their neccflarics, witluhereftof his army and pri¬ 
foners he went home, To thefe prifoners Cabades ufed a princely com telic; 
he let them allgoe home free, and gave out they ran away. ThcEmperour 
Anafiajius alfo dealt liberally with them, remitting the Cittics tribute for 
feven years, and bellowing many benefits upon theirCity in publiquc, and 
on particular men; fo that they foon forgot their mifcrics. But this was afeer- 


CHAP. VI. 

B Ut Anaftapns hearing of the fiege of Amid* t, immediately Cent forth an 
Army againft the Enemy : In which, befides the Commanders of compa¬ 
nies, were Generals, Areobindns ( who married the daughter of Oljbrins , late 
Emperourof the Weft ^ Generali of the Eaft; and Celer, Commander of 
the Palatine Cohorts, called by the Romans Magijler ; and the two Gene¬ 
rals of the Legions in Confiantinople, Patritins the Phrygian, and Hypatias 
I thcEmpcrours Sifters Son. Thefe were the four Generals; and with them 
| went alfo Jujiine, who was Empcrour after Amjlaftsu, and Patriciolm, with 
; WtaliMu* his fon,who afterward rebelled againlt Anaflajtns^ Pharejmanesot 
| Colchif, an excellent good fouldier, with Godidafclus and sbefu, Goths, who 
I followed 
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followed not Tbeodorickjmo Italy out of Thrace , both gallant men, and ex¬ 
pert Souldiers: others followed of the belt. So brave an Aimy went not a- 
Fainft the Perftans before it, nor lince. They marcht not together : Every 
General led his own forces. The Pixfeft,or Commiffary of Provilion tor the 
Army, was Appicn an Egyptian, a principal Patrician,and valiant, whom the 
Empcrour declared his partner in the Empire by a Patent,that he might have 
abfolutc authority in theexpenfe ofthc army: which being long in levying,8e 
marching but (lowly,found the Perftans ,after this curfoiy invalion,gone home 
with their fpoils. The Generals would not bctiege^wA hearing it to be 
abundantly provided with all neccflarics; but were earned to make an im- 
preflion into the Enemies Country. And they marcht not in one body, but 
encamped fevcrally. Cabades being near, and knowing this, entred the Ro- 
wan borders. They, not informed of his being there with his whole army , 
fuppofed it to be fome (mail party. ^ Areobindm encamped in a town called 
Ar&wene ;beingdiftant two dayes journey from thcGity off onjhtMiiu. And 
Patricias and Hypatisss in a town called Siphris , about 44 miles diftanthoiii 
Amida. Celer was not yet come up to them. But Areobindm hmnt-Cabades 
came with his whole army, quitted his camp, and ran to Confiatnina. The 
Enemy took the camp and baggage, but no men in it; and from thence with 
fpeed marcht to the other. But Patrtchtt and 11 )fatm, having met eight 
hundred Ephtbalites marching before the Pcrfian army, had killed them all; 
and not dreaming of the army with Ca fades, were palling their time merrily 
like Conquerors,laying down their arms and preparing for dinner. And they ] 
were wafliing their meat in the brook there, and fome troubled with heat 
were bathing, which made the water run foul. Cabades having heard the 
fortune of his Ephtbalites, marcht apace toward thcEncmy, and by the thick- 
ning of the brook gueft at the matter, and that the enemy was unprepared. 
So commanding to drive on with full fpeed, luddainly he furprifed them at 
dinner, and unarmed. The Romans not able to abide their charge, ran away 
without ftriking ftroak. Some were overtaken and (lain, others fled to the 
Mountain there, and for fear leapt down the rocks, notone of themefca- 
ping. Bat Cabades fearing his enemies, the Htmnes, wno n .nv invaded his 
country, went home with his whole Army, and had along war withthem 
on the Northern borders thereof. In the mean time the other Romm army 
came,but did nothing,having no Commander in chief,,\nd the Generals vmh 
theii equality of power ever crofting one anothers opinions fV/^‘ pall the river 
Nympbitts , and invaded Arzamwc, ( This river runs by MartyropoUs , and is 
d ilia nt from Amida thirty five miles) and having forraged the country, foon 
went home. Areobindtss , the Empcrour fent for to Conftanthtople, and the 0- 
thers fate down before Amida in the winter. Who failing in their endeavours 
to force the place,refolved to take it by famine: And the bclieged then wanted 
provilions; but the Generals not knowing it, and feeing the fouldier weary 
of awintci fiege; imagining alfo, the Petjian army would ere long come a - 
gainll them, they made haft in fome way to rife from thence. And the Pcr- 
fans alfo doubtful in thefe difficulties, though they concealed their wants, 
and made flicw of plenty, yet gladly they would make a handfomc retreat. 
In the end a capitulation was made, for the Pfrjfaw to have a K thoufand 
pound weight 01 Gold, and fo to render the City, The articles were perfor¬ 
med, and the Son of Glows receiving the money, gave up Amida. For 
Clones himfelf was llain in this manner. The Romans being not yet let 
down before Amida , but not far from it, a pealant who frequented the City, 
and ufcdfecretly to fell to Glones at great rates, potiltcry, bread, and ripe 
fruit?, promifed the Generali Patricias for reward to put Clones and two 
hundred Perjidns into his hands. He promifed him his demand, and lent 
hint away. The man rent hvs garments, and came weeping into the town; 
wenttoGWj; and tearing his hair, c My Lord, quoth he, I was bringing 
< you of my bed provilions; but l was met, beaten, and had all taken h orn 
< mc, by thefe rogues whofe cuftomcitis to rob the poorpeafants (being 
c old K oman fouldiers) rahtbling in fmall parties j and who tty before 
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€ the Perfians, and robb the poore Countryman. Thinck Sir! bow you may 
* avenge us and the Perfians. It is but hunting without the fubuibcs, and you 
c will hnd good game: For they go prolling about not above fome or live in a 
‘company. Glows askt, how many would iiiflicc for the bulinefs; Hefaid 
fifty was enoughj being to meet not above five together; but whatfoe* 
ver fhould happen ,it would be good to have ico, and if it were 200. ’twerc 
the better; Store hurts no man. Glows chofc 200. horfe,aiul bad the man guide 
them. But he faid , ’twas better, to fend him before to difeover thefe Roman 
free hooters , and to bring the Ferf 'am word , who then might take their bed 
orportunity, Glows approved ofhiscounfell; and then lie went to the Ge¬ 
nerali PatrictM,nnd acquainted him with all the proceedings, who fait 1000. 
Souldicrs,and two of his own Life-guard with him. Thefe he laid in ambufh, 
neer a village called Tbialafamnm , live miles from Amida , within a vnlly of 
coppices and bullies. Then he ran, and told Glows, his game was ready, and 
guided him and his 200. men into the enemies ainbulh. Being paft a good 
(pace within it) unfeenby G/o/fj or his Company, he ran and called up the 
Romm ambufh, and (hewed them the enemy. The Perfians Icing them, were 
amazed at the fuddain accident; Retire they could not (the enemy having 
their backs) nor being in an enemies Country knew any other way to runne. 
As they could therefore, they put in order to rcceaye the aflailants, bur. over- 
matchtin numbers were broken, and all killed with Glows , which vexed his 
Son, that he could not (lay to revenge his Fathers death, lb that he burnt the 
Church of St. Simeon, where lie lodged. Other buildings neither Glows , nor 
Cabades ,nor any Per [tan, deftroyed nor defaced in Amida , nor without it. 

But to returnc to my former difeouri'e. Thus the Romms recovered Amida 
for mony, two ycarcs after the taking. Being within it, their own negligence 
appeared ,and the Perfians abftemiouliiefs, finding , by comparing the quanti¬ 
fy of the viftuall left,and the Barbmans that went out,not above feven dayes 
proviliou remaining,though Glows & his foil had long ilfued it out to thePrr- 
Jiws more fcarcely,thcn]iiced could well cndurc;and to the Romm in thcTown 
nothing,from the beginning of the fiege; So that they were forced toeatunti- 
fuall food,and abominable, and at laftonc another. The Generali,', finding 
thcmfelvcs thus deccavcd by the Barbarians , reproached the Souhlicrs intem¬ 
perance, and difoBediencc, who having it in their power to take the Town 
with all the Perfians in it at mercy, had dilhonorably tranljumed the Roman 
treafureto Barbarians, and gotten Amida, as a merchandize for mony. Af¬ 
terward the Per fans (their warre with the Hunnes growing long) made a 
Truce with the Romans for feven ycarcs, concluded by Cclcr the Roman Ge- 
nerall,and Afpmdes for the Perfian . Thus I ha\e told the beginning and con- 
clufion of thefe wans with the Per fans. 


CHAP. VII. 

B Ut what happened concerning the Cafpian Gates I will now relate. 

Mount Taurus of Cilicia paffcs Hill by Cappadocia ; then Armenia , and Per- 
[armenia, and then Albania and Iberia, and the other nations that way. tree, 
or fnbjcft to the ferfim, extending thus through many Countryes, and the 
further it goes, growing to a greater bredth and height. Beyond Iberia , you 
come to a narrow way j reaching lome iixmilcs, and ending at a Jrcep place 
unpaifablc; where tor the way out,nature hath built a kind of Gate, ancient¬ 
ly called the Cafpian gates,or lheights.Beyond which aretaire champions well 
watred, and large plaincs for hurie paftures; where are leated the nations of 
the Hums , and extend to the Lake of Maotis, who palling by the (freights in 
their inroads into Roman or Perfian provinces, come with their horlcs hiftic 
going not about, nor nor being engaged in ragged Countries,lave oncly thole 
I lix miles into Iberia ; whereas by other pallium they arrive with much loile ! 
I and cannot make ufe of the lane horfes, h«v urn been forced to many circuit! 
J and craggie wayes; which AC . ,nUr the great conlidcring, built Gates indeed : 
-,-— ______ there j 
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there and by them a Fort; which through many owners, at lad came to Am- 
b Pisces a Hnnne, a friend of the Emperor Anaflafms. This man growne old, 
and neer his end, offered Anaftafius for mony to put the Romans in poflelfion 
of the Cafpian Gates, and the Fort. ButthcEmpcrour ( whoufednotto doc 
things unadvifedly) conlidering that it was not polhble to maintame a garri- 
fon in that place, wanting all commodities, and having no nation neer it 
fubjeft to the Romans , he thanckr. the man much for his good will, but would 
not meddle with the thing. Ambamces foone after died,and Cabadesd orcing 
out his Tonnes, poffcfledhimtelfe of the Gates. Anaflafius alfo, at ter thettuce 
with Cabades, at a place called Daras , built a very ftrong City, and named it 
then /nafiafia , beingdiftant from Nifibis about twelve miles, and from the 
Pe r Ln frontier three miles and a Italic at moll. This building the Perfian de¬ 
finin' to hinder,could not,having his hands full with the Ilunws. But having 
dilpatcht that wane, he cxpoftulated with the Romans for this building fo 
neer bis confines, and contrary to the Articles of Peace. Anafiafim , partly 
threat nine, partly pretending friendfltip, and with large preients, put it off. 

Another City alio this Emperor built upon the frontier of Pcrfarmema ,which 
had been before a village, and from Tbeodofiwhh name was cal \zfiTbeodofia. 

But dnaflajius compsffed it with a ftrong wall, which no lelfc then the other 
troubled the Perfians, beineboth asRampircsuponhis Country. Not long 
after Anafiafm deccafmg ffnfim fuccccdcd in the Empire, the others kind- 
I red being rejefted, though many of them very eminent men. 

Cabades was alio troubled, fearing innovation upon his houfe after his de- 
ccafe; For upon his Sonnes he could not transferre the Kingdom, without 
lbi.ie queftion. His eldeft, Caofes , the law invited, but him he could not abide; 
the fathers opinion therein overruling nature, and the ancient Lawcs. His 
fecond Sonne Zames ,having loft an eye, the Law excluded, prohibiting to 
make a King having but one eye, or any other maime. But Cbofms, borne of 
the fitter oUfpevedes,\\c chiefly atfefted.But feeing the Perfians admire the va¬ 
lour o( Zames, as being a goodSonldier, and a favourer of verttic, he feared 
lead taking arnies againft Cbofms , they might mine bis houfe, and Kingdom. 

Hereupon he rcfolvcd to make a peace with the Romans, by procuring his Sou 
Cbofms to be adopted by thcEmperom Jnfiinr, which he conccavcd the onc¬ 
ly way to prefervethe fecurity of his Empire. To this purpofc he dilpatcht 
‘ AmUfladors to Confiantinople , with letters to Jufiine, to this purpofc. Your 
‘lelfc know,that the Rcmas have done us wrongs, which 1 am rcfolvcd not to 

< urge; knowing that thole in rcafon ought to have the Viftory, who having 
c ihc light on their fide, are yet willingly put to the word, to gratifie their 

4 friends. Butior this 1 muft demand a favour, which binding our felves, ^ 

<and lubjeftsby kindred, and the confequent thereof, good alfeftion, may h) ver) obfme 
<for ever fettle to us the bledings of peace. It if,that you would adopt my Son I nan,one Saba- 
‘Crjofroes ,who is to fuccced me in my Kingdom,for your Son .Jnfiine was glad ‘'“M" NJyri- 
ai the proposition, and fo was Jnflinian , his lifters foil, and fucceffor dcligned, j g* 
urginti the f peedy perfeftion, and drawing up of the adoption after the Roman Im p atorisrfi , 
forme. But Pi oclns croft it: who was aflelfor to the Emperor (the Romans call j thteJ oil Lows 
this officer, Qnxllor) and aknownc juft man, not to be bribed, nor haftily W Mf.nd 
palling Edift^oraltring things fctlcd: He oppoling it, fpakc thus. I ufc not 
‘ to meddie with novelties, which of all things I fcarc moft,knowing that they | fM ^ pi v '

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* rwlicirc to the Emperour, Conlider ic thus, 1 pray, By nature is due 

f to children their fathers eftates: All Lawes,thongh differing in other things, 

4 do yet in this agree, both among Romm , and Barbarians /that children are 
e to inherit their fathers eftates. So chat ycilding to this theirfiift requcif, the 

5 reft you inuft conlcquently grant. The Emperour and his Nephew approved 

this ipeech, confulting what was to be done, In themcanc time came other 
letters from Cabades to Jstfline,to fend to him men of expcrience/or conclud¬ 
ing of a peace, and to figntfie the forme that was to be obferved in the adopti¬ 
on. Upon this Vroclm more eagerly bppofed the Perfians propofaIl,and urged 
that they fhould rather adopt to themfelves the Roman power and dominion; 
declaring his opinion, that it was fit they, as fpeedily as might be , fhould 
conclude a peace; and withall that fome chief men fhould be lent ; who being 
demanded by Ca fades,] In what manner the adoption fhould bc,(hould anfwer, 
as is fit for a Bar farm ; For the Barbariansrsdoyt fons,not by writings,!) ut by 
arming them. Accordingly AmbafTadors werefentby Jstfline ,and promife of 
fomegreater men to follow, for confummating all touching the peace, and 
Chofroes. There were therefore fhortly after lent Hypatrn a patrician } Nephew 
to the late Emperour Anafiafm, and Generali of the Eaft ; and Rufinas, tonne 
of Silvamy aprincipall patrician, and one wellknowne to Cabades. From 
the Perfians came Seofes, their molt powerfull man, who had the chief power 
over all armies and offices ; and with him Me fades, who was Mailer of the Pa¬ 
lace in Perfia . Thcfe meeting upon the frontier,treated concerning an accord¬ 
ing of the differences, and concluding a peace. And Chofroes came down to 
the Tigris, two dayes journy from Nifibis, that the peace being concluded , he 
might go to Confiantinople. Many difeourfes paftabout their differences; and 
5 ^/«a!ledged, that Colchis, now called Utica, anticntly belonged to the 
Perjsm, and that the Romans held it from them unjuftly. The Romans took it 
very jII that their title to Latica fhould be queftioned;But when they faid,that 
the Adoption muft be performed in a form fit for a Barbarian, the Perfians 
a j Pa r S So both broke off, and they fevcrally went home. 

And Chojrocs returned to his father, vowing to revenge this fcorn upon the 
Romans. r 

afterward accufed Seofes for mentioning Utica without their 
Mailers diVeftion, purpofely to break the Treaty, and for communicating 
thereini firft with Hypatias, who bare the King lead affeftion, and croft the 
concltilion of the Peace, and the Adoption. Seofes being charged by his Ene¬ 
mies with many other things, was called to a judicial 1 try all before theiV- 
Jm Senate, who were all difpleafed with his newOftice, and ofEndcd at hi s 
behaviour. He was a man free from corruption,and very juft; but extremely 
arrogant. Which, though a vice naturall to the great Officers of Perfia, yet 
in iseojes, themfelves thought it to reign in extremity. His accnfcrs charged 
him with the matters afore mentioned ; and for not contenting liimfelfvvitfi 
the ancient cuftomes of the Perfians, worfliipping new Gods ; and that lately 
hehadburvedhis Wife; th cPerfian Laws prohibiting the burying of dead 
bodies in the earth. So the Judges condemned him to dye. And Cabades 
leemed to grieve as for a friend, but would not pardon him; profiling that lie 
^ nded w j th him, but he muft not infringe the Laws ; And yet he 
owed his life to Seofes , who was the chiefeft caufe of his living and reigning* 
and being thus condemned, he was put to death. His office as it began fo it 
ended wuhhm 1 , none .after him having ever the like Generali power over 
all offices and armies. Rufinas alfo accufed Hypatias to the Emperour, who 
p n it chfeharged him of his Office ; but after torturing fome about him, 
he round no truth m the accufatiun , and fo did no other harm to him. 

CHAP. VIII. 

thendefired to invade the R rnrns, but found this impediment. 

I lie Jkrrni of Jfa who arc feated by the C 4 m Gates to the South- 

ward 
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ward, have next them to the Weft, Utica, and to the Eaft, part of Perfia . 
This people arc Chriftians,as devout as any, and have alwayes been fubjeft 
to the King of Fer/rt.Thefe Cabades would inforce to his Religion,writing to 1 
their Km^Gttrgenes to do all things as the Perfians d id> and not co bury their 
dead bodies in the earth,but to throw them out to the dogs and birds.Where- 
upon G argents revolted to the Emperour Jafiine, requeuing afftirancc of him, 
that he fhould not leave him to the mercy of the Perfians, Which he granted 
willingly, and fent Probas , Sifters fon to the late Emperour Anafiafius , a 
Patrician, with money to raife an army of Hams for his ayd, to Boffiorus, a 
Maritime City lying on the left hand as you fail toward the Uxinc Sea, 20 
days journey diftantTfrom Cherfon ^which is the fartheftfowrfw City that way; 
all between being poflcfled by Hanttes. Thefe Bofforians were formerly a free 
people, but lately they liibmittcd to the Emperour Jaftine, But Probits re¬ 
turning without doing anything, the Emperour fent Peter Generali into 
Utica, with fome Hannes to ayd Gar genes. And at t' fame time Cabades 
fent an army againft Gargenes and the Iberians, under Boes a Perfian , his Gene¬ 
rali. But Gargenes finding himfelf too weak for the Perfians, and the Roman 
fuccours not competent, fled into Latica with his wife and children, and 
chief men of Iberia, and his brothers, whereof Peranius was the ekMhand 
in the confines of LaticaR ayd, fortifying in the faftneffes againft the Enemy.- 
Which hindred the Perfians that purfued them, from doing any thing to pur* 
pofe. Afterward fome Iberians came to Confiantinoplc,. and Peter was remand¬ 
ed home. The Latians alfo refufmg to help to guard the Province, the Em¬ 
perour fent an army commanded by Irenaus, Formerly the guard of two 
Forts at the entrance of LaticaPmw Iberia was carefully maintained by the 
Provincials, though enduring much : For no Com nor Wine grows near, 
nor other commodity • nor for the faftnefles can be brought thither, but upon 
mens backs; and they lived (being ufed to it) upon PAnicam, or Mill-feed, 
there growing. But the Emperour taking thence thofe Warders, put Roman 
Garrifons to keep the places; whom at firft the Latians fupplyed with pro- 
vifions, though hardly; but after refufed the fcrvicc, and the Romans abando¬ 
ned the Forts, which the Perfians feifed on. 

In the mean time, the Romans led by Sittas and Belifarm , invaded Ptrfar- 
menia , and having for raged much country, and taken many prifoners, they 
retired. They were youths then, their beards firft fpringing, andLancicrs of 
the guard to Jufttnian the chief Generali,who foon after held the Empire with 
his Uncle Jufline. In another inroad into Armenia by Sittas and Belifarius , 
they wereluddenly met, and put to the worft by A farfes and Aratius , who 
not long after revolted to the Romans , and ferved under Belifarius in Italy. 
Licelarius alfo a Thracian invaded about Nifibis with another Army of Ro¬ 
mans , who retreated running away, and none charging them. Whereupon the 
Emperour difchargedTicc/4r/w,and ga vcBelifarittt the command of the forces 
in Var,u : And then was Procopius the Writer of this hiltory chofen his Con- 
fellour. * Shortly aftdr Jaftine died, having before declared Jtsflinian 
his Sifters Sonne Emperour with him. Juftinian being lole Emperour; 
direfted Belifarius , to build a Fort at Mindon , upon the confines of Per¬ 
fia , on the left hand of the way to Nifibis : who having railed it to a 
good height, the Perfians fent to forbid him , threatning to hinder it, 
not with words onely, but deeds. The Emperour hereof informed, and how 
Belifarm was not able with the Forces he had,to beat off the PerfiatiS' } he com¬ 
manded Cuttes and Bates , Captaines of the Forces in * Phoenicia Libani, to 
repaire thither with another Army, Thcfe were Thracians ,and brethren, yong 
men, andrafti intheirencounters;Theymarch’t togedierto the building; 
where the Perfians hindred, and the Romans aflifted the workmen, all they 
could. In the fight the Romans had the worft, and loft many men; Cuttes and 
fome other were taken: whom the Perfians (hut up in a cave perpctuall pri- 
foners; and no Forces defending the building, they eaft it down. 

CHAP. 
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Book I 


The Hiflory of 

chap. ix. 

A Fterward Jufiinian made Belifarius Generali of the Baft, and directed I 
him to make an expedition againll Per Jin : who levying an Army of 
good importance, came to Dam. With him was joined in the command, 
Hermogenet, Captain of the Emperours Guard, and fometime Qjujh to Vita- 
hams , when he rebelled againft the Emperour Anafiafm, Rufimts alio he Cent 
his Ambalfador, with direftion toflay at Hierapolis upon the Euphrates , till 
lie fliould iignifie his plcafure, there being fomc difeourfes on both Tides for a 
peace. But Belifarius and Hcrmogcw had newes, that a Pevfian invafion was 
feared, to take Daw. Whereupon they provided to light, in this manner. 
Nccr to the gate toward Nifibis , a (tones call off, they drew a deep trench , 
with many paifages through it*, not dig’dina right line, but thus. In the 
midftwasa Ihort Line .-on either end whereof went out two /height horn* 
works, and from both ends of the horn-works, the trenches ran in right lines 
a great fpace of ground. The Perfians Toon after came with their army, and 
encamped at Amodis, a Village two miles and a half from Dam , where were 
Pitu.iMs and Barefmanas with one eye, and other Commanders; the Generali 
of the whole Army being PeroMs, by office a Mirranes fo called in Per fin, who 
fent to command Belifariiu , to make ready the bath, for the next day he 
meant to bathe in Daras. The Romm upon this provided ftrongly for the en¬ 
counter, as being the next day to fight. The Sun up, and feeing the enemy 
come on, they put in order orbattcll, thus. The faitheft point or their left- 
hand Line, which ran from the horn-work there, to a hillock, Bums poifeft 
with ftore of Horfe, and Pharos the Herulm with three hundred of his Coun¬ 
trymen. To the right hand ofthefe, on the outfide of the trench, in the Angle 
made by the Line and the horn-work, flood Sunicat, and Augan, by birth 
Maffagets, with 600 Horfe; that if Bums and Pharos fiiould be routed, they 
wheeling about, and getting the backs of the enemy, might readily fccona 
the Romans on that fide. On the other hand they were embattcl’d in the fame 
manner: The point of the Line that way was made good with ftore of Horfe, 
commanded by John the Ton of Nicetas, CyrillM,Marcelltu,Germanm, and Doro- 
the tufa, at the right hand angle were placed 600 Horfe, commanded by Simas 
and Afcan,MAffagetes ; who were likewifc ( if John fhould be routed ) to! 
fall on from thence, upon the backs of the enemy. All about the trench flood 
the reft of the Horfe, and the Infantenr ; behind whom toward die 
middle, flood Belifarius and Hermogenes. Thus were the to/iw ordered, a*, 
mounting to 25000; the being 40000 Horfe and Foot. They flood 
both in rank (their Fronts againft each other) driving to make it as deep, as 
might be. Neither began the fight ; but the (erfians feemed to wonder at 
the Romm order, muling what they would doe. Towards evening iome 
Horfe from their right wing charged the Troupes of Bums and Pharos ; who 
retreating fair and ioftly, the Perfians d id not purfuetheni, but flood ftill *, 
tearing tobc compaft by the Enemy. The retiring Romans then of a fiiddain 
charged them; who (laid it not, but gallopt home to the Batallion; and 
Bums and Pharos put themfelves into the fame place and order again. Seven 
Pcrftws r in this encounter were (lain, whofe bodies the Romans canycd otf. 
As their battels flood thus, a young man, a IVr/rtw, fpurred up to the Roman 
army, challenging any to light with him. No man daring to undertake him; 
one Andrew, a follower of Bums , no fouldier, nor trained to the wars, but 
the mailer of a Wreftling fchool in Confiaminople , and following the army to 
attend Bums in the bath, being a Conftantinopolitan born, without provoca¬ 
tion by Bums , or any other, adventured the combat. And th q Barbarian 
looking about him which wayto aflault him, Andrew prevented, and with 
1 his Lance hit him on the right pap, fo ilronga blow, that the Perfm fell 
from his horfe, and Andrew, as he lay, with a Ihort knife cut his throat. At 
which, fronuhe Town-wall, and the Roman army was a huge lliout. But 
j the perfim being grieved at it, lent out another horfman, valiant, and very 
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tall, no youth, but with fome gray hairs. Who approaching the Rom ms, and 
(ladling with his whip often, made his challenge ai(b. None prefenting 
themfelves, Andrew , though prohibited by llemogenesfi ole into the field;and 
both with their Lances made a furious charge,Their Lances broke upon (heir 
Corllcts; and their horfesheads meeting, down they fell with their riders; 
both falling necr each other. And driving to rife, the Perfians heavy body 
could not fo ealily: Buc Andrew by the advantage of his praclifc in the 
Wreftling fchool, lull got up, and Article the other as he was upon one knee, 
and having him down killed hint. IIpon which a greater fliout than before 
was madefronuhe town and Roman army; and the Perfians looting their 
bataillion, retired within their trenches, it growing dark. The next day came 
10000 men from Nifibis to the Perfians, But Behfiiritis and Hermogenes wrote 
this Letter to Mirranes. 

All men confefs peace to be the chiefeft of blcjftngs , and confeynently a Peace- 
bytaker to be guilty of his own and other mens mifebiefs. So that that Gen:rail is 
befit, who is apt to end a war in a peace ; whereas you bring a can fiefs war upon sis, 
while all filands well between the Pcrlians and its, and our Princes are confulting 
upon terms of peace , and our Ambaffadors near at hand to accord all differences , if 
fiomedefiperate efjelt of this your invafion choakjwt our ho pcs.Dr aw home your Army 
therefore,and be notan obfiacle to fo great a blcjfing, leaf you prove atttboitr of 
the mfichiefs likely to fall on your own Naticn. T 0 thefc Letters Mirranes return¬ 
ed this anfwer. 

I (honldbe perfwaded by your letters to doc what you defire, if it were not a Let¬ 
ter from Romans ; who can eafily promifie, but their performance w ml to be hoped- 
though you confirm? your agreements with oath. So that tired with your deceipts, 
we are forced to come armed ; and expetl nothing, my deare Romans / now, but war 
with tts. For here will we die, or grow gray, till you have done us right . Belifarius 
wrote againe unto him. 

Good Mirranes / you mu (l not humour your own arrogance, nor fayfalfe imputati¬ 
ons upon others ; n>« have (aid it, and truly,that Rufimis is coming in Ambaffage , 
and notfarre hence: Winch fhort ly your felfe will know. But fmee you defire warn, 
with Gods help we fhall opmfe you ; who will afjifi our peaceablencfs, againll your ar¬ 
rogance', who being by us invited to peace, re jell it. The Letters we have written 
both, we j.hall hang up upon our Enfgncs in the battcll. Mirranes to this replies 
againe. 

Neither are we entred into this wan without Gods ; but with them full come tip- 
on you ; who we hope to morrow will put us in poffieffion of Daras. Let there be made 
ready therefore for me the befi bath tn the town. Belifarius then prepared for the 
battcll. 


CHAP. 1 j 

A Nd the next day, Mirranes about Sunrifing , calling h:s Souldierr, made a 
Jpcech to them • That he fnew Perfians in dangers, not to take their courage 
irom their Captains orations, but from their own virtue, and awe of one another. 
But feing them difpute, how the Romans > not ufing without tumult and diforder to 
come to fight receaved the Perfians now with an order fo little belonging to them : 
fjeajl upon afalfie conceipt they Jhould commit error , he warned them, not to fuppofe j 
the Romans upon the fuddaine grown more valiant , and expert SoUldiers, but ra- ; 
they cowards more then ever ; being fo afraid of Perfians, that they dare not emb.it- ; 
tie without makjng a trench to defend them ; nor with it begin a fight, but are glad , \ 
andthinckjhr.r bnfitnefs fipedd above their hopes, if they are able to ret ire io their j 
wall), the Pcrlians not charging them: Hence were they in no diforder, not coming 
to the haz.'ird of a battell. But if the fight come to handy blows, then their cowa >- j 
( iM and want of experience will put them into their wonted diforder. And for them » I 
J< Ives he bad them have their thoughts upon the judgement of their King of Kings, ■ 
ex peeing a hafe punishment, if they dot not now fight at becomes the valour of Per- ■ 
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Mir roues having thus encouraged his Souldiers, led on againft the enemy. 
Belifarius alfo and Hcrniogenes, drawing cut their troupes from their trench • ex¬ 
horted then* to confiderby the former fight , that the Fenians are mt invincible , 
nor ifumortall ; And that they were beaten by them formerly through their own difo- 
bedtence to their commanders , not by any advantage of valour or flrong bodies in the 
enemy . Which fault they may eafily amend, Indeed the ctoffes of fortune no indujlry 
can cure , but of a mans faults \ his own mil may be the Phyfician. S o t hat if t hey 
refolve to obey directions ; the day will be theirs : and the enemy failing in their one- 
ly confidence , (the Romans diforder) willgoe off .as they did in the former encoun¬ 
ter, And for the enemies nombert (f heir greatejh[care-crow ) he bad them defpife 
it : Seing their foot w t u nothing ehy but a multitude ofmiferable peafantSywho come 
to the wane onely to fappe a wall , or riffle a dead body , and other things to ferve 
the Souldier: having no arrnes to trouble much an entmy\and their bucklers no big¬ 
ger then to ward a fkot onely. St that if they fight bravely this day , they will both 
vanquifb the Perfians tiora , and reflraine their infolence from invading the Ho¬ 
mans. Belifarius and Hemogenes having made this exhortation, and Icing 
the Perfians coming on, ordred the Army, as before, The Perfians ftood oppe- 
fite in front ; Mirranesy not placing fo the whole Army,but the one halle one¬ 
ly, the other (hood behind him, to receave men from the light, and to'givc on 
frelh, and fo in their turnes to come all to fight., The band onely,named Im- 
mortally he commanded to (land Hill, till hiinfelfgave the lignall: Who ftood 
in the front,giving the command of the right wing to Pityaz.es, and of the left 
toBarcfmanaiJixe Annies being thus embattelPd Charas came to Belifarius and 
1 Hemogenes •, and faid thus: 1 fee no great fervice 1 can doe upon the enemy, 
c (laying here with iny Herulians : But if covering our felves under yonder rif- 
i ing ground, when the fight is begun, we (hall fuddainly from the hillock 
f charge, (hooting the enemies backs, in 1 ikelyhood we (hall mine them. Belt- 
farius approved it, and accordingly it was done. Neither (ide began the fight 
till noone, which being pad, the Perfians gave on: Who put it off to that time 
of the day,becaufethemfelvcsufetoeat about evening, and the Romans at 
noone; and if they charged them fading,they thought they would not endure 
the fight fo well. At firft the arrowes (lew from both (ides,and with their mul¬ 
titude made a kind ofduskinefs a longtime, and flew many. The Perfians 
arrowes came much thicker, by reafon of their frefti men dill renewing, which 
the Romans did not markc : who notwithftanding had not the worfc, a ftrong 
wind blowing upon the Perfiansy and not fullering their (hot to domuchelfeft. 
The Arrowes being fpent, they ufed their Lances, on both (ides, and came up 
elofer. The Romans left wing Was in mod diftrefs, where the Cadifcm , with 
Pityaus charging fuddunely and furioisfly, routed them 8c kill’d many in the 
execution. Which Sunicas and Aigas pcrccaviiig,gallopt amaine to them: But 
firft: the three hundred Herulians under Pharos came down from the hill upon 
the enemies backs, and did wonders,fpecially upon the Cadifm : who when 
they faw Sunicas too giving on Upon their ftanck, ran away. And thin* the 
overthrow being cleer } thc Romans on that fide joining,made a great (laugh.ter 
among the Barbarians ; fo that of their right wing they loll about 3000. The 
refiducefcaped hardly to the Bataillion; andthc Romans chafing no farther, 
both parts dood dill in their orders • And (itch was the fucccflc on that lido. 
But Mirranes fent the Immwtall band,and many others clofely to the left lido: 
which Behfariui y and Hemogenes perccaving, Cent Stinicas and Aigas y with 
their fix hundred horfc , to the angle of their right hand line, where Simas 
and Afcas ftood, and behind them many troupers of Belifarius . The Perfians 
left wing commanded by Barefruanas , with the Immortails , charged the Ro¬ 
mans with full career: who not abiding it, fled. Then from the Angle, the 
Romansy and thofc behind them gave on hotly upon the Barbarians fl nick, as 
they purfiied, and cut their Army in two, leaving the mod to their iit>ht 
hand; the red to the left, among whom was the Enfignc-bearer of Barefman.i , 
whom Sunicas with his lance wounded. The Perfians ho pnrfued forerood, 
feing their ill cafe, turned.about, and leaving die chafe, rode againll ilicfe; 
and fo came to be charged both wayes by the Romans 5 For they that fluid , 
__ _ _ ■ _knowing

knowing what happened , turned head. The hnmortall band, and the other 
Perfians there,feingthe great Fmlignc taken down, and lying upon the ground*, 
they with Brrefmams , prcfently charged the Romans ; who receaved them * and 
firft Sunicas kill’d Barefmanas , and threw hint from his horfe. Then the Bar¬ 
barians ftruck with feare, thought no more of fighting, but ran away in con¬ 
dition. The Romans compafling them, as they could, kill'd about 5000. So 
the Armies moved, the Perfians to their retreat, the Romans to the purfaic. 
The Perfians foot in the overthrow threw away their bucklers, and furprized 
in confufion were cut in pieces.' The chafe lalted not long, Belifarius and 
Hemogenes not differing them to follow further, lead the Perfians might turn 
head, and rout them purfue ing Without order. They thought it enough to 
keep the viftory entire : For before that day, t’waslong fince the Perfians were 
overthrown by the Romans. Thus they parted then; nor would the Perfians 
come to, any more battells. Some skirmilhings there were upon inroads , 
wherein the Romans had not the word. And this was the fucceis of the Ar¬ 
mies in Mefopotamia,

CHAP. XI. 

p IFt Cabades fent another Army into the Roman Armenia , confiding of 
typtrfarmcnians ymiSunites (who border upon the Alans) and three thou- 
fand Sabinan Hunues , a very warlike Nacio 1. The Generali was Mermeroesy 
a Pcrfiany who encamped in Pcrfarmnia , three dayes journey from Theodtfio - 
polity preparing for the invafion. Dorotheus was then Generali ot Armenia , a 
wife man,and who had feen many warrs j but Sittas, Generali of the Forces in 
Conftantinople commanded the Armenian Army in cheif. Thcfe hearing of 
Forces levycd in Perfarmcniafcnt two Lanciers to difeover the enemies pov er. 
To whole Army they came, and having obferved all, and returning, met in a 
village fomc ot the enemies Hunues y who took one of them named Dagaris , 
the other got away and brought newes to the Generalls. Who inftantly armed 
their Forces, and fuddainely fet upon the enemies campe; who frighted with 
the fuddainenefs, ran away without llriking (Iroak. The Romans killed many 
and rifled their Camp, and then rode back againe, But not long after Meme- 
roes with his Army encred the Roman territory, and finding the enemy heer 
the City of Sattala , he encamped in a village called Otf^feven miles from 
SattaU. Sittas behind a hill ( whereof are many about that City, though (ci- 
tuate in a plaine ) with 1000. men lay clofe, direfting Dorotheus with the 
reft to keep within their trenches, feing they were not able to (land the enemy 
being 30000. ftrong,and thcmfelves not half the number. But the next day the 
Barbarians came fo their trenches, and were compaffing them , when fuddain¬ 
ly feing Sittai coming down from the hill, and not being able to judge the 
number, becaufc of the dud,then great in the Snmmer time,they thought them 
more then they Were, and fo left compaffing , and made haft to draw together 
into lefle ground 5 which Sittai to prevent,divided his men into two T roupcs, 
and charged them Coming from the trenches. Which the Romans therein per- 
ceavirig, took courage, and faltyedall upon the gallop, and charged the enc> 
my'alfo; and having them thus in the niidft of their Troupes, they routed 
them. But the enemy exceeding thCmin numbers, made head 5 and the fight 
was fierce, and at handy ftroakes^and fomefliort chafes upon one another,be¬ 
ing all Horfemen. Then Vlomlius a Thraeian, Captain of a T roupe of Horfe, 
rnfllt into the midft of the enemy, and took away the Generalls enfigrie , and 
throwing it down to the ground , gallopt back, but was over-taken and cue in 
pieces in the placejand fo was the created catife of the Romans viftory. For tnc 
Barbarians loiing fight:' of the chiefe Enfignc , fell into feare and diforder, and 
retired within tnelr Camp, having loft many in the fight. The next day they 
m?.rcli ? c home, and none followed them • 'Tlw Romans thinking it much,firlt 
to beat fo many of them intheir own Country,} and now when they invaded 
them,to fend them home vanquiftit by a leffe number, and with nothing done. 
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The Romans then alfotook in Tome townes of the Perfians in P erf Armenia , 
and two Forts called Bolm and Pharangium , where the King hath a revenue 
out of gold mines. A little before alfo they had fubdued theT*d«/4w, who 
lived formerly within the Roman land, a free people : Concerning all 
which thus it was, In the way out of Armenia into Perfarmenia to the right 
hand is Mount Taurus, reaching to Iberia, and the nations before named. To 
the left hand the way is deep with ragged Mountaines over head,covered with 
perpetuall clouds and fnow,, whence the Phafis fpringing runns into Lafica. 
Here anciently have dwelt thefe Tzanians fubjeft to none, formerly called Sa- 
«/, ufingto robb the neighbouring Romans , and living hardly and upon what 
they could fteale, their own Country bringing forth nothing good to feed 
on. The Emperour therefore gave them a penfion in gold, not to robbthofe 
parts. For which they tooketheir Country Oath, and broke it, coming ftill 
unlook t for, and mifehieving the Armenians, and other Romans beyond them, 
ev.cn to the fqa. They mademort inroads, going quickly home; and if they 
met a Reman Army, were beaten, but impollible to be taken, by realon of their 
ftrong Country. But Sittas before this warre overcoming them in fight, and 
tiling many allurements both by words and deeds, gained them abfoltitely, 
that they became Civill men; and were enrolled in Roman bands, and marcht 
with their Armies, and turned Chrifiians alfo. Beyond thefe Tzanians Coun¬ 
try, a deep rockie vally runns, asfarr as Mount Caueafm ; wherein are popu¬ 
lous villages, and vines, and other fruits in abundance. For three dayes 
journy, it is tributary to the Romans', but further begin the marches oiPerfar - 
menia , where is that mine of gold, by Cabadcs committed to the charge of one' 
Simeones : Who feing the King in the heat ofa warre, cofened him of the re¬ 
venue thus. He ycilded himfelf, and the Fort of Pharangium to the Romans , 
who demanded not the gold of the Mine > being cohtented, if the Perfuw loft 
the benefi t;and the Pcrfiam could not force away the Romans', the Country was 
fo faft and ftrong. About the fame time alfo Narfes and Amins,who had fome 
biowes with Sittas and Belifariiuf as I faid bcfore>cvolted to the ftwa«;,with 
their Mother, whom Narfes, the Emperours peculiar Treasurer entertained, 
( being alfo a Perfamenian ) and gave them great gifts. Which Ifaac th?ir 
yonger brother hearing, gotfeerct conference with the Romans, delivered 
them the Fort of Bolus, Handing not fair from Theodofiopolis, by caufing them 
to hide Souldiersneer, whom he in the night time dofely let into the Fort 
by a Pofterne; and thus he came to Conftantinople too. 
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I H the medne time the Perfians overthrown by Belifarius at Dam , kept to¬ 
gether about, thofe parts, till Rafinus coming to C* fades told him , That 
Juftinian his brother, had fent him to him with 4 jttjl complaint , again} 1 he Pcr- 
lians,/<7r entring his Country in Ames.That it would become fo qreat a King, andfo 
prudent fat her to procure peace ,then a troublefome war to himfelf and his neighbours. 
In which hope faid, he was come to him, that for the future, both eft hem might 
enjoy the benefit of peace. Cabadcs replied ; 0 Son of Silvanus 1 Doe not recrimi¬ 
nate ; knowing , (no man better ) that you Romans are the chief caufe of thefe trou¬ 
bles. Wee for the common benefit ofw both , tookjhe Cafpian Gatesjorcing thence 
the Barbarians. The Emplrour Anaftalius, Qyou know ) might have purchafed 
them) but would mt,haft he ftiould be put to a great.txpenfe for us both, by main¬ 
taining there farces continually. And from that time we have -lodged a Garrifon 
ther.ey and maintained it ; and you thereby have dwelt in your own Country,nnfpotled 
by Barbarians on that (ide , and pofleffing quietly your eftat es. But as if this were 
notbtng;yoH have fortified at Dms, and made it a qreat City > and a rampitr a- 
gatnjti erha; a thing exprefli prohibited in the treaty with Anatolius; And hereby 
our affaires have beenmned with toylcs , and the expenfe of two Armies, the one to 
hinder the Mfycmfromforragtnr both our Countries,, thither to re frameyour 
incurfions ; wee Complaining hereof and demanding either your joint forces At the 
L: ‘ - _ _ _ Cafpian 
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Cafpian Gates, or Daras to be difmantelPd, yon have flighted it ; nay advanced 
yo# define with a greater injury ,(<// remembsr) your fortifieing at Mmdon. So 
'that //;* RQiiiarts may chafe'peace,and they may chafe wanefit her by righting m , 
or proceeding in-the contrary, for the Pcrfians Mm lay down their armes, till the 
Rcmans(> they ought) either j oyne in the Guard of the Cafpian Gates,or difmantle 
Daras Cabadcs having thus faid,difmifs’t the Ambafladour,intimating to him, 
thatforafumme of mony he would be content to fry afide all his quarrells 
to the Romans. Wherewith Rnfws acquainted the Emperour at his rcturne to 
CofthntinoileyvsW\t\Krfm after came Hermogem. And fo the Winter ended, 
and * the fourth yearc of' Juftinians raigne, 

‘ * In the beginning of the Spring, 1 ^ 000. Perfians all horfe, underthe com¬ 
mand dtAiarethes tPerfiM , iiivaded the Romans ; and among them Alamufa 
darns the Sdracen , with great numbers of Saracens. In this invaiion, they did 
not as they were wont, enter by Mefopotamia , but by Coinage** , now called 
Enphratefia. The rcafoiiof forbearing Mefopotamia now, and why it is fo cal¬ 
led is tlnis.FVom a Moimtaiiicof Amenta not very fteep,being five miles to the 
North of Theodofiopolis) ilfue two fprings, prcfently making, the right hand 
Turing, Euphrates , and-tile left, Tigris. Tigris without winding, goes ftraic 
on to Amidx, taking in i\o waters by the way, and by the Noi th-fide ot it 
pafTcs into Affjria. But the Euphrates', running not farr,vanilhes, not finking 
under ground but with a kind of miracle. OverthewateiTye$abogg,dccp 
and fix miles long,and two miles and a half broad, wherein much reed graces, 
ahd the mudd is fo ftlfFe-,' that to palfengers it feemes firme ground. Horfe and 
Footand Waggons parte upon it every day, and ftirr not the ground ,noi‘ 
difeover it for a boggC. The inhabitants every yeare burn off the reed, that It 
(lop not the way: andfomethnea ftrong wind blowing, the fire pierces to the 
roofs, and difeovers the rivcPin a (hull channell: And the mudd landing up 
againe foon after, reftoresto the place the forme it had,' Hence this river runs 
to the Country of Ecelefaj where was the Temple of Z)Aim in Tauri ; Ipbigema , 
Agamemnons daughter, with Oreftes ,and Piladesfiymfi, thither with the image 
0 [Diana. The otherTemple Handing to this day at Comanafi soot that ofTa#- 
ri. But thus it wasi Oreftes dealing with !iis filter from Tmi, fell into a great 
fickncls; and enquiring of the Oracle for emc, wasanfwered, that he ftiould 
have no help, till he had built a Tctople to Diana , like that in» Tauri , and 
there ftiould lhave off his haire, and call the City by it. Or*/** hereupon tra* 

1 veiling in thele parts,Taw the river Iris , fpringing from a fteep Mountainej 
and fiippofingittobc the place deligned by the Oracle, built there a tairc Ci- 
ty, and a Temple to Diana, and (having his haire, called it Comana , which 
Continues to this day. But this abated not the difeafe, which raged ratheC 
more. So that travelling, and feeking yet further, he found a place inC^4- 
docia, very tike Tauri, and I have woudred feing it, taking it for Tauri it 
frit The Mountaine there is abfolutely like Taurus, and fo called alfo,and the 
river Sam there vCry like the river Eupk-dtes. So there Oreftes built a goodly 
City, with tWo' Temples in it, the one to Diana , the other to his litter Iphi - 
qcnid, which the Chnftirfns have made Cluircher, not altring the buildings at 
all. This City is called the Golden Comana, where he cut olf his haire , and 
recovered of his difeafe. Which fome hold to be no other, but the uiadnefs 
he fell into, for killing his own Mother.But the Euphrates trom this Tauri in 
P.cclefi of Armenia , runs Southward by much Country, and takes in many 
rivers, and among the reft Arft nits, ( which comes down from Perfarmenia) 
then grown large, pafTes into Lencofyria ,now called the lelfer Armenia, the 
Metropolis whereof is Melitenc , a fillreCity. From thence it runs by Samoja- 
t.t, and Hierapolis, and niany other townee, to Affjria ; wlure both rivers 
meeting, end ip one naiWeW.T^w. The Country from Samofata beyortd the 
river was anciently called Cbmagend 1 , but now Enphratefia from the river. The 
Country'bri this fide, between it and th<* Tigris, is tailed Mefopotamia: Some 
pare of wh'rcli hath fcverall bther names, as Armenia „ unto Amt da: Edeffa al- 
(b, with thfc thWns'abotltit: And Ofrhocneftimi Ofrfioes^vho anciently raign- 
I ed there, when they were confederates of the Perfians. The Perfians therefore 
: D 2 having 
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having taken Ntfibis 5 and other places in Mefopotamia from the Romans^ he n 
they invaded their country, ever neglefted the Province beyond the Enphrates, 
being without water and waft,and there drew together,being their own coun- 
I try* & near an enemies inhabited, & from thence ufed to make their invafipns. 


CHAP. XIII. 

M Irranes alfo upon his return with his Army overthrown, having loft 
moftofhismcn, had alharp punifluwent from the King, who took 
from him his Head-tire of gold and pearl, which tied op his hair 5 a mark of 
the greateft honour in Perfia, next to the King: where none may wear gold, 
ring, nor belt, nor buckle, nor any thing of gold, but by the Kings grant. 
Cabades then being in doubt how to invade the Romm ; for Mirrms failing 
thus, he could not prelume upon any other; Alamtindam, King of the Sara¬ 
cens, advifed him thus, * In all things not to truft to Fortune, nor in all wars 
1 to expeft the belter*, being neither rcafonablc, nor mans condition ; but 
«the conceit of it prejudicial. For mens unreafonable hopes of iuccefs, failing 
* fometimes, (as they'may) prove their vexation. That men having not ever 
c Fortune to prefume on, put not war bluptly upon hazards, though they have 
* the'advantage of their enemies, but ftudy to deceive them with ftratagemes. 
4 In a danger upon equal terms is no afl’tirance of viftory. That therefore he 
4 fhould not grieve for the misfortunes of Mirranes, nor tempt Fortune again. 
‘ If he enter by Mefopotamia and OJroene, where the Cities were never 
Wronger, nor better guarded with fouldiers, that he will have no furc bar¬ 
gain of it. That the Country beyond the Euphrates, and Syria next it, hath 
4 no fortified City, nor confiderablc Forces; but he (hall find Antioch the chief 
* Roman City ofthe Eaft fat wealth, bignes,and populoufnes,with no fouldiers 
c in it;and a common people thinking upon nothing butHoly-daies,and Fcafts, 
( their perpetual quarrels with one another in tty; Theaters, Which he may 
€ take by furprife, and return home, without meeting an Enemy, and before 
* the Forces of Mefopotamia can have the news of him. That he fhould take 
c no thought about water, or provilions; himfclf would guide the Army the 
‘belhvay. Cabades neither difputed againft this advife, nordiftruftea it; 
knowing Almundaras a wifeman, an experienced fouldier, and faithful] to 
the Perjim , and very valiant ; who for fifty years, had brought the Romans 
into low cafe, from Egypt to MofopotAmialonaging their country, and drir 
vine all afore him, burning cities, and making innumerable Haves, whom 
he (till’d, or fold for a great deal of money. He made ;his inroads fo 
fuddainly, and advantageoufly, that none cncountiyd Mm: The Com¬ 
manders ieldome hearing of him, before he was gone with his booty. 
And when any overtook him, he defeated them, either charging them 
unprepared j or purfuing difordtrly. Once he took prifoners Demoflra- 
tus, brother of Rufinas, and John the i'onne of Incas, with all their men, and 
got a great fum of money for their ranfom. In a word, he was the fharpeft 
enemy the Romans had. The reafon was, becaufe ortely Alanmndarns had 
command of the Saracens under the Perfians, with authority and title of a 
King; whereby he could invade the Romans when and where he pleafed. Nei¬ 
ther were the Roman Captains, called Daces Limit anei, nor the Phylarchi, or 
chieftains ofthe Sarrfcw-tribes in league with the Romans, abletooppofe 
him, being too weak to fight with him fingle in their feverall countries. 
Whereupon the Emperour Jftfiinian put many of thofe T ribes under Ant has, 
the fonne of Gabhlas, chieftain ofthe Saracens in Arabia, giving him the title 
of a King ; a thing not ufed by th c.Romans. % But Alammdams rather 
more ruined the Romans ; Are that in the inroads or fights,cither ha¬ 
ving ill fortune, or betraying the bnfinefs ; we have no certainty of him. And 
fo AUmmdam (none oppofing)forraged the Eaftfurtheft of any, and long- 
eft, being a very old man; and Cabades liking his counfell, fcnt 13000 men 
under the command of Aiaretbes ( as ] have faid ) whom Alamundam was 
toguidetheway. _ CHAP, 


CHAP. XIV. 

T Hefe palling the Euphrates ifito Comagenamhda for, and being the firft 
Perfidns that ever invaded us that way, that wc can learn, it amazed the 
Romani^ and at firft perplexed Belifarim^hzn he heard it. But he foon revi¬ 
ved upon refiftance, and having left competent garrifons in the placcs,of Me - 
I fopotamia, that Cabades with the reft of his army might not find them un- 
I guarded 5 he went with fpeed againft the Enemy, compafling th z Euphrates, 
and having about 20006 norfe and foot, 2000 of diem Ifmians . The Cap- 
1 tains of horfc were the fame that fought at Dam with Mirranss. Of the In- 
fantery was Peter commander, a Lancier of the guard to Jnfhnian ; and of the 
Ifwians, Lonfinm^ndiStephanacifU, At the City of Colchis they encamped, 
hearing the Enemy were at Gabbnla, a place almoft fourteen miles from it. 
Almndam, and Atarethcs hearing thereof, ftayd their journey, rcfolving to 
march homeward, fearing to hazard 5 and they retired, keeping the Enphra- 
tes to their left hand. The Roman army followed; and where the Enemy lod¬ 
ged. fate down the night after; Belifaritu purpofely not fuffering the Army 
to march greater journeys, having no mind to fight, and thinking it furnci- 
entif Alamnndarus and the Per fans retired home without effeft. The army 
at this murmured at him, both Commanders audSouldicis, but not yet to 
his face. The Perftant at laft lodged upon the (hqre of Euphrates, oppofite 
to the City of Callinicm , rcfolving from thence to march through a defect 
country, and fo out of Roman ground, and not as before by the rivers fide. 
The Romans from the City Sura, wherethey lodg’d, rofe, and overtook the 
Enemy trnflingup their baggage. The Feaft of Eajter was to be the next day, 
whichChriftians obferve above all others; the day before it* and much of the 
night attaining from all meats and drinks. And Belifams teeing them eager 
upon the enemy, and willing to withdraw them from the opinion, ( Hermo- 
denes being of the fame mind, fent newly Ambafador from the Emperonr) he 
called them together, and fpake thus; c Whether are you tranfportedfellow 
c fouldiers' to chafe thus a needlefs danger? That onely is pure viftory, 

<that comes off without damage from the Enemy: and that now fortune, and 
c the fear of 11s amazing them, gives us; which advantage it is better to en*< 

; joy having it, than to feck it when it is gone. Tuc Perfians invited with 
t hopes, invaded us, and now failing, runaway. It we force them to change 
c their courfe, and fight; overcoming, we gain nothing, buc co rout an cne- 
c my flying already. Bucliaving theworft, welofc our prefent viftory v not 
c forced from it, but giving it away) and leave the Emperonrs land to the fpoil 
< of the Enemy, with none to defend it. Conhder alfo, that God doth co- 
c Operate with mens neceffary, not wilfull aftious; how men ftopt from fly- 
ting will fight, though unwillingly; and how many difadvantages there 
c are tousforabattell, many being marcht hither afoot, and allot usfaft- 
cjng, andfomeofus not yet come up; The Army reproached Belijams tor 
this fpeech, not muttering now, but with open clamour to his face, calling 
him faint-heai ted man, and a difeourager of them. And this errour fome 
Commanders ran into with the fouldicr, onely to (hew their valour, flf- 
l, farms amazed at this impudence, turned his difeourfe to encourage them, 
and to order then! to the encounter, faying that he knew not their alacrity 
before, but now he took courage, and went againft the enemy with more 
hopes. So he fet his Batallion in front, and his foot in the left wing towards 
the river, and to the right hand, where there was a tteep pecce of ground, A - 
ret has with his Saracens : himfclf with the horfe ftood in the middle. Aza- 
rethes feeing the Romatis embattell’d/and ready for the encounter, laid to his 
men; 4 Thatbeing Perflates, certainly they will never change their honour tor 
« life, if they might have the choice. But that now, if they would, they could 

‘makenofuch choice. They who can by running from a danger, live dillto- 

‘ nourable,if they can fo refolv^chufc yet inftead ofthe beft,chc moft pfeafant \ 

‘thing. But they who muft die cither honourably by an enemy, orbafelyby j 
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i< a fupcriour, dradg’d to execution, arc mad if they chufc not the beft condi¬ 
tion, inftead of thebafeft, He bad them therefore, not thinking onely upon 
‘ the enemy, but upon their Lord'and M after ,(b to fight that day. Having ex¬ 
horted them, he placed his Batallion oppofite • to the Enemy, and gave the 
right wing to die Perfim , and the left to the Saracens, The battel! then joy- 
ned, and was ftifly fought. The arrows flew thick from both fidesj, find, killed 
many, . Softie Angle encounters were between the Battalions, with,much va¬ 
lour performed. The Perfians fell more by the (hot, though they (hot thicker, - 
and arc ahnoft all Archers, and the nioft dextrous, living ; but .from weak 
bowes little bent, the fliaft lighting upon the Romans corllet, hegd-peece, or 
fheild, cittckt without hurt doing. The Romans ftmh libwer,baing from ftiff 
bowes much bent, and hardly ; but coming from ftronger men than Perftans, 
they fpeed where they light, no armour refilling the force. Two thirds of 
i the day were paft, and the fight yet equal!.* When the Per [turn beft men com-, 

| bining, charged the right wing, where was Aretha and his Saracen, 
They opened their Battailion, and not abiding the charge ramie a- 
way,. fufpefted that day to betray the Romans, The Per fan thus breaking 
through the ranks,' had: the backs of the Remans horfe,who weary with their 
journey and toyl in fight, being fading too, and pceft both wayes by the ene¬ 
my, gave it over, and ran into final 1 Hands in the river near them. Some ftaid 
and did bravely.; among whom Afcaty having Haiti many chief Perfhwsy was 
with much adoe cut in pieces, leaving a noble ftory to his enemies ; and 
with him eight hundred more fell, good men; and all the Ifmians , with 
their Commanders, ufing no refinance : Men unexperienced, newly taken 
from the plough, and who knew not what a battel! meant; yet hotter than 
any upon thefight, they reproached Beltfariasmth coWardize a little before. 
Indeed they were not all Jjanriansy but nfoft Lycamanu. Belifaritts flaying with 
fome few, while Ajc/u and his company ftood, refilled alfo : But feeing them 
(lain, he fled into thebattallion of toot, where Peter their leader maintained 
the light, with fome with him, the moll being run away. Then Belifaritts 
quitted his horfe, caufing his followers to doc the like, and with the reft re¬ 
ceived the enemy. Who attef a fhort execution came back, and gave on upon 
Belifaritts who to prevent the enemies compafs, kept his mens backs to the 
river, and ftood their charge ; where was a fierce light, though with unequall 
powers, a few footmen fighting with all the Per fan horfe, and yet not routed 
by them. For Handing clofe, and fencing with their Ihiclds, they foot the e- 
nemy to more purpofe, than they were foot, And the Barbarians to break 
them, riding ofta; T ainft them, rode back again without effeft •, their horfes 
being skittifo upon the clafoing of the foiclds, and the riders in confufion. 
And at night they retired to their camp. Belifaritts alfo with fome few got 
intoafoip, and paft into an Hand, whether fome came after fwinuning. The 
next day the Romans were tranfported to Callintcttm in (hips, fent from 
thence. The Perfm having fpoylcd the dead bodies, went home ; finding 
their own not fewer in number than their enemies. Azarctkes at his come- 
ing home had no thanks from Cabadesy though he wanne this battell; and 
upon this reafon. When an Army is lev'yed in Ptyfia the King ules to fit upon 
his Throne, and by him ftand baskets, and the General defigned for the army; 
which is to pafs man by man before the King, and each to throw an arrow 
into the basnets; and they robe fealed with the Kings ownfeal. When the 
army comes home, every fotildier takes his arrow out of the panniers, and 
fome Commillioners number the arrows remaining, and fo report to the King 
the number of the fotildiers come home; whereby it is known how many arc 
perifoed in that war. This cullom is ancient in Perfm • and tAiarethes pre- 
fenting himfclf to the King, he askt him what place he had conquered, ha¬ 
ving invaded thoKwwwr with AhtmundarnSy wifodefign to take Antioch} 
Aiarcthcs anfwered, that he had taken no place, but had vanquifot Bellifams 
in battell. Then Cabades willed the army to come in, and take out their 
arrows, whereof many being left in the baskets, the King reviled Azarethes, 
and after held him in dlfgracc. c; 

__ CHAP. 
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CHAP. XV. 

T He Etnperour jnfliman then bethought himfclf of affociating the llme- 
ritesy and Ethiopians againft the Perfians: Who, where they inhabits and 
wherein the Eniperour thought them ufefull to the Romany I will tell you. 
The Ilornrites are to the Eaft of Pale finny upon the red Tea, which beginning 
from India, ends in that part of the Roman Empire *, having upon the coaft 
where it ends, inanarrowftraight, the City t&lasy arid the mountains of£- 
mt to the South, and a defart country, reaching far to the North, As you 
tayl in, the land from both fides is feen , till the Hand of. Jotabe , 
which is from f/Elas fome hundred and five and twenty miles ; where 
are feated the Hebrews , anciently free, but in pftimam reign made fubjeft to 
the Roman. From hence a large fea opening, rto land is tobefecn to the 
right hand, as you fayl in, but at night you caft anchor on the left hand foorc, 
the fea being full of foelfes, and inthe dark not to be meddled with. There 
are many harbours made by thenatureof the places, and.fafe to put in at. 
the coaft from Palcfina the Saracens pofleft, who are anciently feated in the 
country of Palm-trees, being in the midland, fpacious, and having no¬ 
thing growing but Date-trees. Which Abochvabttsy Governour of the 
Saracens there, gave to Jttfiniatty who made him Chieftain of the Saracens, in 
Palcftina, thereby prclerving that Province fromfpoyl, Abocbmbtts being 
terrible to his fnbjefts and enemies; and very valiant. This country of 
Palm-trees being defert, and in the middle without water, for ten dayes 
journey, is of noufetous. Abocharabtts gave usthename ofaprefentonly, 
which the Empcrour knowing well, yet took it of him. Next to the Sara¬ 
cens in Palcfina , are other upon the fame coaft,called Maadeni the 
flomtntes. Upon the coaft nextbfcyond are the Homeritesy and beyond them 
many other nations are feated, to the Man-eating Saracens, Beyond whom 
are the Indians, • Oppofite to the Homerites on the other foore are Ethiopians ; 
called AtmmcS) of the City of Auxomfi where is their Kings court. The 
fea between them is five dayes and nights fayl over; with a reafonable wind, 
keeping there the fea all night, by reafon there are rio foelves. This fome 
call the Red fea ; and the reft as you fail out to v£tat> the Arabian gulf. For 
all the country from thence to Gaza was formerly called, Arabia and their 
King held his Court at Petra, The Homerites haven from whence they fayl 
into Ethiopia is called Bottlicaty and they land at a haven.-of the Adtllites, from 
whence, the City of Adults, is onely two miles and a half, and from Aaxomif 
twelve dayes journey. The veffels of India, and on thefe leas, are not built 
like other (hips, nor trimmed with pitch or fuch like, nor are the planks 
faftned with iron through then), but tyed together with cords. Not becaufe of 
Iron-drawing Rocks ( as isvulgarly .thought) the Romans foips upon that fea 
coming from e/£ las, though built with Iron, finding no fuch matter; but be- 
caufe neither Jttdtansy nor Ethiopians have, Iroti, nor other materials for that 
life : Nor cay they buy ahy of the Romany who forbid it upon pain of death. 
From Attxomu aforefaid, to the Roman. Frontiers in Egypt> is thirty dayes 
journey; where are the Blemmyesy and Nobatety .aod^ther numerous people. 
The Blemmyes are feated in the midland, but the Nobale 1 upon the 
This was pot formerly the Roman frontier, which was feven dayes journey 
beyond. But Dmlefian finding their tribute a trifle, and their country yar¬ 
row, being mqft taken up with the rocks d Nile \ and thegarrifons . in it 
( being many ) burdening his Treafury ifrith the charge : And confidering 
how thefe Nobates then (Swelling about the City of 0^r,fpoyled thejowns 
near them, he drew them ta rift from that place, that they might no more 
trouble the country about O'dfisy by giving them fair Rmm Citiesand ;a 
large country, all from Elephantina on both fides the Nile , which he thought 
they would now guard,, and beat off the Blcnwyes (as being their own land) 
and other barbarous Nations. ,He gave them alfo, and to the Blemfftyes , % 
pcnfioninGold, not to prey upon the Roman territories; which they, ftill 
receive, yet over-run the Provinces* So impolfible it is for Barbarians to k*e^ 
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faith with Romans , but for fearc of the Souldier. Yet the faid Emperour , in an 
Hand ofthe NileneerElephantinay built a ftrongCaftle, with Temples, and 
Altars for the Romans y and thefe people; appointing Prielts of each Nation,and 
thinking by a participation in the fame devotions, to make a fure amity be¬ 
tween them. And upon this he called the place Philt, Both the Blemmjesy and 
the Mates worlhip the Gods efteemed by the (iracians , and Ifis and Ofiris 
and Priaptu too 3 andthc/l/cww;e;facn(lce men to the Stmt. The Temples 
in PhiU thefe Rarbitrians held to my time, but by direttion ofthe Empcrm 
J/tJhman , Narfcs the Perfarmtnm , who revolted to the Romans , ( as 1 faid) 
commanding the forces in thofe parts, demolilhed them,keeping the Pricfts in 
reftraint, and fending the Images to Conftantinople. 

CHAP. XVI. 

Hilt during thiswarre with Perfia IMiflhm King of Ethiopia , a very 
Jj devout Chriilian , hearing how the faid Homeritis of the oppofite con¬ 
tinent were many of them Jms , and many Heathen , and laid cxceflive bur* 
dens upon the Chriftians, he fent out a Navy and Army againft them, and 
fighting with them, routed them, and flew their King and much people. And 
having made Efimipham King of them, a Homeritey and a Chriftian, and im- 
pofed a tribute upon them, he went home. In the Ethiopian Army were many, 
both (laves and leud perfons, that would not follow the King home, but (laid 
with the Homeritesy being in love with the Country, as being very good land. 
But not long after, the people imprifoned EfimiphtWy and made one Abramtu 
their King, a Chriftian, who had been a (lave to a Roman Merchant, refiding 
for his traftique, in the Ethiopian City of Adttlis. HcllifthiWy to pun i(h Abra- 
mnsy and his complices, for the wrong done to Efimiplms , fent againft them 
under the command of a kinfman, 30oo.mcn, Thefe alfo defiring to remaine 
in that good land, Had fecret conference with Abrmns , unknown to their 
Commander, and in the battell kill’d him, and joyned with the enemies, and 
continued there, Helliflhaus angry, fent another Army, which coming to a 
battell returned with much lode; and then afraid to meddle any more with 
Abrams , he forbare warr. But hbbeing dead, Abramns was content to pay 
the tribute to his fuccefTour, and fo confirmed his governement. 

Thefe things happened afterward; But then during the raignes of HeXiftba- 
Wy and Efimipfmsy Juftinian fent his Ambafladour Julian , to defire their con¬ 
federacy againft the Perfians (the Romans , and they confcrning in one religi¬ 
on) and that the Ethiopians would make thenifelvcs niafters of a rich trade, by 
dealing with the Indians for their filke,and felling it to the ftw^who (liould 
have thisoncly advantage therein, that they (houldcarry out their mony to 
their chcrnies for-in Of this filke are made the anciently called Perfian y now 
Series, or filke garments.The Hmcritts were prayed al(o to make chicfctaine 
ofthe Maadtpi Soraceht , on eCaifrjy a baniftit man (who having kill’d a ki n f- 
manof .pfimiphttu, wasflediirtoa wilderncfs, being of the race ofthe Pbj- 
larchi, and a very good Souldier) and that together with thole Saracensy they 
vrotlld invade the Peifiam. Bothdimift the Ambaflador with promife tocifeft 
the Emperours defires, but neither performed 5 the Ethiopians not being able 
to buy the filke 3 becaufc the Perfian Merchants ever come firftto the liaverts, 
where the Indians unlade, being theiv next borderers, and buy up all.

The Eiiiperdiir 
had experience of the mans truth, alld.pcrfuades him whth molly, to goe and

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I coming Roman AmbafTadors, which fo pacified him,that a perpetual peace was 
concluded for 110. Centenaries , to be given him, and the Commanders of the 
Forces inMefopotamia to refide no more at Darafy but at Confront i w^as they did 
formerly: The forts in Utica he denied to rcftorc, and yet demanded of the 
Romans reflitution of Bolus , and Pharangium, A Centmrj weighes 100. pound 
weight, fo called of Centum in Latin: and this gold he demanded to quit the 
Romm from demolifhing Doras , and (haring in the charge of the Garrlfon 
at the Cafpian Gates, The AmbalTadors liked all,but the Forts; alledging they 
could not deliver them without the Emperours exprefs pleafurc. So it was 
rcfolved, to fend Rufinas to Confrantinople , concerning theft* particulars, pre¬ 
fixing him feventy aayesfor his journey; and the reft'to (lay till his returnc. 
The Emperour hearing what Chofrocs flood upon,direfted the peace to be con¬ 
cluded uponthofeteirmes. But Chofroes, upon a falfe rumour that Juftiniatiy 
offended with Rufinas , had put him to death, being troubled,and angry at it, 
he invaded die Romans with his army. But Rufinas rcturncd,and overtook him 
iieer Nifibis y where they refolved to confummate the peace, and the mony was 
brought into the town by the AmbafTadors. But Juftinian repenting the quie¬ 
ting the two Forts in Latica >wrote to his Aniba(fadors,abfolutely forbidding 
to part with them,So Chofrocs refufed to conclude the crcatic,and then Rnjim 
confidered how more haftily then fafcly he had brought the mony into the 
Perjian dominion, and calling himfelfe proftrate before Chofroesy befought him 
to fafeconduft the mony, and to deferr the prefent bringing an Army upon 
the Romans. Chofrocs bad him rife, and promifed to grant all for his fake. So 
the AmbafTadors came toDarot with the mony, and the Ptrfm Army marcht 
back. His fellow AmbafTadors were jealous of Rufinas , and accufed him to 
the Emperour, becatife Chofrocs yeilded upon his perfwafions to evenr thing. 
But the Emperour did him no hurt, fending him againe (hortly after, and 
Hermogcnes to Chofrocs • when they concluded the accord, That each fiiould 
reftore what was taken in this warre ; That there fiiould be no more any Com¬ 
mander of Forces reading in Dam ; And for the Iberians now in Confront ino- 
fl *, they were to have their choice, either to flay there , v or returnc home. 
Upon which many pf them (laid, and many went into their own Country. 
Thus was concluded the Perpetual Peace (as they called it) in the * fixt yeare 
of fttfliniant raigne,the Romans delivering up the Forts of Bolus and Pharan- 
gsum , and the lerfians the places in L 4 */Vw:Who then alfo fent hqine Da<rarh\ 
to the Romans , for another Verfm of quality. Vasaris did often after expel! 
th cHunnes, and he overcame them in fevcrall battclls, being 411 extraordina¬ 
ry good Souldier. 


CHAP. XVIII. 


T He peace being thus ratified by both parts , two Rebel!? of their owne 
fubjetts fell upon bptli thefe Emperours, in this timm'.Cfn/fmsmsoi 
| an unrqly fplrit, a great undertaker, troublcfome j full of tumqlt himfelfe 
'and an extreapie troubUr of others. So that the Perfrans being weary of his 
1 governemeiit, fuch of them,as were ftirrers, confulted to make another King 
of the houfe of Cabades. Zmes they had a mind to, but the Law excluded 
torn,tortus mayme ofan eye.* In the end they refolved t,o advance to the King- 
dome the ton of Zmes 5 and he, as his tons proteftor, to manage the affaires, 
This refolution they revealed to Zames y and with' their many encourage- 
nicntSj perfwaded him to,the bufinefs* anda fit was appointed to fur- 
prize the King,But the plot being difcovfred to the Xing,he prevented it,and 
put Zames to-death, and the reft ofhis brother, and their male, ifjue,andal 1 
duch men of quality,as contrived, or were acccffi ry\« the confpuapy; ampm 
krw J t|l f &Mw*e fonofz/w«,(bc. 

11 M >mdmhdp) lie<Jiieft«ttlicfaidGeneral 
nl > vi'ough his own fofter thildp.t, (illtng the man,; .neither indeed cqulc 
he force Him, „ 0 r without him kill the child. The Generali much grieved a 
-_ ■ tlii 
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this difmall Injuuftion, acquainted his wife with it, and the childs nurfc. 
The wife weeping, took him by the knees, and befought him not to kill Ca¬ 
bades. So they confulted together, and concluded to breed the child clofely, 
and to write to Chofrocs ,> that he was dead, This they did accord ingly, and lo 
concealed the young Cabades , that none had any fufpition, but his own ton 
Varames, and one ofhis truftieft feevants. But Cabades being come of age, the 
Generali fearing difeovery, gave him money, and bad him fave his life in ba- 
niftiment. And all this he kept: from the knowledge of Chofrocs : till Chofrocs 
went with his army into Latica (as fhall be related hereafter) and frames 
with him , who had waiting on him the fervant privy to the bulinefs of 
badesy and revealed all to the King, producing his fervant, who agreed in all 
points. Chofrocs raged, and thought it unfufFcrable , to beare fuch tilings 
from one ofhis own flaves j and he bethought himfelfe of this way to get the 
man into his hands. When he was coming home outofL.i^hc wrote to the 
Generali, that he refolved to invade the Romans y and not at one entry, but 
dividing his army, that he might make his invalion both on this fide,and be¬ 
yond the Euphrates. One part himfelfe nmft lead, and he would upon nofpr- 
vant beftow an equality in honour with himfclf, but on him the Generali, 
in regard of his valour. Sp that he fiiould doe well , with fpced to meet hurt 
in his journey, that he niight communicate, and direft what fiiould concern 
the expedition, leaving his traine to follow fair and foftly after. The Ge¬ 
nerali overjoyed with this honour from the King, and farr from guefling his 
ownmifchief,didas lie was commanded. But fpent with hard travelfi (being 
an old man) he ilipt his bridle, and fell from his Horfe; wherewith his legg 
being broken, he was forced today to be cured. Chofrocs arriving at the fame 
place, he was brought to the Kings prefence j who told him he could nefe go 
the expedition appointed, with his legg in that cafe; but bad him atfome 
Callle there get the help of Surgeons. And fo he fent him the way to his 
death, and after him men to kill him \ An invincible Generali, and to reputed 
by the Perfrans 5 having liibdued twelve Nations to Cabades. Being dead, his 
ton Varames was made Generali. Long afterward Cabades the ton .of Zames , 
or one ufurpinghis name, came to Confrantinople. He was in his face like 
King Cobadesy and Juft ini an tiled him honourably, as the grandchild of that 
King, Mcbodcs al (oChofroes killed upon this ground, pcing upon earned bu- 
finelTe, he bad Zabergancs call Mebodcs to him: who found him training his 
Souldiers,and told him, the King called him in hall. Hcfaid, he would come 
prelently, when he had difpatcht the bufineffe he was about. The other hating 
him, reported to the King, that Modes would not come as yet, al lodging 
bulinefs. The King enraged, fent one to him, to command him to the Tripos , 
or three-footed table. Which is thus. A11 iron three tooted table (lands ever at 
the Court-gate, and when any Perfian underfUnds the King to be offended 
>with him, he may notfly to Temple, or elfewherc; but fitting by this table 
mult expeft the Kings fentencc, none being to guard him. Here Mcbodes fate 
many dayes in apittifull habit,till one by the command of Chofroesy took him 
away, and killed him. To this came the good fervices he had done Chofrocs.

CHAP. XIX. 

A Bout the fame time happened in Confrontinoplc a fuddaine mutiny,which 
IX grew high, and ended in much mifehief, both to the Seuate, and peo¬ 
ple. The Commons of every City anciently have been divided into the Veneu 
and Prafrnt , the Blews , and the Greens. But it is not long , lince about thefe 
names and colours, (therein they (landto fee fights)theyconfumctheir 
cflatcs, abandon their bodies to tortures , and refufenotthe mud fiiamefull 
dcath.They run the danger of fighting with their oppofites,being tore, (fiiould 
they get the better) to be haled toprif oit, and after extreame torturing, to be 
put to death. There growes in them a hatred without ground, and jails un¬ 
determinable , not ycilding to allyance, kinred, or any law of friendlhip j be 
E 2 i 
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itbrothcr, or fon * that dotes upon the contrary Colour. Nothing human, or 
divine they regard, incomparifon of the viftoryin thefe, be it impietic a- 
gainft God, or violation of lawes, orofthc Commonwealth by fubjefts or 
enemies: nay themfelves wanting nece(Tarics,atid their Country rcceaving in¬ 
jury in the inoft important things, they are not fenfible of it, fo this their por¬ 
tion may profper: So they call their fellow Faftionifts. Nay the very wo¬ 
men partake in this abomination, not onely as their husbands followers, 
but often their oppofites ; though they never goe to the Theaters , nor 
have other inducements. That I know not what to fay, but that it is a 
mecr difeafe of the mind : and thus it is in every City, and Corporation. 
But at that time * the Governour of the Citizens of Conftantinople * ltd 
Ionic Faftionifts to execution. Both parties then making peace, and compil ¬ 
ing, firft took away the men led to punfthment, then let out of prifon all who 
lay either for (edition, or any other crime; and without refpeft,flcw the faid 
Governours minifters. The Citizens who were of neither faction fled to the 
oppofite continent; and the City, (as if under an enemy) was fet afire. The 
Temple of Saint Sophie , and the Bath of Zeuxippm* and the Empcrours Court 
from the porch to the Temple of Mars was confumed, Moreover the great 
Portion* reaching to Conftantines market place ; and many great mens houfes, 
and much wealth. The Emperour and Emprefs with fomc Senators ftiut them- 
fclves up in the Palace, without flirring. The peoples word to one another 
was, Nica* overcome; From whence to this day that Mutiny is called Nica. 
John the Cappadocian was then * Prefeft ofthe Court; and Trtbonianm* a Pam- 
phylian* AfTefior to the Emperour, by the Romans called j Qtuflor. John was a 
manvnbred in any liberall feience (having learn’t at theDrammar Schoolc 
onely‘pooreletters, to write aspoorely) but in natural! abilities, themoft 
powerfull man we ever knew, both to difeerne fit things, and in doubtfull to 
find a refolution j but the wickcdeft man alive.* wherein he employed the 
ftrength of his nature, without refpeft of God or men; foj gainc ftudying the 
mine of mens eftates,and of whole Cities. Quickly growing to a great yrealth, 
he fell into boundlefs gluttony, preying upon thefubjeft till dinner time, 
and the reft of the day fpending in drunkenneffc, and wanton abufing his bo¬ 
dy,eating till he vomited. A man ready to catch mony,apd more j'cady to la- 
viih it. Such was John the Cappadocian. But Tribonianm* befidc a great naturall 
ability, had attained to an excellence in learning, inferiour to no man of his 
time: But in the wayesofCovetoufnefi moft induftrious, and ever ready to 
fell right for gaine; making,and repealing Edifts every day,ever felling them 
to any who had occafion toufe them. During the peoples quarrells about 
thole names, and colours, there was little fpeech of thefe mens mifgovcrne- 
ments, But when they confented, and were now formed into a mutiny ; open¬ 
ly in the City they rail’d upon them, and fought occafions to kill them. The 
Emperour to reconcile the people, put them both out of their places, and 
made Phocas a Patricia,n* Prefeft of the Palace; a wife man, and naturally ad- 
difted to juftice, and Bafilidcs a Patrician he made Qnaftor , a famous honeft 
man. But the mutiny raged nothing lelfe. The fiftcTay of the fame, about 
evening, the Emperour commanded Hypatias and Pompeim* Ncphcwes of the 
late Emperour Jnafiajim* to retire to their houfes j cither fufpefting fomc 
attempt of theirs upon his perfon, or afraid that they were driven thereto by 
deftiny. They fearing what came to paflfe, that the people would force them 
to the Empire, faid, that it was not honeft to leave their Emperour info 
great danger. Jnftiman at this was more fufpitious, and bad them iilftantly 
be gone home, They went, and it being night, were quiet; but the Sun no 
fooncr up,but it was divulged,how thefe Lords were retired from the palace: 
and all tne multitude ran to them, and faint* 1 Hypatias Emperour, and con- 
dufted him to the market place,to take the affaires upon him; Maria his wife, 
a wife andfober Matronc,crying,and lamenting,and protefting to her friends, 
that the people were leading her husband to his death; and hanging upon 
him today him, till the people forced him from her. And when he was un¬ 
willingly come to Conftantines market-place,they proclaimed him Emperour 
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oftlie Ramus, binding about his head a golden wreath , for Diadcrae they had 
none, nor other thing tifuall to invert the Emperour. The Senators, as many 
as were not in the Palace, joynedi and the opinions of many Were,to try their j 
1 fortune at the Palace. But Origin a Senator admonilhed them j That mdeed, 
ihecufe they mn in, mid ml he decided without j wr, and that mrr and Empire 
are cmfcjl t he fretted things among men. Blit great album are not managed tu an 
infant, hut with ndvifes and labours , which mnft have longer time for their exe¬ 
cution. That if the, march now to the Enemy, their affaires ml be upon the edge 
of a raumr ; and in a little piece of time the) [hall adventure all, and then for what 
happens, either adore or revile Eottttnr, into wbofc hands the hajheft hiijmelfes com- 
moult fall. But that if they cany it Icyfiirely, the) fhilll not i.uke Juftinian in tbs 
Palace if the) would-, who willthinciit well,if hems, runaway. Soveraignt) dej- 
oifed, totters downeward, the flrengthofit daily confuming : That there are other 
PaUc,i,Vhc\nmx,andtbat of Helena,] from whence tins Emperour may t([ne,ar .4 
manure the wan , and other matters. The multitude embraced this advice, and 
II,paw, (who was to have a milchicf ) bad them lead on to the Orem. Some 
rttv he went thither purpofely,being well aifefted to the Emperour: Who held 
a Counfell, whether he fltould flay, or fly by Sea: Many diicourfcs were i hut 
the Emprefs Theodora fpake thus. I [uppsfc this m time to enquire, whether a 
woman 'bouti he hold among men, or may he valiant, when they are afraid. I hey, 
wbofc affaires arc come into extreamft per ill* mnjl attend nothing* but bow to fettle 
| belt, that which lyes before them. I hold jlyingfifever,certainely now, though if 
wostlil preferve its) not expedient. Per a man born into this light* not to ay , is m- 
pojfible : But for one that bath been an Emperour , to become a Exile , is not to be en¬ 
dured : For let me never come to be without this purple robe* nor live that day* in 
, which they that jfieakjo me* call me not their Lady and Mifirefs , If Sir / yon have 
a mind to efcape, ’tis no bard matter. We havejlorc of money ; and there s the Jen ; 
and yonder are fhipps: But conJider*whetberyou may fiotbave mfe>moft willingly to 
exchance your fafety Jor death. For me* / like the old faying ; IIow brave a Se¬ 
pulcher a Kingdom is! At this fpecch they took courage to Hand it out 3 and 
confulted of nicanes ofoppofition, if any ftiould fet upon them. 

All the Souldicrs, both quartered about the Empcrours Palace and clfe- 
where, neither aftefted the Emperour, nor durft openly joyne in this aftion, 
but expefted the event. But Juftinians whole hope was in Belijarim and Man- 
dm. The firft newly come from the Per fun warr, had brought a ftrong reti¬ 
nue with nim, of Lancicrs and Par get tiers* and others, all old Souldiers. And 
1 Mnndus *being * Generali of Ulyrinm * chanced,being lent for to Conjlantinoplc* 
to bring with him a Troop of Hernlians. But Hypatias in tl>e Circm* wept up 
dircftly,and fate him down in the Empcrours Scat, whei’e he ufes. to fee the 
I horfc races and other exercifts. Then out of die Palace came Mnndm * by the 
t'ate called Cochlea* from the round forme like a (licll-fnaijc. But Belijarius 
went firft toward Hypatias* and the Impcriall Seat, and at a hall where ufes to 
I be a guard of Snuldkrs, be called, willing the Souldiers to open the doorcs 
for him to goe againft the Ufurper. The Souldiers reviving to Hand for nei¬ 
ther,till one were clcerly theConquerotir, madeasif they heard him not. 
Behfarim returning to the £wpf><?m',aflirined they weri all undone; the Soul- 
dicis revolting, who guarded the Palace. The Emperour bad him goe in by 
the Brazen gate, and the portall there; and he palling with much danger and 
toilet through rubbifh, and places halfc bum’t, got to the Circm. Being come 
to the Gallery ofthe Veneti* which is to the right hand ofthe Emperonrs Seat, 
he was thinking to fet upon Hypatim ; but the ggte there was narrow, and he 
feared the people, fting him peftred in a narrow paffage, might cut in pieces 
h infelfc and his company, and then calily fet upon the Emperour. So re¬ 
viving to give on upon the innumerable multitude, which ftood confufcdly 
anil crowded intbeOVc/w, lie drew his fword, and bad the reft doc the like, 
and ran upon them, with a great (hour. The people being croudcd together, 
and icing corfe!ets,and Souldiers ofapproved valour and experience, unmer¬ 
cifully hewing them with their fwortjs , fell to running away. A feai Full cry 
was made, and Mnndus ftanding neer, and defirous to have his ftiare ip the 
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aftion ( being a daring man) when he (aw Btlforius in fight, he rufet into the | 
Circus alfo at the gate called Necra, And fo the Mutineers between them both 
were cut in peeccs. And the overthrow being clear, and much (laughter <*f the 
Common?, Boraidet and Jufttts , the Emperours Nephews, pulled HjpdHtts 
out of his feat (none refining ) and led him with Pmpeiut to the Emperour} 
(of the common people there being (lain that day more than 30000.) The 
Emperour commanded them to prifon; and Pompsins wept, being a man little 
verfed inbufinefs j but Hypatim chid him,faying, That none ought to lament 
for men perifeing unjuftly; forced at the firft by the people, ana then coming 
to the Drew for no hurt to the Emperour: But the neJkt day the louldiers 
killed them both,and threw their bodies into the fea. The Emperour confifca- 
ted their eftates, and of all the other Senators of their faftion 5 but afterward 
reftored to them, and to the fonnesof Hjpatim, and Pompeius , their former 
* But he gat dignities, and fo much of their eftates, as he had not* given away. And thus

CHAP. XX. 

T Riboniamu and Jofm the Cappadocian had their Offices reftored to them a- 
gain. Tribonianus lived many yearcs in the fame, and dyed in his bed, 
Without receiving other difgrace, being ,a feire fpoken man, pleafant, and 
able to vail hisCovetoufnefs with abundance or Learning. But John was 
irkfome to all the world, thrcatning the whip to all men, and (harking all 
kind of booty. In the tenth year of his Office he paid the juft penalty of his

font begging to mind, was terribly affraid, fufpefting every night in his bed, fomc Barbarian 
Anisin ^ ol,ld m t0 ^ ; an(i ^ peeping out, and fearching the entries, 

the end of the thafhe could not deep, though he had about him fome thoufands of Lanciers 

chapter. and Targetiers j a thing never tiled by any Prcfcft. But nofoonerday 5 but 
again, forgetting all fear of God,or man, he became a common deftruftion to 
all Romans, frequenting Sorcerers, and hearkningto impious South-layings, 
vainly foretelling to him the Imperiall dignity 5 that one might fee his 
thoughts in the air, tranfported with hopes of the Empire: And in his wicked 
coutfe of life lie bated nothing, nor was God in any of his thoughts. If he 
went to Church to pray, or watch all night, he obferved not tlicChriftian 
Rites 5 but having on a courfe garment, like a Heathen Prieft, he mumbled all 
the night fome ungodly fpcls, to captivate more the Emperours mind, and to 
preferve hinifelf from milchief. 

In the mean time Be(jforint, after the conqucft of Italy, came to Conftantino- 
pie with his wife Antonina, to manage the war againft the Perfian , being pre¬ 
cious to all men, and indeed defcrVing much eftimation. Yet this John 
was harfhto him, and (till plotting againft him • onely becaufc hinifelf'was 
generally hated, and Belifarius ofallmciuhenioft renowned. And the hope 
of the Romans being upon him, again he made an expedition into Per/a, 
leaving liis wife Antonina in Conftanthople , who (being the ablcft Woman a- 
live to effeft things hard to be ctfcftcd) to gratifie the Emprefle, deviled this. 
John bad a daughter, his onely child, named Eaphtmia, whom he extreamdy 
' [oued, verymodeft, bur young, and fo ealily caught. Thismayd, Antonina , 
by much loothing, and afliduity, at laft gained to her lure j notdifdaining 
to impart her fccretsto her. And once having her above in a chamber, fee 
feigned 10 lament her own fortune. That Bel forint (after fo much enlarging 
the Roman Empire, and two Kings brought prifoners to Conjtaniinople, and 
lovafta wealth) fotond Juflmiatt ungratefull j aud in other things fee accufed 
______ the

If he had hap the heart to gpe. immediately to the Em- 
perour, he had hadfohui't, Tyeri|y think s. Bu(,j)y flying to the Temple, he 
gave the Empreflcfull (cope to advance her delign againft him. Sathat of 
a Pr*feft made a private man,and removed from that Church, he was brought 1 
to another, Handing in aifilbmU'pf kj/wtot) tailed Artke, and there made a 
Prieft, naming hinifelf Fcter, He was not made a Bifeop, but a Prieft: Neither 
would lie execute the fti n&i on of a Prieft, left it Ihoulahinderhispromotion 
to greater offices. For he would not lay down his hopes. His eftate being con- ■ 
fifeate, the Emperour remitted much ofit^ being Hill inclined to fpare him. 
There had John the means (fecurc from dangers, and rich, both by what he had 
i collected hinifelf, and what he had by the Emperours grace) to ufc his 
pleafures without controlement, and with moderation to efteem his eftate 
happy. At which all men repined, that being the wickedcft devil lii the world, 
he fnould thus live happyer than he did before. 

But God would 110c fuffer hispunifement to ftay there, but prepared this’ 
greater feourge for him. Eufebins, the bifeop of Cyiicnm, was as harfe a man 
as John hinifelf, And him the Cyzicenians accufed to the Emperour in a judi- 
ciall way;but not prevailing (Estfebins being too ftrong forthem)fome young, 
men laid wait, and killedVtm in the Market-place of Cjiicum. With this 
Eufebitis John had great differences* which call a fufpitiohqf thefaft upon 
him, So that fome Senators being lent to examine it, firft put him in the 
common prifon, fetting him naked like a robber, or fome pilfering rogue 
> (one who had been fo powerful! a Prafcft, enrolled among the Patricians, 
j and had fete in the Covfttls chair, then which dignity none is greater in the 
Roman ftate)and tearing his back with many ftripes, they forced him to re¬ 
veal his own life, There was no great argument of his guilt ofthe murder y 
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but the jiiftice of God exacted from him a revenge, for abulitig the whole 
world. They took chert‘all his eftatefrom him, and put him naked into a 
(hip) fave with one cou^ coat, Whichcoft not much. His conduftors, where- 
foever the rtiip put in, made him beg bis bread, and fmall moneys for his 
fubhftencc. Arid fo bcgging'ail the way to Egypt, he was brought to Jhtinee * 
and this is the third year jof his being there a prifoner.Yet in all this affliction, 
he quitted not his hope of the Empire j but fell to accufe fomc Alexandrians 
for Arrears to the Treafury, 

This juft vengeance fell upon John the Cappadocian, ten years after this 
time. But then the Enipcrourmade Belfiriut Generali of theEaft again, and 
fending him into Africa, recovered the country, as lhallbe hereafter declared* 
which much vexed Chofreif, and the Per/?<f»;,repcnting they had made ajpeace, 
when he faw the Romans power fo augmented. And fending an Ambafladour 
to Conftantiuoble, he congratulated with the Entperour, and in merriment de¬ 
manded his mare of thefpoylcs of Africa , feeing h^ had not vanquifhed the 
Vandales, if the Per fans hijd not made peace with nim But Juftiniap fent Choft 
roes a prefenf in money, ahd difmilfed the AmbaBadour, 

In the mean time at daras one John, a fouldicr of the Garrifon (fome few of 
his fellow fouldicrs confpirlng) ufurped, and poflfefled the City. In the Pa¬ 
lace there,as in a CittadclIJhe fate,confirming cfayly his tyranny.'And had not 
there been peace then with the Perfians, fome defperate mifehief had fallen 
out. Thefiurth day of this tyranny, fome other fouldiers,by the direction of 
Mamas Bifhop of Dam, and Anaftafue a principall Citizen, went to the Pa¬ 
lace at noon, cadi having;Uhder his calfock a (nort fword.- And firft at the 
inner court, finding foflle few Lanciers of the guard, they killed them * then 
going into the Hall, layd hold on the ufurper. Some fay. the fouldicrs did not 
begin with him 5 but that (they demurring upon it in the inner court, afraid 
of the danger") a pudding feller in their company rulht in fuddalnly upon 
John, and with his knife wounded him 5 not mortally. But flying innafte.hc 
tell among the fouldicrs, and then (they fay) they laid hold on hint $ and Ha¬ 
ving fet the place on fire, that it might riftt encourage any hereafter to rcbell, 
theyputnimfettredinthe commonprlfon. Where one among them, 
fearing, that the fouldicrs knowing him to be living, might’ 
trouble the City again, killed him, and fo appeafed 
the mutiny,and the fald tyranny in Doras.

and populous pcoplejWiHing to fubmit, fent to him foralTurance j that turn¬ 
ing to the Roman Army from their own Countrey-mcu, they fhould enjoy 
their own eftates, free from grievance. He gladly made an Inftrumem ofthe'r 
alfurances, and fent it them ugned \ and confident upon this to winne the bat¬ 
tell without ftriking ftroke, he marcht to the Oemhnlnces , where the Arme- 
nians encamped. But the bearers of the Inftmment could not meet the Apeti- 
m ; and part of the Kom/tn Army, not knowing of the accord,killed fome few 
of them they met. And Sinat finding fome children and women in a cavc ; an- 
gry for the Apetim not joining according to promife, or not knowing them, 
killed them. So they flood in battell with the reft, offended With all this. The 
fight could not be in one place, but was fluttered in ragged ground, and pre¬ 
cipices , and bottotnes ot hills. So that Sittett not with many, and fome few 
Armenim^c aine necr each other, with a deep vally between them; being 
both Tides horfe-men: Sittat pall the vally, and charged the enemy ; who re¬ 
tiring, flood Hill, andiVffiwftopt there too. By chance an HmUittnoi the 
Roman army came back in fury from the chafe of an enemy, palling by Sittas^ 
who had flruek his lance into the ground, The Herttlim horfe ruftiing main¬ 
ly againftit, brake it; which much troubled SittM. For an Armenian who 
knew him (having his helmet off) aflitred the reft it was Sitt<u. Who hearing 
what the faid,and feeing his lance crackt upon the ground , drew 

his fword,and would have retreated over the vally. The Enemy rode eagerly 
after him, and one overtook him in the vally with a fword, which cut off the 
crown of his head , not hurting the fcull. Sittaf fpurr’d on; but Artabanes, 
the fon of John , of the race of the Arfacides } kill’d him with a thruft of his 
lance behind. Thus was Sittas loft impertinently, and iiot futably to his for¬ 
mer aftions; A goodly man he was, valiant, and an excellent Commander, 
inferiour to none of his time. Some fay one Solomon killed him,an obfcurc fel¬ 
low, and not Artabancs. 

Sittas being dead, the Emperour fent Bttzes a^ainft the Armenians. Who be¬ 
ing neer them, promifed to reconcile them, dtliringconference with fome of 
their chief men. None would give credit to /to/, nor hearken to his offers, 
fave John,\hc father of Artabanes his friend, of the race of the Arfacides ) who 
prcftitning upon Buzes, as his friend, came to him with his fon in law Baf- 
fuses j ana fome others. Thefe the next day lodged where they were to meet 
Baits , and perccavcd thcmfelves compal^ with the Roman army. Bafices , 
when he could not perfwade John to flie, rode back, leaving him all alone; 
whom Buies kill’d. 

The Armenians having no hope of reconciliation, and unable to maintaine 
the warr; under the conduft of Bafaces , a valiant man, betook themfelvcs to 
the jy/w* King: To whom fome of their Chiefs being admitted, fpake thus. 

There/ire amongft im, SVr / many Arfacides, defendants of that Arfaces, who no 
fir anger 10 th( Pedian Empire , when n was under the Parthian,s, was a famous 
King in his t ime , inferiour to none. But we now fland before you , become flaves and 
fugitives y not willingly , but forced ; in apparance by the Romans, but indeed , 0 
King 1 by your refolution. For who gives power to the wrong doer , juftly beares the 
blame of the wrong. To deduce it higher , and through the feverall occur rents, Ar- 
face$,Mr laft King , atiitted his Royalty , itfeemesy willingly to Theodolius the Ro¬ 
man Emperour , witl) condition for thofe of his bloody to enjoy libertie , and nit to be 
Jitbjett to Tribute. Which we preferved till your famous Peace , or rather common c.i- 
lamitie. For now not regarding friends nor enemies^ this friend ofyourty 0 Kino / in 
words , and enemy in deeds , hath troubled all the world. Which your felfe willlyow

Why doe yon delay, 
0 King f refpe fling this wicked ruinous peace 1 Is it, after all the reft, to be his laft 
difh] To know what man Juftinian is to them thatyeild to him,)ou have us for a 
Precedent , and the poore Lazians: how he ufes men unknown, as well as them that 
wrong him ; conftder the Vandales, Goths and Moores. But the maineof all : {In¬ 
dies he not daring the peace to dratv Alamundarusj'iw fervant 1 0 revolt ft omyou] 
toajfociate the Hunnes againft yon , men unknown to him ? But a jhrewder afl then 
this was never : Nov he perceaves his Wefterne conquefts ready for conclufton, he 
feekj to circumvent the Eaft, having none now to wreftle with left ft ut the Perfians. 
So that himfelfhath broken the Perpetuall Peace. They breaks peace, rot who arme 
firft, but who plot againft their allies in time of peace, and the crime is afled by him 
that goes about to ao tt, though thefuccefsfa/le. And not they who cattfe thewarr , 
but they who oppofe them,ufe to conquer, Nor will the match be equal !; their be ft 
Sou'diers being m the utmoft parts of the world ; and of their two beftGeneralls, we 
have lately ftaineSittasi WBelifarius Juftiniat \will not loel^on. Mich he flight¬ 
ing , holds in his hands the dominion of Italy .* So that you will have none to oppofe 
your invafion ; and ns yon jhall have with our beft ajfeflions, and long experi¬ 
ence of the Countrey, the guides of your Army. Chofroes liked thele reafons, and 
imparted to his truftielf fubje&s , what Vitigis and the Armenians had faid; 
propounding in Counfell what was to be done 3 where the condulion was, 
to make warr on the Romans in the beginning of the fpring, it being then Au- 
tumne ; and Juftinian in the thirtenth yeare of his raigne; the Romans the while 
not fufpefting the breach of the Perpetuall Peace; but hearing onely that Chof¬ 
roes murmured againft the Emperours luccetfes in the Weft, and charged him, 
as 1 have mentioned, 


CHAP. III. 


Ik tails the 
Jonian Gnlfe 
I kit which is 
called the A- 
dmit^e Sea. 


T Hen alfo appeared a Comet, at firft about the length of a tall man, after¬ 
ward much longer: The taile was toward the Eaft, and the head to the 
Weft*, and being in Capricorn, kept behind the Sun in Sagittary. Some called 
it ( being long with a (harp head )gladiata, fomc barbata. It was feen more 
then forty dayes. The learned in tlicfc things, made feverall repugnant pne- 
diftions upon this ftarr: But what hath fallen out lince, 1 will relate. Imme- 
diatly a great army of Hunnes palling the river Ifter overran all Europe’, a thing 
often done, but never with fo much mifehief to people. * From the Jonian 
gulfe, to the fuburbs of Conftantinople , they fpoiled all in their way; in Illy- 
rium they took 32. Caftles 5 deftroyed Cajfandria (anciently Potidaa) having 
never,(tliai: we know) attempted before a walled Town; and with much boo¬ 
ty, andfome 120. thoufand captives retired home,meeting no oppolition: Af¬ 
terward they did many mifeniefs to the Romans in their inroads, They af~ 
faulted the wall in Cherfonefm, and forcing the Guards, and at full'Sea ( being 
upon the Gulf called Melos ) getting over it, entred within it, fell fuddainly 
upon the Roman inhabitants in Cherfonefiu, (lew many,and made almoft all the 
reft flaves. Some crofs’t the .Strait between Seftus and Abidus, fpoiled the 
towns of Afta Minor , and then returning to Chcrfonefus , went home with the 
reft of their army and their booty. In another inroad having fpoyled ////- 
rim and Thejfah, they affaulted the wall at Thermopyli ; where the Garrifon 
defending ftoutly, they unluckily found the path tip the mountainc, andfo 
wafted all Greece,! ave Peloponefm ; and then retired. 

Not long after the Perfians breaking the peace, did nuicli infeft the Romans 
of the Eaft-, Belifarius having newly fubdued Vitigis, and brought him to Con - 
ft ant inop le. Before the Ptrftan invafion , Juftinian, who law Chofroes (as 1 have 
faid) quarrelling,fent a remonftrancc to him by Anaftafms, a prudent man, 
who lately had fuppreffed the Rebellion at Varas, and wrote letters to this 
effeft, Wife men,who know God , ftriye to root ud the oscaftons ofwarr,efpecially with 
their beft friends. But men unadvifed, and rafloly affe fling even God for their enemy, 

contrive 
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contrive caufes, which are no caufes , of fights and / roubles. To break a peace , ad 
run into a warr , is aneafie matter. The nature of things makes themrft courjes 
eafieft to worthlefs men. But to finijh a warr to ones mind , and to get peace againe, 
is not jot a fie. Toucomplaiiie of letters, which by me were written with will pur- 
pofe ; but by you are interpreted with a fenfe , fuel) as conduces to the *.mutton of 
yourrni sottnjells with fome pretence, But wc can alledge your Alainundarus his 
forming our ceuntryes , andafling defperate things during the peace yfiteking our 
Tttwns, ranfacking, klhng, enflaving our people ifo that you are not to complaint, but 
to excafe. The complaints of wrong doers are proved by afl ions, not difeottrfes. And 
we^oiwithftanding all this, refolved to obferve the peace ; while youfeekwarr,a>d 
coinc complaints, which concerns not us. Men (erioufly embracing quiet, fbake oft 
complaints afainftftiends,though they prejfe hard: But fitch, wnom the articles 

: A thingnot becoming ordinary men , 
much leffe Kings. Lay thentbefe things by, and conftder the multitudes to pertjhtn 
this warr ; an f who (ballhare the blame of what (hall happen in it. Conftder the oath 
you took when you receaved your money, which yon flight now, but can with no fo- 
phiftry evade, God is of a more excellent nature, then to becofened by all the men 
living. Chofroes would not anfwer any thing to this Letter, nor difinifte 

Butinthc end of the Winter, and ofihe * thirteenth yeare otjuftmans 
raigne; Chofroes entred the Roman territories with a great army, and fo cleer- 
!y brake the Perpetuall Peace. He marcht not through the midland, but with 
the Euphrates to his right hand. Beyond the river Hands Circefium ,the furtheft 
caftlc the Romans have, and a very ftrong’one. The river Aborras, being great, 
meetes the Euphrates there, and the caftle Hands in the neck of land between 
the two rivers; and a long wall from each river, taking in the ground with¬ 
out the caftlc, makes it a triangle. Chofroes would not attempt fo ftrong a 
place, nor pafle the river; his defigne being for Syria and Cilicia ; fo he marcht 
on; and being gone fo much way, as would amount to about three ordinary 
dayes journey, by the bancko of Euphrates , he came to Zenobia ; a City built 
by Zenobia the wife of Oderyatus ; who anciently being a Prince of the Saracens, 
and in amity with the Romans, recovered for them the Eaftci ne Empire, tub- 
dued by the Perfians. This Zenobia Chofroes conlidering to be no place of im¬ 
portance, and the Countrcy about it defert, and barren; not to take time from 
his preatcraftaireSjhe attempted to get it by compolition; and not prevailing, 
march’t on as much way more,and came to the City of the Surenians upon the 
Euphrates. Staying before it,the horfe he rode on neighed, and pawed with 
his foot; from which Omen the Magi pronounced the Town would be taken, 
So lie encamped,and from his Camp drew his Army to alTaulc.- where an Ar¬ 
menian, one Arfaces, who was Captain of the Garrilon brought his men up to 
the battlements,and after a brave fight, and many enemies flaine, was kill’d by 
a {hot; and the Perfians (it being late ) retired to their Camp, meaning the 
next day to renew theaffault. But the Romans , defpairiug upon the death of 
their Commander, fent out the next day die Billiop of their City, to fuppli- 
cmChofroes for the fparingthemfelvcs 8cthe Town. Who with fome attend¬ 
ing him, and a prefent of fowle, wine,and fine manchets, calf himfelfe downe 
before Chofroes, weeping, and befceching Inn to fparc milerable men, and a 
City of little eftimation with the Romans, or Perfians hitherto, and promifing 
to pay reafonable ranfome for their perfons and city. Chofroes was offended 
with the Surenians the firft Roman fubjefts in his.way, and refuting to re- 
ccave him; nay taking armes and killing many principall Perfians : but he hid 
his anger under a faire countenance, that by thefe mens chaftifcment he might 
terrify all in his way, and bring them to yeild without fighting. So he took 
up the Billiop very courteonfly, receaved his prefent, and pretended to com¬ 
municate with fome chief men about the ranfome, and then.to fatishe his re- 
quell; and fo fent him away without the lcaft jealoufie of his deiigne, With 
him he fent a convoy of Perfians, whom lie inftrufted to go to the Town,com- 
forting the Billiop with hopes;that himfelf and company might be (ecu by the 
Townfmen chcerfull without fearc, and when the guards opened the gate for 
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him , to call a (tone or piece of wood bitwecn, and himder their (hutting it 
awhile; prefently his army (hould follow 5 which he presently made ready, l 
with command to ride full fpecd to the town upon lignall given. The Perfi - [■ 

ans came clofe to the town, and took leave of the Bifiiop, whom the Sureui- j 

am feeing over-joyed, and honourably conduced by the enemy, apprehended 
no mifehief, but let their gate wide open, and caught the bilhop in their arms, j 

applauding him. Being in, the Guards thruft the gate to (hut it, but the Per - 
pahs having thrown a done between, they could not get it together; and they ) 
durit not open it again, perceiving it pofTcft by the enemy. Some report, 
that it was not a done, bat & piece of wood that the Perfians threw down. But ■ 
before the townfmen could perceive it, Chofms came with the army, and 
quickly forced open the gate, and entred the town, and being in a fury, ran- 
fackt the houfes, kill’d moft of the men, and making the reft (laves, burnt the 
City to the ground j and then he fent away Anaftafius, willing him to carry 
the news to jttftinian, in what part of die world htkhChofms the fonne of 
Cabades. But either for covetoufneffe, orkindneffe to whom, be¬ 

ing one of thefe captives, and very beautiful], he made his wife,and infinite¬ 
ly doted on her) he was pleafed to doe the poor Surenians fome good. He fent l.' 
to Strgiopolis, aitawCity (bearing the name of Sergius, a famous Saint, 
and diftantfroni this ruined City fifteen miles to theSouth ward, in the ^4r- 
barian plains) and direfted that Candidas the bifiiop thereof, (hould ranfome 
them,being twelve thoufund captives, for two Centenaries. But he not having 
the money, refufed it. Chofms willed him to fend him a bond to pay it i 
tfado.l.ftcrl. hereafter, and fo with a fmali fumrne to redeeme a multitude of Captives. f 

io f iS Jtn ( Anetidm did fo, promifuig to pay the money within a year, confirming it 

°‘ ’ 4 <n ’ by oath, and upon penalty, if it were not payd by the day, to pay it double, 

and to be no more aPricft for breaking his oath. This was drawn up in wri¬ 
ting, and fohehad the Samians delivered to him : of whom the moft part, 
not enduring themifery fallen on them, perilhed. 


CHAP. IV. j 

C Hofroh, this done* marcht forward, The GeneralMhip of the Eaft the [j 
Emperour had fo divided, as that all to the Euphrates was left to Belifa- 
rius (who formerly had the whole command )and from thence to the L'erjian ! 

frontier, all was under Bates, and till Bclifarm (hould returnc out of Italy , i 

he had the charge of the whole Eaft; who tuft lay at Hierapolis with all the ! 

army. But undemanding what happened to the Surenians,- lie called to him ;■ 

the chief men of Hierapolis , and told them;‘ That when the match is equal!, 

( there is rcafon to fight quickly with an enemy invading •, but to nun much 
c weaker than their enemy, it is more expedient to circumvent him with 
‘ftratagems, then to run into an evident danger: What forces Chofms hath, < 
‘ they have heard. That if they make the war from the walls, the Perfians 
4 will block them up; and furnifh themfelvcs with provifions out of their 
‘country (none oppofmc) while they want within; and that the liege lading, I 
c their walls cannot hold out, being very affaultablc, nor can the Romans but 
( fall into fome defperate eftate. But that guarding the City with part of the 
‘army, and lodging the reft in the bottoms of the mountaines near the City, 
c infefting the enemies camp,and his forragers with ftiddain courfes, they will 
‘ force him to raife his fiegc, unable to make his affanlts at his cafe, nor to 
c provide food for fo great an army. The advilc of Lutes feemed pertinent, 
but lie did nothing; but went away with the chqiccft men of the army $ and 
in what part of the world he was, neither the Romms in Hierapohs, nor thee- 
nemy could learn. Jufttnian, hearing of the invafion, difpatcht his 

brothers fonne, in much haftewith three hundred men, promifing to fend a 
gre.u army (oon after. Who came to Antioch , vifited the walls, and found 
much of them of good ftrengdi; the plain ground was compaftbythc river 
Omtes, and the hill was fteep, craggy, and unapproachable j onely at the top 
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of mount Cafius, he found the wall very aflaultablc, from a rock ltruching 
far in bredth, and as high as the wall. He direfted therefore, cither to cut I 
the rock frouuhcwall, that none from it might get up, or cllc to jfoyn it to 
the wall by a tower upon it. But workmen found both thole impodible, in (o 
fiiort time with an enemy fo near, andtobeginneand notperfeft ir, would 
but (hew the enemy where to make their war. Germanics failing in ibis, and 
after long time feeing no army from the Emperour, nor likelyhood of any, 
fearing Chofms might make it his chiefe bulincfs to take Antioch, hearing the 
Emperoiirs Nephew to be within it ; and the Antiochians having the fame 
thoughts, rcfolvcd all in counfell to buy tliclr fafety with money. And to 
Chofms they fent Megas, Bifiiop of Bsrrbcea, a prudent man ; who finding the 
Perfians not far from Hierapolis , and being admitted to Cb'froes, brought 

< him to pittymen who never offended him, nor were in calc to rdift him. 
‘That it is not fit for a King to ufe violence againft yeelding men ; nor ge- 
‘ nerous to give the Emperour no time to confult, either for rectifying the 

< peace, or for preparations to war, by a niutuall confenr ; and to invade 
4 thus without warning; their Emperour not knowing in what ca:e they are. 
The rude nature of Chojrocs could not be put in tunc by difcrcct words; they 
rather more (well’d him with pride and folly ; threatning to deftroy all the 
Syrians zn&CiliciMr, and he bade Megas follow him. Then he .cilcaihpcd 
before Hierapolis j which finding ftrong, and a good garrifon within, he lent 
Paul his interpreter to demand money of them; Paul was bred up in t\\cRo- 
man Territory, and went to a Grammar-fchoolin^«f/flc/j, and was thought 
to bcdcCceudedof Romans. The citizens fearing their walls, which embra¬ 
ced a great circuit to the mountainc; and willing to five their country from 
fpoyling, agreed togivetwothoufand pound weight of (liver. And Megas 
obtained of Cbofroh with much intreating, to accept * ten Cmmifics of gold 
for all the Enftcme provinces, and fo to leave them. Meg.u returned to An - ] 
tiocb ; and Chofms having his money for Hierapolis,\\md\t to Berrhcca, (land- 1 
ing between Antioch and Hierapolis , from either two dayes journey. But the | 
fourth day, Megas, with few in company, came to Antioch ; and the Perfian 
army to the fuburbs of Berrhcca- Chofms urged the Bcrrhasms by Paul the in¬ 
terpreter,. for twice as much money as Hierapolis gave, becaufc their walls 
were weak, nor could they truft to them. They ycelded to his deinaiid, pay¬ 
ing down 20001. weight of liiver, but the other 20001. alledging they could 
not pay down ; and he urging them, they fled by night to the Cattle in the 
hi«h town. The next day, they that came from him to receive the reft of the 
money, found the gates (lint, and could fpeak with none. The King undcr- 
ftanding it, by his command they entred the Citic with fealing ladders, none 
refilling ; and opening the gates let in all the army. Chofms in a rage would 
have burnt the City; but firfthc would take in the Caftle ; where fome Ro¬ 
man fouldiers defended valiantly, and killed fonic enemies, But th c-Berrhce^ 
nns flying to the caftic with all their horfes and cattell, by that niggardly 
trick were undone; for there being but one fpring, and all the cattcll fuffred 
improvidcmly to drink up the water, the fpring became dry 3 and iijfuch e- 
ftate they were. 
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CHAP. V. 

B lit Megas cou\<\ not perfwade the Antiochians to the agreement he had 
made with Chofms. For the Emperour had fent to him Ambaffidoiirs, 
who tlicn abode at Antioch, 7 <?/wthcfonnc of Rufinas, and Ittlian his Secre¬ 
tary ; which Mian forbade exprefly to give money to the enemy ; or to buy 
dins the Emperours towns. They accufcd alfo Ephraim , the Bifiiop of Antioch, 
to Germanics, of attempting to betray the City to Chofms. So Megas depart¬ 
ed, nothing done *, and the Bifiiop of Antiocl , fearing the Perfians coming, 
went into Cilicia, whether foon after came Germanns with fome few, leaving 
there moft of his company. But Met as arrived at Berrhcca, and much aftlifted 
* G with 
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with what happened, complained to Chofroei tor this pcrfideous tifusc, to 
tend mm to Antioch about truce, and in the meantime to ranfack his coun¬ 
trymen, who never wrong’d him ; to block them up thus in the Caftle, and 
burn and rum their city. Your felt, Sir (anfwercd Cliofroii) arc too blame 
making mclofcmytime here, and returning Colony after the day appoint - 
cd. For your countrymen ; they contracted to pay money, which as vet 
they cannot think ofperforming ; but prcfinnptuoiis in their Krone Caftle 
they put its, as you fee, to the neccility ot a liege: Whom I hope with the licln 
o the Gods Ihortlv to chaftife for it, and for my lerfm here loft. Mown 
plyedj ‘ If all nutft be filent, while you, a King, accufo wretched men','then 
am I bound toconfeffe without difputing 5 abfolutc po\vcr 5 as in all the reft 
niqft overcome in words.

B Ut then, hearing from Mega, that the Amiochim would give no monv 
hcmai tin agamft them, where (omc were fled the City with their mnl' 
and the,eft refolvcd the like ifTWb^ and MolXl Captah.s^f t 
hicesmPlmiiaa lAmi, had not with a lupplyof 6coo old fouldiers cn- 
CGUi aged them, anil ftayd their flight. Shortly after came the Pirlim army 
and encamped near the river (W,. Chofroei femP, w/his Interpreter to dc’ 
maijd money of the city,and for ten ( emmrict ofGold,or lcffe.if it were mvd 
hc appeared willing to have been gone. Then came to hinuh 
Ambaffadoms, and after much cxpoftulation on both iidcf, about the break 
mg the peace, returned. The next day the common people of Antioch who 
arc not ufedtofenous matters, but (fill to merriments and debauches 
fconistiponC/ie/w;, and derided him from the battlements; and Iiadlil- 
moft (toned P Vwf, it he had not forcfcennnd ayovded ir fnrrvlim** 1 
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with, refolvcd noon the alTai.lt; and the next day lie commanded art Tit 
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fall together; and enlarged the Handings for more bodtes tooppofe thcal- 
failants. The Perfinm came on valiantly, and their arrows flewro the very 
too of the hill. The ftwwyr. bothfouldiers, and many of the boldell citizens 
defended ftoutly; the great bredth and heigthof the rock commanding the 
wall, and bringing the fight to be equal!, as upoiveyen ground If .the &- 
m „s had put out but three hundred nw>, and poM the rock firft, and thence 
kept off the affailants, I doc not think the town hadbeen endanger d ; for the 
S„Uim had no means from whence to affault, being beaten perpendicular 

from the rock and the walls both. But this was not thought of; the Antiochi- 
m being to perifli by this army. The terfmi having Chofroei prefont, and 
crying loud unto them, drove beyond power, giving no fpace to the other to, 
foie or ward theirlhot. But the Romom prelEngiip todelend, the ropes under 
them which tyed thebeames ftiddainly brake, and down they all fell: They 
who made good the next Turret, hearing the noife, thinking the wall to be 
thrown down there, ranaway. Some young citizens only, who iifed to quar- 
rell in the Grew, would run no further; being come down from the wall. 
But the old fouldiers, with Thtollijhu and MoUtut, lept on their horfes, 
which flood ready, and rode to the gate, giving out that they went to receive- 
in Buui with an army with him. Thither ran alfo the /f*iwfo«u,men, wo¬ 
men and children, andthc place being narrow, they tumbled over one ano- 
ther, overborn with the horfes 5 and the fouldiers fparing none, but rather 
urging on fafter, that there wasa great (laughter made. But the Perfm fa 
their foaling ladders>and mounted, none oppofing; and a while ftayd upon the 
battlements, as ifdoubtful, and difeovering; left there might be ambulhes in 
the rough wade ground, among rocks and precipices, which is within the 
walls, upon the defcenc from the hill. Somefayit wasupontheadvifeof 
Chofroei t who perceiving the bad ground, and the fouldiers runwng away > 
feared to neceflitate their turning head upon him, which might hinder him, 
from taking the greateft,faiceft, moft populous, richeft, and happieft Roman ; 
Qityin theEaft ; than which efteeming UftTe all things elfe, he refolved to 
oivc the fouldiers fair leifure to run away : fo that the Perfians pointed with 
their hands to them, and bade them make hafte away. And they did fo, with 
their Commanders, going out of the gate of Daphne, a fuburbe qf Antioch, 
with fomc few of the common people j the Per fans having onely not medlcd 

with that gate, who when they (aw the fouldiers gone far, they defeended, 

and from the hill fell into the midft of the City. Some young men cn- 
countredthem, feme armed with corBets, but moft unarmed j onely throw¬ 
ing (tones, and driving them off a little, they feemed to have the better, and 
tone their PmusM cryed Emperotir ]uftinh w, C(tl!wns,ot thehirCom 
querour, as if they had the viftory indeed. h\t\\c muni\m€hojms fent 
for the Ambaffadours to fpeak with them, fitting uppn the Turret by the 
top of the hill; wh tnZabcrgms, puc of his commanders, conceiving the 
conference would be for a compofttion, came to him haftuy, andfayd: <0 
‘Mafter! you differ tronuhe Romans themfeives, to think to preftryc thete 
c men, who before the danger flout yom Majefty, and being beatep, dare im-, 
«polhbilitics and defperate atts upon the Perfm j as if they feared vour hu- 
c inanity (hould pitty men, fcorning prefervation, and fpare them, that will 
( not be fparedi fuchas layambufhes for, and kill -their Conquerqms in a 
( town tatten, their own garrifon havingforfaken them. Chofroh ac.thi$>fent 
many of his bed men againft them ; who brought him word, th^ff^yas well; 
the Perfians having by tl^eir numbers routed the Avtiochmi , with much 
(laughter, fparingno age. Tw° wives of Noblemen of Antioch are reported 
to have gotten without the walls, and that feeing the enemie? coming to* 
wards diem, on all (ides, and fearing to be taken, and aqufed, they ran to the 
river dmt*s> andcoyering their faces with their veils, *fept into .W 
were drowned. So every fpcpics of nufery fell upon the xAntiochms^ Then 
did Clufroxs fpeak thus to the Ambaffadours. c The old faying, 1 fee, is true j 
€ God ever gives the good mingled with the eyil(; fo that we have not fo 
c much as laughter, which we repent not of. Good fortune is attended with 
G i Tome 
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* fome crofs, and pleafure with grief, differing no profperity untainted. This 
‘city^hemoR renowned of the Roman dominion, lhave taken without la- 

* hour ; God hath given me, ( you fee) a fuddainc viftory. Yet to behold the 
( (laughter of fuch multitudes, & my trophy died with fo much blood, it takes 
f away the pleafure:And hereof are the miferabl e Antiochian; guiltyjwlio being 
c not able to beat off the Perftans , have yet with fencelefs raftinefs fought their 
c own deaths,ftrugling under the yoak againft men conquering them fo eafily. 

( My chief men importune me to compafs the city, and deftroy every man in 
c it: But I, to preferve them ,direft rather to drive them on that Hy; as being 
c impious to infulton men under my power. This Chofroes fpake in a vaunt¬ 
ing affefted way to the Ambafladours; who faw for what reafons he gave the 
Romans leyfureto run away. He was the (hrewdeft man living to (peak things 
that were not; toconceale the truth; and to lay the blame upon men he 
wrong’d, for the faults done hy himfclf; Ever ready to agree to any thing,and 
fweare to it; but more ready to forget both agreement and oatlgsKillfull to a- 
bafehis mind to any abomination for money, and yet in his countenance to 
pretend piety, and in words to detefttheaftion. As when he fo trcacheroufly 
ruined the who never wrong'd him. Efpying aprincipall matrone 

(the town being taken ) dragM violently by her lett hand by a Barbarian, and 
with the other haling after her her little child newly weaned, and fallen to 
the ground , which (lie would not let goe ,it being not able to keep pace; 
Here he (hewed his very humour; Groaning, and Teeming to the dand¬ 
ers by, fpccially Anaftafm the Ambaffadour to weep , he pray’d God 
to punifh the Authors of thole things; intimating the Emperour; though 
he knew well himfclf to be the onely authour. With this drangc bad na¬ 
ture he became King of Perfta, after reieftion of the gallant Zames, for his 
one eye; and of the elded Cafes , for his Fathers reafonlefs hatred; and he 
prevailed eafily againft his oppugners; and to the Romans di 1 even as much 
mifehief, as he defired.Thus Fortune, refolving to make a man great, ever arts 
her refolutiori in the fit time ( none oppofing the drong current of her will,) 
(he regards not the worth of the man, nor avoids things feeming unfit, nor 
cares for the worlds fayling for having advanced one not deferving her grace; 
In brief, not thinking Upon any thing, but how to bring her purpole to I 
effeft. 


CHAP. VII. 


* This Officer 
he Ciills before 
l’tsfell of the 
Coup. 


f^Hofrocs commanded his army to make (laves of the Antiochian; furviving, | 
V>and to ranfack their edates; and himfclf with the Ambafladors went down 
from the Hill to the Church. Here he found fo great treafures of gold and Gi¬ 
ver , that had he taken no other fpoile, he had gone away with a huge wealth. 
He took down many admirable pieces of marble, which he Commanded to 
lay without the walls, to be carried into Perfia ; and then gave order to burne 
the City, The Ambafladours requeded him, to (pare the Church onely, for 
which he had rcceaved a fufficient ranfome.This he granted,and commanded 
tofet fireto all the red ;for which leaving fome few, he retired to his camp. 

• God had forefliewn a while before this calamitic to this city. The Enfignes of 
the Cohorts redding there,danding to the Wed-ward,of themfelvcs turned to 
1 the Ead,and then returned where they were before, none touching them. This 
the Souldiers (hewed, among many others, * to the Pourveyor of the expcnce 
of the army,one Tatianas, born at Mopfueftia in Cilicia , a difcrcct man. They 
feeing the prodigies knew not then how the dominion of the city would be 
transfer’d from the Weftern to ihcPaftern Emperour, that being appointed 
to fufler what fell’odt, they might have no means to avoid it. 1 am adonifhed, 
recording for ages to come this great calamitie, and comprehending what 
j Ihoiild be the will of God, highly thus to exalt fome man or place, and then 
I upon no reafon appearing, to mine them. It is not lawfull to fay, but that 
all things by him are done With rcafon; who yet endured Antioch to be laid 
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flat with the ground by a mod injpious man; whofe beauty and ihagtiificcnce 
could hot even then be wholy concealed. The Church onely efcaped this de- , 
ftruftion,by t\\c Perftans cm, who had the charge of it; Many houfes alfo | 
werefaved in the Cerahtum,notby any mans care; but dandiiig in the furtheft j 
end of the city, not joyning to other buildings, the fire reacht them not.! 
They burnt alfo.all without the walls, but the Church of Saint Julian, and the 
houfes about it, where the Ambafladours lodged. And the city-walls they 
wholly forbore. The Ambafladors came againe alfo to Chofroes, and laid thus. 
If we (lid not , Sir! faal^to your felfprefent, we (hould not believe, that Chofroes 
the fon of Cabadcs were entred the Roman Territories in armes, deftiftng his Oath 
fo lately [worn, (the [Irongcft pawn of faith among men) and breaking Truce, the 
onely hope left in the calamities ofwarr. Certainly this cotirfe is totranjlate the life 
of men to that of beafts. Without Truces muft be perpetuallwarr, which will bamfh 
thofe from nature who ufe it. Toil wrote lately to your brother , that he is guiltie 
of breaking the Truce : confeffing thereby, that Truce-breaking is a foule mifehief. 
If the fault be not his,you do not j uftly to invade Hi. If he have done fome fuel) thing , 
yet purfueyour alhontio further, and appeare the better man, He that hath the 
worft in the ill, oughtao overcome in the better. But wc know the Emperour hath 
not tranfgrefl the peace \ and we entreat you not to all thofe mifehief; upon usyvhich 
the Perlians will never enjoy: and you will gaine nothing , but the fortune of doing 
defperate injuries to the Romans, with whom you lately made Truce. But Chofroes 
proteded, Juftinian to have broken the Truce, and recited particulars, loinc 
materiall, others flight, or counterfeited. Especially he offered to (hew the 
Emperonrs letters to Alamandams\ and the Hunnes, the nuine caufes of the 
warr: but he neither allcdgcd nor (hewed , that ever any of the in¬ 
vaded the Perftans, or did any hoftile aft. The Ambafladors denied fome 
things, and in others laid the blame upon Juftinians MiniAers. In conclufton , 
Chofroes demanded money; not onely a prefent fumme, being , to edablifh a 
peace for ever; ( For friendfliijps gotten with money, commonly, wad with 
the money) but a yearely penfion for a firme peace, and for the Perjians guard* 
mg the Cajfian Gates , and no more importuning about Daras ; for which they 
(hall be their pcrpctuall ftipendiaries. What! faid the Ambafladors,would you 
have the Romans pay them a tribute ? No! quoth he, but to have the Perjians 
their (ouldiers, giving them pay for their fervicc. You give pcnllons to the 
Hunnes and Saracens, not as they arc Tributarics, but to guard your Terri¬ 
tories. After much debate, in the end they came to this accord; That Chofroes 
(hould prefently rcccave fifty Centenaries of gold, and a pcrpetiiall yeerly 
payment of five more ; and fo do no more mKchief, but receaving ho- 
flages upon this accord to retire with his whole army into his country: 
whither other Ambafladors (hould be fent from Juftinian to fettle a firme 
peace. 
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CHAP, VIII, 

C Hofoes then went onto Scleucia, a maritime city, about (ixteeu miles 
from Antioch, where neither finding nor harming any Roman , lie 
waflit onely in the Sea-water, did facrilice to the Sun , and whom he pleafed, 
with a dcale offuperdition, and rode back againe. Being come to his camp, 
lie deli red much, (as he faid, onely for curio(ity) to fee Aparnea , which dood 
necr. The Ambafladours unwillingly yeilded, upon condition, that having 
feen the city, and rcceaved iooo. 1 ’. Weight in (ilver, he (hould retire without 
(polling ic. But Chofroes appeared to the Ambafladors and all men, to take 
that journey, onely to catch at fome triviall caufc to lack the city, and coun* 
trey about it. Then he went up to Daphne, a fubinbe of Antioch, where he ad¬ 
mired the Grove and the Fountaincs, things worth the feeing. Having facri- 
ficed to the Nymphs , he came away, doing no mifehief there, but the burning ‘ 
of the Temple of Michaell the Archangel!, upon this miftaking. An eminent. 
Per fan, well known to the King, rode with fome in his company by a ragged 
_ _ piece 
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piece of ground, called Tretm , where Hands the Church of the Archan^ell 
made by Everts ; where finding a young niati of Antioch hidden, and alone,he 
quitted his company and chafed him. The young man was a Butcher, named 
Acimaclw, who ready to be caught, turned upon his purfuer fuddainly, and 
with a Hone hit him under the care into the dura mater : and being fallen 
down, difpatcht him with his own Cimiter, rifled hisarmes and apparel],got 
uponhis horfe, and rodecleer away by good chance, or His knowledge of 
thewayes. Chofrocs was grieved at the accident, and commanded fomc to 
burnethat Church of the Archangell ; who thinking he meantthis in Daphn e 3 
burnt it with the buildings about it. 

Then Chofroes with his army went to Apamea: where is a piece of wood of 
a cubit long, part of Chrifts Crofs, brought thither long agoe by a Syrian. 
This the Inhabitants believing to be a great defence to them and their city,* 
have put it in a casket fet all with gold and precious Hones, and committed it 
to three PrieHs to keep ;and one day yearcly the whole city brings it out, and 
adores it. The Apameam were affraid of the Perfians coming, hearing too,how 
in Chofroes was no truth : and they entreated their Bifliop Thomas, to (hew 
them the wood of the Crofs that they might doe it their lail worlhip : When a 
miracle happened above rcafon and belief. The Priefl carrying, and (hewing 
the wood, a bright flame hovered above it, and the roofe over it (hone with an 
extraordinary light. The Priefl goeing round the Church, the light went a- 
long, keening Hill the place of the roofe dircftly over him. The Apameam 
were ravimt with delight at the miracle,at once rejoyeing and weeping ; and 
now confident of their prefervation. Thomas paying gone round about the 
Church,put up the wood of the Crofs into the casket,and covered it,and fud- 
dainely the fhining ceafed,. Undemanding the enemies to be neer, he went to 
Chofroes ; who asking him if the Apameans meant to oppofe his army, he anf- 
wercd,thcy had no fuch thought. Then open your gates (quoth Chofrocs) and re- 
ceave me into your city with forne few. 1 am come ( replied the Bijhop ) for the fame 
purpofe to invite yon. So the Army pitcht their tents by the walls, and Chofroes 
with two hundred ofhisbefl men rode into the city. And no fooncrin, but 
he forgot his promife to the Ambaffadoys,commanding the Bifliop to give him 
not 10001, weight of filvei onely, nor ten fold that 5 but all their treafures of 
gold and (ilvcr, being very great. I doubt not, but without (cruple he had 
fackt, enflaved the whole city, if God had not manifeflly hindred him : So 
did covetoufnefs and vaine glory befot him; For to lead cities into captivity 
he cfleemed it a great renown; and thought it nothing to U (c the Romans thus, 
contrary to accords and truces. This humour of his appeares by his attempt 
upon Darasj and the Callinicians during the truce, which 1 (hall relate hereaf¬ 
ter. But God,as I faid, preferved the Apameans , When Chofroes had taken their 
treafures, and T/jow^fawhinulrmik withaboundance, he brought the wood 
of the Crofs, and opening the casket, (hewed it him, faying; 0 Excellent 
King ! This if all I have left ; 7 his casket beautified with gold and precious (lone*. 
I envy not Unto you : Take it with all the reft. But this piece of wood is to us both 
prefervativc , and precious. I beg , and entreat you Sir to give it me. Which Chof¬ 
roes granted. Then to (hewmagnificence, he willed the people togoe to the 
C/rm; andthe Charters to run their matches; andhimfelfe was an earnefl 
beholder of their (ports. But hearing how luftinian was long addicted to the 
Venett, meaning to be contrary to him in that alfo, he would procure the vi- 
ttory for the Praftni, The Charters from the darting place fet out; and one 
that wore the Blew, got the Hart, another wearing Green, following clofe 
at the others wheels. Chofroes fuppofmg it done purpofely, chafed, and cry- 
^ W ^ S 5 ftiould not fie; commanding the fore- 

mofl Chariot t0 %r, andfo caft behind, to get afore againe if it could. His 
command being fulfilled, his fide, the Praftni won the match. Thcrean Apa - 
mean came, and complained to him of a Perfian , for entring his houfe, and for¬ 
cing bis daughter a virgin. Hein a great rage, commanded the man to be 
produced, and crucified W the campc. But the people clamour’d to him, and 
eg d to p^re the man. Chofroes promifed to pardon him, but fliortly after 
_ _ _fc crctly 


fecrctly crucified him ; aud thefc things done, rode back with his army. 

And at Chalcis , diftant ten miles and a half from Berrlm , He forgot the ac -1 
cord againe; encamped before the city,and (bit Fanl the interpreter, threat- ( 
ning to force their city, unlefs they buy their lafety, ranfomc tlicmlelve f ,;uul' 
deliver him the Souldicrs in their town with their Commander. The Chain- i 
ans feared both the Empcrours, and fwore they had no fouldicrs; hiding ] 
mofl of them, and Adonaclm their Captainc, in poorc cottages from the enc- 
my; And getting up hardly * two Centenaries of gold, (their city being nut- 
rich) with it they ranlomcd their bodies and city. From hence Chofrocs meant 
to make his retreat, not by the way he came, biit to crofs the Euphrates , and 
plunder Mefopotamia. Neer Obbaxc , which Hands five miles from the cattle of 
Barbaliffus , he made a bridge, and went over, iignifying to the army to fol¬ 
low, and that the third day by fuch anhoure, he would take up the bridge; 
and Ionic of them chancing to be calf behind, at the home, lie not regard m" 
them , lent to take up the bridge,and they got home as they could. 


CHAP. IX. 

C Hojroes was then ambitious to take Edeffa ; Induced by a confident tra¬ 
dition among ilKChrifliam , (which troubled him ) that it was never to 
betaken; aflirmed upon this ground. Attgam, long agoe Toparch of Edeffa 
( fo they then cajlcd their nationall Kiligs) was one of the wiftft men olmis 
rime, and for that caufe in much favour with the Emperour Augufitts. Defir¬ 
ing to be a Roman Confedcrat, he went to Rome ; and conferring with Angu- 
fius , fo amazed him with his wit, and humour'd him with his convcrlation, 
that he would not part with him, though he urged hisdifmilfion. At lail, after 
long abfcncc,longiiig to rcturne to his country, but notpcifuading yluyt- 
ftus to let him goc ; he ufed this devife. He went out neer Rome to hunt ("bang 
therein Hudious) and compaliing much country, took many wild beads alive, 
and'from every countrcy where he caught them, carried of the earth home 
with him to Rome } together with the beads, ybgttftus fitting in the Circus (as 
his manner was) yJugarns came to him, and (hewed him the hearts, and the 
earth, and which country earth belong’d to every bead The earth lie canted 
to be laid in fcvcrall parts of the Circus , and the bcalls from one place to be 
let goe: When every beaft leaving one another, ran to the country earth from 
whence he was taken. Augufitts beheld it long and carncftly, wondring to (cc 
nature untaught make even to beads driirable their native earth. Then Asigi- 
fuddainly taking him by the knees, laid, 0 Sir l Aud what mind doc'yott 
think . / have , who have wife and children, and a Kingdom ft hough a [mall one') in 
mine own countny'i Auguflus overcome, and forced with the truth, difmilfed 
him, though unwillingly ; and bad him ask him fume tiling. Attgam prayed 
him to build aCirctu at Edefa>\nlud\ being granted hinl, and (ictli(mifled,hc 
came home. His Suhjcfls askt him; what good lie had brought them from the 
Empemur Attgnftw. He an(wered,T/wf he had brought a Grief without damage, 
and a joy without game ; intimating the fortune of the Hoi lc-races. A ugar us 
growing old, and vexed with a grievous gout, and the paint,and fitting Hill 
troubling him , he confultcd with the skillfullcfl Phyiicians from all lands; 
but finding no calc,lie forfook them, and abfolutely dcfpairing, hewaylcd his 
fortune. At that time Jeftis , the Son of God, convcrled in the body with the 
people of Palcftine ; by committing no fin, and by working miracles , niani- 
klling himlelf indeed the Son of God. He raifed dead men, as from deep; to 
men born blind lie opened their eyes, clcanfcd leprous bodyey, lame feet he fet 
loofe, and did what ever Phylicians pronounce incurable. Augusts hearing 
the relation from fomc Palejhnians , refilling at Edeffa , took comfort , and 
wrote to Jeftts, to leave Jury , and thofeungrateliill men, ami to live with 
him. Cbrift wrote back againe to Angarns, refilling to come, but promilmg 
health by his Letter, They lay lie added this, That the city (lionId never be 
conquered by the Barbarian?. This Poftfcript, the writers of the hiftory of 
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that time knew not of; but the Edeffenians to have found it with the 
Epiftle; which Epiftle they have hung tor a defence, engraven upon their 
city gates. But (hortly after it came under the Per fan, not forced, but thus. 
Atsgarns upon the letter from Chrifr , grew well, and having lived long, de¬ 
ceased. But his Ton fucceeding him, being the ungodlyeft man living, wrong¬ 
ed his fubjefts ;for which fe&ring the Romans challifemcnt, he revolted to the 
Perfrans. But long afterwards the Edcffenians killed the Barbarian Garrifon, 
and yeildcd their city to the Romans . Which Chofroes knowing, (indies to re> 
cover the city: and this I gucls by things happened in my time,which (hall be 
related in their feafons. And 1 have had a conceit, that i t'chrifr did not write 
that Poftfcript, yer ( men having that opinion) he would keep the city from 
taking; that he might give them no cxcufe of wandring. 

But upon this ground Chofroes much affefted the taking of Edeffa. At latne , 
a little Town three dayes journey from Edeffa, he lodged his army; and by 
break of day was marching toward Edeffa, But they went out of their way 
fo 3 that the next night they lodged in the fame place: and this happened 
twice: And when with much adoc he was gotten to Edeffa, they fay, his 
chopps fwell’d with Rhcwme; which fo troubled him, that he refolvcd not 
to attempt the city. But he (cut Paul, and demanded money of them. They 
(aid , that of their city they had no feare; but not to hurt their towns, and 
villages, they agreed upon two Centenaries of gold; which he rcccaved, and 
kept his agreement. 


CHAP. X. 

T Hen came letters’from Jufriniahto Chofroes, agreeing to radii: the trea- 
tie between him and the Ambafladours; upon which he difeharged the 
Hoftages,aud prepared for his retreat; being pleafed toranfomc the Antio¬ 
chian captives: the Edeffenians therein (hewed an incredible alacrity. Not a 
man, but according to his ability brought the ranfomes into the Church, and 
fome above ability. Court ifans threw in their Jewells, and the husbandman, 
wanting money or houfcholdfluffc, brought his alfe or poorc ewe to the 
Church, that a great quantity was gathered of gold and lilvcr, and other 
goods; but none of it was given for the ranfome. Buies being there, prohi¬ 
bited the lanfoming, expecting fome great gainc out of it. So Chofroes with 
the captives inarchton. The Carrenians met him, and offered him a great 
fumme, but being no Chrsftians but Heathens , he would not take it, But of the 
Confront inians lie took their monic, yet claimed the city to be his from his An- 
ceftors. b or Cabades having taken Amidst , would have alfo gotten Edefjd ) and 
Conftmm, And king before Edefn , lie demanded of ih cAfagi, if if were to 
be wonne , pointing with his right hand to the place. They told him, no. For 
by ((retching his right hand to ir, he gave a fymoolc, not of taking, or o( hurt¬ 
ing the city, but ofprefervation. He was fatisfied with this, and led his army 
again!! Confrantina, and encamped, with pnrpofe to befiege the town. Bar ado- 
tus then Bifliop of the city ( an upright godly man, mighty with God in pray¬ 
er,' whole very countenance (hewed him ro be indeed gracious with God ) 
cametoGf&fdfnvitha prefcntofwinc,dry tiggs, hony, and fine manchcts; 
and befought him, not to attempt a town of no importance, negle&cd by the 
Romans , without garrifon, or other defence, but the poorc miferable inhabi¬ 
tants. Cabades upon this, notoncly bellowed the city upon him, but gave 
him all the (tore* viftualls of the army for the (iege, and then departed out of 
the Roman territory. Hereupon Chofroes claimed the city to bclone.to him 
from his Father. 

Being come to Dam, he fate down before it. Within, the Romans , and the 
Generali Martinw prepared for their defence. The city hath two walls. the 
j innmnoft large and (hire, and fixty foot high, with turrets 5 all one hundred 
| foot higlirThe outward wall is much Idle, but (hong and of good importance, 

| flic ground between is about fifty foot broad; where, upon the approach of 
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an enemy, the Dormans put their cattle. Atfirft Chofroes with multitude of 
arrows (orced upon the walls to the Weft-ward, and let fire to the gates of 
the letter wall; but none duift enter. Then he wrought a Mine clofdy on the 
Eaftttideof the town, the reft of it being built upon a rock. The Perfrans be¬ 
ginning from the town ditch, being very deep, were neither feen, nor at all 
difeovered by the enemy. And now they were under the foundation of the 
outter wall, and in the ground between the walls, and (hortly to pafs the 
great wall, and take the town; when from the camp of Chofroes, about noon, 
came a man (or more than a man) all alone to the wall, Teeming to gather up 
the fcatteredarrows; and withall warding with hisfliield, to flout thofe 
upon the battlements. Then difeovering the bufinefle, he bade them watch¬ 
fully provide for their fafetv, and went his way. The Romans immediately 
dig’d for life in the ground between the walls; which the Perfrans not difeern- 
ing, went on with their work, in a (freight line to the wall; and the Romans, 
by the advife of fhoodom, a famous Ingineer, craverfed with their Mine very 
deep, that in the end the Perftans in the ground between the walls, fellfud- 
dainly into the Romanscrofs Mine; who killed the firft comers, but the reft

Juft i man, for this attempt of Chofroes upon Doras, during the truce, refufed to 
ratifie the T reaty. And this was the fucceffe of Chofroes firft Invafion, and fo 
the fummer ended. 

In Ajfyria he built a City a dayes journey front Cteftphon , and named it 
Antioch ot Chofroes, planting there the Antiochian captives. He built them 
a publique Bath, ana a Circus, and fitted it for other delights: bringing 
from Antioch, and other Roman Cities, Charioters, and skilful! Muficlans. 

He kept thefe Antmhim at the publiaue charge, not like captives; and term¬ 
ed them Bafilid, as exempt from all Magiftrates but the King. If a Reman 
captive ramie from his Malta, and fled tp this Antioch of Chofroes, being 
there avowed by an inhabitant for his Klnfman , he might not Be led away 
by his matter, though a very principal! P erf an. The Prodigy which befell 
the Antiochions in the reign of Anafrafm was now confummated. A ftrong 
wind then, and a fuddain, blewupby (herootes, the goodly tall Cyprefes in 
Daphne, the fuburb of Antioch ; it being not lawful! to cut them. Shortly 
after this prodigy, in the reign of Jit fine, an Earthquake (hook the City 
fo, that it overthrew moft of the buildings, and deftroyed three hundred 
thoufand men. But in this laft deftruftion theChy, as I have related, was 
even ruined. 

And now Bclifaritts the Eniperour fent for to Conflminoplc-, where having 
wintred, at the beginning of the fpringht fent him Generali again!! Chef - Annot)om 
roesi with the Commanders who came with him out of Italy. Of whom ft- y 4 ,. &]u(ii- 
lertams was made Generali of the Cohorts in Armenia ; Martinm being niani ij. 
formerly fent into the Eaft; fo that, as I faid, Chofroes found him at Doras. 

Of the Got hs, Fitigis ftayd at Confront inople ; the reft ferved with Belifaritss 
again ft Chofroes. "Atthisdmethe Amballadour of Fitigis, who called him- 
felf a Bifliop, dyed in Perfra, The other ftayd awhile with them for an In¬ 
terpreter, then retired into Roman land; where John, commander of the forces * 
UtMefopot ami a jtook him near Confrantina, and imprifoned hini;and being que- 
ftloned, he told him all his negotiation. Belifarius made haftc to prevent any 
new I nvafion of Chofroes ; But 


CHAP. XL 

Second Uivafion 

I N the mean time Chofroes led an army into Laziest, upon this ground invi- ’ 

ted by the Laiians, The haiians firft inhabited Cholchis, and were fubjeft Dom!^™ 0 
to the Romans ; not to payment of tribute; Oncly upon deceafe of their King, 
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the Roman Emperour Tent to the Succeflbr the Enfigncs of Majefty ; and they 
guarded the marches of their country; that the Hmm might not by Mount 
Caucafusf which borders with them) parte through Laziest, and invade the 
Romam. Neitherfor this received they money, nor army from the Romans, 
nor ferved in their wars; only they trafficked in Merchandjfe with the Romans 
of Pont us; baitring skins, hides, and (laves for corn, fait, and other com¬ 
modities they want. But upon the accident formerly recited by me, to Cur- 
genes King of Iberia, lome Roman forces were lodged in Lazica } with whoip 
the Barbarians weredifeontented, and chiefly with Biter th?General, a man 
naturally mifeheivous. He was born in Arzanine, a country beyond the river 
of Nymphitts, fubjefttoth cPerfians. Being a child, he was taken captive by 
Mine, invading Perfta with Celers army after the taking of Ami fa ; who 
uled much humanity to'him, and fent him to a Grammar fchool. Then was 
he Scribe to ]nfline\ who commingto the Empire upon the death of Ana- 
ftaftus, made him a Generali, wherein he grew infinitely covetous, and lewd 
to all men.' Juftinian afterward fent Commanders into Lazica, and at laft 
Iohn Tzibus ; amanraifed from mean condition, and advanced to this Ge- 
nera 1 (hip, onely for being the wickedeftof all men, and very fufficient to find 
unjuft revenues, And he ruined and confounded the affairs of the Romans and 
Lawns. He perfwaded Juftinian to build a Sea-town in Lazica, called Pe- 
t‘ra ;Where fitting, as inaCittadelljhe made booty of Law*.. He prohibi¬ 
ted Merchants to import Salt, or other provifiops to the Lawns, nor to buy 
ought of them; but Jetting up a Monopoly at Fttra, himfelt was both refajler, 
and foie mafter pf thp fayd trade, and fold to the Latians , not at ufugll 
prizes, but as he lift. The people alfo were difpleafed at the Roman army, ty¬ 
ing upon their country, not formerly ufed; and not enduring it, refolvcd to 
revolt to the Ferfians. And (unknown to the Romans) they fent Ambafladors 
tQ negotiate the fame with Cbofrocs , with inftrufHons to take aflurance from 
C»o/rw,nottolcavethel^w»;to the Romans without their confent; and 
fo to come home with an army of Pcrfians, Thefe Ambafladors in Ferfia get- 
ing private acceffe to Cbofrocs , fpake thus. 4 Great King, if ever fortune did 
< gladly reduc? men revolted foolifhly from their friends toftrangers, fuch 

* think us the Laziant to be. We were ancient allyes of the Pcrfiam , and did 
‘and received many good turns; the monuments whereof remaine to this 
c day, Doth among our Records, and in your royall Palace. But in fucceed- 
c ing times, our anceftors either neglefted by you,or upon fome other ground, 
‘ ent f d into league with the Romans . And now both wc and our King prcfenc 

to the Ferfians our felves and country, praying you toconfiderof us thus. 
‘If upon no hard meafurc from the Romans , but of mecr ill nature, we come 
*;° yfy fjicft US, as not likely to k faithful] to you. The manner of break- 
MngfrJendfliipj is a detyftion of that made with others. But being to the 
c Romans friends in words onely, but in effeft trufty flavesj and fufjfering moft 
«unrighteous tyranny; receive us for your fervants, formerly your friends; 
c det eft a bitter tyranny rifen fo near you; and doc things worthy the juftice 
‘naturall to the Persians. He is not juft who does no'wrong himfelf, ifhere- 

* ^ cue J!? t m cn oPF^d by others, being able. Tofpeak fome of the things 
4 Fa«ifedby thefe accurfed Romans'. To our King they have left the only out- 
€ hdeof Royalty, themfelves have ufurped the authority. The King, in the 
j condition ofaminifter, ftandsin aw ora Generali directing him. They have 
‘laid ah army upun us, not to guard our country (for none moleft us but 
tliemielves) but to lock us up in prifon, while themfelves arq matters of 

‘ ' vhat ]; 5 0Ul a s ‘ fee sir / a more expedite devife of theirs to rob us. Their 

\ ? wn superfluities they compell us to buy, and they buy what Lazica affords 
tor their ufe; but fo, as the price in both is fet down as our conquerours 
plcaie. And thus they rob Us of our neceflary commodities, andourmony 
too; under the fpeciotis name of Trade, being indeed ameeroppreffion 
U ver us is a Governour, a retailer, with his authority making a trade upon 
our wants. This being the caufe of our revolt, it hath the juftice of it in it 
lelh But as to the commodity refulting to you by accepting the Lawns; 
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you fhail add unto the Perfian Empire an ancient Kingdom, and therein tn* 
c large your glory. Then (hall you by our. Countrey have thecouveniencie of 
i ufing to Roman Seas. Wherein building fliipps, the very .Palace of Conftanti - 
‘ nople will be acceflible unto you, with eafe, nothing being between to flop 
* yotij /wide alfo, that it v/ill be in your power, for the bordering Barbarians 
4 to fpoile the Romans every yeare, Lazica, (as you know) being now their on- 
<ly ranipier againft the moimtaines of Caucafus, So that right leading, and 
c profit following, not to admit our propoGtion,is ccrtainely no good coun- 
*lcll. Chofroesxm plcafed with thisdifcourfc,aiid agreed to aide the Lawns: 
Demanding of the Ambafladors, if it were poflible for a great army to march 
iuto Lazica, which he heard tobe fcarce paflablc for a traveller, beihg moun¬ 
tainous, and for a long iVay entangled with thick woods. They toli him that 
by cutting the trees, and throwing them into the ill paflages, there 'would be 
eafie way for his whole army ; and they promifed to be his guides, and to work 
in the head of the army. Cbofrocs encouraged herewith , gathered a great ai> 
my, and prepared for the voyage, not difeovering his intent,but to his noli 
kcretCounfellors, and charging the Ambafladors not to reveale their nego- 
ciation. His pretence was, a journey into Iberia ,to fettle things there; where 
a nation of Humes was reported to invade the Perfian dominion. 

' In the mcanc time Belifarius gather’d together the army in Mefo- 
potamia , and fent fome into Perfia todlfcovcrjintcnding to encounter die 
enemy there, if he invade againe ; and hemuftred, aiid.furnilhed his Sonl- 
diers ; being naked,, and unarm’d, and afraid of the name of a Perfian. 
The cfpialls returning* aflured him , there would bee iio invafibh ; 
Cbofrocs /being engaged in a warr with the Hunhes. Belifarius upon this re- 
folved to enter the enemies land with his army, Arethas came up to him with 
an army of Saracens ; And the Emperour wrote to him to invade the enemies 
countrey immediately. So that calling to him the Commanders at Daw, he 
‘fpakethus. FeltowCommanders ! / frmv you experienced in manj warn ; and I 
call you not now, by remembrances or exhortations to provoke your refoluiion againft 
the enemy ( I doe not thincl^you need difeostrfes to makjyon valiant)', but that by 
confuting we may chafe the beft for the Emncrouis affaires. For the warr,more then 
any thing affetts the dirett ions of good cdunfell: And thofewho conufcll , muft be fee 
from aweandfeare . Forfeare amazing , fuffers not the judgement to make choice of 
the beft things: And awe clouding better determinations, carries the judgement com- 
monlyto theworfe . If therefore lhe Emperour or my ft If, be thought to have made 
any reflation already, believe it not. For be being farr diftant from the affaires, 
cannot fa proceedings to new occafions ; and fo there is no feare, ir by crofftng him, 
you effett what is moft expedient for his affaires. And me, being but a man , and af¬ 
ter a long time come ftom the Weft, fame thing cannot but pa ft unfeea. So that with¬ 
out ftanding in awe of my opinioii, you are to fttakjboldly what is beft for your felves 
and the Emperour. At frft , we came hither to reftraine the enemy ftom invading 
our countrey , But >m, things[ucfeeding above our hopes, we may confnlt concern¬ 
ing his countrey. For which pumfe being now affembled, it is fit for every man to 
freak fteely, what beholds moft expedient. Belifarius fpake thus; add /W and 
Bin.es bad lead on the army without delay into the enemies countrey, whofe 
vote all the Aflembly followed. Reejnithanetts and Theottiftm, commanders of 
| the forces in Phoenicia Libani, faidi they approved the invalionalfo, but feared 
in their abfcnce, Alamitndam wpuld torrage Phoenicia and Syria, and that the 
tmperour might be offended for their not guarding the country under their 
charge: So they refufed to accompany thearmy. Belifarius faid,they hnagirfed 
that which was not; tor being now Summer, two moneths of this (eafon 
con ^ crate t0 God,and make no inroads. And fo promifing 
to difmirtTe them, and their troopes within two moneths, he commanded them 
togoe along, and with much ailigence prepared for the Iuvafion.

B lft Chofroes and the Perfian army, being come through Iberiaf the con- ‘ 
fines oitdKicn , guided by the AmbaiWors, cut the tree' which they 
found thick and entangled, and threw them into the ftce'p and ragged way* 
and fo part eafily, none encouncring them. When they were come into the ! 
midft of Lazica (where the Poets tain to have been a&<;d the fortunes of Mon 
and Mede*)Gtibazes,King of the Lazians, came and adored Cbofrocs as hisitia- 1 

fter; rendring himfelfwith his Roy all Palaces, andal \Lazicd. Pttralhtvis ! 

in Lazica upon the Euxinc Sea, formerly a meane town, but by Jufitnian fur- ; 

nifiied with walls, and other ornaments, and made a ftrong famous place. I 

Chofroes underftanding the Roman Forces with Jobnlztbm to be there,lent aii f 

army,and Mirndes Generali thereof, to furprize it. But John knowing their h 

coming, direfied no man to Tally, nor to be Teen upon the battlements > and ; 

he placed his forces in acmes,clofc to the gates, commanding them not to ut- | : 

ter the leaft found or voice. The Perfian being come before the walls and fee- ' 

ing no man, ftippofed the city waft,and abandoned by the enemy. So he ap- 
proach’t to fet up foaling ladders, expefting none to defend , becaufe he (aw I 
nor heard no enemy,and he font to Cbofrocs ,to let him know, what they found 
He fending the moft of his army, commanded a generall aifault, and one of t 

the Commanders to make ufe of the Rammc neer the gates,and from the neer- I* 

eft hill to the city himfelf was a fpcftator of the bujinefs. Wncn fuddainly the ' 

Romm opened the gates, and falling upon the enemy unaware, killed moft of '• 

thcm/pccially thofe about the Rmmt ; The reft with their Generali ran away 
and efcaped. Chofroh in anger crucified Animdtt , for being over-ftragem’d ) 

by John# retailer, and no fouldier. Some fay he crucified, not AmavJet, but ' 
the commander who attended the Rmmt. Then himfelf with his whole army 1 
encamped before the town 5 and perceaving upon view the fortifications not 
very tenable, he brought on his forces, commanding to (hoot at the battle- 1 

ments. The Romm defending with their engines, and lhot,atfirftthe Perl - ! 

m (though they (hot thick) hurt little * but futfred much, being (hot from j. 

high. Afterward ( for Petra was to be taken by Chofroh) John , being (hot into ■ 

the neck,dief Then the Romans became carelefs; and it growing dark the Par- ; 

harians retired. The next day, they drew a mine to the town: which for i 

(teepe rocks about it, is not acceifible, nor yet to the fea-ward 5 but by one 
narrofr entrance only upon plaine ground, with high clifts on each fide. 

There the builders of the city forefeeing the walls cafie to be forced made 
from each clift a long wall, acroflc the entrance, and at each end two turrets 
wrought with great ftones, not hollow in the middle, but whole from the 
ground, and very high , and the (tones fojoyned, as not to be fliaken with 
Ramme or other engine. The Perfians clofely with their mine were come 
under one of thefe turrets; whence carrying out the ftones, they fet up t‘1111 
bers, and put fire to them. Which encreafing hy degree;,crumbled and brake 
the hvmc els of the ftones,and foloofcning the Turret, down it came ftiddain- 
ly. The .Romans in it perceaved it juft fo much before, as not to fall with the 
Turret,and to get within the city walls. Then the Enemy could eafily force i 
their entrance upon even ground. But the Romans affrighted, came to a par 
Jy> an(l paving Chofroh oath, for their perfons, and goods, ycildcd them* 
elvcs and the city by compofition. Chofroes finding in Petra much wealth be¬ 
longing tc )Jobn> took it; but of any other, himfelf nor the Perfians touche 
nothing; And the Romans, having every man his own, mingled with the Per - 
I/*# army.

A demonftration thereof is Na- 
i beats l heir Commander, who next to Chofroes is the prime man for repuia- 
c don in Perfia. Who doubtlefie will fet upon us, and v/e (lull not he ,rid of 

< him, Without vanquilhing him in fight. If we tight near the city, the Per - 
ofians will have the advantage, backt with their fortification, to follow their 

< execution fecurely, if they overcome; and if they be overcome, t o be pre¬ 
sently within their walls, which you.fee well defend.d, and inexpugnable. 

< On the other fide, if we rout them, we may enter the town pell-mel l with 
c the enemy, or tlmift between them, and force them to fly to Come other re¬ 
gion, audio get Nifibis, having none to defend it. Upon this (peed) of Be- 
lifarii(s } the reft obeyed, and kept within the camp .* Onely Peter, Genu al of 
Armenia, ftood dill, withagood part of the army under biBcommaml, a mile 
and a quarter from Nifibis. Bclijariiq put in order olbattail the troupes with 
himfelf, and lent direflion to Peter to Hand in i’cadinelle till he gave the lig- 
nall, andtoobferve at noon, that the Barbarians will (ally, becaufe them- 
felvesdlne in the evening, and the Remans at noon. But Peters men (lighted 
his commands, and being faint with the fimne (for th.it city is extremely hot) 
layd down their arms, and difordedy fell to gather figs, without apprehen- 
fionof an enemy. Which Nabedes obferving, galloptupto them with his 
army. They feeing thchi ifftic out of the gates(being ;n an open champian) 
fent to Mfiwins to fuccourthem; and >hcmfelves tumultuouily, and in con- 
ftilion cncoU'Hicd, hehfiriiUf before the meflenger came, law the enemies mo¬ 
tion by the dull railed, and With his troupes rode amain to their fuccour. But 
in the meantime the Perfians charged them; which they not enduring, ran 
away. The enemy purfuing took Peters Enlign, and llevv fifty oftliem. Doubt- 
Ids they had dytd every man, if Behfirtus had not received them, into his 
tronps, much diftreifed. Where firft the Goths prefenting their long thick 
Lances, the / erfians ftood them nor, but fell to running, and the Romans , and 
Goths purfuing killed a hundred S: fifty of them.The chafe was not long,So the 
enemy got within their walls, and the Romans returned to theircamp. The 
next day the Perfians fet the Enlign of Peter tor .1 trophy, upon one of the 
turrets; and laught and brag’d, but diuft (ally no more out of their forti¬ 
fications. 

I cltfarius confidering Nifibis ftrongly feitnated, anti having no hope to 
take it, urged to rile theiice, and to march, where they might fuddainly (poyl 
the enemy, So aftcradayes march he came to a caftle ot tlie I'erfuns called 
Sifibramto) full of inhabitants, and eight hundred of the beft Perfianhoiimcn 
to guard it; commanded by Blechamcs , a principal man. The Romans encamp¬ 
ed before the Caftle, and alfaulting were repnlfcd with lofie of many; the 
walls being ftrong, and the Barbarians oppoling obftinatcly. Belifirms then 
called his fellow Commanders, and told them; { How experience of many 
c wars taught them to forefee the event in actions doubtful, and before dif- 
c alters tochufethc better way. That they knew their disadvantage now, 

• marching in an enemies country, full of ftrong Garrifons. If they goe on, it 
£ is likely that from Nifibis the enemy will follow them, and inlclt them 
i with am bullies. And if another army meet them, they will he forced to a 
Cattail with both, and may be undone. Then if they be routed, they have 
I £ no means of re treat into Komar; land. Thcylhould not therefore crulhdicm- 
i Helves with inconliderate induftry, nor with ambition to wimie, hurt the l 
| c Roman affairs. An ignorant daring brings to deftruAion, and a lober de- ( 
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Maying preferves men. That thenifelves therefore ihonld lit down before the 
/Caftle, and that Arethas with his Saracens (men unapt for affaults, but excel* 

4 lent plunderers) fliould enter Ajfyria, and with them fome of their beftfoul- 
4 diets. Thefe, it no'oppofition appear, to take the fpoyl; and (t(ie enemy op- 
doling) to retire to this army : Which if it take the Caftle, jmay pafle the 
4 Tigris, fearing no mifehief behind, and informed in what ftate the Afyrians 
are.They all approved thisadvife of Belifarius:\V ho accordingly coipnunded 
Arethas to go Againft the Affirms, and fent with him 1200 fou!diers,moft of 
his own Targettiers, commanded by two of his Lanciers, Trajanns and John 
Untamed Pha^ai, and direded to be obedient to Arethas, whom he inftrufted to 
torrage the countries, and coming back to the camp, to report what forces 
the Affjmns had, Thefe pad the Tigris into Affyria, found the country rich, 
and without guard, and fo ranfacktinany towns and got much wealth. Be- 
hfarius in the mean time underftood from Perjnw prifoners, That the Caftle 
(not ufing,asDrf>vtf and Nifibis, to lay in yearly provilions, and then prevent¬ 
ed by an enemy, and having brought in none, and many fuddainly reforting 
thither for refuge) wanted provilions. He fent therefore George , a wife man, 
and milled with his feci et?, to try if the place might be had by compofition, 
Who with his reafons,and fair words, prevailed with them to take aiTurances 
for their fafety, and to render thenifelves and the Caftle to the Romm, Be¬ 
lifarius did no harhi to the Inhabitants, being C hr i (linns, and antiently Ro¬ 
mm, The Perfians with Blechames he fent to Conftantinople, and threw down 
the walls of the Caftle, Thefe Perfians and Blechmes the Emperour fent into 
Italy againft the Goths. 

But Aretlwj fearing the Romans might takeaway his booty, would return 
no more to the camp. Arid he commanded fome fcoutes fent out purpofelyby 
him, to report a great army of enemies to be atthe paflagc of the river 5 up¬ 
on which he adviled John arid Trajan to return fome other way into the Ro¬ 
wan Territories. So they went not to Belifarius, but keeping the Euphrates 
on their right hand, came to Tbeodofiopolis , (landing upon the river of Abor¬ 
ts, The Roman army with Belifarius , hearing nothing of thefe forces? were 
troubled and affraid : And the faid liege having being long in the Perfian 
Mefopotamia, infinitely hot ; the men being not ufed to heats, fpecially thofe 
of Tnracc ; and (birring much in them, and lodging in clofc cabbins in the 
fummer, the third part of them lay half dead with Feavers; and all wercear- 
neftto be gone home; fpecially Reauithancus, and Theottiftus, Captaines of 
Phoenicia Ubani , Who importuned Belifarius (the Saracens confecrated time 
being pall) protefting to ftaytheie tone purpofe, and in the meantime to 
abandon the towns of Libanus arid Syr into Alamundarus. Belifarius hereupon 
called a counfcl), where John the fonne of Nicetas fill! rofe, andfpake thus; 
4 Excellent Belifarius! I think the world hath not had,neither for time nor va- 
4 lour, a Captain like yourfelf. This opinion prevailes not oncly with Ho- 
( VMM, but with all Barbarians. And certainly hereby you will preferve this 
4 glory firm, if you bring us alive into the Roman dominions; as we now 
4 arc, our expeditions are not fair. Our Saracens, and beft men are come over 
4 the Tigris, and gone into our upper Provinces, fo fall, as not to fend us fo 
4 much asamclfcngcr. lietjitithavens and Theottiftns will be inftantly gone; 
4 fuppofmg Alamnndam forraging Phoenicia: and of the reft we have more 
4 lick,then found men,to bring them into the Roman dominions, Such, as if an 
4 enemy light on us here, or upon our retreat, not a man will be left to report 
4 our difaftcr to the Romans at Daw. To march up higher, I think it notpof- 
4 lible in rcafon, Whilft therefore fome hope is left ,’tis good counfcll to make 
4 a faire retreat; and madnefs for men in our danger,not to advife upon fafety, 
4 but delignes on ah enemy. All approved this fpccch of John ; and crycd out 
for a fpeedy retreat. So Belifarius put his Pick into waggons, and led home the 
army 5 where he heard what Arethas had done, but could have no right of 
him, being not yet conic to him. 

;. Chofroes in the mean time, having taken Petra, had thenewes of Belifarius 
I ibvauon 5 of the battaile by Nifibis j the taking 0 fSifabranum , arid what the 
_!________forces, 
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forces, which with Arethas pall the Tigris, had done. So leaving a Garrifon 
mPetraylK wentinto Perfia with the reft of his army, and mm# captives. 
Thefe were the occitrrcntsof Chofroes'skeond invafion; \ud Bclifariit) was by 
the Emperour fent for to Conftantinople, where he fpent his Winter.

CHAP, XIV. 

r N the beginning of the Spring, Chofroes invaded the Roman territoric the 1 Chofroes third 
~ third time, withagreat army 5 keeping the Euphrates to his right hand, i inofminBn. 
Candidasfitihoy otSergiopolis^ having not kept his day with Chofroes, was a- 1 Dom - * 4t * 84 
fraid^ and came to the Perfian Camp j where he befought Chofroes not to be of- ^ 5uftiniani 16 • 
fended with him; That he never had money, nor ever thought of ranfoming 
the Sumians himfelfe; he had been i Tutor to the Emperour, but got no good 
Rut Chofroes put him in prifon, and bitterly tortured him, and bad him pro-' 
cure double the fumme formerly agreed. He prayed him to feitd to Scrriopo- 
liis to receave the treafures of the Church; which Chofroes did, And Candidas 
fent fome with his meflengers; to whom the Sergiopolitans gave many of thofe 
treafures, prilling to have nothing left. Rut Chofroes faid, thofe Ihonld not 
fufftce; he mulbhaye more; and he fent fome in pretence to make privy fearch 
for their wealth, But Indeed to furprize thccity i But Sergiopolis wis not then 
to be taken. For a Saracen under Alammdarus ( being a Chriftian ) named 
Ambrm , came under the wall by night; revealed the plot; and bad them re- 
ccavc no Perfians into their town. So.Chofroes feeing his men returrifc withodl 
efteft, in a great rage fent fix thoufand men to force the town. Who affaultcd, 
and the Sergiopolitans at firfi defended bravely. But grown weary and affraid, 
they advifed to render the city; having blit two hundred Souldiers within. 

But vimbm came Againe by night, and told them that within two dayes the 
Perfians would raife their fiege ; their water abfolutely. failing,. Whereupon 
they refufed to parly; and the enemy affiifted with third, rofe; and returned 
to Chofroes, Who would not difmifs Candidas : It behoved,I think,that having 
broke his,oath, he (hould no more be a tjrieft. 

But when Chofroes came into Cmagena , tailed Euphratefia , he would not 
forrage,nor take townes, as having fpoiled all ihifrb formerly in his way,and 
either facktor ranfom’d them, as hath been faid. Biithis intent was to march 
direftly into Palefiine , and there to take the fpoile, efpecialty of the Treafutes 
at Jerufalenr, hearing the Province was fertile, and richly inhabited. The Ro¬ 
mans both Coriimahders and Souldiers had ho mind to meet the enemy, to 
ftay his paffage; but thought it enough within their fortifications to preferve 
I them, and thenifelves, Juftinian advertifed of this llivafiort, againe fent, Belifa - 
rins\ who taking Poft-horfes, arrived with great fpeed, ( having no Souldiers 
with him jin Comagena.Juftus the Emperors brothers fon,with Bnx.es and fome 
other, were gotten into Hierapolts ; and hearing Belifarius to be neer, wrote 
this letter to him. Chofroes, as your felf know, hath againe invaded the Romans, 
with a much greater army then formerly. tVhither he intends , he yet makes no jhew; 
onely we heart, he is very neer, and hurts no tom in his waybill marching forward. 

Come therefore jj>eedily unto us, ifpojfiblyyou can fltp by the enemy ; that you may 
be preserved for the Emperour , and guard here Hietabolis with us. Belifarius liked 
not this letter, but went to Europus , a town upon the Euphrates > from whence 
he fent, and leyyed an army; which encamped there; and to the commanders 
he returned this arlfwer; If Cho(roes£w againft other people, and not Romans, 

\you have fallen upoh a mofifafe counfell. Theywho by lying fi ill can avoid the mifi 
chief ,aremadd to run into a needlefs danger'. But you being (jtiit of the Barbarian, 
be mil fall upon fome other country , the beft he can find, and Without garrifons ; 

Know then , that a valiant deat h is better , then fuel) a preferVation , or rather trea - 
twnfonfptedily to Europus; where affemblmg our whole forces, we 
jhallejlett Upon our enemies,what God fhallgrAnt us. The Commanders took heart 
at this letter; arid leaving Juftus with fome to guard Hierapolts, the reft weiic 
to Europus. 

- CHAP. 
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CHAP. XV. 


W Hen Chofroes heard Belffarius to be at Europus , he march’t no further j 
but fcnttohim one of his Secretaries, named Abandanes , ( a very dif- 
creet man,) to complaine; that Juftinian had not fent his Ambafladors to ra- 
tifie the treaty ,Of vvhofc cowm^BeliJarius undemanding,he chofc fix thoufand 
the goodlieft of his mcn,as if he would fend them out to hunt. He commanded 
alfo D/^wj,oneofhisI.anciers, and Adolius,t\\t fon of Acacius an Armenian 
( one ot thofe who attend in the Emperours Palace to keep off noife, whom 
the Romms call Silent ari\,in& now Captaiue of the forces in Armenia) to skirt 
along the (bore of Euphrates^ with a thoufand horfc, and at times to make fhew 
topaffethe river to invade their countrey. Himfelf hearing the Ambaffador 
to be at hand, retired to his. pavillion, which ufes to be made with boards; 
that he might feeme to the Ambaffador, to be in a poore town without pro- 
vilions. His fouldicrs he thus difpofed. Onthe one fide of his pavillion, were 
the Thracians , and Illyrians ; and behind them the Goths ; and next the Heru- 
him ; then the Vandales and Moores, They took up much fpace, not (landing 
(fill, but walking at dillance, and looking cafclcfly, and confidently upon the 
Ambaffador. None had his mantle on,but linnen coates like women girt about 
them, and-in their hands a Horfemans-whip. For armes fome had fwords, 
fome battle axes, others bowes onely; looking like lumtersjin all had, (omit¬ 
ting all) to be purfueing the wild beads. Abandanes the Awbafladoj-, coming 
to Beliftrius faid , 77 m it w<u a fonts indignity , that Cefar (fo the Perfians tall 
the Roman Emperour) had not fent Ambaffador s about the Articles , which had 
conftrained his mafter to enter rife Roman territory in armes, Bdifarms not fear¬ 
ing their great army, and without any trouble inhismind or countenance, 
fmiled, and with a cheerfull look anlwered him ; Men doe not cenfure the alii- 
ons of Chofroes by the fame reafons he does thetnby : other men demanding ought 
of their neighbours, fend Ambaffadors fir ft, and if they get not rights hen they make 
mn\ Buthe being tn armes In the heart of our provinces ,(hamclefly now talks of 
peace. Having thus faid, he difmiffed the Ambaffador. Who coming back to 
Chofroes , perfwaded him to lav down armes, telling him 5 That ho lighted up- 
on a captaine the ftouteft, and the wife ft in the world , and upon fuch fouldicrs as 
he never beheld the like ; whofe order he extrmiely admired. Then was the match 
between them unequally He overcoming, fhould onely vanejuifh a {lave ofCcfars; 
but being overcome , jhouldget infinit difhonour to him and his houfe. 7 he Romans 
alfo being beaten, may efcape into their fortreffes , and in thetr own countrey . But if 
other then well happen to his army, there will be no mejftnger left to report the cala¬ 
mity in Perfia. Chofroes upon thefe reafons, had a mind to goe home, but was 
troubled,knowing the paflages of the river to be guarded by the enemy: * and 
march the fame way a^aine through a wildernefshe could not, the provifions 
they brought with them failing. In conclufton bethought it bed,though with 
hazarding a battaile, to get to the land on the other fide the river, andfo to 
march through a plcntifull countrey. Bclsfarius knew well, that not iooooo. 
men could hinder his paJfTagc ; the river being paffable by boats, and his army 
diongcr, then to be barred their way by few enemies. Having alfo, as I faid, 
commanded Diogenes and Adolius with a conftderable party to the fttore, to 
amaze the enemy with fuddainefs, and to put him in diforder: Now he fear¬ 
ed , lead by frighting hint, he might interrupt his quitting the Roman territo¬ 
ry ; thinking it a matter of much importance, to drive him away, without 
hazarding with a very fmall army, heartily affraid of the Perfians , againd fo 
many thoufands. Wherefore he bad Diogenes and A^dolim day. And Chofroes 
f pecdily leaking a bridge,pafs’d with his army over the Eupkates . Which was 
done with cafe, the Perfians having in their marches, ever ready, great iron 
hooks, wherewith they faden long timbers together,and make abridge fud- 
' Mriy- upon the other fide, he fern to tell Btlifmus, that he had grati- 
: itedthe Komars with his reucate, but expefted Ambafladors from them imme- 
1 diatiy, Belijarius alfo pafled the Euphrates , and fent fome to Chofroes , to com- 
__ _ mend 
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mend him for retiring; to promife Ambafladors forthwith from the Em- 
perour,to finifh the articles accorded; and to defire hint in his paflage through 
the Roman fubjefts, to ufe them as friends. Which lie promifed, fo he might 
have fome principal man for hoftage of performance of what they under¬ 
took. Belifarius hearing what he faid, fent him from Edeffa John, the fon of 
Bafilius, an unwilling liodage; being the chief man in the city for birth and 
edatc. But the Romans much extolled Belifitrius , who in this aftionfeemed to 
gaine more reputation, then when he brought Gelmr and Vstigis prifoners 
to Confiantinople. The truth is, it deferved highly to be valued, when the Ro¬ 
mans were terrified, and hid in their fortrcfics, and Chofroes with a mighty ar¬ 
my in the midd of their country, fora Generali coming pod from Conftan- 
tinople, to encamp with a few in the face of C/w/w/; to flop him; and then , 
either frighting him with his fortune and valour, or dcccaving him with art, 
to make him in effeft run away, and in words delire a peace. 

But C/?f/rwneglefted his agreement, and took Callinicum , none being to 
guard it. Their walls, being decayed, they were ever taking down to rebuild 
tlicm, and then they had opened a piece, and not; made it up. When they 
heard the enemvtobe neer, the richer fort carried out their goods, and re¬ 
tired to other drong places. The reftdue, with a number of peafants flock’c 
thither, continued in the town without any garrifon. Thefe Chofroes made 
flaves, and laid the town even with the ground. Shortly after he recea- 
ved John the hodage, and retired into his country. The Armenians alfo, who 
revoked to Chofroes , took aflitrances from the Romans ,and went with Baffaces 
to Conftantinople Belifarius alfo Went to f onftantinople,knt fpr by the Emperour, 
to be immediatly difpatcht into Italy , v/here things were very ill.

CHAP. xvr. 

A Boqt the fame time. was a Plague, which alojoftconfumed mankind. 
Jf\ Of all blowes from heaven, bqld apd fubtile men will talk of a caufe, 
amazing us with reafon^and phyliologies qbove our apprdienfion; knowing 
nothing to be found they fay; but contented, if they may perfwade with their 
coinages,fuch as freouent them. Put ofthistofipd any outer caufe is notpof- 
fible, but God himfelf. For it came not upon one part pfthe world,nor in one 
fcafon of the ycare, from whence fubtile wits might coyne a caufe. Bur it 
vexed the whole world, and all conditions of men, though differing often 
even to contrariety; fparing no conditutipp, nor age. Mens differing in their 
places of dwelling, diets, complexions, additions, or any thing elfe in this 
difeafe djd no goed, It took fome in the Cummer, fopie in die Winter, others 
at other feafons, So that let Sotbifters , and diftpm’fers of Meteors ihtvi their 
learning; I wjli onely relate vwe it began to Fagc, and in what manner it 
dedroyed. It began among the Egyptians of Pelufim , and fpread to Alexan¬ 
dria , and the red pf Egypt one way, and th.e other, ;p that PaTftine , which 
borders upon Egypt. From d^nce it travelled thrpugh the world, as by fet 
journeys and dagesj removing a? by appointed gifles 5 and ftaVing in each 
countrey a certaine time; apd piling demn^ipn its onely bufme(s;and fpred- 
ingon both (ides to the utpipfl bounds of the WPdd, as if affraid, lead any 
oflq hole of the earth fhould efcape it, If fpared neither Hand, nor cave, nor 
top of mountaine, which had men dwelling in it* Hit skipt a countrey, by 
npt touching jtar.aU, or hut here, and there; yet returning afterward, it 
ilriick no more the neighbouring people formerly vifited, but from that coun¬ 
try it removed not the (ore, before it had judly made up the full meafure of 
the dead, according to the lot of their perifh.t neighbours, It began dill at the 
fe.a-cpaft > and from thence went to the uplands* In the fecond ycare of it, 
it came tp Conftantinople^bQUf: the middle pf the Spring; where it was my for¬ 
tune then to rcftdc, And it was in this fort. Apparitions of Spirits in allfhapes 
humane, were, feen by many; who thought the man they met,ftruck them in 
fome part of the body; and fo foon as foey faw the Spirit, they were taken 
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with the difeafe. At firft men meeting (lich , blcflcd themfelves ; repenting the 
moft divine names ; and ufing other ceremonies ; but did no good; For many 
who fled into Churches periflit. Afterwards,they would not heare their friends 
calling, but loekt up in their chambers, ftopt their cares, though thedores 
were even broken open-, fearing the Sprite called on them, Some in their 
dreameslufFrcd that, which others from thofc that met them; or heard a voice, 
that they were enrolled in the appointed tody. But moft without warning by 
dreames, or waking vilions, fiiddainly became feaverifh; fome newly waking; 
Ionic walking s others doing other things. Their body changed not colour, 
nor was hot, as in a feaver, no inflammation being, but the feaver l'o remifle 
in the beginning, and (o till evening, that neither the fick, nor the phyfician 
feeling his pullc apprehended danger. But to fome the fame day, to fome the 
next, or many after, there rofe a Babo , not onely in the groyne ( which part 
is called Bubo) but in- the armeholcs, under the care, and in other parts. Thefe 
things came alike to all; but the fyniptomcs afterward, 1 cannot fay, whether 
the difference of bodies made, or the onely will ofhim, that fent the fickncfs. 
Some had a deep flumbring; others a (harp diftraftion; both fuffering, what 
was proper to the difeafe, Thefe llumberers forgot all they were formerly uled 
to; feeming perpetually to deep. If they were look'tto, they would eatc 
lomctimes; and fome neglcfted, ftarved. Thofc taken with madnefs, were 
troubled for want of deep,and with many apparitions; thinking men aflaulted 
them to kill them, crying out, and running away. Their keepers vexed with 
endlcls toyle, were pittied as much as themfelves: Not for being infefted (for 
no Phyfician, nor other, caught the difeafe by touching iicke or dead bodies; 
many lh angely continuing free, though theyburyed, and tended fiich as were 
nothing to them; and many catching it,they knew not how, and dying in- 
ltantly 5) but they pittied their pcrpctuall toyle; in raifmg them tumbling 
upon the ground; and in ftrugling with them, when they would throw tltem- 
felves out of windowes. Such as could, leaped into the water, not for thirft, 
but caufed by their phrcn(ie;for many lcap’t into the Sea. Much toyle they had 
alio to get them to cat; and many,for want of keepers, were ftarved, or brake 
their necks. Some without flumbring,or madnefs, had their Bubo gangrened, 
and they dyed with extreme paine. Which doubtlefs happened to the reft 
biubemgnot themfelves, they underftoodit not; the Phrenfie taking away 
their fenfes. Some Pliyfttians upon thefe fyniptomcs, conceiving the head of 
the difeafe to be in thofc plague fores, fearcht thedead bodyes,and opening 
the fores, found a huge carbuncle, growing inward. Some died forthwith, 
fome after maiwdayes. Such, whole bodies were fpotted with black pirn! 
P^thebignefsofalentilc, lived not a day, Mapy, a voluntary vomiting 
of blond fcizmg, d ied This I can fay, that many famous Phylicians judged 
fome inftantly would dye, who unexpectedly grew well; andconfidciulyaf- 
nrined the recovery of others, who vvere vpon the point of death. So that no 
caufe of this Iicknefs was reach t by mans rcafon; fome event happening to all,

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IOOOO and more. In the beginning, men took care to bury each his own dead, 

carting fome into other mens Monuments, cither unfceti or by force, But in 

the end all was inconfufion; Servants were without Maftcrs; and rich men 

wanted fervants to attend them; being fick or dead ; and many houles Were j 

empty. So that divers for want of acquaintance lay long unburied. * The: The Greek.fails 

Eniperour(as was reafon) made it his own care; and committed the over-j fore, mi it a 

light to Theodoras, whofe office was to fubferibe the Emperours anfwers to Pe-' 

titions (the Latines call him Referendarius.) To them that wanted, and to the tr ‘ n ^ tio „ t 

poor multitude, he gave reliefs in mony out of the Treafury. And now in the 

afHiftcd City were no trades,nor fhops to be feen. Many tor fear leaving their 

bad cotnfesjconfecrated themfelves to God: and many, when the danger was 

part, fell to their old defpifmg of God again. 

CHAP. XVII. 

B Ut to return to my former difeourfe. Chofroes marcht Northward to Ar - . nJ 

dabfgara, a town in Ajfyria , purpofing from thence to invade the Romans ^ ? ® omini 
again. Here is a great Pyraam, which the Perfians adore above all Gods; j u ftjni a ni 
where the Mafi keep a perpetuall fire, and offer much facrifice;andintheir 17. 
greateft affairs"ufe it for an Oracle; it is the fire which anciently the Rmm 
called Weft dll. Here Chofroes had news of two Ainbalfadors from Cenftantinople, 
about the Peace, Conflantianas an Illyrian, and Sergius an Edcffenia>r, both Ora¬ 
tors, and able men. Chofroes expediting their comming, forbare hoftility. But 
Confiantiamu fell fick upon the way; and the Plague at laft came into PerJia, 

But AfaW^Governourof Pcrfarmema, by the Kings command, fent Endati* 

Prelate of the Chriftians there, unto Valerianus) Commander of the force* 
in Armenia ; to complaine of the flowneffe of the Ainbalfadors; and to exhort 
the Romm to peace. He came into Armenia with his brother, and told Vilt - 
rims, that he heartily affefted the Romm, being Chrifhans as himfclf; and 
would fo perfwade Chofroes , that the Ambafladors fliould find no impediment 
of concluding a peace to their own defire, But the Prelates brother getting 
privately to Valerianas, told him ; That Chofroes in great diftrefle defired a 
ieace; his fonne confpiring againfthim; and his army being full of the 
3 lague, Valerianas upon this fent away the Prelate; promifing the Ambaffa- 
dors fliould ftiortlycome to Chofroes ; and the faid advertifement he wrote to 
jf aftinian. Who therenpop direfted him and the Army to invade the Perjim ; 
for he fawnot thatany enemy would oppofe them; willing all theforces to 
joyn, and enter into PtrfArmenia, The Captains upon thefe Letters rode with 
their troopes into VerfArmenia, Chofroes was newly gone from Ardabigara, for 
fear of the Plague, with his army to a part of Ajfyria, where the ficknefTe was 
not yet come. Valerianat with his forces encamped at Theodofopolity to whom 
joyned Narfes, with fome Armenians and Hernlians. But Martinas, Generali 
of the Eart,-with IldigerwA TheoBtftns , encamped at Ctthartzam , a Caftle four 
dayes journey from Theodojiopolls ; whether came Peter fhortly after, and Ado - 
has, with fome other Captaines; lfaac alfo, * brother of Nrfrfes was there; Here toms t be 
and Philemath ; and Veras, with the Hcralians under their command,came to G 
Ariancnc, not far from the camp of Martinas. JaftasSo the Emperours 
Nephew,and Pemias , and John the fon of Nicety,\mh. Domentiolas , and John 
Phagas , encamped at Phsfon , a Caftle near unto Martjropolis. Thus were thefe 
Commanders quartered, with their feverall troops; amounting in the whole 
to thirty thoufand. Thefe joyned'not, nor communicated jfave when the Ge¬ 
nerals fent to one another to know news of the Berjians, Peter upon a fudden 
motion, without acquainting the reft, invaded the enemies country. And the 
next day, Philemath and VcrHs } with their Heralians followed. Martinas 
and Valcrtanus hearing thereof, marcht likewife to the Invafion, Shortly all 
joyned in the enemies country, fave Iaftas, who was quartered far off; but 
hearing (though late) that his fellow Commanders were entred the enemyes 
land, he marcht thither alfo, but could not unite his troopes with theirs, 
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ThofeGenerallsmarcht dircftly to Dttbis\ neither forraging, iiorother- 
wife hurting the country. Dttbis is a Territory eight dayes journey from 
Theodo/iepoluy of good land,wel fcituatcd for air, and water; being fair chain- 
pians, full of populous villages cl ofe together, and inhabited by Merchants, 
who traffique with the Indians t and neighbouring Ibmm> and with ajl the 
f erf w Nations, and fome Romm. The Bifltop of the Cbrijhm , the Greeks 
call Catholictts, who hath the charge of all the country. Some fifteene miles 
from DM to the right hand comming from the Roman Territories, Hands a 
ragged mountain, lordly to be palfed, and in a very narrow palfage a village 
called Anglon y where Nabedes hearing of the enemies comming, keptfaftj 
confident of theftrength of the place. The village is at the fimhelt end of the 
mountain j where, upon a deep rock, (lands a Caftlc of the fame name. Na- 
bedts fortified the paifage to the village with (tones, and waggons, and drew 
a trench before, and lodged his army in the faid village; and in old lionfes 
without it, layedatnbufhes of foot. The Perjians amounted in all to four 
thoufand men. The Romans came to a place, dillant a dayes journey from 
Anglon^ and took a fcout of the enemies, who told them, that Nabedes \m re¬ 
tired from Anglort. Narfes at this chafed, reproaching his fellow Comman¬ 
ders for their tardinelTe. The fame others did likewife; taunting one ano¬ 
ther. And now carelefTc of fighting, and fearle(Teofdangers,they attended pil¬ 
laging onely. They marchtconfufedly, without difeipline, without watch¬ 
word ( as is ufuall in fuch aftiom ) or diftin&ion by any kind of order. The 
fouldiers were mingled with the attendants upon the baggage, and marcht as 
to fome great booty ready drell for them. Being near Athlon, they fent out 
koutes, who brought them word, that the army was in battail array The 
Commanders were amazed with the fnddainuefle; yet thought it bafe and 
cowardly to turn their backs with fo great an army. So ordering the army 
as well as in that cafe they could; they marchtagainft the enemy 2W r ha¬ 
ving the right hand wing, Valerianus the left, and Martinus the battell 
Being come near the enemy, they Hood Hill in their ranks confnfedly, by rea^ 

. of me ragged ground, and their being newly put in order. The Lb& 
rwwalfo drew clolc together, and Hood viewing the enemies powers- Modes 
had commanded none to Hrikc the firH blow, hut the enemy Riving on to 
refift h lm , NMc, with hi s Hcmlim, and fome Pmm, glc on upon the 
PtrftAns ; and them he routed, who ran away up to the Cattle. Muchmifchief 

wat done between them ...the narrow patTages andMr/f. preflld upon the 
enemy, and encouraged his men j and the reft fell, to work. But fnddainlv 
the Ambufhcs lffning from the old lioulw, into the narrow lanes, killed fome

B Ut the next year Cbofms invaded the Romans the fourth time, with nis i;i ^ 9n m Alli 
army into Mefopotamia. And this expedition he made not againH the Em- D 0 m. 544. & 
perour In}man , nor any mortall man indeed, but even againH God, whom ]u(tiniani 18. 
onely the Chriftians adore. For in his firH Invaiion, milling Edeffa , and reti¬ 
ring fo; he and his Ma& were much difeontented to be overcome by the Cbri- 
flians God. Wherefore he threatned to make the EdeJJeniam (laves, and to turn 
their City toaSheep-pafture. Being come before Edeffa with his army, he 
fentfomc Humes to the walls over againH the Circus to Heal the Hieep, kept 
near the walls by (hepheards, j/refuming upon the flrength, and Heepnefle of 
the place. But the sAarians got to the (beep, and the (hepheards lloutly re- 
iiHed ; but with the aid of fome Terfians they got away one Hock; which ran 
back again , while fonts Romans fought with them : Where a Hum: 
fighting in the front,and moH troubling the Romans , a country fellow hit him 
with a (ling-done on his right knee* and down he tell headlong; which en¬ 
couraged the Romans. The tight laftedfrom morning till noon, and both 
thinking they had the better, pitted, the Romans to their Walls, and the; Bar¬ 
barians to pitch their tents a mile from the City, where they encamped. Cbof 
roes , cither upon fome dream, or the apprchenlion of difgrace to luiHe 
Edtjjd twice, thought of felling his retreat to the Edejfenians for money. Paul 
the Interpreter therefore the next day, under the town-walls, advifed the Ro¬ 
mans to fend men of quality to Cbofms. They chofe four eminent men ; whom 
Zabergancs met in the camp, by the Kings direftion ; and with threatning 
words asked them; which they would rather have, a Peace, or a War, They 
confefllng to chufc peace before dangers: Then imiftyoii buy it, quoth Zabcr- 
oancs) with a great fumme. They Cayd they would give as much as formerly; 
when he came thither after the fack of Antioch. Zaberoanes laught; and bade 
them confultferioufly for their lives ; and come back again. Shortly after 
Cbofms fent for them, and recited the Roman towns he had led into captivity; 
threatning to them alfo the terribleH ufage, if they gave him not all their 
money within their Walls \ upon which onclv he would raife his liege. The 
Ambaifadours acknowledged, that they would buy their peace, if he enjoyned 
poflibilites. But the conclulion ofadanger, they faid, no living nutncoiild 
know before the combat; war being pot upion articles of agreement between 
the parties. Upon this Chofrtis commanded them in anger to get them 

^ The eighth day of the Siege, he begaunc to raife a mount againH the walls; 
making, without arrow-diot, a fquarc work of trees cut down with leaves on, 
fpreading over them much earth, and over all, a quantity of rude unwrought 
Hones ( his onely care being to raife the Mount fpcedily) putting between 
the earth and Hones long timbers, which faHned the work; that growing high, 
itfliould not be weak. But Peter the Roman Generali being in the town, with 
Martms and Perahius , fent out Hmncs againH the workmen, vvho falling 
onfuddainly, killed many. One ofhislancicrs, itamdd Aijer^ killed above 
feven and twenty. But the Barbarians kept better guard afterward, and none 
fallyed on the workmen •• Who being conic within arrow-Hiot, the Romans 
from the walls Howtly employed their (lings aiidbows. Before their labourers 
in this /Iggcftns (fois It called in Latino ) the Barbarians hung upon long 
poles hair-cloths of Goats hair, thick and long,that no fiery darts nor arrows 
could pierce through, but there fell dead. Then the Romans aifraid, fent Ani- 
bafladours to Cbofms , and with them Stephanas a fam jus Phylitiati, who had 
cured King Cabadcs of a difeafe, and got a great cHatc by him. He with the reft

the city, and to bring him all the gold and filver within ir anH i. *5 • 
they might keep the red oftheir goods. Thh l]!ake «randonte 1 'ex* 
wlt J), eale t0 take the city. And the Ambaifadorsfod l^ his nroDofi' 
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prevailed above the water; and about evening the fmoke was lo high, that it 
was Teen at Carre, and other neighbouring parts. There were tights alio upon I 
the Mount, wherein the Romans overcame. And now the flame role ctccrly 5 1 , 
when the ferfians abandoned the work., Six dayes after they afliuihed fume- J : 
thing before day-light, (the Romans being dead a deep): And they fet to their l 
ladders> and were mounting: But a peafant awaking, called up the Romans. 

They fought ; and the Per fans were beatfcn to their camp; leav ing their lad¬ 
ders, which dieted#* drew up. About midnight Chofms fent. a great part 
of his army to force the great Gate. The Romans (not onely Souldiers, but 
peafants and people) Hood them, had the better, and routed them. As they 
were running, Patti the Interpreter put himfelf among the Romans , and told 
them, that Recimer was newly come from Confantinople an Ambaflador about 
peace. So they parted. Recimer came to the Barbarians camp fome dayes be¬ 
fore ; which they concealed from the Romans $ expefting the event oftheir 
works; if thofe profper’d, they refolvcd to come to no treatic ; if they were 
beaten ( as they now are ) they might come to it faircly; the Romans having 
invited them. When Recimer was neer the city gate, the Per fans demanded 
fome to be fent out to treat an accord with Chofroes. They anfwered, they 
would within three dayes fend Mttrtimu , who now was licke. Cbofroes fufpe* 
ftingthc anfwer not tobefmeere, prepared for warr; commanding ftoreof 
bricks to be laid upon the Mount. Two dayes after he approached the walls 
with his whole army, and applyed his ladders and engines j and begirt the 
town;placing fquadrons at every gate, & Saracens behind them*,who when the 
town was taken,were to lay hold on rim-awayes.The tight began i n the morn¬ 
ing, and at full the Perfim had the better; being many againftfew; for the 
Romans were not aware of the aflault. The fight proceeding, the city was full 
of tumult; the women and little children went to the walls; and the men re¬ 
filled valiantly ; Many peafants did bravely. The Women and children with 
the old men brought Bones to the combatants. Some threw down boyling 
oyle. Then the Perfians refufed to fight any longer; telling the King plainely, 
they would not give on; Chofms in a rage, threading and urging them , 
brought them all on. And againe with fliouts they applied their ladders, and 
engines, as if they would inftantly enter. But the Romans defending in great 
numbers, the enemy fledd; and the Romans hifs’c at Chofroes ; daring him to 
the aflault. Onely Aiarethes with his troupes continued fighting about the 
gate of tew; and from a place called Tripugia , the valiantcftof the Romans 
lallied. Other Per fans aflault ing an outwork, preft hard upon the defendants, 
till Ptranm with many fouldiers, and fome Edefenians ,having routed Aia- 
rethes , rode up to thefc. So that Chofroes beginning the aflault In the morning, 
gave it over late at night: Both palfed the night unquietly; the Perfians aflraid 
of their trenches; the Romans providing ftuncs and other things again!! ano¬ 
ther aflault the next morning; when the Barbarians came not on. But the day 
after, a part of the army animated by Chofroes fet upon the gate of Barlaims 
but were beaten back to their camp. Then Paul the Interpreter called up to 
the walls for Martimu , to treat an accord. Which he did; and Chofms rccea- - 
ving * 50000. gold Staters from the Edelftmanj , fubferibed thearticles; pro- * p 
railing no moreto infeft the Romans. In cotklulion,letting hispalifladoes 10. s’, fled, 
and others works on fire, he went home with his army. 

About this time died two Roman commanders, , Jufiinians nephew, 

and Peranim the/te/!M;thefirftby ficknefsjthc other by a fall from his horfe 
in hunting. In whofe roomes the Empcrour placed Marcella ,his lifters fomie, 
a youth, and Confantianus ^afterward Ambaflador to Chofroes about the treatie. 

Thefc had audience in Affjria y where (land Stltncia , and Ctefpho» } fairc cities, 
built by the Mitcedonians , who after Alexander the great raigned in Perfia. Of 
which cities the Tigris bounds their territories; no other countrcy being be¬ 
tween them. Here finding the King, they demanded reftitutionof the places 
in Lauca> and ratification of the articles of peace. But Chofroes laid, that a 
peace would hardly be, without a truce firft for a time, during which by mti- 
| tuall concourfe, and communication, they might more firmely determine the ( 
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Perpetuall Peace, and that the Romans to get it muftgive him money; and 
they mu ft (end him one 7 ribimts, with whom by a day certain he would con¬ 
clude the bufinefle. This Tribum, a Phyfuian, had cured Cbofrocs of a great 
The Quiiwcn- (ickncflc, for which he was his friend, and very gratefull. Jttfttnianioitii- 
nitl ctfation, with fent him Tribttntts ; and of the money twenty thoufand Staters. And 
An.Juft in. 19. f 0 a Xruce was concluded for five years, in the nineteenth year of Jufiinians 
Anno Domini 

Shortly after Alamttndam and Artthas had a war,without any ayds of Per - 
fians or Romans on either fide. Alamundarm in an Inroade took a (on of Are- 
that prifoncr, and facrificed him to P'cnns. From hiiu was difeovered, how 
Arc that fold the affairs of the Romans to the Perfians, Afterward they came 
to a battell with their whole forces, wherein Aretha got the better, and rout¬ 
ed the enemy, and killed many. A while after he had thepurfuitoftwo Tons 
of Alamttndam, but could not take them. 


CHAP. XX. 

B Ut in Lazica, Chofroes had a defign to kill Gubazes their King, * and to 
transplant the Nation into fome other part ofhis dominions,and to plant 
Perfians in their roonuFor he thought it a matter of much importance, firmly 
to pofleffe Lazica, being of manifold ufetothe Perfians : Firft, by holding 
more fecurely the Iberians, who would have none to fly to in cafe of revolt: 
For the principall Iberians with their King Gurgenes revolting ( as I faid be¬ 
fore) the Perfians fuffered not the nation to chule their King anymore; nei¬ 
ther were they willing fubjefts to the Perfians, but both were lufpicious of 
each other; and the Iberians difeontented, and ready to ftir upon fit oppor¬ 
tunity. He confuted alfo, that not onely the Perfian dominions would here¬ 
by be for ever free from the devaftation of the Humes bordering upon Lazica; 
but thathimfeif, having a mind, might fend them againft the Romans ; there 
being no rampire againft the Barbarians of Mount Caucafns, but only tazica. 
But principally Lazica would advantage the Perfians, by ifliiing from thence 
to infeftby land and fea the places upon the Buxine to,to (ubduc Cappadocia, 
Galatid, and Bithynia, and to furbrife Conftantinople, there being none to flop 
their coiirfe. Upon thefe connderations Chofroes would have Lazica, but 
could not be confident in the Nation. For after the Romans were retired from 
thence, the common people were difeontented at the Perfians Government, 
who of all men have lean variety in their humours, their manner of life being 
extrcamly drift; their laws hard ofdifgeftion, and their commands intol- 
lerablc, And,in reference to the Lucians the difference infinitely appeared, 
both in Religion and convcrfation; the 1 Mans being Chriftians, none more; 
and the Perfians quite contrary. Befides, no Salt being in Lazica, nor Wine, 
nor other native commodity; all is imported from the fca coafts of thefo- 
rnans ; not giving money to the Merchants, but skim, and (laves, and other 
things with them abounding, From which being now barred, they were dif- 
contented. And Chofroes perceiving it, confulted upon fome fafe prevention, 
before they ihouldftirre for an alteration; and thought itmoft expedient to 
rid away their King, and to tranfport the Nation, and to plant Per - 
fans and others in their country. 

He fent alfo to Conftantmoplclfdigunat, under pretext of an Amba(Tage,and 
with him five hundred chofeu Perfians , direfting them to get into Darn, and 
lodging infevcrall houfes to fetthem afire, and while the Romans were bufie 
to quench the fire, to open the gates, and receive in the reft of the Perfian 
army; the Gbvernour of Nifibis being commanded to be in readynefle with 
forces concealed thereabout. Thus Chofroes thought without labour to have 
the killing of the Romans in Daw, and to be mafterof the City, But a Roman 

I fugitive in having knowledge of it, went to Varas y and ther^e revealed 
it to George ; who formerly perfivaded the Perfians beficged in Sifibranum to 
yccld to the Romans. George went out to meet the Ambaflador, and told him, 

‘this 
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< Biswas not like not Ambalfagejandthat (Perfians in fo great numbers ufe not 
c t0 i 0 dge in Roman Cities;he fhould do well to leav e the rdf in a t6Wn called 
c Amtdisy and with a fewin his company to enter Daras. Ifdigmas chafed,and • 
took this for a great affront, being an Ambafiadour ient to the Emperour. But 
George, without refpeft to his (terming, preferved the City to the Rwmkj; 
receiving liim in, with onely twenty of his train. He failing in his plot, 
went to Ctmfiantinople, with his Wife and two Daughters, the pretence of (us 
extraordinary company. ! Whete having accefle to the Emperour, of biihnclle 
great or fmall he had nothing to fay, though he had been fix monethsin the 
Roman dominions; but he delivered ufuali prefents to the Emperour, and 
leuers, to know if he were In good health. This Ifdigunat Jufliniau entertain¬ 
ed with the 1110ft grace and honour that we ever faw him ufe to any Ambaffa- 
dour; feeing him, aiid Braduemat his Interpreter; and fetting them upon 
the fame couch with himfelf, a thing never done before. No man ever law 
an Interpreter fit at table with the lneaneftGovernour, much Idle the Em- 
perour, And this Ambafladour without bufinelTe, he entertained, and dimifred 
more honourably than ever any. His charges and prefents came to more than 
ttn Centenaries ofgold. 

CHAP. XXI. 

B Ut into Lazica Chofroes firft (ent much (hip-timber, giving out it was for 
engines to (land upon the walls of Petra. Then he lent Fabrizus, with 
three hundred chofen Perfians , inftrufting him, clolely to kill Gubazes, and of 
the fequele he would take care. The'timbers in Lazica were all confumcd by 
lightening. But Fabrizus being there, and praftifing to execute hisinftrufti- 
onsconceming^toj,fentforaN6bleman of the country,named Pharfanfes, 

(whom he underftoodto be in difgrace with Gttbazes for fome offence, 
not daring tocome inhis fight) and to him revealed the matter, and advifed 
with him how to attempt it. Theconclufion was, that Fabrics fhould goe 
to Petra, and fend for Gttbazes, to acquaint him with the great Kings refo- 
lution touching Lazica . But Pharfanfes fecretly difeovered the plot totf#- 
bazes. Who thereupon refufed to come to Fabrizus, and prepared for an open 
revolt, Fabrizus committed the guard of Petra to the other Perfians, to pre¬ 
pare all things fafe againft a fiege; and fo went home, having done nothing, 

Gttbazes reported to Jufiinian the prefent eftate, befought his pardon for 
things paft, and his prefent ayd to (hake off the Perfian Government. The 
Emperour was glad ofthc news, and fenthim feven thoufand men,comman¬ 
ded by Dayfllms, and a thoufand Tzanians. Who joyned with Gttbazes 
and the mttives, and befieged Petra. The Perfians within defended it valiant¬ 
ly, and much time was fpent in the fiege; they having laid in (tore of viftuall 
in the town. Chofroes was troubled at it, and fent againft them a great army 
of horfe and foot, under the command of Mermeroes. Whereof Gttbazes being 
advertifed, and upon advife with Dagiftlms, did thus. The River of Boas 
fprings near the confines of Tzanica, about I'harangium in Armenia. Firft it , 
runnesa good way to the Northward, and is (mail and fordable, till it 
comes where it hath the Marches of Iberia to the North, and the utmoft ridge 
of Mount Caucafiii to the South. Hereabout inhabit the Alans, and th eAbafi 
gtans, in antient amide With thetas, and they arc Chriftians ; the Zee- 
chians alfo, and Sabirian Humes. From the Marches of Iberia mid Cattcafns , 
this River is fupplyed with other waters, grows greater, and inftead of boat 
is called Phafir, is navigable, and difembogucs into the Euxine fea. On both 
(ides of it is Lazica. To the right hand the country is well inhabited, to 
the borders of Iberia ; on that fide the river are their villages, and fome fmall 
cities, antiently built, as Archtopolis, aftrongplace; Sebaflopolis, and the 
Caftlcof Pitjuntium ; and towards Iberia, Scanda, and Sarap/nis. Other 
ftrong Cities there are, teRhodopolts,?nA Muchrifiis, But to the Southward 
are the Marches of Lazica for a dayes journey, a country uninhabited; upon j 
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which border the Ponticke Romans. In the defert marches of Lazica Juftinian 
built Petr* in my time, whcre,(asIfaid)jfo/j«T^wfet up the monopoly, 
which caufed the Lazians defection. From Petra Southward the Roman bor¬ 
ders begin j where are populous towns, as Rhiztum, Athens, and others unto 
Trapezond. The Lazians, when they brought Chofroes into the countrey, paft 
the Boat) and came to Petra leaving Phafis (then fo called) to his right hand-, 
pretending to avoyd the delay and toyle of ferrying over the river Phafis ; but 
in truth not willing to (hew the Perfians their dwellings. And lazica un both 
Tides the riyer is full of bad wayes, having rocks on either fide the countrey, 
which make long narrow glinnes, (Th s Romans, as the Grecians , call fiich 
wayes, Claufura.) But then, Lazica being unguarded, the Perfians guided by the 
natives,came with eafe to Petra. 

But now Gubaze r being informed of the Perfians coming,wrote to Vapiftha- 
Ht to fend forces to guard the palfagc beyond the Phafts , aud not to raife the 
fiege, before Petra were taken. Himfelf with his own army march’c to the 
utmoft borders of Lazica, to guard the Paflage there. He had fometime be- 
94*0 1, fieri, fore gotten fome troopes of Alans, and Sabirians ; who agreed for three Cente¬ 
naries , to help to guard hiscountrey, and fo depopulate Iberia , that the Per¬ 
fms fhoulc^not be able to conie in that way j and the money the Emperor was 
to pay : whom Gubazes praid to fend the lame, and fome Donative to the La- 
ziam, now in much diftrefsj alledging himfelf alfo to be behind for ten yeares, 
being enrolled a of the Ititperiall Palace, and having reccaved no 

pay from the time Chfro'es entred Lazica,.Juftinian meant to performc his re- 
quell, but greaterbulinefs diverting him, he fent not the money in the due 
time. But Dagiftbatu, being a young man, and unable to manage a Perfm 
warr, made no advantage of the opportunities offered him: Whereas he Ihould 
have fent to the PafTage the moll of his army, and been himfelf at the a&ion, 
he fent,as to fome flight bulinefs,onely two hundred men, And he did nothing 
upon Petra with all his forces: The enemy within,at firll were not 1500. men, 
who continually being fliot, and flainc at the affaults; after as much valour, 
as ever men Ihewed, were reduced to a very few; and difpairing, and unable, 
lay Hill. The Romans drew amine under the wall j and the wall falling with 
a houfe toyning to it,fell all into the Ruine, figuring the town as much as the 
wall. This troubled not the Romans, whofay^hope, by mining in another 
part, to take the town : and Dayfthasu wrote pf it to the Emperour) urging 
for rewards of viftory, and appointing what he and his brother Ihould have; 
for they would take Petra prefently, But the Perfians receavedthe affaults 
bravely, and beyong expeftation 5 their troopes being much decayed. Wherc- 
inthe Romans prevailing not, they mined againe, and came on with their 
work fo, that the foundation of the wall had no ground to beare it, and the 
wall wasintheaire, fuddainly to fall. And if Va^ifihaus had prefently put 
lire to the fiipporters, the town had been taken* But he with his hopes from 
the Emperour, dallying,did nothing. 


CHAP. XXII. 

I N the meane time Mermeroe s with a P erf an army paft the marches of Iberia, 
and avoydlng the townes of Lazica , for feare otbpp, kept the Phafis to his 
right hand 5 his care being to fave Petra , and the Perfians in it. Where the 
piece of the wall which tottered, as I faid, fell fuddainely; at which fifty Ro¬ 
mans entred, andcryedout aloud, The Vitloriotu Emperour Juft ini an, They 
were led by John , a young Armenian , fon of that Thomas fi warned Guzes who 
by the tmperours direftion built many fortrelfes in Lazica , commanding the 
army there, and wcllefteemed by the Emperour. This John the Perfians cn- 
coiimred, and fo he retired, wanting feconds. Then Mirrants , commander 
ot the garrifon, willed the Perfans to attend their guards, and went ( being 
atraid ofthe towne) to VagifihaM ) gave him faire words 5 promifed to ren¬ 
der the town Ihortly, and fo amufed him, that he did not, as he fhould have 


done, prefently march into the town. In the meane time Memems was eii~ 
countred at the Pajfageby the twohumired Romans : wild valiantly kept' off 
the affaiiafits. But the Perfians periling, and being dill fupplied with neW 
men for their flaiue (having loft more ( then 1 00c.)'The Romans weary with 
killing* and overpreft.with numbers, raiiuptothemOuntaincs 1 . D.mftbxuS 
hereof advertifed,prefently railed the liege, and without giving any direftioh 
co the army,a way hegallopt towards the Phafis, and all the Romans followed) 
leaving theirbaggagciii the ramp. Which the Perfiahs feeing,Tallyvd, tell a- 
mong.their Galibins, and were rifling the camp. But the Tzanmris, who fob 
lowed. ffliDagifthtus ,came to the relcue; routed the enemy (whb ran into 
the town, after the Ioffe of many) and ranfackt the Roman camp (lithllttvcs j 
Then went to Rhizaum, and from thence home by Athens,and Trapc'zond. ' ‘ 

The ninth day after Vagiflbans his retreat, Mmmrocs with his army cami 
thither: where he found remaining of the Perfian Garrifon 3 <3 9. men,whereof 
1^0 found,the reft wounded and unfcrviceable.Thc dead bodies the fnrvivors 
never threw fromthewalls, but endured almoft (lifting with the flench*, that 
the enemy, feingfo many loft, might not be the more encouraged to affauhi 
Mermeroe; laid ft:offingly, that the Romans affaires were to be lamented, bein^ 
fallen into fo weak a condition., as not to be able with all their ciideavdiU* to 
force 150. Perfians , that had no wwlls to defend them. But the walls he care¬ 
fully repaired,and wanting lime and other materialistic filled with fand the 
1 ‘tnncn wallets, wherein the Perfians brought their provilions, and laid them 
inllecd of Hones *, and this lerved for walling. In the town'he left^ooo chofen 
men, with a proportion of viftnall for no long time, and direftion to 
repairc the walls. Himfelf with the veft of his army returned honkWard; And 
bwCauf^ if jie majrchc the lame way hc cauie ^ he would find no provilions, Ha¬ 
ving left what he brought but .of IbePia in Petfa\ hetyent over the' mountains, 
whichheard > were inhabited ^ that by fprhging Hc i might : rtwk|his‘al’my 
live. ButQnef/^//^ ,ajiobk'maif off Lazica ^ conduftilig Vdgiftbm, and 
1000.

For though the Rcrfianslovcdd chrobgh the Pallage beyond the Pha¬ 
fis, and got to Petra', yet lie cojuldlnoc incommode Lazica, being not able to ) 
crofs the Phafis without ftlippsjthc river is lo deep and broad,and io fwift,that ; 
it enters the Sea a good way untninglcd with fait water, & out of it paffengers ;

He did fo, marching with the 1 
river Phafis to his left hand, till he came whereon the other fide encamped 
the Lazians, and where the river was fordable. This neither the Romani, nor 
Perfians knew ( not knowing the countrey) but the Lazians knew it, and 
there palled the river,and joyned with the Romans. The Perfians fent out 1000 
chofen men to prevent an enemies infefting their camp: And two ofthefe |

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advancing to difcover,fe|l into the enemies hands , and difcovered ail to 
them. So the Romans fuddainely fee upon the iooo.mcn,ofwhom none ef- 
caped, but were mpft flaine, and the reft taken. G niatts learnt the number 
of the Perfian army, how farr off they were, and in what eftate. They maich’t 
therefore towards them, computing to fall on them farr Within the night. 
They were in number fourteen thoufand. The ferfim, without thought of an 
enemy,flept fecurely.They thought the river not fordablej and their iqoo. men 
a j U E° n lheir wa y > without encountring any, So that the Romm unexpe- 
wed charging them after midnight, foun^l fomeafleep, fome newly awake, 
and naked upon their pallets 5 not a man with a thought of fighting : But moft 
01 them thusfurpri^ed were flaine. Some they tooke, among whom a prin¬ 
cipal! commander. Some few efcaped in the darke, The camp the Romm and 
utKtm tookjWith all their Enfignes; and had the booty of much armes, and 
gjoods, and of Horfes and Mules a great number. They followed the ; cxccu- 
tionfarriiito Ihirio j where lighting upon other Pcr/w* troopes, they killed 
| niany.TheSmMw and Uwm alfo found there a quantity of meale and other 
provifion, and burnt it ( which the Persons were conducing out oUhtm to 
Pttr«, io they left at the Padage fome numbers of Mom, that no provi- 
lions to Petr* might pa(Te that way; and then returned with all their booty 
and captives.

He Tent for Maximus to the Palace, and at I'ice laid gold againft his King, 
and won it; This he fent fecretly to the wife in the husbands name, requiring 
her to come immediately to vifitthe Eraprefs Eudo.via ; She obeyed, and fome 
acquainted with the fecret waited upon her in the Court into a room far from the 
Empreffcs chamber; There Valentinian met her, and ravifht her. Sheextreamly 
HcrcthcGwk. w ith the diflionour, went home, all blubber'd with tears, and reviled 

continues. Maximus for giving the opportunity: Who being infinitely grieved at it, con- 
fpired againft the Emperour. But feeing the great power of Aetiw, who lately 
had defeated cAttilas invading the Roman Empire with a mighty Army of Maf- 
fagtus and other Scythians, and fearing him for an obftacle of his proceedings, 
he determined firft to remove him, not confidering that in Actitss was the whole 
' hope of the Romans. So by the artifices of fome Eunuchs about the Emperour, his 

friends, he infiiftd into tne Emperour, that Actius was plotting a revolt. And 
Valmsman judging the information by no other argument but by the worth and 
power of Aetius y put him to death. When a Roman was famous for a word 
fpoken, being aikt by the Emperour,if the killing of Artists were not well done? 
and anfwering, That he could not tell whether it were well done, or how it was 
done; but this he knew, that he had cut off his right hand with his left. Actitts 
being dead, Attilat having none to match him, forraged at his cafe all Sttrofe, 
and made both the Empire's tributary, both the Emperours fending him annual 
, taxes. 

1 Then they fay, Attilat befieging Acjstileia, a great and populous maritime City 

within the Ionian golf,and not being able by force nor otherwife to get the town, 
and wearied with a long Siege, put his Army in readinefs to rife the next day by 
fun-rifing; and the 'Barbarians were bufie in their retreat accordingly: Whena 
i j Stork having hhneftupon'one of the turrets^ where he had bred his young, fudf 

• denly with his young flew ftom the fame, the young ones fometimes flying even

1 -And in bed he fpake a word once, how for her love he 
had done what he did. fcldoxia, before-offended With ftlaximsu, and defuous 
to revengethe wrongdorte to Valentinian, by this word was more ihcenfed co plot 
ijgainft hini,hearing thus from Maximus himfclf howher husbands difafler came 
for her fake. So tlti^no (boner day, but fttb lent to Carthage,e ntreating Genfericki 
to revenge Valentinian , ruined by a wicked man, in a manner unwotthy of himfclf 
and the Empire* and to redeem her/uflering tilings abominable, from the Tyrant.

B Ut in the feaventh year of JuJtinians reign, about the Summer Tropick, the 
Army was embarqued y and BelifariM the General commanded the Praeto¬ 
rian fhip to ride under the Emperours Palace. Thither came J Epifhamns , Arch- 
bifhop of the City; and having prayed as was fitting, he put aboard a Souldier 
newly baptized, * IVhofe Godfathered Godmother nweBclifarius, and Antonina, 
being one of their houfhold , arid named Theodofius, and much valued by them. And 
thus the laid General and his wife put to fca. With them was Procopius , the 
W riter of this Hiftory • Who at the firft was aftaia of this Voyage j but a dream, 
he had, encouraged him, and made him eager upon it. He dreamt he was in&- 
lifaritu his houfe, whom a fetvant told that one had brought him prefents; that 
BelifariM bad himfelf go look upon them ; and he in the inner Court, fawmen 
carrying flowers growing With their earth; which he commanded them to lay 
down in the Porch. , That then BelifariM came with his Life-Guard, fate down 
upon that earth and eat of the flowers, willing the reft to do the like, who fell 
to, and feemed touch pleafed with the dainties. Thus was the dream. But the 
fleet followed the Pretotian fhip, and at Pemthtu , now called Heraclia , ftaid 
five days; where the Empefour gave the General almoft all hi? horfes of his pa- 
ftures in Thrace. From thence they came before xAbydm, where being becalm¬ 
ed four days; it fell out that two Majfagetes in their drink (the Mafagetes be¬ 
ing all great drunkards) killed one of their Countreymen, whom BelifariM cru¬ 
cified upon a hillock mtAbydm. Therefl, cfpeciallythe kinfmen of the men, 
murmured; That they came not to aid the Romans upon terms of fubjertion to 
their Laws; and by their own Laws, murders had no fuch pumfhments. Some 
Roman Soldiers murmured too * fuch as would not be punifhed for their offences. 
Whereupon BelifarUu fpake thus to the Army. ‘To men that never faw wars, 

‘ I (hould need a long fpccch to perfwade, how great a preparation for victory it 
iijtobe juft. But you by often vanquifhing enemies, not inferiourin bodies, 

* and very valiant • and by often, having the contrary fuccefs, have learnt 5 that 
1 men fight in both the Armies, but God determines the victory, as himfelf plcafes. 

* So that we muft make lefs account of good bodies, of arms, and warlick prepa- 
‘ rations, then of juftice and duty to God For men in need are to honour that 
4 moft, which is moft able to do them good. Now the principal mark of jufticc 
‘is, thepunifhmentof murderers: For if wc muft judge of right and wrong, 
‘by what men do to one another; certainly to a man nothing is fo precious as 
‘ life. If any Barbarian killing his Countryman in drink, upon that pleads im- 
‘ punity; 1 conceive his excufe aggravates his crime: For a man muft not be fo 
‘ drunk as to kill his beft friends; fpccially in an Army; nay drunkennefs it fclf, 
•without murder, deferves puniftiment, And then to wrong ones own Nation, 

‘ appears more heinous to any man of undemanding, then a ftranger. The exam* 

‘ pie and event of fuch doings you may all yonder behold. And you muft not be* 

‘ gin quarrels, nor take away ought which is other mens. Neither will I endure J 
‘ that man, or qjlcem him a fouldier of mine,who cannot employ innocent hands 
‘ againft our enemies, No valour will get the virtory, which is not rankt with 
* jufticc. The Array upon this fpecch,and feeing the crucified men, and experting 
the danger of committing unlawfull arts, grew afraid, andrcfolved tolivefobcr- 
jy. Then, that the whe ’e Army might fail, and lie at anchor together (in a great 
fleet many (hips neccffarily being caft behind, fpccially if the wind blow high,

The fame day he Malta 0 the 
Kings Pods revolted, and gave upall his horfes. The General Jfo took 0^ 
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thofe that ride with the Kings Packets, whtc h they call Vtredarii, und did him no 
hurt, but took his oath to deliver fuftimanj Letters, written to the Vanda ts, into 
the hands of the Governors. Wnich fignilied thus. We make no ftw upon 
the Vandals, nor infring the Treaty with Genferick. But we end aveur to free 
you from an ufurper\ who ,difrefretting the Tefiamtnt of Genferick, keepsjotir King 
in prifon , and hath begun to deftroyfuch of his blond, ft htm he hated; and of the reft, 
\ hath put out their eyes , and imprifoned them , not fujfering them to end their ft'rows 
by death. Afftft ns therefore to free youfrom fo wicked Tyranny , that you may en¬ 
joy peace and liberty : which to obfervt to you , we makg oath here to God. The man 
that took thefe Letters from Belifarius , durft not fliew them, but to fome privat 
friends, and did nothing material, 


CHAP. XIV. 


B Ut Belifaritu marcht in ordet for a battel towards Carthage. He gave 3 0 
of his Targetiers to fohn^ who was the Steward of his houftiold, whom the 
Romans ca\\ Optio ; beingan Armenian , and eminent for valour and diferetion. 
Him he direfted to march fome two miles and a half before the Army, and to 
give warning, if they fee an enemy, that the Army may prepare for fight, And 
to the left hand of the Army, he direfted the Majfagetes to march. And himfelf 
was in the rear with his beft mem looking for getimer to come fhortly from Her- 
micne. To the right hand was no fear, being to march by the fea-fliorej and the 
Teamen he commanded to keep them company, by letting down all their fails, but 
their fpritfail, in cafe of aflronggale; and in a calm, to force their way with oars. 
When they came to Syllettns, Belifarius had his foldiers moll fober, not (hiking, 
nor ufing any diforder. And the Africans he fo gained with his gentlenefs, that 
he marcht as in his own Country j the people not withdrawing diemfelves nor 
goods, butgiving free market, and being very ferviceable to the foldier. They 
marcht ten miles a day, till 1 hey came to Carthage , lodging dill in a Town, or 
fafely in their Camp. We came by Ltpta and Adrjmettum to Qrajfa , about 43 
miles from Carthage] where was a Palace of the Pandal Governor, and the fai- 
red Gardens we ever faw, aboundancly watered with fountains . and with a 
large grove of trees loaded with ripe fruit, whereof the foldiers took their fill 
without any mifs, every man feuing Iris cabbin under a fmii-rrce 
But Cjelimtr hearing the enemies arrival, wrote from Hermione to Carthafo ! 
to his brother Amtnatas , to kill llderick .» and the other prifoners of his blotiu 
and otherwife appertaining to him • and himfelf to arm the Vandals , and fuel! 1 
forces as he had in the City; and at the narrow paffage near a town called Dm- 
mum, to charge the enemy on bothTides, and fo to catch him as in a net. Am- 
meat accordingly killed 1 Idericl^t and his coulin Evagees: Hoarner was dead be¬ 
fore. He armed alfo rh c Vandals, to faily in the due time. Gelimer followed us 1 
clofe; and one night only, as we lodged in Graft, he gave us an alarm; upbn' 
fome skirmifhmg of our fcouts with theirs; by whofe returning to the Camp We ’ 
underttood the enemy to be neat. From hence marching, we loft figlu ofour: • 
v V a putt0 f° ,nc *dgh rocks there, and a Promontory under 
wnrch ftands Mercurium. Belifarius fent word to Archclaus the Oommiffarv 

not to put in at Carthage t but to flay 25 miles fhort, till he fend for them. Frota 
Vrajfa the fourth day we came to Decimum , about 8 miles from Carthage. This 
day Gelimer lent his Nephew, Gibamumdus, before with 2000 Vandals to march 
to our left 1 hand* that fo Ammatas from Carthage . himfelf in our rear * and Giba-

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CHAP. XVI. 

B EliforitM having thus fpokcn, and faid a prayer, leaving the guard of his 
wife and the Camp to the foot, he fallied with hit hoiie. lie thought not 
good to hazard with the whole Army, but firft to skitmifh with his horfe.and tty 
the enemy, then to give bMtel with the main, fo he lent the Confederates be¬ 
fore, and followed with the reft, and with his own Lancictsand Tatgetiers. The 
Confederates being come to Vecimnm, found the bodies of the 1 1 companions of 
T"»i and clofe by them the body of tAmmatas, and feme other VandalsMug in 
doubt,and not knowing whether to go futtherjand from a hil difeovering round, 
they faw a dull,and foon after a great troop of Vandals Shy fent 10'Btli/ariiu to 
come fpeedily, the enemy being upon them, and the Commanders, fomc urged to 
charge the enemy, others dlleadged their forces not fufficient. While they were 
deputing, the Barbarians came up clofe, with (jdimer in the head of them, ha¬ 
ving paffed between the way v/lmcllelifarim went,and that whete the Maffaptes, 
who had fought with Gikmndtu , but the hilly ground between, kindred their 
fight of Rtlifarm or bis entrenchment, and of the defeat of Gibamnndm. Be¬ 
ing near, each contended topoffefs the highefl down, which feemed apt fotan 
entrenchment. The Vandals running hard, gained the down, apd grown terri¬ 
ble, routed the enemy, The Romans tan away to a Town lels then a mile from 
Picimtm, where was Maw, one of Btlifarim his life-guard, and 800 of his 
Targetitrs. The Vandals fluid their cotirfe, thinking that VHaris would Hand 
them, but his troops,fo foon as the other began to charge, fled amain tp Bclifari- 
tu. It was ftrange, that Gtlimr having thus the victory in his hands, fhould Vo¬ 
luntarily quitit. ButCod, Whenbewil havea mifehief befall a man infers 
h's reafon, not Meting the moll expedient things to come into his mind If he 

had followed the execution, Bthfarm himfelf had not flood him, but we had al 
been abfolutely ruined ; fo,great feemed thenumbet of the Vandals, and the Ro¬ 
mans fear. Or if lie had rode oil to Car,hap, he had killed the troops of Un 
every man, (who were catclefly lettered, and rifling the dead bodies ) and had 
laved the City, and been Mailer of oUrfhips, and cut off allourhope, either of 
vidory or return home ‘ But hedid neither, but riding foftlydown the hill, and!

T Hcn Bclifarim gave a(furancestotheF«»il«/; fled into the Churches j and 
took care of the walls of Cartbatt .which had been fo neglctfed, that in many 
places they were ealily to be mounted,and a great part was quite fain down-whicb 
the Carthaginian, told us,caufed Gtlimtr not to flay in the City; as not able in fo 
Ihort a time to fecure the walls. Wc heard alfo of an old Prophefie.that had been 
among the boys in Carthage. That Gamma rtiould expell Beta ; and again Etta 
(hould expell It was then acountedasan idle riddle among fporting 

boys; but now it was dear; for Genferick. expelled %nifacm, and now W- 
rim Gttimer . Then alfo the meaning of a dream was manifefled which many 
had dreamt,and often; nof gueflingat the event, The Carthaginian, above all 
reverente St. Cyprian and by the fea-fide have dedicated a Church to him dole to 
the City .where they ufe many devotions, and yearly celebrate a feafl which they 
call Cyprus .; and from thence thofe ftorms I mentioned, are named which han 
penedjabout that fcaftival,This Church,in the reign of Hmricm,iht Vandal, m 
forcing out the Chnftians and their Priefts with much indignity; and officiating 
there themfelves as now appertaining to the t/fman,. The African, being much 
thc y fa ? St * OtrjM often appeared to many in their dreams, and 
bad theCbriltians not be carefiill for him; he would be his own revenger. Which 
faying being divulged ,• the African, expefled the time of punilhment upon the 
VanM, for tlicfe devotions; but gueft not at the event. But n ow, the Feafl being 
to be the next day and the cArrian Priefts having made dean the Church, hung 
out their faireft reliques, prepared the lamps, brought out their treafurcs and fit- 
ted every thing tor the proper life. When they heard of theoverthrow’of Am 
atjfle. 'ma,away they all ran. And the Orthodox Chriftians came to the 
Church,ligh ted the lamps, and officiated according to their own rites. Andffo the 
prediction of that vifion was known alfo.Thc Vandal, likewife remembred an anti- 
entflory, and wondrmg acknowledged, that to man no expectation isimpoflible 
nor no poMon fitm.The ftory was this.That when the Vandal, weteforced by a 
^faketheir imcKnt native Country, yet feme ftaid, having no mind to 
follow Gtitqfth,. They in time came to have plenty, and (jinfmcfmh hi, fol. 
lowers got ^M Which they were glad to hear,who followed not cXS 
finding their Country now able to feed them. And they feared left their Africa!, 
Plantators or their pdfterity,might in time come home upon them again expelled 
by the /taa»s,wlio(they doubted)would not always neglcft thatProvincc sS thev 
fent Ambafladors to Cjenferk!^ who faid unto him, ‘That they congratulated them 
Countrymens great profperity, but were no more able to guard their own 
‘STlT w | > lcll theyd e r P | fing, hid planted themfelves in Africk.

But upon thefc accidents I have related, the Pandals were better inftrufted in 
humane affairs, and found it the fpeech of a wife man, Of thofe Panels that 
(laid in their own Couricrey, there is no memorial left. They were few, and ei¬ 
ther forced under fome bordering Barbarians , or wi lingly mingled, and their 
names drowned inthe other. And thefefubdued by Belifurius , had Ho thought 
of going to their antient Country, having no means fodainly to pafsinto Europe , 
fpecially their Blips being gone. But in tApick. they W«re punilherj for the mif- 
chiefs done the Romm ; chiefly’ the Zacyntbians: For Genfericii infefting for¬ 
merly Peloponefm , and attempting Tcmm } but repulfed with lofsof many men, 
and put to a (liamcfull retfreat; being angry, fee wpmZacynthm , killed many, 
madecaptives of 500 principal men, and then failed away; and in the middle of 
the Adrlmjue fea, cut thofe 5 00 men in pieces, and fcattered their pieces inthe 
! Sea. This was formerly. 


CHAP. XIX. 

B Ut now (JeHmer by mony and courteous ufage , gained many African pea- 
lanes toundertakethe killing of fuch Romm as they found flragling; and he 
prod.limed a fum of gold upon every killing to the aftor. Many Haves and at¬ 
tendants upon the Army were (lain, pilfring in the Villages, and their heads were 
brought to Grlimcr, for which the peaftnts were well paid by him , fluppoiing to 
have been rid of lb many foldiers. About this time Dionnes, one of lidifmm ■ 
his life-guard, did very bravely ; who fent him out with 22 of hisTargcticrsto' 
difeoverthe enemy. Tlicle men, at a lowntwodays journy from Carthage, the 
peafants being not able of themfelves to kill them, advertifed Gelimer. Who fent 
againft them }o:>horfc, with direction to bring them alive; he thought it a great; 
matter to have one of ‘ Belifariu* his lite-guard, and 22 of his Targetiers his' 
priloncrs. Dionnes and his company entred one of the houfes, and in an upper 
chamber went to bed, hearing the enemy to be farr enough off. 'I he Vandals 
came after midnight, and thought it not good to force into the dorcs in the night, 
tearing in the dark they might kill one another, and open a paffigc out for the e- 
uemy. ( owardife dol’d their wits; for by ufing lire, or witliout it, they might 
have with cale taken them, being naked in their beds. So they put themfelves in 
rank round about the houle, and chiefly at the dorc. In the mean time a Roman 
loldier waked, and heaving the noife r fome Vandals murmuring to one another, 
and flirringtheir arms) he gueft the matter, waked his companions, andioftly 
told them the accident. They, by Dionnes direction,quietly put on their cloaths, 
rook their arms, went down, and bridling their horles, got up unefpied, And 
after a ftlorc flay in the Court, fuddcnly they open the dotes and (ally. The V an- 
iIaIs charged them, but the Romm warding with their fhields,and with their jave¬ 
lins keeping off the aflailantf, rode away dear; with lofs only of two men. Di¬ 
ogenes himlclf had three wounds, one in the neck, into the face another, ot which 
lie was within a little of dying; and one upon his left hand , by which he loll the 
ufe of his little finger. But in Carthage, Bclifamt with mony got artificers) and 
labourers,and made a Trench, and ftrong Paliffidocs round about the walls; and 
in fhorc time repaired alfo the decaies thereof; awork much admired by the 
Carthaginians, and afterward by Gelimer, being brought thither prifoner. Who 
wondrmg at the walls, faid, that his negligence therein had been the caufe of his 
prefonc condition. . ...

a UT gdmr conduced the Army of Vandals, being now 
all come together againft Carthage where he cut off the 
(ities Aquidud encamped a while, and no enemy (ally* 
ing, retired. They quartered themfelvcs in the neigh¬ 
bouring Towns, and thought to block up the City fo, let¬ 
ting guards upon the high-ways. They, ufed no fpoyl 
nor pillage, afluming the Country as theirowh;andcxp^ 
ding fome Trealon by the Carthaginians, and fuch Reman 
h Idiers as were Arrians, With large promifes alfo, they invited the Comman¬ 
ders of the Hmts to be their friends and confederates: They, who were dif- 
affeflod to the Romans , alleadging that Ptttr, the Roman General, had brought 
them to C onpntinople againft their wills, and contrary to his exprefs oath. So 
they entertained the motion, and agreed in the battel to turn their powers againft 1 
the Romans . Of all this Bclifa r ' m had fome fufpition, by relation of fome fu-

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gitives; ami the wall. being not wholly Unfilled, lie would not filly, butaccom- 
moJated.il) tilings within. He crutified one W» a Cortlmpm«n, for Treafon 
upon a hillock before the City, convinced by his own Secretary ; which frighted 
the reft from the like attempts The Mujftgetei courting with gifts, and invita¬ 
tions to his table, and other complements, at lad he got out of them what Grib 
rnir had promifed them, to turn cowards in the battel; and indeed that they had 
no mind to fight, fearing that, th eVuMi being overthrown, the Rm.ws would 
not difmifs them to their own Country, butwearthem outin Mid,, andbe- 
iides, take their booty from them- Briifmm fware to them, that they fliould be 
fent home fo foon as the V,auhth were abfolutely overthrown, with all their boo¬ 
ty ; and bound them by oath to aid us with all alacrity. Then, all things being 
well prepared he fpake thus to the Army. ‘ To ufe exhortations of courage to 
you, may feem necdlefs tellow-foldiers ! who have already fo vanquilht the e- 
nemy.that arrive and MtAfric^ is the purcliafe of your valour: and Vi - 
rim never have faint hearts. But it is not unfcafonablc to put you in mind 
‘ that fighting bravely now the Vaniih will have an end of their hopes and we 
ol fighting. You ought then chearfully and with plealiireto enter’inco this 
( tombat; being to be the period of your labouts: And let none fpeak of the 
‘ Vmitbh multitude; which ufes not to determine wars, but mens valour. ’ Let the

onsafieclyoi: it being a fhame for men in their wits, togrowworfe and to 
Inen their own virtue.

T He next day Qelimr placed thefW als wivesand children, and all thek 
wealth, in the midft of the Trench, though unfortified; and calling them to¬ 
gether, fpake thus. ‘We drive not now, dear Countrymen l about lofs of ho- 
‘ nor,or Empires if by cowardly abandoning thefc,we might live quietly at home, 

‘ and hold our eflates. Fortune hath turn’d us now to this point, either to con¬ 
quer our enemies, ortoleavethemmadersof our wives, and children, Coun- 
‘ ? r y and all our wealth; and the only advantage of our cfcaping will be to 
‘ beflaves, and beholders of thefc things, But if wc vanquifti we fliall live in 
‘profperky, and after an honorable death, leave our Families happy, andpre- 
«lerve the Vandals name and Empire. If ever men fought a battel for all they 
‘ have, and for the hopes of all men* we are they. Our fear and danger now, is 
* not to die; but not to vanquifli our enemies .• which failing, only death is 
* good for us. Let none of you therefore faint, but couragiouily abandon bis 
4 perlon • affefting death rather, then the bafe miferies of a defe it. He that is 
* adiamed to be bafe, fears no dangers. Think not upon the loimer fight,whcre- 
' in not our cowardife, but fomecrofs fortune tript us; whole dream holds not 
, always the famecourfe> but changes every day. In valour we prefunic to have 
1 the advantage; and in numbers we exceed our enemies by ten times as many 
‘men. Then have we many, and great provocations to valour. Thegloryof 
‘ ourancedors, adiamed of our degenerating and the Empire they left us, pro- 
‘tcfiingtoforlakeus,if unworthy. Then to fee the bowlings of thefe women, 

‘ and thefe weeping children, even Hops my fpeccb, with the extream grief*, fo 
‘that I will only fay this • That tneie our ueaved pledges we dial 1 never more 
‘ ice, if wc vanquidt not our enemies, Confider it, and be valiant, and do not 
‘ deface the glory of Gcttfiricl\, , 

Having thus laid, he commanded his brother Tznzott particularly to animate Iv.s 
foldicrSjthat ramc from .sWjm.ijwho affemblingthcm fome fpacc from the camp, 

4 fpake thus. 1 Fellow foldicrs 1 The generality of Vtwd.-ls are to combat for 
‘ what you have heard from the King; hut you arc moreover to diivc with your 
‘ own felves, Lately fightingfor dominion, and to recover the Ifiand. you o- 
‘ vercame, Now you hazard in the greated things you have, and mud ufe your 
‘ greated courage. Who fight for dominion, and are vanquiflied, arc not ruined 
‘ in the main: But fighting for all, their lives depend upon the condufion of the 
‘battel. And if you he valiant to day, the depofition of Godot will clearly ap- 
* pear an efifed of your valour; but if now you faint, you will lofe the reputa- 
* tion alfo of that aflion, And we have the advantage over the red; terrified 
‘with their former defeat; we being unvanquifhc, and fighting with a courage 
‘untainted. Then will the greated part of the garland of viflory be yours, you 
‘will be called the Prcfcrvers of the Vandal Nation: for by winning kin com- 
‘ pany of men formerly unfortunate, you will appropriate to your felves the bet- 
‘ ter fortune. Upon thefe confiderations you may do well to dint the howling 
‘ of your women and children, and calling God to your afiidance, to march 
‘boldly againdthe enemy in the head of your Countrymen. 

qelimnndTmon, after thefe exhortations, drew them out; and about 
noon t ame on (the Kopmnt being preparing their dinners) and dood in order up¬ 
on the br.nks of the brook there. On the other bank the Romans put alfo in ol¬ 
der thus; The left wing Momnits, Valemm % John, C)fm^ Althiu, and Mar- 
cellnt had, and the other Commanders of Confederates • The right wing T 4 p- 
pw, Barham, and triigun . and the Captains of the Ltghmj horfe. In the 
midd dood fohn , with the Generals Landers , and Enfigne; and thither-in the 
due feafon came Belifarim himfelf, leaving the foot behind, marching fair and 
foftly, The Hum whoufed before not to mingle their ranks : with.tn^ i?ow4«i 
Army, then dood aloof, with the intention I have faid . Th v.FUMt order was, 
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todiftribute each wing among the Colonels of thoufands, every one leading 
his proper Regiment : And in the middle flood Tzaztm; and in the rear the 
Moors . Gdimer himfelf rode about from place to place, to encourage his loldi- 
crs.« Whom he warned in this fight, not to uffc Javelins, nor any weapons but 
their fwords. It was long ere they bogan. Then John, by Bdifarim his direction 
with a few chofen men, pafled the brook, and charged thofe in the middle; where 
T^wrepulfed him back towards the main Army, puiTuing him to the brooks 
fide, but not going over. Again /^drawing out moreTargeticrs of Bdifari- 
us, rode againft Two#; and being again rcpulfed, retired. He renewed the 
charge thethlrd time, with almoft all Bdifarim his Targctiers and Landers and 
the Generals Enfigne, (liouting and clafliing their arms, The Barbarians valiant 
ly received them, ufing their fwords only ; and the light grew ftiff, where many 
Vandals> and of the beft.wcre (lain,and Tzazon himfelf. Then came on the whole 
Reman Cavalry,and pafting the brook,charged the enemy. And the defeat begin¬ 
ning m the middle, appeared clearly; each one routing their oppofites with cafe. 
Which the Mafageres perceiving, according to their resolution they followed the 
execution with the Roman Army, which lafted not long; the Vandals recovering 
theirCamp;and the Romans not holding themfclvcs able to fight with them in their 
entrenchment, ftript fuch dead bodies as had any gold upon them and retired 
to thcirCamp. In this fight were (lain of Romans^. andof VandalsXoo. But 
Bdifarim about the evening (his foot being come up) marcht with his whole Ar¬ 
my to the Vttndals Cm\s.Gdimcr feeing Bdifarim with his foot,and all marchinp 
without one word fpeaking, or giving any direifiion, leapt on horfeback and fled 
the way into ) Numidia ; lus kinfmen, and fome few houftiold fervants following 
him amazed and concealing what it was for. Some time the Vandals knew not 
of GdimcrsMti but when they found it, and faw the enemy, the men were in 
a tumult; the women howled, the children crycd ; none fought to five their 
goods nor regarded the lamentations of their deareft friends; But every man in 
confufion ran away J he JW rook the Camp, will, all ,|,e wealth in it, and 
Muute of men i And following the chafe all night, killed the men they over¬ 
took and made (laves of the women and children. They found intheCWo 
great a mafs of wealth, as was never together in a place, Tortile Vmfah had 
long ranlackt the Rmm Provinces, and brought much weald, into ,Africk ■ 
which being alfo good land, and molt plentiful! of all commodities, the reve 
nues in mony were not fpent in other Countrys, but pur up by the owners to 
the fpacc of 95 years, in winch the VmuUl, bad the dominion of From 

whence their wealth now grown into a great bulk, was that day reftored"to the 
RtiMin. 1 his overthrow, and taking the Vmiials Camp, happened three months 
after the coming of the Reman Army to Cmhm, in the middle of Dtamkr.

y a Mt out of the Churches in Towns thereabout, giving them aflurances. and 
to difarm them that they might not ftir, and to keep them fafe in the City till 
hij coming. With the troops he had,'he went about recollefting the Army, and 
giving nffurances to fuch Vandals as he found,there being none but in Churches • 
whom he difarmed, and fent under,guards to fitrthagc, giving them no time to 
make head. All being fctled, he march? with the rcflTof his Army a gain ft (jdi- 
mr. John following die chace five days together, came very ntar to gelimer \ 
who being not ordairsd to be taken by John, thiscrofs chance happened. A- 
mong the purfuers with John, was on tVliaris, a Lancier of Bel if Ms ; valiant; 
and of an able body ,* but not ferious, his greateft delight being wine, and jefts. 
The fixtlr day of their purfuit, being in drink, hefpied about Sun-riiing a bird 
upon a tree, and let fly an arrow at it. He mift the bird; but ftiot John behind 
in the neck j who foon after dyed of the wonnd; leaving a great mifs both to 
the General and Emperour, and all, both Romans and (forthagmians. Tie was a 
valiant,and a virtuous man, and bore himfclf mildly and moderately to all men. 
Thus John the lAmenian died. But Visard coming to himfclf,' fled into the 
Church of a Village neat hand; And the foldiers purfued no further, but at- 
tended the cure of John • and being dead, performed his funeral rites, and ac¬ 
quainted Bclifaritumth the accident, flaying in the place: Who came immedi¬ 
ately to the Sepulchre, mourning the misfortune, and honoured the fame with a 
yearly Revenue, and many other things. To VHaris he did no harm., hearing 
from the foldiers that John had made them fwear that he ftiould not be puniflied 
forthefaift, being unwittingly done. Thus Gdimer efcaped his enemies hands 
that day. . Bdifarim ftillpurlued i im* and at Hippo Rent , a City upon the fea 
in Numidia, ten days journy from Carthage , he learnt how he was gone up to 
the mountain of Pappua, and not polTibk to he taken. This mountain is fteep, 
and very ill way 5 high rocks (landing round about it. In it inhabit Barbarian 
Moors , friends and confederates of Gelimer j and ontheutmoft border of it, 
(lands an anlientCity, named Medenos, Here Gelimer with his company reft- 
ed. But Bdifarim being not able to attempt the mountain in the winter j and 
holding it unlafe to be abfent from Cart luge , the ftate being unfetlcd, he left 
Pharos with fome forces to befiege the mountain. This ‘Haras was a valiant, 
prudent, and virtuous man, though an Meridian. And for an Meridian not to be 
fal(e f and a drunkard, but to pretend to virtue, is rare, and much to be commen¬ 
ded. But he was both himfelf an affefterof difcipline, and all the Htrulians 
that followed him. Bdifarim commandedIiim to lie all the winter at the foot 
of the hill, c.\aftly guarding, that neither Gdimer get down, nor have provifions 
brought to him. 

Then taking the Vandals out of the Churches in Hippo , upon his faith given 
them (being of the belt) he fent them with a guard to Carthage: and he had 
this fortune here. OntBonifaciman Africa* of Bjzacium , Secretary to Gelt- 
\ mtr , vVas by (jdimer furniftied with a good (hip , having in it all the royal trea¬ 
sures; and he was commanded to lie at anchor in the Port of Hippo ; and if he 
faw the affairs go ill, to fail with the mony to Thendis> Prince of the Vifigoths in 
Boat4 . where lumfe f, upon the mine of the Vandals , intended to'fave nimfelf, 
Bonifacins (laid, while there was any hope ; but hearing of the battel of Trica - 
mar in, and the reft formerly related, lie hoifts fail according to G dimers appoint¬ 
ment- But a contrary wind brought him back into the Port of Hippo: and under- 
’ftanding the enemy to be near, he wooed the Mariners with large promifes, to 
get to fome other Land. But they could not, a ftorm coming, and the Tyrrhene 
fca being grown high ; fo they refolved, that God certainly meant to give the 
Romans that treafure, not fuffering them to put to fca.- and with much adoe get¬ 
ting clear of the harbour, they lay off at fea in fome danger. 1 Bonifacim fent 
to Bdifarim i being come to H»^o,fome whom he direded to get into a Church; 
faying that they were fent by Bonifacio, who had GfAw/r/Treafures; but con¬ 
cealing where he was, before oath given; that delivering the Trcafures, he (ball 
have no hurt done him, but keep fuch moneys as are his own.

much in Pappua, hemuft now be ranked amongfiflaves; And thus having had 
experience of Fortunes fmiles and frowns, he thought Humane condition to dc- 
ferve only laughter.

W ow ! V ^ omi Banders charged him with ufurpa- 
t^n) urged to gdtd {firtjifflfthtyle tdclcer the imputation, and to be revenged of 
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I his accufers, He came difcover the plot againft him thus. Hi* accufets fearing i 
the mifearri age of their letters to the Emperour, and fo to fpoil their defign, wrote 
oftheufurpation in two letters,by fcveral metfengers in fevcral fhips; one where¬ 
of failed away unefpied j but the other upon fome fnfpition was taken in Man- 
dracissm, and his letter intercepted, and the plot difeovered to Belifarius, who 
thereupon made hade to get to the Emperours prefence. But the Moors of Ty- 
vtcim and Numidia, breaking their truce, revolted, and fuddenly made war up¬ 
on the A’ mm, without any occafion at all: An aflion agreeable to their difpo- 
fitions; for with Moors is no care of oaths, nor homages, (though of their chil¬ 
dren, brethren, or Rulers) neither any affured peace, but by their fcare of the 
enemy. They made truc< with Belifarius, and broke it, as I lhall tell you. The 
Emperours Elect being expefted in Afric{, the Moors afraid, reforted to their 
foothfaying women, it being not Jawfull for t heir men to foothi'ay. Thefe women 
after being pofiefled with a Spirit, as was ufual for them,according to the manner 
of the ancient Oracles; foretoldan Army from the waters, the mine of the Van* 
(Ulty and definition of the Moors, when a Generali of Rowans fiiould come 
without a beard. Upon this anfwcr the Moors, feeing the Fleet at fea,were afraid, 
and would not aflift the Vandals ; but fcmo'Belifarimflnd made a peace, watch¬ 
ing for the fuccels. And thebufineftofthe Vandals being difpatcht, they Tent to 
fpicin the Roman Army if there were any Commander without a beard; And 
finding all well fiored with beards, they thought (as they would have it) the 
Oracle to concern fome after-ages, and not them. So they long’d to break the 
truce, but were afraid of Belifarius, defpairingof overcoming the Rowans, he 
being with them. And hearing him to be ready to go,and hi$Lanciers,Targeticrs, 
and Vandal Captives to be already on Chip-board, they took arms fuddenly, and 
did the Africans much mifehief: For the Souldicrs being difperfed in fmall gar- 
rifons upon the borders, and unprepared, could not every where oppofe, nor hin¬ 
der the Barbarians inroads, which were often, and fecret. And fo men in con- 
fufion were (lain, women and children made Haves, goods every where carried a- 
w< y, and all the Countty full of flights. Belifarius was at fea when he heard of 
this,and could not come back now; but he appointed Solomon to govern Africl^, 
and to take the mofi part of his Targetiers and Lanciers.and to chaftife the Moors 
for this wrong to the Romans. Another Army the Emperor fent to Solomon , with 
Thcodorus the Cappadocian, and Ildeger, who married the daughter of Antonina, 
Belifarius his wile# And the ancient^Z/Wcrf# tributes being not to be found up¬ 
on the ancient Aow/rw records there, which Genfericl^ had defiroyed; Tryphon 
and Euflratitts were fent with commiflion from the Empei’our to make a taxej 
Men whom the Africans found harfli add intolerable, 

But being arrived at Confront inople with Gelimer and the Vandals, 

was thought worthy of thofc ancient honours given to Generals for the greateft 
victories. It is about 600 years fince any had the fame,unlefs it were Titus >Tra- 
janitiy and luch Emperours, as led the Army inperfon, and got victory of fome 
Barbarian nation. He led the fpoils, and prifoners of war, in pomp through the 
City; which the Romans call a Triumph; but it was not in the ancient manner: 

He went afoot from his own houfe to the (firm, and there from his Pavillion to 
the Emperours throne, The fpoil9 were things belonging to the fcrvice of the 
King,and Gold- chains,and the Chariots for his Queen,with many Jewels & Cups 
of gold, and all things ufeful at a Kings feaft. Silver alfo weighing many thou- 
fand talents, and a huge mafs of Royal furniture, ( Genftrick^ having fackt, as I 
Hud, the Palace at Rome ) among which were fome monuments of the Jewes, 
brought to Rome by Tints, after the deflruftion of ‘jerufaim. A Jew there efpy- 
ing the fame, Handing by one of the Emperours familiar friends, It is not fo good 
(quoth he) to bring theft monuments into the Palace of Conftantinople> fir they 
cannot continue but where Solomon firfr placed them: Hence it is that Genferick 
facki the Palace in Rome, and now Belifarius that of the Vandals. The Emperour 
hearing this, fent them toiheChrifiian Churches in ‘jerttfalem- The Captives 
were, Gelimer, bearing a Purple robe,and all his kindred, and the talleft and bcau- 
ttfulleft of the Vandals , Gelimer feeing the Emperour fitting upon a high throne, 
and the people on both fides in the Circus, and himfelf in that calamity, ufed no 
Ff 2 * lamentation, 
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lamentation, but ftill repeated that in the Scripture/™,/e/ vamkt,«His vanity 
Being at the Bmperouts throne, they took from him the Purple robe, andcaufed 
him to fall upon his face and adore the Emperour. The fame did Belifarim fup 
plicating for him to the Empeiour: who, with his EmprefsrWrw gave large" 
means to lUerkkj children, and the defendants of V.iItmimnu • and to Gilimtr 
they gave towns in Galatia of good value, where they fuffered him to dwell. He 
would not change his *Anian Religion } fohewas not admitted a Patrician 
■Bclifarm not long after had a Triumph according to the ancient cuftom Going 
to be inRalled ftM. he was born by Captives in a chariot, from whence he 
threwof the Vandal fpoils among the people, filver-veffels, and gold-belts and 
much more of the V,andati wealth- And then men faw things forgotten thus re- 
newedbytime.

And the 
Romans afterward being Matters of the world, planted the /Mw/upon theut- 
termoft borders of the inhabited Countrys of Afric and made the Carthagi- 
want, and other y//mvo//Tributary. But lately the Moors got many vkftories 
of the Vandals, and held Mauritania, extending from Catiz to Cafarat, and the 
moft part of i/r/Vt befide. 

But Solomon undemanding the accident of Aigan, and R nfwus, prepared for, 
a War, and wrote this Letter to the Princes of the Moors. ‘ Others heretofore 
‘have ventured foolifoly, and perillit, not divining the event of their prefump- 
‘ tion; But you, feeing a prefident of your neighbours the Vandals, upon what 
‘madnefs have you drawn your fwords againft the great Emperour ? and do 
< thus abandon your fafeties, after folemn oaths, and your Tons given for pledges? 
‘Is it to (hew that you regard neither God, faith, kindred, nor frfety ? Being 
‘fuch, in what God can you truftfor help, provoking allows; Emperour? You 
1 have loft your Tons; for what is it you mean to haxardIf you repent for what 
‘ is paft,wiite that you will give over $ If not, expe<fta Rcw^warto come up- 
‘ on you, with your violated oaths, and the undoing your own Tons. 

The Moors made this anfwcr to Solomon. periwaded us with large 

‘promifcSjto obey the Emperour. But now affording us no ftiare of your pro- 
‘ fperity, you would have us friends and aids ftill, ftarving with hunger, It is 
‘ you are the faith-breakers, not the Moors ? Not they, who fly off from their af- 
‘fociatesupon wrongs, violateTruces, but they who demand Truce, and then 
‘ opprefs men: Not they, who fight for their own, make God their enemy : but 
‘ who ufurping other mens right, dare hazard a war. Goncerningfons, you may 
‘be troubled, who mufthave but one wife.* Wewho may have 50 wives at 
‘ once, can never want a generation. 

Upon this, Mwwuefolvedto lead his Army againft them; and havingdifpo- 
fedof things in forthage, marcht into Bjzmm , and encamped at Mamme , 
near the aforefaid Moorifi Princes, “ nr .

CHAP. X. 

B Ut it the fame time, Btlifaritu being fent into M) by the Emjfcrout, againfl 
Thecdmi and the Qotbs , landed firft in Sicily, and took the ljhvtd; the man¬ 
ner whereof I refer to my enfuingHiftoryof the affairs of Italy. When Ihave 
written the occurrences of Africk I will come to the Relation of My and the 
qoths. This winter Mtfarm fpent in Syracufe, and Solomon in Carthage. And 
all this year the Sun had a fcarfull and prodigious light, without beams, JikethaC 
of the Moon, and for the moft part it was as edipfed,without the dear and ufual 
luftre. And during the fame, famine, war, andallkind of mortality did infeft 
mankind. It was in the tenth year of ‘fnftinians reign, 

In the beginning of the fpring^heChnftians celebrating their Eafler ,the foldiers An Vertt 
mutinyed in Africl^ upon this occafion. The Reman foldiers having vanquifht Hio.’ 
the Vandals , married their wives and daughters. Who drew their husbands to 
challenge the pofleflions formerly theirs, as being unjuft(having enjoyed the fame 
by the Vandals) to be deprived or ohem now, being married to tlieir Conquerors. 

The foldiers having this put into their heads * thought they ought riot to yield 
thofe pofleflions to Solomon , who iritended to annex the fame to the Trcafury, 
and the Empcrours houfe; not refufing the Haves and moveables for fpoilsta 
the foldier j but the Lands he allcadged to belong to the Emperour, and State, 
which fed them, and gave them the quality of foldiers, not to conquer for them’ 
felves the Lands taken by BartarMw from the Empire; but to recover them to 
the Trcafury, from whence they and the other Armies had their entertainments. 

Another party alfo there was which troubled «/*j fric^ as much, or more. In the 
Army were fome choufand Arrian foldiers, moft Herulians, Thefe were provoked 
t>y theJWd/Pricftj, being notallowed their accuftomed divinefcrvice> but bar¬ 
red from all, both Sacraments and Churches • For Jttftinian pewnitted not any 
Chriftian not Orthodoxal, to have the benefit of Baptifm, or any other Sacra¬ 
ment : Efpecially they were troubled, theFeaftof Eajler approaching wherein 
they might not baptize their children in the holy Laver, nor do what belong'd to 
theFeaft. And Fortune heaped to this, another mifehief upon iht Romans, by 
adding a fupply to thefe Mutiners; The Emperour had made five horfe troops 
of the Vandals t brought to finftahtinoplc by Eelifariw, to lye perpetually in Ci¬ 
ties of the Eaft,under the title of Vandalici. The moft of thefe went by fca into 
the Eaft, and made up the appointed troops, till this day ferving againft the P/r- 
fms. But 400 of them from Lesbos, forcing the Mariners, came upon the coaft 
of TVo/xw/w, and from thence failed into landing in a dcferc coaftj 

where leaving the fhips, they went into Mauritania to mount Anraftm, This 
encouraged,and more combined the mutinying foldiers, who had many conferen¬ 
ces and oaths about it, 

The Feaft being at hand, the difeontented tArrUns, who were interdided the 
Church, eagerly urged it. And the ring, leaders of them had telolved to kill 
Solomon , the firft day of the Feaft, called the great day. The plot was undi- 
feerned by any; For though many were engaged in it, yet none miftiked, nor re¬ 
vealed it; many of Solomons Lanciers, and T argetiers, and moft of his houfhold- 
fervant* coveting thole poftefiions, were in the mutiny. At the day, Solomon 
fate in the Church, apprehending no mifehief; The men appointed to kill him, 
made fignes to one another, and had their hands on their fwords; but did no¬ 
thing; either reverencing the Church-fervicc, ofabafliedat theftate of their 
Generator by fomething divine reftriined .* But divine ftrvice being ended,and 
every man come home, the foldiers blamed each other for fainting, and appoin¬ 
ted the plot the next day; When they likewife camefrom Church without doing 
any thing; and meeting in the market-place, railed upon one another, each man 
terming his fellow falfe, and faint-hearted, and reproaching his awe of Solomon. 

And their plot being divulged, they thought it unfafe to flay ‘\n Carthage* So 
the moft of them went out, and pillaged the Villages, anduledthet/fjfaw/as 
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enemies. The reft remained in the City unfufpefled, and Teeming ignorant of 
the confpiracy. 

Solomon hearing what the foldiers did in the Country, and exhorting them in 
theCity to good affedion to theEmperour, atfirftthey Teemed to entertain his 
difcourTe. But hearing how thoTe abroad did what they lifted in the Country* 
Tecurelyj, the fife day of ite mutiny ,< they impudently railed updn StUmon, 
and the other Commanders in tkCircw, SrtMon ht Theodoras thkGafptfa 
cm to appcaTe them, 4 man that loved Ijimflof, and was fufpcflcdtoprarftifci* 
gainft him. Whereupon the mutiners with cjie« choTe him their General and 
with him went to the Palace, where they killed another ThtodowthcStomM* 
ftcr, a worthy roan, and a good Tolditr, Being bloudcd, they killed-all they 
met, whether Africans or Romans, if Solomons friends, or with mohy about 
them. Then they pillaged the houTes, where no foldiers defended, taking away 
all of any value, till the night, and drinJf after their toil quieted them. Solomon 
fled to the great Church of the Palace; whither aboi|t the evening carnet 
timts j and when the mutiners were afleep, they went to the Lodging of Theodo- 
rm the Cappadocian , who epnftrained them to fup, though they bad little mind 
to it, and brought them to a ftip in the harbour,provided for them by V 4 *Um. 
Trtcopm, the writer of thif Hiftory, was in company, and five of Solomons re- 
tmue After 57 miles failing,they came to for OrWhipping, 

and a Tafe place. From hence Solomonknt MarmustoValmamu, andthc£ 
t ut ommanders in 2tyf»LWo attempt to reduce fuch mutiners asany ofthem 
knew, by mony, and all means, And he wrpte to Thtodcm to take cjjreof fo 
thage , and to do what be could, Himfelf with Procopius went to Belifarim to 
Syracufe ttmg the accident and praying him torepairto Cmhm , andvindi- 
cate the Emperour from t|ui aftonc of his own foldiers,

! 4 titude notaflembled by Law, but upon wrong; And fuch never fight valiantly : 

: ‘ valour not vouchfafing to keep company with outlaws, and menunjiift: neither 
4 will they keep their orders, nor obey the directions of their new General, who 
4 wanting power to be confident, muft neceflarily be contemned by them For 
‘ rebellion is naturally bated, never honoured; and being timerous it fdf, cannot 
4 govern the fubjefl, and keep him in awe. So that the enemy wanting both va- 
‘ Jour and government, their defeat will beeafie; and you muft march again!! 

4 them with contempt, not eftimating the power of a battel jby numbers, but by 
4 order and valour. 

■ Stoics alfoufed this exhortation. 4 You have With me, fiiaken off the Roman

4 again; the interim of cafe making the calamity taftc more fowre. You may

the toil, and others now po’ffefs the lpoils; and how being foldiers, yon are en¬ 
gaged to a life of hazarding, either for the Emperour, if you ferve him again, 
4 orfor yourfelves, if yon keep your liberty. Apd the better of theft two you 
14 may now chufe, by refolving in this adion to fight witfibut fainting. Confider 
‘ alfo that yon have taken arm*and if you now be fiibdued , yjou wjll not find 
i ‘-the Iktogeritle mafters; but (hall differ*extremities, with fhe addition of be- 
4 ing juftly ruined .• So yon-fee onr death Will be honorable if w^ die, and if we 
f . be vido.rious^ our life will be free and happie; butktter, if we be beaten, when 
1 our only hope muft be in onr enemies mercy.

Every man upon this fpeech, buftled to (hew himfclf to his General, and to 
fwcar the good affedion he had to the Empcrour. And fome days they Wert 
thus encamped againft each other. At length the mutincts feeing none totne to 
them, whom Ssotuu told them of > being afraid, at failing in their hope, they 
disbanded, and went into Ttymidit, where were theif wives and booty. Get* 
mm Ihorcly after, with his Army well prepared, and with ftore of waggons 
for it^came thither alfo; and overtaking the enemy at a Town called ScaU Vett- 
res, he prepared to fight, fetting the waggons in front, and the foot by them 
(commanded by bommm) Co fecureing their backs.The beft horfemen, and ftch 
as came from Conftminople, himfelf had at the left hand of the foot. The reft 
he fet at the right wing in three Troops, commanded by Ildigtr, and Thtodom 
the CappAdocUn j and the biggeft by John the brother of TAppM : the fourth by 
lumfelf. The Milliners ftood oppofite to them, not in much order, but fcatter’d 
like ‘Barhtrianj, Not far behind came many choufand Moors , led by JaMu 
and OrthtAt) not all true to <SV#r*4/j many having fent toGtrimm, and pro- 
mifed in the fight to turn againft the enemy. GermAm could not much truft 
them, being a people fo fa lie to ail men. And they joyned not with the routi¬ 
ners, but kept aloof behind, waiting the event, and with the conquerours to pur* 
fue the vanquifhed. Stotvu approaching the enemy, and feeing the Generals 
Enfigne, call d to hit men, and marcht towards him. Bat the tiernliAn mutiners 
ftopthim, faying, that the powers of GtrmAnm they knew not; but they knew 
that the enemy in the right wing would not ftand. So chat charging them, and 
they running away, they are likely to put the enemies whole Army in difordcr; 
whereas if GerntAnM beat them, all will be loft. Stouts approving the advice, 
left the reft to fight with GirmAnm .and himfelf with his beft men, gave on upon 
John, and his troops, who not abiding them, ran away in confufion. The muti¬ 
ners took their Enfignes, and purfued them. Some turn’d upon the foot, who 
began to disband; When GcrmAnus drawing his fword, and calling upon his 
troop to do the like, with much adoe he routed the enemy on his fide { and gal- 
lopt up to Stows , with the troops of lldiur and Theodom. And all was fo 
mingled, that the mutiners chafing fome of their enemies, fell amongothers,and 
were (lain, Thcconfufion grew great, an &Gtrr»Amu his troops coming on neer- 
er behind them, they were afraid, and thought no more of fighting Both (ides 
ufing the fame language, and arms, and differing not in (hape, habit, nor any 
thing, could not be diftinguiftmi j till germAnw dire&ed the Emperours Army 
to ask any they cook, what hc wai; if he faid he was a foldier of GemAnw, to bid 
him give the watch-word, which if hc could not, to kill him. Germnrn had his 
horfc killed in the fight, and himfelf being down and in danger, his life-guard 
refeued and remounted him. Stotts in the tumult with fome few cfcaped; and 
Germniu marcht againft the enemies camp ? where the mutiners who had the 
guard of the Trenches, oppofed him; and there was a (tiff tight, the mutiners 
being very near beating them back. But fome fent by Gtrmam to attempt the 
camp in another place, got into the entrenchment with cafe, which the mutiners 
feeing, ran away $ and GermAnus with the Army, entred the camp. The foldiers 
fell to pillage, neither thinking of the enemy, nor hearkning to their Generals 
diredions* Who fearing the enemy might rally, 1 and charge them, ftood in the 
camp gate, crying and complaining for difciplineco men that heard him not. The 
Moors followed the ekecution uport' the mutintts, 1 and pillaged the camp With 
the Army. trufting to the Mtart\ rodeup to flieift , ro renew the 

fight. But finding, what they wwediwng, hemadda InifttoetotpeWlth 100 
men. Many, made btadwith tryed to fight again, but being fepulfed,

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B Ut Maxiaimufi Lancicr of Thcdorxt the Cafpadoiwt. had gotten many of 
thole milliners with a defign toufurp.and drew Ail more, revealing his intent 
among others,to one Afchpid,,,* Pxleftm ,<», a great favorite of TktoAww. who 
dilcovcrcd the plot to Thtdtrm , and he to (jtrmmmt.

And at Thwz>> where the enemy was, 
they encamped in a faftnefs, having water and other neceffaries very fcarcely. 
A long time was fpent, and ijlie Moors Tallied net, fo that being more befieged 
then the enemy, they fretted, chiefly for the want of water, which Solomon put a 
guard upon,i giving out but* cup ful(toa;man every day. But feeing them.im- 
patient, and * unable to endure longer thi* hard diet, he refolved to (lay no 
longer, but to draw the men to fight-mar this Caftle, and thus exhorted his

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foot, (whom the Romans call OptioJ cither in fporr, or earned, or by divine 
impulfion mounted alone, and prelently other fouldicrs admiring his courage 
followed him. Three Moors tan to oppofc him, and the place being narrow, 
camefinglc, Thefirft by chance falling, the Roman ufed his advantage, and 
killed him. The fouldier who followed bini feeing it, ran up with a (hoot; and the 
whole Army neither expefling leader, nor found of trumpet, nor obferving 
order, but crying and encouraging one another, gave on: where Rufinus, and 
ZM’m, thefonof Zannas % did fo bravely upon the enemy, that terrified atic, 
and feeing their guards cut in pieces, they all ran away, and the moft overtaken 
innarrowpaflages were (lain. 

though woudned by a dart in his thigh, efcaped and fled into Mint* 
tank. The Romans pillaged the enemies camp, and Solomon caufed them to flay 
in AuraftHMy and repair theCaftle, and left a garrifon to hinder the Moors tt* 
courfe thither in their rebellions. In Aurafmm is an ancient Tower,(landing up¬ 
on a rock called Geminians Rock, fafe, and difficult of accede. Here fabdas had 
lately put his wealth, with his women; and never thinking that an enemy could 
get thither, or force the Tower, he left one old Moore oncly to take charge of 
his trcafurc. But the Romans through all the difficulties got thither, and one of 
thcfouldiers asinfport, began to climb up to the Tower j whom the old man 
and the women laught at for a mad man. But he fcramblcd up with his hands and 
feet, and being got up drew his fword, and cut off the old mans head. The reft 
of the fouldicrs boldly and with alacrity hclpt one another up, took the women 
and a great treafurc, with which Solomon re-edified the walls of many cities in 
Africk :• « Moors being beaten out of Numidiafitd into Zebe t a Country of 

Mauritania beyond mount Aurafinm : whofe metropolis is dwpj&^tributary to 
the Empire, Cafarea is head of the other Mamtaniajtrihutity likewife, except 
theCityitfelf, exempted by Stlifaritu for a landing place for Romans \ there 
being no good paflage to it by land. So in Zebe th tMoors fate down,whereby the 
Africans continuedin obedience,and a felled peace,without thought of hoftility, 
and were very happy under Solomon^ a prudent and moderate Govtiflour. 

CHAP. XVI. 

IN the fourth year after, all this profperity changed into mifcriei. It was 
I juft mans fourteenth year of his reign, when Cyrus and Mm the font of 
'Bacciuy Solomons brother, were fent to govern in Africj^ j the elder Pentapolie 
and the younger Tripoli*, To thefethe Ltucathian Moors came with an Army 
as farre as Ltptit Mam , giving out it was to give them prefents, and to eftt- 
bhfh a peace. Mm by the pcrfoafioni of Pudmius the Tripolitan (who made 
the firft war againft the V tndals for the Emperour) received into the City 70 
Moors , whom be invited courtcoufly toafeaft, promifing to grant their dc! I 
mands, and the reft he willed to (lay in the fuburbs. They lay they came with a 1 
treacher^s intent to kill ; and that one of them ip fpeech with him cfc 
poftulated the Romans unjuft fpoiling their corns and Towni.and other wrongs r 
which Sergm flighting, and riling from his feat, and going away ; one of them 
caught him by the mantle, and would have ftaid him. Hereupon the reft rofe 
and tumultuoufly flood about Sergius : and one of bis Lifeguard drew his fword! 
and killed the Moore that held him by the mantle: whereupon all being in an up* 
roar, the Lifeguard of Sergius kill'd all the Moores , five one; who feeing his I 
fellowcsflai^ftoleoutof the roome, and cot to his countrymen, telling tnem 
what happened j who ran to their camp,and with the reft came in Armes againft 
the Romans. HtctZeptu Magna Sergim and PuitntMy with their whole forces 
met them. The fight came prefently to handy blowcs, and the JW; were 
vifloriou. and flewmany, fackt their camp, and got a great booty, andabun. 
dance of womenand children, Afterward Tudtntius wasium by hisownraftud- 
venturing,,nd Serjius retired with the Array into Leftis Magna,k being grown 
dark. Shortly after tht hncathians cme with a greater preparation againft the i 
RtmMi ; Strgm went to Solemn hi. Unde, to defire that he would come hack 


againft thefc with a great Army - where he found Cjm his brother. The Moors 
the while overran %iacim, and fack't moft of the towns. Antalas alfo formerly 
ever faithful! to the Roman and therefore having the Government of the Moors 
m'Biucitim, was now turned enemy to Solomon, who had taken from him thole 
allowances the Emperour had afligned him, and killed his brother, for making a 
commotion in Btracim. So he willingly joyned in a league with thele Barbari¬ 
ans, and led them to Carthage againft Solomon : who advertized thereof marchl 
towards them; and finding them at TebeJIe, a City fix dayes journey from 
Carthage, he encamped his Army,, together with Ojm.and Serum .and Solemn 
the yonger, all fonsof Bacchus. He fent to thechietcsof the Ltucathian, (being 
afraid of their multitude) complaining of their taking arms, and invading be¬ 
ing yet in league with the Romani ; demanding a ratification of the peace-and 
promifing to take the ftrongeft oathes, to abolifh the memory of what they iiad 
done. 1 hey laugh at thele overtures, and faid j ‘ That doubtlelfe they would 
‘ fivear the Chriftians oath, which they call, the Goff,Is .- which Seroisu havinc 
‘ fworn, and then killed thofe who trufted him j they meant now to try by a bat- 
‘ tel,what power thofe oracles have againft men that forfwear them • that fobe- 
* ing confident in them, they may come to a treaty. 1 

Solomon, hearing this, prepared to fight j and the next day, meeting fomc 
enemies driving a great prey, he defeated them, and took it trom them The 
fouldicrs murmured becaufe he kept it to himfelf, not giving them die fpoiles of 
War: But he bad them ftay till the War was ended, and then every man Ihould 
have his (hare according to his defert. The Barbarians again urged to give battel 
But of the Romam, fomc were abfent, others went on with no heart; yetatlirft 
the fight was equal! j afterward, the Moors furmounting much in numbers the 
Romans ran away. Solomon with his company endured their Idiot a while ’then 
beingover prefixed; and at a torrent his horfe Humbling he fell. His Lifeguard 
fethi ,, up again but being in pain not able to hold his bridle, the Marians 
overtookand killed him, and many of his guard, Solomon being dead thus the 
Emperour gave the Government of Africk, to Sereins, who proved the dc- 
ftruftionof the Province. All were difeontented, the commander at his youth 
indifcretion, and infolence, and the impertinent affronts he did them wherein 
lie imployed his power, wealth, and the authority of his place - The Youldiers 
bccaule he was a coward; And the provincials, for all this and moreover for 
his unfatiablc love of their wives and EAatcs. 

Above all, phn, the fon of Sifinmehu, being an able fouldier, and of great 
reputation, was offended with his greatnefs, and extream ingratitude to himfelf 
So that neither he nor a man among them would draw their fwords againft the 
enemy. Almoft all the Moors followed Amatos, who had fent for Stottas out 
ot Mauritania. And Antalat then wrote this letter to the Emperour ‘ That I 
am the fervant of your Empire I deny not; But the Moors have been forced to 
, take ar t ms upon the bafe injuries done by Solomon, not to rife up in arms againft 
you but to refill an enemy; efpccially I from whom lie was not contented 
onely to take away my allowances, defigned by Belifarius , and by you given 
me but he hath killed my brother guiltleflejwe have now righted our fdves up¬ 
on himthat wrong’d us; and if you will have the ATmobfequiousfcrvants of

CHAP. XVII. 

T He brother of Sergim yong Solomon > was thought to have perifht with his 

. ^ an ? wa . s noc 00 ^ c a ^ ter ) m uch as by his brother. But he was 

taken pnfoner by the Moors s and being askt who hc was j he faid he was a 
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Vandal, and Have toS olomon, and that lie had a friend at Larihm y a Town there¬ 
about, named Pegaftis, a Phyfitian, who would pay his ranfome. The Moon un¬ 
der the Town-walls called tor 'Peg.i[us , and (hewing him Solomon , askt if he 
5 8 (• 1 5 | would redeem him; and for 50gold haters they delivered him to him. Being 
within, he flouted the Moors for beingcofened by a boy ; and told them how lie 
. was the brothers foil of Solomon. The Moors angry for having fo ealily Ictgoe 
j fuch a pawn, belieged Laribum to take Solomon. The befieged were afraid,wanting 
i provifions, and offered the Moors money to raife their fiege : which they acccpt- 
' cd, finding they (hould not force the Town, being not ufed to affaults; and not 
knowing the wants within; So the Leucathians went home; But Antalas made 
head again in Bjzacium ; having belides his Moors , Stotzas with fome few Ro¬ 
mans, and Vandals, Jobnthz fon cf Sifitmiolus , at the Africans opportunity, 
raifed forces and went againft them ; and lie appointed Himerius the 
Thracian , Commander of tfie fortes in Byzacium , to draw out his 
troops, and to joyn with him at Menepbe(is in Byzacium. But hearing the 
enemy to be there encamped, he wrote of it to Himerius , and to joyn u ith him 
in another place, that they might with joynt forces encounter the enemy* The 
hearers of the Letters going another way, met not Himerius- y who with his 
troops fell into the enemies hands • only Severianin a young man, the fon of 
Afatim a Phoenician , with his troop of liorfe, being 5 0. fought with the enemy, 
and held out,till preffed with multitude, they ran to a Caftle upon a hill, which 
was of no ffrengtli, and there yielded upon compofition to the enemy, who killed 
him not, nor any of the foldiers, but they took Himerius prifoncr, and bellowed 
all the foldiers on StotzM, upon their promife to ferve againft the Romans. Hi- 
minus they tlireatncd to kill if he performed not his promife: which was to de¬ 
liver to them the City of Adramettus ; and upon theproteftation of Ins true 
meaning, they went thither with him, being not far off. Him they font before 
with lome foldiers of Stotzas , dragging after them Moors bound ; Themfelvcs 
followed. They directed Himerius to tell the guards that John was victorious 
and would forthwith come with a multitude of Moors his prifoners; and that 
the gates being open, he fliould get in with his company. They did thus and 
the Adramettiant weic deceived, and let them in, notmiftrufting one wlm com¬ 
manded the whole forces in 'Bjzacium. They that entred with him (laidtlie 
guards from fliutting the gates, and received all the Moors into the City • which 
they fackt, and leaving a (mall Garifun, departed. Some prifoners afterward e» 
haped to Carthage , among whom was Himerius , and Severianin ; it bemo no 
hard matter to t un from Moors Many (laid willingly with Stotzas 
Shortly after one 7 W, a Pried, (fuch as overlee the lick) told fome principal 
men of Adramettus , that he would go to Carthage, and hoped to return with an 
ArmyOiordy , which he bad them he ready to receive in. They let him down 
the wall by cords. and he finding at fca-fidc a lifliuig Buffc, perfwaded the ow¬ 
ners with niony, and faded to Carthage. Where he acquainted Semta with the 
matter, and deiired fome forces to recover Adramettus. Serai,is liked it nor ha¬ 
ving not many foldiers in Carthage ; He deiired him to give him lome few 5’ and 
getting hut So. he put them aboard a number of Blips and boats, with many Ma¬ 
nners and Africans' wearing foldiers coats; and with this fleet failed to Adra- 
mtusi and being near it, fent word fecrctly to fome chief Citizens that Gw 
>ms, the Emperours Nephew, was newly come to Carthage , and had fent a good 
Army to the Adrametiians , in the confidence of which, he had them open one 
0 their gates. They did fo, and Paul with his company got in, killed the ene¬ 
my, and recovered thus Adrametws. The report of Gemanrn fpread as far as 
C artbagej and the Moors , and Stotzas followers at firft ran to the mmoff march¬ 
es or but hearing the truth, it vexed them to beufed thus bv the Adra- 

mctttaus f whom they had fpared; fo that every where they committed cruelties 
upon the /paring no age; the Country became wade, the Provinci-

CHAP. XVIII. ! 

I N the mean time the Emperour Tent into Africl^ with fome foldiers another 
General, Areobindus, a Senator, and a gallant man, but no foldicr. With him 
for Prefect of the Camp, he fent oAthanafi us, lately come out of Italy , and 
fome Armenians commanded by Artabanes and John y the fons of John , of the 
race of the Arfacides: Thefe, with the Armenians with them , lately revolted 
from the Perftans to the Romans . With Areobindus was his lifter, and his wife 
Projetta , daughter to Vigilantia, the E mperours filler, Juftinian did not call 
homeSf rgius, but divided the Generalfliip, the Province, and the Cohorts be¬ 
tween Areobindus and him. And him lie directed to make the war in Numidia, 
and Arcobindtu in Byzacium ; who arriving at Carthage , Sergius with his Army 
went into Numidia, And Areobindus hearing that Ant alas , and Stotzas Were 
encamped at Sicavenerca* three days journey from (farthage, fent John the fon of 
Sifinniolus againft them, with the choice of his Army , "and wrote to Sergius to 
joyn with John , and in one body to encounter the enemy. Sergius flighted the 
direction, and thebufinefs; fo rhat John witlia fmall power was forced to com¬ 
bat with innumerable enemies. Between him and Stotzas was an cverlafting ha¬ 
tred ; Their with had been to kill one another, and fo die. This bat el being 
ready to joyn, they both rode out againft each other. John (hot Stotzas in the 
groineon the right (ide, who having his deaths wound, fell upon the place, but 
died not inftantly ; His own men and the Moors fet him againft a tree ready to 
expire,and then they futioufly charged the Romans ,and exceeding them fo much 111 
numbers,eafily routed them.They Ivj,John then faid,that helhould die a pleafant 
death , lecing his wifli upon Stotzas accompliftied; and then his liorfe Humbling 
down a hill, threw him; and the enemy killed him driving to get up again, A 
man great in reputation and valor Stotzas being told of it, faid this only word and 
died,that now lie died with delight. John the Armenian was alfo (lain,having done 
very bravely. The Emperour advertifed of thedeatli of John, and troubled lor 
the great worth of the man, finding it alfo inconvenient to have two Generals, 
recalled S ergius, and fent him with forces into Italy ,and committed Africkyi[\o\- 
ly to Areobindus. Two months after Sergius departure, Cjontharis attempted to 
ufurp, being Commander of the Cohorts in Bfumidia, and there refiding. He 
dealt fecrctly with the Moors that they fliould invade £artbagc jand they fudden- 
ly with an Army levied out of Numidia and Byzacium, marcht thitherward; the 
Numidians led by Cmzinas and Jabdas , and the Byzacians by Antahu : With 
them was John , who was made General in the room of S totz.es, by the Roman 
mutiners, Ahobindus informed hereof, fent for Gontharis and other Captains 
to Carthage .• Artabanes alfo came to him with his Armenians . Gontharis being 
commanded by Areobindus to march in the van, and promifing much forward- 
nefs, fent to theencmicscampa Moor, his cook, to pretend himfclf a runaway, 
but to Antalas privatly to fay, that Gonthans would (hare with him in the dorni- 
nionof zAfrick. The cook performed accordingly ; an & Antalas, thoughglad 
at the motion, yetanfweredhim, That men do not execute great matters by 
cooks. Gontharis hearing this, fent to him Vlithens , one of his guard, whom lie 
mod truded, to entreat him to come as near Carthage as he could, and promi¬ 
fing to kill Areobindus. And Vlitheus (without the knowledge of the reft of the 
Moors) agrees that zAntalas (hall have the dominion of Byzacium , and half 
Areobindus wealth, and 1500 Roman foldiers • and that Gontharis (hall retain 
the title of Emperour, Carthage , and the reft of Africk. Having negotiated 
this, Cjontharis returned to the camp; the Romans being quartered before the 
walls, to guard the (everal gates of Carthage. The Barbarians made hade thither, 
encamped at Decimum) and the next day marcht forward. Some Romans fought 
( _^_. * H 2 with 
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with them unlookt for, and killed many; whom gontharis called in, rating them 
for putting the State into evident danger by unadvifed adventuring. In the mean 
time Awbindus praflifed alfoon that fide with Cut dm , who promifed him in 
the battel toturn againft Ami#, and the Moors of ‘Bjzacinm ; thus the Moors 
obferve no faith to others, nor among thenifelves. Ariobindus revealed the plot 
to gontharis , who defirous to dafli ir, advifed him not to cruft Cutdms without 
his font for hoftages. But Awbindus and Ctttdnas proceeded clofely in their de¬ 
fine ; and gontharis fecrc tly fending Vlithetts , acquainted Antalas with the de- 
figne j who neither charged (futdnas, nor made foeip ip have heard of his Trq- 
fon, nor yet revealed the plot between him and Gontharis. They both hated ot^e 
another, yet with thefe bad intents fought in company together, each againft Ids 
own friend. 


CHAP. XIX. 

B Ut Gontharis his intent was to kill Awbindut fecrctly in the battel , that he 
might not feem to intrude into the Empire;but rather that the foldiers, think¬ 
ing the treafonto beaded by others, might cgnftrain him to ufurp the dominion 
of Africk. To circumvent Awbindus , he counfels him to lead the whole Army 
the next day by fun-rifmg againft the enemy, who was now come near to Car - 
tbage* But Awbindus being backward and raw in foch bufmefles, delayed, and 
fpent moil of the day in fitting his arms about him, and other things for the fight; 
which he thus put off till the next day. gontharis fufpeded him purpofely to 
dally, as fencing the plot; and refolvcd openly to murder him, and fo to make 
himfelf King of Afrit k* His plot was, tgfet open the gate whereof he had the 
guard, and to hinder the flatting of it again by great Bones put between; and 
then to place armed men upon the battlements; himfelf Banding in the gate with 
his corfclet o,m This fie invented, not for the Moors reception into the City(who 
being folic tficmfelvcs, all men elfe; and good reafon, that a faithlefs man 
fhould cruft none, weighing others difpoiition by his own ) So that he did not 
hope that the Moors would truft him, and come within the walls; but that Am - 
bindtu being frighted, might run away to Conftant inop/e : and he lighted upon a 
right conceit, if a fudden ftprm had not (laid Awbindus ; who being informed 
of the plot, font for Atimajisft, and other principal men. Ambam , with two 
others,came to him, and adyifed him not to flirink at this preemption of Gontba* 
^,butinBantiy tp.folly, and fall to work befone further mifehief: But Anohin, 
das firB fent yhrc.das , one ojf his favorites, to Gontharis , to feel his refolution. 
Who brought him back word, that Gontharis avowed the ufurpation. Then he 
refolvcd togooutand fight with him. Gontharis in the mean time accufcd Am - 
binchts to the foldicrsfor a coward, * and that to detain their pay from them, his 
intent v as to fail away out at the Port of Mandracium with o/fthanafius , and 
‘ to leave the foldiers to perifh by famine and the Moors. He therefore demand- 
‘ f d, ‘f «t were their pleafurc to feize upon them both, His hope herein was,that 
cither Awbindus would run away at the tumult, or be taken and killed by the 
foldiers; and himfelf undertook to fatisfie their arrears. They embraced the 
counfel; And eAwbindus, with Artabanct, and their troops coming up to them, 
there was a fight at the battleme ts, and the gate where Gontharis ftood. The 
foldiers well afafted to the Emperour, making head from fcveral quarters, (the 
moft part continuing found, and not corrupted by gontharis ) had absolutely 
routed the mutiners ; but Awbindus aftonilht to fee rpen killed (a fight he was 
not ufed to) cowardly ran away. Within the walls of Carthage , by the fea-fide, 
is a Church of Monks, men who precilely exercife duties to God. This Church 
Solomon lately bad repaired, walled, and made a Brong Caftle of it: And hither 
cAmbindut fled, and fent fox his wife and lifter. Ambmr retired alfo, and the 
reBj miCmhtris having apab(olutevi%y, fcjjed, upon the palace with his 
loldiers, and put guards uppn the City gates, and the Haven. Hcfentfirft for 
—.- ■ — _ Atbanafint % 
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Athanafiw ; who toothed him, and feepied to like the adion wondcrouswefl: 
Then he fent the Bjlhop of the City, to will Awbindm. to come to the Palace 
Upon afluranccs of fafety; threading, |f he refufed, to pull him out, and kill 
him. The Biftiop, named Rcparatus, went, and by gontharis his direftion of- 
%ed to fwear that he fhould have no hurt, and told him what he threacned upon ! 
lii$refufall. Awbhtdut was afraid, and promifed, if the Bifopp at the celebra¬ 
tion of the holy Baptifine wpu|din gontharis his name by oath allure h.is feeujicy, j 
that he would gp with him. Tlfo the Bifoop did,- and Awb\nM without more j 
firuple went with him, having o,n a garment, called in latfoe Cafnla) not lit 1 
fer a Generali, nor a common foldiep, fon for a (lave rather. At the palace he 
took the Bible from the Bifoop,; and being brought to gontharis fine fell up.on |iis 
face, and lay fo a longtime, holding put |fis Application, and the Bible, and his 
little Con, newly made partaker of the holy Baptifine, at which the BiBiop had 
fworn his fafety. Gontharis faded him with much adoe ; he conjuring him by all 
that is holy,to tell him if his life were fafe. (jontharu bad hiprbe pf courage; for 
the ncKtj day lie fhould go from Canhage fafe, with his wife and goods. Then 
ho difmifled the Bilhop, and invited Awbindus and Atbannfiiss to fifo with him 
in the Palace. At fuppec he honoured Awbindus, placing him on his 1 ight hand 
upon the couch, After fupper he wo,old not let him go, forcing him to lie in a 
Chamber alone whither he fent Vliihens and fome others, who after his much 
crying and wailing, and words to move pitty, killed him. Athanaftus they 
fpared, defpiling his age. The next day gontharis fent Awbindus his lifcad to 
t/fmal.tf, but kept his goods, and the 1500 foldiers. At which Ant alas chafed ; 
and it troubled him to fee how Gontharis had forfworc himfelf to Awbindus his 
friend, fo that he could not think he (hould ever keep faith to himfelf, or any. 
After much debate, he refoived to lubmit to the Emperour, and fo marcht away. 

He then fent to Marcentius, Commander of the Horfe in 'Bjiacim (who was 
fled into an Bland J acquainted him with the bulinefs, and upon afllirances got 
him to come to him. So Marcentius was with Antalat ; and the foldiers of 
Byzacium, true to the Emperour, guarded, yldrarnettus. The mutiners of Stotzas 
about iooo men, were led by John to Gontharis, who gladly received them. Of 
them were 500 Bonsans, and 80. Htsnnrs ; the reft were Sandals. 

Ar tab ants, upon afllirances came to the Palace with his Armenians, profefling 
his fervid 1 to the ufurper. But clofely he plotted his death, conlulcing with Gre¬ 
gorius, his Nephew, and Artafiris, one of his guard, Gregtrim , to egge him 
on, told him, 4 That lie had now foe means to gain the glory of 'Belifarius, nay 
4 to exceed it. He, with a gallant Army, a huge treafure, with many Com¬ 
manders and Counfellors; with a Fleet of ftiips (the like whereof this age had 

* not heard of) with Bore of horfe and arms, and with a preparation fitting 
‘ the Roman Empire, had recovered Africk, All which was now fo caB away,as 
1 if none of ic had ever been; and that the Romans from Belifarius his viflory 
‘ were fallen to be abufed in their perfons, and robbed of their goods. But that 
‘ it was onely in his fpiric, wit, and fword now, to recover all this to the Em- 
1 perour. He had him confider, how he was of the race of the Arfacides . and 
‘think how men nobly born muB be every where valiant. Being a youth, he 
‘flew Acacitts, Govcrnourof Armenia, and Sittas the Generali; and thereby 
‘was made known to King Chofroes , and made war for him againft the Romans : 

* that being fuch a perfon, he ought not now to abandon the Roman Empire thus 
4 to a drunken dog, but to make it appear, that his former aftions proceeded 
‘ from true noblenefs and valour: that himfelf, and Artafiris would ferve his 
‘commands therein. Thus Gregorius incenfed Artabann againft the Tyrant. 


CHAP. XX. 

W Ho in the mean time removed the wife and lifter of Attobindus frpm the 
Caftle, to a houff where th?y had competent provifions, and had no dis¬ 
honour 
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honournor conftraint ufed to them, lave onely that Trojefta was made to write 
to the Emperour her Uncle • That Gontbaris ufed her with all due refpeft, and 
was clear of her husbands murther, committed by Vlithem without his allow¬ 
ance. Gontbaris M this upon the advifeof Pafiphilm i a chief mutiner inJ Bjzacium, 
and his principall afliftant in this ufurpation ; who alleadged, that by thus doing! 
the Emperour might give him the Lady to wife, which would bring him much' 
wealth. Gontbaris alfo commanded Ambanes to lead the Army againft Antalas 
and the Moors of "BpaciumtC ut^inas was fallen from Antalas, and joyned with 
Gontham and had given him his mother and children forhoftagcs. <t Ambanes 
marcht dire&ly againft Antalas , with fobn Captain of Stotias mutiners . and 
Vlithem with the Moors under fmiiMf. They Adramttm, where¬ 
about they found the enemy, and encamped a little diftant. The next day John 
and Vlitbm (laid with part of the Army; and Ambanes and Cutimt with the 
reft drew out againft the enemy. But Antal* and hit Moon flood them not, 
but ran away; And Ambanes with a willing cowardize turned about his cnligrt 
fuddainly, and rode back: whom Vlitbm would have killed at his coming • but 
he excufed it upon his fear, left Marc mm with aids from Adramettm 
might diftreffe them, and that it were fit that Gontbaris fhould oppofc the enemy 
with his whole Army. Ambanes hereupon thought firfl to joynwitlt the Em- 
perours Army at Adramettns . but upon better advife herefoived to kill Gontbaris 
and fo rid the Emperour and Africkjxm trouble. Returning therefore to Car * 
thage ,he told the Tyrant the necelfity of a greater Army ; who after confuting 
with ‘Pafipbilm, armed the whole forces, and purpofed to lead them himfelf 
leaving agarrifoninC4r/%. And every day he killed fome upon caufelefle 
jealoufics. He inftrutfed Pafipbilm (to whom lie left the guard of Carthage) to 
murder all th ^Greeks ; and having fet all in order, he thought good to feaft his 
friends,being the next day to depart. His feaft was in a room where three couches 
flood ever ready; upon the uppermoft himfelf fate, with tAthanafm, and 
Ambanes, and fomeofGontharis favourites, and Tenr ^Thracian, formerly of 
the guard to Solomon. At both the other couches were the beft men of the Van¬ 
dals : U»,the captain of Stouas mutiners,was feafled by Tafiphihu, and the reft 
feveraily by Gontbaris friends .* Ambanes when he was invited, rcfolved it for a 
fit opportunity to kill the Tyrant, and to execute his defigne. He acquainted 
Gregorius and Amfiris therewith,and three other of liis’guard * thefe he dialed 
to get in with their fwords (the faftiion being, while the Commanders feaft for 
their guard to ftand behind them) and when they fee their time,to fall to work 
fuddainly, and Am r ns to begin. Gregorius he inftru&d to bring many of their 
'tthnutft Armenians to the Palace onely with fwords (it not being Jawfull toat- 
tend their Commanders in a City with other weapons ,) and leaving them in the 
utter Court,to go in with the guard, And they to pretend thcmlelvcs jealous left 
Qontbans had invited Ambanes for no good, and todefirc to ftand among 
Gontbaris guards to guard their Captain. And then in fport,to catch the others 
ihiclds, and to toftethem, and play with them, and when they heard the erv 
within, to put oncheihiclds and runin. This direflion of Ambanes Gmorius 
put in execution j and Artafiris had this devife alfo. He cut arrow/es in two and 
the pieces he thruft in round about his left arm to his elbow: tying them with 
whip-cord.and covering all with the Ileeve of his coat. that he might take any 
blow made at him upon his arme, and fo caufe it to glaunce down the wood of 
the arrowes from off the body .To Artabants alfo he fpakc thus. 1 1 will undertake 
this without the leaft fear, and I hope with this fword to pierce Gontbaris. The 
‘ fuccefte I know not, whither God offended with the Tyrant wilbflift me or, 
to ouniflt mvfins.croftemr. Tf Urtii fw lilm tint __I.J I 



A ™ ndvmginusiaia, ne went with 

Cmmut and one ofilie guard, and ftood behind Ambam. The reft ftaid with 
t e Ruards without™! did as they were direfled. Amf.ru at the beginning of 
tjie feaft would have done it, and had his hand upon his cimiter. m Grit trim 
ftopt him,faying in the Amman tongue; that Gmharii was yet himfelf not 
having drunk much wine. ‘0 the brave fpirit in me you fupprelfe now? 

-—___ quotfi 
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I quoth Amfiris* The drink proceeding, and Gontbaris being well dremlir, 
and grown bountifull, gave of his meats to the guard , which they went out to 
cat, leaving Vlitbeus, and two other of the guard by Gontbaris. Artafiris went 
out for company ; and having a conceit that fomething might hinder the draw¬ 
ing his Cimiter, being without, he lliptoff his fcabbard; and with his fword na¬ 
ked under his mantle, he ftept fuddenly to Gontbaris , as to fay fomething in pri¬ 
vate. A rtabanes feeing him,his heart boyled, and falling into a deep muling, he 
flicked his head,and changed his colour, Teeming wrapt with thegreatnefsof the 
aftion. Peter rnarkt it, and perceived the bufinels: but loving the Emperour, he 
liked it well, and fo made no difeovery. 

Artaftris being come near to Gontbaris , one of the waiters thruft him off, and 
perceiving his naked fword , cryed out, what’s this my friends > Gontham trol¬ 
ling his hand over his own right Ihouldcr, turned about to look at him. In the 
doing whereof Artaftris ftruck him with his fword, and cut oil part of his head, 
and his lingers, Peter crycd out to Artafms to kill the witkedeft of all men. 

Arubanes feeing theTyrant down, and fitting next him , with a broad knife he 
had hanging at his tide, thruft him into the left lide up to the haft, and there left 
it: Gontbaris ftrove to rife; but fell, the wound being mortal, Vlithem made a 
blow to have cleft Amfiris head: but he held up Ins left arm, and had the bene¬ 
fit of his own wit at his moll need .* for the Iword loling the vigour upon thofc 
arrows about his arm, he had no hurt, but he killed Vlithem Peter and lArtaba - 
tics took up the 1 words of (jontharis and Vlithem , and killed the other two of the 
guard. The Armenians who ftood without with the guards, hearing the trie 
and tumult, fnatcht up the ftiields according to their plot, and ran to the other 
couches, where they llcw the Vandals , and Gontbaris favorites. Ambanes char¬ 
ged Aihamfim openly, to look to the treafurcs of the Palace, all being there 
which Areubindns left. The guards without hearing of the Tyrants death, joyn¬ 
ed prefently with the Armenians , having been moft of Arcobindns retinue. And 
with one voice, they all cryed, Emperour victorious 1 which growing 
very loud from Inch a multitude, reacht to moft parts of the City. Such as 
were well affcCted to the Emperour, brake into the mutiners lodgings, and killed 
them, being allecp or eating, or amazed with the terror of it; and among them, 

Tafiphiltts. John the mutiner, and fome Vandals, fled to the Church; whom A>•- 
tabanes took out upon aflurances, and fent them to Ctnftantinople ; and having 
recovered the City lbr the Emperour, lie made it iafe. This killing of the Ty¬ 
rant, was the 35 day of his ufurpation, in the 19 year of Jitftinians reign. And 
for this fervice A rtabanes got a great renown: Projetta , A reobindus widow, gave ^-dan. 5.;$, 

him a great prefent; and the Emperour made him General of A/nV^ Not long l5 " 
after, at the entreaty of A rtabanes, he fent for him home, and made John , the 
brother of Pappus , General. Who immediately fought with A ntalas, and the 
Moors of 'B)^aeium , and defeated them, killing many, and recovering all the 
Enfigncs taken at the killingof Solomon ,which he fent to the Emperour. All 0- 
tlier Moors he drave as far as he could from the Roman dominion. But afterward 
the Lmcatbiam coming from Tripoli's into Ejzacium , with a great Army, and 
joymtig with Ant alas ; John met them, and was beaten, with the lofs of many, 
and lied' to Laribum . Trie enemy then over-ran A and did much niifchief, 
even to the gates of (fartbage. John quickly rallied the foldiers remaining, and 
drew Cut limit, and other Moors to his aid; and in a battel with the enemy, over¬ 
threw them beyond expeftation,and killed numbers of them in the execution, as 
they fled in confufion. The reft efcaped to the uttermoft marches of Africk- 
And fo at length the Africans who were left, being few, and very poor, with 
much adoe obtained fome quietnefs. 
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CHAP. I. 


HUS were the Romano Affayresin A\frick. But I proceed 
to the Got hie Warre; Eirft, touching in a word what 
happened to the Goths and Italians before this Warre. 
When Zeno was Enipcrour of Conjtantmfle , Augttftus 
hejd the Wclternc Dominion, whom by a diminitive, the 
Romans called Attgujltiltts , beeaufe he received the Em¬ 
pire being yet a Boy, which his Father Oreftcs , a very 
wife m in, did adininiltcr. The %tmns fomerime before 
had ilrawnc to their ayde Syrians and Alans } and other 
Gothicli Nations; from whence they icame to fit flier thofc things from Alancm, 
and Attain formerly related. As the Barbarians grew ftrong, the Roman Souldi- 
ers were under-valued; and by thefe New-comers under colour of ayds, they were 
tir nny/cd, and forced impudently to many things •. And in Conclufion they 
demanded o fore fees all the Lands in Italy to be divided, and to have a third part 
allotted them, and refilling to do it, they killed him. There was among them one 
Odoacer , one of the I.ifc-guaril to the Hmperour, who promifed to fatisfie their de¬ 
mands, if they would place him in the Government: f fo liee ufurped , 
permitting the Emperour to live Hill a private man, without other harme : Hee 
gave the third put of the Lands to the Barbarians , and fo made them fure Ins own , 
and eflabliflied his Tyranny for ten ycarqs together.; About the fame time the Goths , 
planted in Thrace by the Emperour, rcbelleTagainft,the Romans under Thcodorictss , 
al’atritian, and advanced in Conftantiuople to the Cohfullfliip *. Aw, skilfull at a 
prefent accommodatioi^advifed Tkodmcns to go into Italy , to fight with Odoaccr , 
and to get for himfclf and the (lotln-s the Dominion of the Well; it being better for 
him (being a Senator) to beat out the Tyrant, and-raign in Rome and Italy, 
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then to runne a hazard by contending with the Emperour. Thcodorkm liked his! 
Counfell and went into Italy with all the Goths , putting their Wives and Children ! 
in Waggons, rind all the Goods they could carry .They could not croffe the jo» m 
Gulfc, wanting Chips, but compaffed the Gulfe,and paffed by the TauUnlms, and 
other Nations. Odoacer and his people oppofed them, and were beaten in many Rat- 
tells: then they (hut themCelves up in Ravenna with their Prince,and in other itrong j 
Towns. All the Townes the Goths took in by Siege, fave the Caftle of Capa, about' 
thirty feyen miles diftant from Ravenna, and IUvcnna it felfe, where Odoactr was • 1 
which they could not get by Force nor Compofition. It is feituate in an open- 
Champian, at the bottome orth zfonian gulfe, diftant only a quarter of a mile from 
the Sea. Ravenna is hard of accede for an Army by Sea or Land • no fliips can land 
upon the ihore,byreafonofa (helve of almoft foure miles lying before it, which, 
keepes the Sayler far from the Coaft, though it feem ncer at firit. Neither is it ap¬ 
proachable by an Army of Foot,by reafon of the River Rce y (by fome called Eri- 
dantts) which defeends from the mountaincs of (jault; and of other navigable Ri¬ 
vers and Lakes, com palling the City with waters, where happens a dayly wonder.- 
The Tea each morning rifes a dayes journey into the Land, and makes it navigable • : 
and atevening draws home her waters, and fpoyles the paflage. Such as are to im¬ 
port to the City Merchandize, or to export the fame, towc their (hips to the place 
where the water ufes to make a Palfagc, and there ftay for a Floudj which coming, 
by little and little they flodit their VefTells^nd fteere away. 

This happens all along ttiat coaft to tsl<\uileia y but not alwayes alike: when the 
Light ofthe moon is little, the tyde is weak, and after the full halfe moon to the o- 
ther, the courfe of the floud is Itronger. 

Rut Theodor icf and the 6V/.;/ fpent three yearcs in the Siege of Ravenna , and 
were wearied with it, aAvell m odoacer and his men, who were alfo preft with wants: 
So that by the mediation of the Bifhop of Ravenna, they came to an accord that 
Thcodork^ and Odoacer fliould remainc in Ravenna upon equall tearmes. This for 
a while was obferved; but Theodoricl^ (as he fayd) finding him plotting againft 
him, invited him toa Fcaft, and killed him; and gaining lo the 'Barbarian Enemyes 
furviving, he had the foie Dominion of the Goths and Italians. He did not affume 
the Habit,or Style of Emperour ofthe Romans, but continued the namcofife.v as 
the Barbarians call their Rulers. In the government of his Subjefts he had all the 
Ornaments ofa trueKing; being zealops of Jufticc, and maintaining tlic Lawes- 
guarding alfo the Province from the Neighbouring Barbarians, and attaining to a 
gfeat heignth ofwifdome and valour. He never did Injury to bis Subictts nor 
fuffered others, that praftifed fuch things: Onely he diftributed to the Goths the 
Lands by Odoactr allotted for his Partizans. So that be was in repute an Ufurper- 
but in Efrea ri 'true Prince, no leffe then thofe, who have fucceflivclv beene graced 
with that Dignity. The Goths and Italians loved him exceedingly, and not accor¬ 
ding to^ordinaryHumour; forinStates, men havefeverall Lnclinations and 
wlule things are as they would have them, they are pleafedwith the prefen c’Go¬ 
vernment ; but if otherwife, they arc male-content. F 


CHAP. II. 

T HW^baving raigned thirty feven yearcs, died,being growen terrible to bis 

his Suhicds ' ofifShwi 

and hisSon in Law, Beef ins, ancient noble men and chclfe of 
the Senate, having been C’onfulls, and both being Pliilofonhers iiiftmrn and 
great ReheveVs ofthe poore, had many bitter envyers; by wliofefalfe accufuions

clothes to be layd on hint i And afterward be revpahjd all to Elfidius his Phylitian, 
lamenting the nnne he had done againft Symmaclms and Bourns; and foonc after 
dyed. This was the iirft, and laft wrong he ever did his Subjects, in pronouncing 
fentence thus againft men without Examination f Atalaricf y his Daughters Sonne, Am Domini , 
fucceeded, bijmg eight yearcs of age, and bred with his Mother oAmalafuntha , his $ * *. 

Father being dead alio. Not long after j htftmw received the Empire in fonfantir 
mle, and %4malafttntha governed as her Sonnes Guardian, being Wife, juft, and 
ota very manly nature, She never, during her Government, Fayd corporal! pti- 
nilhment, or fine upon any \owane y nor gave way to th cGoths longing to do them 

a es. She reftoved to the Children of Symmdcbtts. and Batins the|r Eftates; and 
sfired to forme her Son in his manner of living like to the Roman Princes. Slice 
caufed him to frequent the Grammar Schoole, and chofe three difcrcet, moderate 
men of the Gothitk Nation to accompany him. This the Goths mifliked, and defi¬ 
ring to wrong the Suhjefts, would haye/iim bred more according to the Barbarian 
way. The Mother once taking her Sonne, jh fome dif- order in the Bed-chamber, 
jlrake him; and he weeping, went out into the great Chamber, where fome Goths 
feeing him, made a great matter of it, and raylpd upon lAmalaftmtha , that fhcc 
made liafte to be rid of the youth, and marrying fqme ma^.with him to r'aigne over 
4 the Goths and Italians.kwh their principall men alTembfing, complained; that their 
‘King was ill bred, and not as was fit for him; that Learning is oppofitc to Va- 
f lour; that this fchooling by old men produces commonly cowardly and low fpirits, 

‘and that whofoever will prove daring, and a man of Reputation, muftbe remo¬ 
ved from feareofSchoole Mafters, and imploy his Study in Armes. Theodoricf 
* (they fayd ) fuffered not the Goths to fend their Sonnes to the G rammer fchoole; 

‘albdging that ifithey were feafoned once with the feare of a Feruler, they would 
1 nevqr defpife a Sword, nor a Lance. They befought the Queene to confidcr, how 
‘ Tlmdorcil gained large Provinces, and a Kingdome to vyhich he had no right, and 
‘ was dead without knowing his Letters; and therefore to difmilfe thofe pedagogues, 

‘ and to give Atalaricl^ Companions of his own Age, who growing up with nini, 

4 might incite him to governs according to the Barbarian Lawes. Amalafstntha ap¬ 
proved not thefe reafons, but fearing Treafon, (bee feemed pleafed with the dif- 
courfe, and yeilded to their demands. The old men left oAtalarkl^, and Youths 
were bred up 4 with him, having fome fmall advantage of yeares above him: 
who when he was come to yeares, provoking him to Dnnke, and Vy.omen, 
made him' cxtreamly ill-conditioned, and fo foolilh, as to be difobedient to bis 
Mother; nay to defeatheri, jnaFaftionof Barbarians , who impudently com¬ 
manded her to retyre from Court. But AfbtIa[nnthafcm$t\ot their Fa&ion, nor 
womanlike foftned her Refplution, butiwiththcMajeftyof a Prince Ihce picktout 
three of moft Account, and moft faulty, and.confined them fingte, and far afun- 
drr, to the remote!! parts w,Italy, They were reported to be impioyed in guarding 
the Marches againft the Enmoy; but they continued ftili correfpondcnce with their 
Freinds and Kinfincn, Qndftttfltin flock* to them , and the confpiracy grew ripe: • 

Which (heenot able to ftand againft* Owe fdofto fuftMn 0 .iringhim to be plea-; 
fed, that Amalafstntha the Daughlft of. nWadmd^ might repay re to him, (liee 
minding inftantly to quit Italy. The Emperour was glad ofthe news,bade.her come, 
and direfted tluc fayreft Houfein BfidammsXQ be made ready for her to lodge in, 
and having ftayed there what time ike pleafed, to be convoyed to Gonfiantinople. 

,Wlien Amahfmha underftood this, ike,chofe fome Goths, valiant, and men 
i moft inward with her, and Cent them to kill thofe three cheifies ofthe Mutiny.. And 
ihee put a board a ftiip f four hundred Centenaries of Gold, ahd much otlier .Wealth, A 
under the charge of fome of krmoft .confidents, whom ihee commanded to fayle X ^ 000 J^ 
to Epidanms, and to lye at Anchor in the harbour, without unlhipping.any thing 
till Ike fent direction. This (bee did, purpofing if thofeeliree wei'c Executed, to 
ftay and remand thefhip, fearing then no Enemyes; butif any of tjiem , 

tO'flv into the Emperours Dominions, there being no found hope at home. Such 
washer Rdbltttion: And her Minifters with the Treafure came into EfUattyus y 
obferving her direftions. But Ik quickly (.thofe Executions* being difpatcht) cal¬ 
led back the (fiip, and remaining at Ravenna , fortified her Government. Among j 
the Goths was one Thcodattu, Sonne unto A$ialafrida y the Sifter of Thoodoricf, 
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then to runne a hazard by contending with the Emperour. Theodoriew liked his 
Counfell and went into Italy with all the Cloths , putting their Wives and Children 
in Waggons, and all the Goods they could carry .They could notcrotfe the r foniau 
Gulfe, wanting (hips, but comparted the Guile,and parted by the Tanlanlms, and 
other Nations. Odoacer and his people oppofed them, and were beaten in many Bat- 
tells: then they fluit thcmCelves up in Ravenna with their Prince,and in oilier (hong 
Towns. All the Townes the GW;/ took in by Siege, favc theCaftle oabout- 
thirty feven miles diftant from Ravenna , and Ravenna it felfe, where Odoacer was • 
which they could not get by Force nor Compofition. It is fcituate in an open ! 
Champian, at the bottome orthe fotiian gulfe, diftant only a quarter of a mile from 
the Sea. Rmmnt is hard of acceffe for an Army by Sea or Land; no fltips can land 
upontlicfliore,byreafonofalklveof almoft foure miles lying before it, which 
keepes the Sayler far from the Coaft, though it feem ncer at full. Neither is it ap- 
proachableby an Army of Loot,byreafonofche River /V, (by feme called Eri- 
datms) which defeends from the motintaines of and oTotlicr navigable Ri¬ 
vers and Lakes, comparting the City with waters, where happens a dayly wonder. 
The fea each morning rifes a dayes journey into the Land, and makes it navigable • 
and atevening draws home her waters, and fpoyles the palTage. Such as are to im¬ 
port to the City Merchandize, or to export the fame, towe their lhip9 to the place 
where the water ufes to make a PalTage, and there Hay for a Floud; which coining, 
by little and little they float their Veflells,and ftcerc away. 

This happens all along that court to tAejuileia^ but not alwayes alike: when the 
Light of the moon is little, the tyde is weak, and after the full lialfc moon to the o- 
ther, the courfe of the fioud is itrongcr. 

But Theodor ic!^ and the Goths fpent three yeares in the Siege of Ravenna and 
were wearied with it, afwell as odoacer and his men, who were alfo prelt with wants: 
So that by the mediation of the Bifliop of Ravenna, they came to an accord, that 
TheodorOdoacer rtiould remaine in Ravenna upon cquall tearmes. This for 
a while was obferved; but Theodoricf (as he fayd) finding him plotting againll 
him, invited him to a Fealt, and killed him; and gaining lo the ‘Barbarian Enemycs 
furviving, he had the foie Dominion of the GW;/and//W./;;/.. He did not alfume 
the Habit,or Style of Emperour of the Romans, but continued the name d Rex as 
the ‘Barbarians call their Rulers. In the government of his Subjefts he had all the 
Ornaments ofa true King; being zealous of Jullice, and maintaining the Lawes- 
guarding alfo the Province from the Neighbouring Barbarians, and attaining to a 
gleat heightliofwifdoincand valour. He never did Injury to his Subjects, nor 
fufferedothers, thatpraftifedliich things; Oncly hcdiftributedtotheGW;/ the 
Lands by odoactr allotted for his Partizans. So that he was in repute an Ufurper- 
b ut in Eflfed a true Prince, no lefle then thofc, who have fuccertively beene graced 
with that Dignity. The Goths and Italians loved him exceedingly, and not accor¬ 
ding to the ordinary Humour; for in States, men have feverall Inclinations and 
while things are as they would have them, they are pleafed with the prefent’ Go¬ 
vernment; bntifotherwife, they arc male-content.

Father being dead alfo. Not long after /ujlinian received the Empire in Conjlanti- j 
noplc, and ^Amalajuntha governed as her Sonnes Guardian, being Wife, juft, and j 
Ota very manly nature. She never, during her Government, layd corporall pu- i 
nilhment, or hue upon any \omm^ nor gave way to the GW;/ longing to do them j 

a es. She relieved to the Children of Rymmachus and Ike tins their Ellates - and 
Tired to forme her Son in his manner ofliving like to the Roman Princes. Shee 
caufed him to frequent the Grammar Schoole, and chofe three difereet, moderate 
men oftheGothick Nation to accompany him. This the Goths milliked, and deli- 
ring to wrong the Subjects, would have, him bred more according to the Barbarian 
way. The Mother once taking her Sonne in fome dif- order in the Bed-chamber, 
ftrakc him; and he weeping, went, out into the great Chamber, where fome Goths 
feeing him, made a great nutter of it, and rayled upon <• Amalafuntlm , that rtiee 
made liafte to be rid of the youth, and marrying fqmc man ? with him to raigne over j 
1 the Goths and Italians Au<\ their principall men aifembfing, complained; that their 
( King was ill bred, and not as was fit for him; that Learning is oppofite to Va- 
‘ lour; that this fchooling by old men produces commonly cowardly and low fpirits, 

‘ and that whofoever will prove daring, and a man of Reputation, muft be remo- 
‘ ved from fearc of Schoole Mailers, and imploy his Study irt Armes. Theodor ici^ 

‘ (they fayd ) fuffered not the Goths to fend their Sonnes to the Grammer fchoole; 

1 alleadging that ifithey were fcafoned once with the fcare ofa Fcruler, they wou|d 
1 nevqr delpife a Sword, nor a Lance. They befought the Queene to confider^iow 
‘ Theodorcik gained large Provinces, arid a Kingdome to which he had no right, and 
‘ was dead without knowing bis Letters; and therefore to difmiffe thofe Pedagogues, 

‘ and to give Atalarichj Companions of his own Age, who growing up with nim, 

‘ might Incite him to governe according to the Barbarian Lawes. Amalafuntha ap¬ 
proved not tliefe reafons, but fearing Treafon, ftiee feemed pleafed with the dif- 
coiirfe, andyeilded to their demands. The old men left cAtaland^, and Youths 
were bred up 4 with him, haying fome fmall advantage of yeares above him: 
who when he was come to yeares, provoking him to Drmke, and Women, 
made him’ extrcamly ill-conditioned, and fo toolifh, as to be difobedient to his 
Mother; nay to defect hen, in a Ta&ion of Barbarians , who impudently com¬ 
manded her to retyre from Gourt. But AtHalafnntha feared not their Fa&ion, nor 
womanlike foftned her Refolution, hut with the Majefty of a Prince (hee picktout ; 
three of moll Account, and proft faulty, and confined them (ingle, and far afun- I 
der, to the remoteft parts cfjtalj, They were reported to be imployed in guarding ' 
the Marches againll the Enemy; but they continued Hill corrcfpondcnce with their I 
Freinds and Kinfmen, and nllmen flockt to them, and the conspiracy grew ripe: • j 
Which flwe not able to Hand againll, (hee fco&o juJHmm, .dellring him to be plea- 
fed, that Amlafantha the Daughtirof• Tlmrncl^ mightrepayreto him, rtiee j 
minding inftantiy to quit Italy. The Emperour was glad of the news,bade.her come, i 
and directed the faytell Houfe in Epidamnns to be made ready for her to lodge in, 
and having Hayed there what time ike pleafed, to be convoyed to Gonfiantinoplc.

preflion fought to fpoyJc the owners of thole remaining: it was an Aillidion to 
Thcodatw to have Neighbours. Amalafmtki endeavoured to curbc this humour in 
him, which made him very fpitefuil againftherj And he plotted to deliver Tufan 
to the Emperour for a great l'ummc of Money, and to be made a Senarour, and to 
remain at Cofiwtiuoplc. In the mean time came Ambaffadors from Conpmimle to 
the Bifhop of Rome , Hyp.um Bifhop of Epheftts, and Demetrius , Bifhop of Philippi 
in Macedonia, about points which Chriftians of differed opinions difpute among 
thcmfclvcs. The qucttionsl know, but will not recite ; To fearch what the nature of 
God is, I hold to be a frantick arrogance; humane things are not to man exactly 
comprehcnfible, much lefle things pertayning to the nature of God: Let me there¬ 
fore be filent without danger, onely by my not mif-bclciving that which in God is 
honoured. Lor let Prcifts or private men fpeake as they are perfwaded, I can fay no 
other t hing concerning God, hut that he is abfolutely good, and hath all things in 
Ins power. But Theodutns, meeting privately with thefe Ambaffadors, gave them 
order to acquaint the Emperour with the plot 1 mentioned before. 


CHAP. HI. 

TN the mean time AuUrkk fell into a Confumption with his exccffivc pluttony 
Iwluch much dnlLuheJ/*«/„/,who had no confidence in her Sonne, beiig 
runiie mto fo much folly; nor if he dyed could fliee thinkc her fife lafe, having ol- 
fended the pnnapall Goth,.

Thus 
JmalaJnWM wrote publickly, but in-private promifed to deliver to the Em¬ 
perour; to whom the Ambaffadors at their Return to Co»fta»twoj>le related all; 
Jlexatlder concerning AmAlnjunties Refolution; and Demetrius and Hyputius , I 
what they had in truft from Tbeohtus, fmd how having great power in tufeany, and-! 
being Lord of a large Conntrey,he could cafily perforate bis promife$. ; The Empe¬ 
rour being Overjoyed with it, lent forthwith into Italy, 7Yw,an Illyrian by Race, 
but borne \tiThi$ahHic4, and an Oratour in Couftmimblc, a wife ,mtlde ntan, and 
of great ability toperfwadei /In the mean time the Tufms accufed Theodaius to 
Amlafuntba for his oppreflions • and for intruding not onely into the Lands of, 
cofnmon peffons, but into fheRoyalt demeans, called Vatrimonium. Amalafw- 
tbt called him to his anfwcr, and upon expreffe conviftion , compelled him to re- 
ftore his unlawful! Intrufions y which infinitely offended Theodatus, ’ and made him 
her Enemy, be/ng vexed that hee could not ufe his finne of opprefiion. About the 
fame time Atalmck^ dyed Ofhls confumption, having raigned eight yeats. And 
-Amdifuntb(t (ordaynedforhmifeheifej without confide m^Theodatus nature, 
uor her late proceedingagairflthini, imagined by fome extraordinary good Turne', 
to oblige him from hurting her. Slie fent for him, and to appeafe him, told him;; 

♦‘ That foe had long forefeene her Sonnes end , by the dayly wafting of his Eddy, 

♦I and the opinion of the Phyfitians* that foe found the Goths and It alms inclined 
“to him, being of TbcMm blood; Thacfoee endeavored therefore to purge, 
him of afpcrlions, which might hinder his falling to the KingdoniO ; thad foeei 
'‘wasalfo troubledin thepo'int of Juftice, ifmen wrong’d foonld complaynti, fo 
‘‘have none to make/their cafes knowric to, but to have their AdvOlfiry their Lord. 

“ But sow being-dear, foeeinvited him to the Kingdom: frit they muft binde theni- 
41 fdves by folemne oatheS, for him to continue the name of* King, and her felfe to 
“continue her former power. Tbeodatus fwore what foee pleafed, with a falfe 
Intent, ■ remembring liow foee had ufed him formerly. Thus Amrilafuntba, decCaved. 
byherowneCouniells, f placed in the government, and fent fomeGVfc;

CHAP. IV. 

T Ucodatsis being in poffeflion of the Kingdome,did quite contrary to her hopes, 
and his own Ingagements. He drew to him many prindpall Goths , kinfmen to 
fuch as foee had,put to death; fome of Atmlaftwtbfs party he fuddenly killed, and 
put her felfe in fate cuftody ilva ftrorig caftlc in an Iflanfl Upon the Lake of Vulfnius in j 
Tufcany. But fearing that the Emperqur might be offended at it, (asindeedhewas)| 
ho fent Liberia s andO^/fo>two Senators of Row, and others to make liis Excufes,, 
andtoaffurethe Emperour., that Amalafmtba had noharme, thougli foec had 
done him extreame Injury formerly. This lie wrote to the Emperour v andl made 
AwUfmba write as much. The Emperour,in the meane time had inUuft«d Peter] 
to get private fpeech with Theodatas , and to give his Oath to conceal foe negotia -1 
tion, and fo to make Tafcany lure; to dealo likewife with Amalafwtht, arid-to 
conclude for all Italy, but publickly to pretend his AmbafTage for lilyltew , arid 1 
the reft before mentioned, for of tlie death ot Atalaricl L, or fuccefroriof Tbcmi' 
W, or of the Fortune of Amalafamha , the Emperour had not yet hear d. Peter. 
upon the way met Amalafanthat Ambaffadors, and heard of the Succcfoon of Tk- 
oiuits. Shortly after at Appoliom upon the ( fhmi gulfe he met with 
Opilio ; and Was informed pf all the paffages. He advertised the Emperour^td ftiy- 
ed thcrciVVho thereupon intending to inibroyle Theedatas and the Gctbs.mo te Let- 
KtfnQtsfmaUfmba, ofhis Refolution to take her part, and fent iriftruftions to 
Pet& to proieffc die fame openly to Theodatusi and all the Gotbs) WboftAmbaf j , 

fadors ! 
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fadors bejngarrived at Confldntinyk , Libems, who was a very honeft man, arid 
careSullto fpeake no untruth, and the reft acquainted the Eiiiperour. with the whole' 
matter; onplv Opilio ptotefted that Theodatus had not wronged the perfon of Aqmi 
J'untha. But before Peter came into Italy, tMmalaJuntbams murdered; The kinf- 
men ofthpSe put to death by her alledging to Theodatus, that neither he, nor they 1 
could be Safe, ifHiee were not made out of the way. So withliis permillion, they! 
went to the Bland, and killed her. Which much graved the reft of the Goths i and 
all the Italians. Tor (as 1 Sayd before) fliee was a woman ftrongly bent to ^ll 
kinde of virtue. protefted openly to Theodatus and the Goths, that for this 

Soule fart,there fliould be implacable war between the Empcrour- and them. Tho : 
datus was Soabfurd, as albeit lie graced zMmahfunthas Murderers, yet he would 
perfwadc Veter, and the Emperour, that the villany was committed by no allow?- 
ance of his,. but much againft his will. 

At the Same time Bclifams had newly conquered GV/»W, and'die Vandakr 
and the Emperour advertized oicAmala/untha's mif-fortunc, prclcntly entred in¬ 
to this war,, in the f ninth yeare of his Raignc: He commanded Gw- 

rail of Jl/jmm, to march into Dalmatia, which was: Subject to the OVA/* and to 
, attempt Salon,t. Olfundus was a Barbarian borne, but much affeded to the Em- 
perour, and 4 good Souldier. 'Bclifams he Sent with a fleece, having 4000 Left t . 
narjes and Confederates, and 3 ooo Ijauriam, Commanders of marke there were 
Conjlantfuts and Thracians, and Pemiusohht Iberia nemo Media hut 

he revolted from the Perflan, and was now of the Hmperours lide. .. Captajntsof 
Horlewere Valentinus , Maftms and Innocent ms. Of foot t, HcrodianyPaulus Dime- 
tms & Vrfieinus; ofthelSanrians ^^.wasLcader.Thcre werqall'0.300 auxiliary 
Hunnes,.and 300 Moores. Generali with abfolute power was Bslifarius ,who had 
With him many Lanciers and Targettiors of his guard, tryed men,.With him went 
alio Phoms, the Sonne ofliis wife Antonina, by a former Husband* a difcrcet \ow<> 
man,and (hewing an Ability above bis years. The Emperpurs inftrudions to 
were, to pretend the voyage for £>/%, but upon Some pretext to attempt 
^* and ft he found it feasible and ea(ie, to Subdue it, and not to quit it upon 
any tearnis; but ifhe found Impediment* to Saylc away to cwithout dib 
covering his intent: He wrote likewife this Letter to the Princes of the Branch, 

‘ The Goths have by force taken from us Italy, which they not onely refufe to re* 

»» • A \ addc . unfufl f crabl cinjuryes: which conftrayne us to Send an Army a- 
U a °d you have rcafon to joyne with us in the war, which our Ortho- 

tt doxc RcJ, gioii rejecting Armnijme, and our equall Enmity with the Goths makes 
common to us both. 1 he Emperour accompanied this Letter with liberall nifts, 
and proniileofmore, when they came to the bufinefle; they readily promifed to 
joyn with him. But Mundus in Dalmatia had a battell with the Goths, was viftonom 
and got Salome. And Belijamdmdm^ in Sicily, took tCnt,m y and from thence 
got byracufe by composition, and the other townes without any diflicultv The 
Oa js onely in prefuming upon their walls, and ftrong Towne, relufed to 

ytild. Bd.Um, finding ,t hy Land impregnable, fayled with the fleete into the 
Haven, which reaches to the walls, none being there,neither without nor within, 
to oppofe him therein: Hie flops being at Anchor, had their Malls higher then the

“ ahvayes name the Empcrour firft; In the Theaters, Circus , or elfewhere,he mult , 
“ not cred any Statue to himfelfe alone, but ever another to the Empcrour, which j 
«* is to (land to the right hand of his owne. j 


CHAP. V, 

T Heditiu fubferibed the accord, anddifmift the Ambajfadour ■ but preScntly 
his cowarfa dravc him to endleffe Scares, and the thought of a Wane vexed 
him which he inftantly expefted, if the Emperour Hiould not allow the Sayd con¬ 
ditions. He Sent for Peter , being gone as far as into Mania , Secretly to commu¬ 
nicate Something to him; and ask't 41 him, if he thought the Empcrour would like 
u the accord; who anfwered, that he thought fo. But if he do not, Said the other, 

“ what will follow ? A warre Noble Sir, quoth Peter. And is that juft ? rcplycd he; 

“ Why not juft (quoth Peter) for every man to be conftant in his own additions ? 

jiJuUtus ask t, what he meant by that ? Becaufe, ouoth he, your addition is to 
“ Philofophy; and the Emperour fsfjlinians to be Noble ; The difference is, that 
“ for you, profefling Philofophy, and that from theSchoole of Plato , to caufe the 
death of So many men, isnot decent, but wicked, not to be absolutely cleere of 
« murder • But for him to challenge the ancient appurtenances of his Empire, is 
not unreasonable. Theodatus perSwaded by the advice, agreed to quit the King¬ 
dom to ‘fnjlini.ni ; and to that effort himfelfe and his Wife cook their Oaths • and he 1 
hound Peter by oath not to difeover this to the Empcrour, before he perceived him 
not to accept the former accord ; and with him he fent Itufticus, a Pricft, a Roman 
borne, and his Favourite. Thefc at ('onjttwtinople acquainted the Empcrour with 
the firft accord ; who not accepting the conditions, they fliewed the Second agree- 
meut, contained in a letter written by him, thus. I am no ftranger to a Court, 0 j 
“ Empcrour 1 being born in the Palace of the King mine Unkle, and bred as became 1 
“my birth. Indeediu the tumults ofWar I have no skill, my love of learning and j 
“exercifestherein, have removed me from the noife ofBattailes. So that 1 have j 
no rcafon to be ambitious ofKingdomes, nor to live in dangers, having meanes 
“ to avoid both s neither pleafing me. The firft, as all other Sweets, being ever pu- 
“ niflu with Satiety: And the other, vexing a man that is not ufed to it. If there- 
“ fore I may have lands in poJTcflion of the yearly value of 12. (fenten.mes of gold, 1 
“ I Hiall prefer them before a Kingdomc • and will Surrender to you the Dominion | 
“ of the Goths, and Italians. I Hiall be more contented to live a Husband-man, then 
“ in the cares and multiplying dingers of^Kingdome. Sendto me therefore Spee- 
,l dily Some man, to whom 1 may relign Italy , and the State. The Empcrour in¬ 
finitely over-joyed, returned this aniwer. 1 ever took you for x wife man, and 
‘‘ now my experience afliircs it, in that you depend noton the unccrtainc event 
“of a War, by which Some have undone thcinfclvcs already; and you Hiall never 
“ repent for having made us a friend of an Enemy ; your demands you Hiall have, j 
“ with this additiort, to be advanced to the prime honours of the Ihman State. I 
“ have fent Athanajius ,and Peter to make our Selves Sure by Sonic Articles j and />V- . 
u Hfarius Hiall he Speedily Sent to put a coiiclufioii thereunto. The Empcrour ac¬ 
cordingly Sent AtbanaftHs brother to that Alexander lately Sent Ambafiador to A- 
talaricHs , and the afore-named Peter , with Inftrurtions, to allot lands to Theodatus | 
of the Hmperours Demean?; and having by writings and oath perfefted the accord; 
to call in Bclifams from Sicily to take pollellion of the Imperial Palaces, and Ita¬ 
ly ^ and theTuftody thereof: And he directed Bclifams , being Sent for,, ijjftantly to 
go over. 

During this negotiation, an Army of Goths ltd by tAjmms , and Gripas , | 
entred Dalmatia ; andneer Salons were cncountred by Mauritius the Sonne of j 
Mundus , who with a few went out to difeover only. They made a furious charge, ; 
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| and the bed of the Goths fell, but the \unm almoft all, and Mauritius their L ea* 

! dor. Mu-Mils was much grieved at the newe*, and in his paflion marched again!! 

; the Enemic with no good order .The Battail was llifly fought, and the Romms got a 
(fadmaan viftory, clccrly defeating the Enemy, and cutting off the molt part. But 
; Mnuius killing and chafing at adventure, as enraged for the Ioffe ofhis fonne, \m 
! wounded and Haiti by a Runaway; Whereupon the Execution coaled, and the Ar- 
; mies parted. Then did the Remans remember a verfc of Sibylf fimoiis, and feeming 
I formerly to forctcl fome ftrangc prodigie ; That when *Africk? fliould again come 
j under the Romans, Mundus i urn fmfeminc interibit. But in the Oracle it was not fo 
expert ; but having intimated the faid return of osfffrickr , it la yes Vnod tunc Mun- 
dus cum jilio interibit. Mmhts iignifying the world inLatinc, they conceived it to 
I be meant of the world. But into Salome no man entred ; 1 he Romans deftituteofa 
•' Generali retired home; and the Goths, having loll their clieife: men, kept clofe in 
their Garrifons, having no confidence in the fortifications of Salome, and the /ft* 
7>hins inhabiting it being not their friends. Theodatus upon the newes hereof High* 
ted the Ambaffadors, being naturally flippery and faithlcfle; The prefent fortune 
ever drew him either into lenfeiefs fears not futable to the occafion,or into exteilive, 
prefnmption. As now upon the newes of Mundus, and Mauritius , he was exalt- 
cd,not proportionably to the accident, and he flowted the Ambaffadors, being 
now with him. Pi ter once cxpoftulating bis breach of agreements, he called him 
into publique, and faid, “ That Ambaffadors indeed are perfons of rcfpcct, and by 
14 all men honoured; but that they preferve this priviledge, and the honour of 
‘‘ their places by moderation onely. for men life to put an AmbalTador to death if 
“ be demeane himfelf infolently to a Kings perfon, or lye with another mans Wife. 
Theodatus faid not thus, as thinking Peter to kave layen with any mans Wife • but 
to Hiew that there were crimes in an AmbalTador punifliable with death. But the 
Ambaffadors made him this anfwcr. “ 0 Prince of the Goths ! upon fiich miftaken, 
v unfound pretences do not you violate the perfons of Ambaffadors. An Ambaf- 
4 ‘ fador, if he would, cannot be an Adulterer; who can hardly have fo much as the 
44 ufc of water, without the privity of thofe that guard him. for words (though 
44 harfh) if he utter fucli as lie received from his Mailer, not he, but his Mailer is to 
“ bearc the blame■ An Ambaffadors onely part is, to execute the fervice. And 
u wc, what wc have received from the Emperour, will utter it all, and you are pa- 
44 ticntly to heare us. If you be angry, you have no help, but to abufc men that are 
44 Ambaffadors. It is high time for you to perform your Covenants with the Em- 
“ perour; for which purpofe we are fent hither. His letters to your felfe you have; 
’ 44 another,direded to the principal! Goths ,wc will deliver only to tliemlclves. The 
■ 44 great Officers being prefent, bad them give the Letter to Thcodut us; which was 
| 44 tluis. Our care is, to receive you into our State • for which you ought to re- 
i “ joyce; for you (hall mingle with us, not for your diminution, but to addc 
( “ more value to you. We invite not the Goths to Countries itrange, and unknown 
■ “to them; but to our fclves, fometimes their familiars, though for a time divided 
j ‘‘from them. Athanafius and Peter arc fent about this bufinelfe, whom you are 
jto affift in all things. 
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CHAP. VI. 

T Heditus pern fed all the letters, but refilled to perform the agreements and 
pur a (trait guard upon the Ambaffadors. The Emperour advertized hereof, 
and of the fucceffes in Dalmatia , lent into Jllymm Conftantumts , Mailer ofhis 
Horfe to gather an Army, and attempt Salome ; and he directed Belifarias with¬ 
out delay to paffe into Italy , and make War upon the Goths. ConJlantunus at E- 
pidamnus flayed fome time, and raifed forces. Gripas in the meane time had ente¬ 
red Salom with the Goths, And Conftantianus having made his preparations, left 
Bidmmts with his fleet, and* call Anchor at Epidanm , Banding to the right 
hand, as you faile into flic )hum guiph. Some here fent by Gripas to difeover, 
feeing the land Army, and the Ships covering (as they imagined) Land and Sea, 
reported to Cjripat , that Ccnflantiamts bad many thoufands. He afraid, thought 
it not belt to encounter them; Neither would he willingly be befieged bytheEm- 
perours Army, Maher of the Sea. The walls of Salome much decayed troubled him 
too; and he could not trull the I inhabitants. 

Forthefereafons he removed from thence, and encamped in a champian be¬ 
tween Salome , and the Citic of Crohn. C onji antianus wayed Anchor from Lpi - 
famsy and came before Lyfcne upon the guiph. Hence he lent fome to difeover, 
and report concerning Gripas ; from whom tmdcrltonding bow it was, * he made for 
Salon*. Where arrived, he landed, and relied his Army upon the place; and he di¬ 
rected SiphjlUs, one of his Life-guard, with 500. choi'cn men, to polfeffca narrow 
nallage in the Suburbs 0 f Salome ; which lie performed. And the next day Conftan- 
ti<t»n{ entered the Citic with the Land army, and the fleet lay before it at Anchor. 
He rooke care of the walls, and repaired the decayes; And Gripas feeing the Romans 
mailers of Salome, feven dayes after rofe, and transported the Goths over to Ra¬ 
venna. So Conftantianus tookc in Dalmatia , and Liburnia , and the Goths there in¬ 
habiting. And then ended the Winter, and the til'll year of this Warre, written by 
Procopius. 

Thtifarins leaving Garrifons 1 A Sjntcttfa, and f Panormus , parted over his Army 
from Mifnta to Rhenium , where the Poets fain Solid, and ('harybdis to have been. 
The Inhabitants came in to him daily, their Towns having been long without walls, 
and without Garrifons; and they hated tlwGoths, weary (it feems) of the prefent 
Government. Sbrinws alio a Goth revolted to him, with his lolloweis, having 
marryed Thcodatns Daughter, Thecdcnanthc. He was lent to the Emperour, and 
befides other bounties,made a Patrician. 1 he Army marcht from Rhenium through 
Rmtia , and Lucania, and the Navy kept dole to the Coal!. In ('ampania they fate 
downe before 'J^aples, a ilrong maritime Citic, with a great Garrifon in it of Goths. 
TheFlqet RelHarius commanded to lye at Anchor, without Bow-fhot in the Har¬ 
bour. Then he took the CalHc in the Suburbs by competition.- He gave the Citi¬ 
zens leave to fend him Ionic chicle men, to acquaint him with what they had to fay, 
and hearing his Propoiitions, to report them to their Commonalty. T he TfapolE 
tans lent him Stephanas , who fpake thus to Relifarius. It is not jull, 0 Genc- 
44 rail! to bring your Army upon Romans, and who never wrong d you, having 
14 a final 1 Citic , and the Barbarians within our Mailers; that, we cannot do 
“ as we would •• Nay the Souldicrs of our Garrifon have lelc under 7 hcodatus their 
44 Wives and Children, and moll precious tilings, that by pra&ifingupon us, they 
4 fhould not more betray our Town, then themlelvcs. But if we may lay the truth 
1 without mincing, you have adviled ill to invade us. for take Rome firft, and 
44 Tuples is yours without difficulty; hut repulfed from thence, you can never be 
“ fure of this Towne. So that you will fpend time impertinently in this fiegc. Re- 
“ lifarins made Stephanas this anfwcr. Wc meane not toreferre it to the Efapoli- 
44 tans , whether We be here upon good, or had advice. Wc defire you to confute 
4 ‘ ofwliat concerns your fclves, and to choofe your ownc bell advantage. Entci- 
i “ taine therefore the Em perours Annie, come to free you and all Italy ; and doe 
J “ not prefer the moll lorrowfull things. Such as make War to (hake off Havery, or 
j ‘‘other bafe condition, gainc in vanquilhing, with the victory, freedomcfiom 

bi uiifcr y; 
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, “mifery; and being vanquifhed arc yet comforted for not having willingly fub- 
‘‘micted to a wretched fortune. But luch as may be free without fighting, and yet 
‘‘will fight to cftabliftuheir own fervitude; if they conquer, they do but more 
“ ruinc themfclvcs; and if they have the worle, they addc to their other wretched- 
‘‘nefle, the calamity of a defeate. This he fayd to the Tripolitans. To the Goths 
‘‘we give Liberty either to ferve the Emperour with us, or to retire home widi- 
‘‘outliarme. If you flight all this, and imploy your armesagainlt us, we fiiall ufe 
t( you as Enemies: But if the Hapolitans will joync with the Emperpur, and be rid 
“ of a fliarpe fervitude; 1 will pawn my faith for fuch conditions, as the Sicilians 
“ had, who cannot fay we are forfworne. This Belifmus commanded Stephanas 
to impart to the people; promifing him great rewards, if he drew them to the Em- 
perour. Stephanas acquainted the City with thefe propolitions, and with his 
owne opinion of the inconvenience ofrefifting the Emperour. With him joyned 
iAmochas a Syrian merchant, who had long dwelt there, and was elteemed a very 
wife and an honeft man. 


CHAP. VII. 

B Ut Plift or and /tjchpi Joint, two Oiatorsmucli cftcemcd in 7{apki, and freinds 
tothcC<it/»,to crolle the treaty, drew the people to propound great dimes 
and warty, and that 'Rilijimn, would fwcar to their prefent obtaining the fame! 
And they gave to Stcphmts demands in writing, which they thought BMmnr 
would never yeild to. He went to the Camp, llicwed the writing to the Generali 
demanding if he would grant thofepropofitions, andtakehis Oath accordingly’ 
He promifed to grant all, and fent him away. The Napoli,am unbraced the Capi¬ 
tulation, and commanded the army to be received into the City - which (faid they) 
mayfafelybedonc, the giving us ample proofe, who for AuaWw) Ty¬ 
rants have chofc n the Empire of fttftiman, and are become free men and cafcdofall 
grcivancc. And then in much tumult they went to open-the gates /which troubled 
die Goths : but being not able to hinder it, they kept out of the way. But I’aftor and 
AJatfm otHs affembled the people, and f'pake thus. It is notftrangc for a Citv- 
“ multitude to rume it felfc, when they will refolve in the generall ablolutely with¬ 
out communicating with the better iort. But being with you upon the point ofde- 
ftrudion.wecannot but contribute this laftadvife to our country. You are run¬ 
ning to deliver your felvcs, and City to Mijmnt, who promifes much, and will 
folemnlylfwcar to.it. t he could affure you, that he (hall conquer in this war no 
(i n,a.r can gainfiy, but that thefe things will be good for us. It were fool,(h not to 
gratifaehiin thatistobeourLord{ but fince this is uncertainc, andfinpe none 
can fccure thcRefolutions ofVortune; confider for what miferies you may take 
this pains.For the Goth, overcoming,wil punilh you for liavino done rlmm rh„

Z I, e had an accident (they fay,hut not credibly to my conceit) winch put him m- 
m fireat fear Thohtus was acquainted ever with men tliar pretend to foretell 
things to come; and being now perplexed with the prefent affaires (when men 
Soft to runne after prophefics) he askc an Hebmr ,famous for fuch things, what 
would be the event of the War. Hedireded himtofliut up three halfefcores of 
Hoops federally and to each ten to givefcverall names, of Goths,Ronms> and the 
Emiicrours Soiildiers, and fo for'a certain number of dayes to let them alone. Tho- 
t he appointed day went to the (tics,to fee the Hoggs.Thofc which were cal- 
tiGoib, he found all dead,fave two; Thofe called the EmperoursSouldtcrs.were 
molt all alive. And tl.ofe who bare the name of Romm were halfe ivmg.and 
all w ith their liaircs fallen off. Thtodms by this divined the fucccffe of the war , 
ami was affraid: perceiving that one halfe of the Roman, (hould perith, and all 
loofc their Eftatcs ; that the Gabs thould be vanquitht j and reduced to a final! rem- 
mat and that the Emperour thould get the vidory with the Ioffe of few. Upon 
this lie was affraid to fight with Rtlifam,\ who befiegmg ^aplti was troubled, not 
linking it would yeild, andbeing not able to force the difficuty of the place : and 
hiHoffe of time vexed him, fearing to be put tofet upon Thcodaws "

nut weeping, reported to thc-People this Speech of 'BeUfaritts', But they ( whofe 
Subjection totlieEmperourwas to be accompanied with their mifchictc ) feared 
not, nor thought of yeilding. 

Then did Glelifaritu about Evening chufe out 400. men, and gave the Command 
of them to Magnus, a Captainc of Horfe, and £nncs, Commander of the Ifaumnt 
whom he direded to Hand ready with their Corfelets on, and with Swords and 
Shields, till he fliould give theSignall. And he fent for Bejj.ts, to advife with him of 
fomc things of* Importance. Ear within night, he told Mdgmu and linrn the buf> 
nefle, (hewed them the place, where he had cut the Aqua’dud, and commanded 
them to lead the 400. men into the City, taking Lights, and two Trumpeters to 
affright the Townc, and to fignifie to him what they did. Himfelfc had many lea- 
ling Ladders in readinclfc. They entred the Aqua’duft, and went towards the Town, 
and himfelfe, with Bejfas and Pbotiw , (laid in the place, directing the Army to Hand 
with their Armes ready; and keeping many of the Valiantelt men about himfelfe. 
More then the one halfe who were to enter , apprehending the danger, came back 
to the Generali, and Magnus with them: after much exhorting them to go on, hut 
not prevailing, Bdifarius rated them, and gave ABtgnus 200. other of his owne 
, Retincw, whom Pbotius would have led, and firft entred the vault; but Belijarm 
forbad him. 1 he Run-awaies afhamed at thereprehenfions of Bdifarius , took hart 
and followed the reft. 'Bdifaritu,k&ft. the Enemies fentinelsupon the Turret next 
the Aqusduft fliould difeover them, went thither, and bad Bcjf,u talke withtiic 
Cjotbs in their owne Language, that they might not licare the tlafliing of the Armes. 
Bcjfas aloud called to them to yeild, promiling many Advantages • And they 
flouted him with fcorncfull Speeches againft Bdifarius, and the Emperour. The 
Aquidud .is not oncly covered without the Walls, but lb continues with a high 
Arch of Brick a great way within; that A/agnus and E rates being within the 
City, could not imagine whcrc-about they were, nor linde where to get up, till 
their fore-moft men came, where they found the lloofe uncovered, and where 
flood \ Cottage, and in it dwelt a Woman alone, and very poore/ and at the 
top of the Aqua'dud grew ap Olive Tree. The men perceiving the Sfcie, and them- 
felves in the midft of the City, would willingly get up, but could not with their 
Amies, the Building being high, and without Steps. Being long indoubt, and be¬ 
ginning to be crowded with the Company prclling bthinde them; one of them, 
having ainiiide to maketriall, laid downe his Amies, and clambered up; and 
finding the poorc Woman in the Cottage, threatned to kill her, if flic made any 
noife. She aftoniflit, fate mute; and he tying a Rope to the Olive Tree, threw the 
other end into the Aquaiduft, by which 1 the Souldicrs mounted one by one. All 
being up, and but a fourth part ofthe Night remaining, they afeended the Wall, 
and killed the Sentinels upon two Turrets on the North fide, where Bdifarius, 
Mff and Pbotius flood expecting the Event. They called them to the Walls with 
their Trumpets, and Bdifarius k t to the foiling Ladders, commanding the Soul- 
dicis to mount. The Ladders were too fliort, the Work-men having not made them 
upon view, and fo not judging of a juft fcantling. But they tied two together, and 
lo mounted the Battlements. That part of the Walls next die Sea, where the ferns 
guarded, the Souldicrs could not afeend. Eor the f eivcs had offended the Enemy, in 
hindering a peaceable furrendcr of the Townc, and fo being hopelefle, (if fubdued) 
they fought valiantly, though the Townc were entered; and they indured beyond 
Expectation. But day appearing, and being charged behindc by fomc whoweri 
entred already, they fled; and Triples was absolutely taken, and the Gates fee 
open; where the reft of the Army entred. Thofcwho were quartered Eaftward/ 
having no Ladders, burnt open the Gates there, the Guards being all run away! 
A great Slaughter was made; all being angry, and cfpecially fuch as had Brothers 
or Kinf-men flame in the former Affaults, and they killed all, fparing no Age; 
broke into theHoufes, and made the Women and Children Slaves? and pillaged 
the Goods; principally the Wastes, who fpared not the Churches, but killed 
many who fled into them; till Bdifarius rode about and reflrained them, and af- 
<» :,e Arniy.fpake thus. SinceGod hath given us Victory, and the plovy 

® uibduing a City, heretofore impregnable; let us not prove unworthy of the 
ravour, but by our Clemency to the Vanquiflied, make it appeare ,that we have 
. .. ___ jnftly 
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<< jnftly overcome them. Do not without limit extend your hatred to the Napoli* ) 
«c j (WJ) beyond the Rules of War. No Conquerours continue hating the Vanquifli- I 
«t eft. if you kill them now, you are not rid of Enemies, but indamaged by the | 
*< death of your Subjeds. So chat do them no further harm, nor gfatifieyou owne 
“ Anger. It is bafe, having conquered your Enemies, to he overcome by your owne 
“Paflion. Take the Wealth, as the Reward of your Valour; btitreftore the Wo- 
“ men and Children, and let the Conquered find e by the Events, what kinde of 
ic Friends they loft by their owne ill Counfels. Bdifarius having thus faid, 
releafed all their Women and Children, and other Prifoners, without enduring 
any Difhonour, and reconciled the Souldicrs to them. So in the fame day the 2 (a- 
poliuns had the Fortune to be made Slaves, and to recover their Liberty, with the 
moft precious of their Goods; having hid their Gold,and things of Value from the 
Enemy, underground, and fo found them upon the Reftitution of their Houfes. 
Thus ended thisSeige, having lallcd twenty daies. 


CHAP. IX, 


T HE Gothifi; Garrifon, being 800. men, Bdifarius took, and hurt not, but 
relpcfted them as his owne Souldicrs. Paftor, when he faw the Townc taken, 
fell dead of an Apoplexy, having never had any touch of it before; Afdepiodotus 
his affotiate with fomc other chicfe men, came to Belifarius, whom Stephaniis 
‘•feeing, Thouvildeftof all men (quoth he) what miichiefe haft thoudone thy 
“Country-men, and fold their fafetyfor. Barbarians Favour? If they had prof- 
“pered, thouwouldft have claimed Rewards, and accufed us of Confpiracy with 
“ the Romans, who gave the beft Counfels. And now the City being the Emperours, 
“andwepreferved by this mans Virtue, dar’ftthou thus foolifhly come to him? 

“ as if cleare of all dilTervice to the Neapolitans, and the Imperiall Army ? Stcpba- 
" mm paflion for the Dilafter uttered this. But he anfwered him; Worthy Sir, 

« yon unwittingly extoll me, in that you raile at me for my affedion to the Goths, 

*• None loves his Superiours in danger, but from a conftant mind. Me^ the Victors 
“(hall finds a Defender of their State, as lately their Enemy. A faithfull man 
“changeth not his Minde with Fortune, nor entertaines Proportions from Enc- 
“mics in an alteration. But he that is flek of Inconftancv, renounces his Friends 
“upon his firft feares. Having thus faid, and retiring, the common people fol¬ 
lowed and charged him with their Sufferings, and left him not till they had kil¬ 
led him, and tornehim inpeeces And they entred Paftors houfe, fearching, and 
not beleiving the Servants Affirmation of his Death, till they faw ms Body; 
which they crucified in the Suburb*; then excufed their doings to Bdifarm upon 
fuch juft provocation; and obtaining Pardon, went home. f 

But the Goths in Rome , and other Townes that way, wondred to fee Theodatus lo 
tame not offering to fight with the Romans i being his fo neerc Neighbours: Ana 
they fufpefted him to betray their State to fuftinian, canngonely to live ateale 
himfelfe and to be rich. When they heard that Naples was taken, they afternbled 
WRnfa 3 <,miles from Rome, and accufed him openly. The place they found fit 
to encamp in, beingnecre to a faire Champian, andtothe River of manovtus 
fo called, becaufe having madea compile of 19. miles, it enters the Sea about 
the City of Taracina. Neere unto which is the Mountame Ctrmim where They 
fay Vlifs had the Company of Circe, improbably in my conceit; Hmirttim* 
ifig Circes houfe to be in an Ifland. Indeed Circaum runs far into 
feeme9 an lfland along the Shore to the Sailer: but being in it, he Andes 
king. Upon this reafon Homer might call it an Ifland. BufrtheGtf/tf aft . 
ilwM, cliofe Vitigis their King, a man of no confpicuoubTarnily :bunnLigW 
about Sirmium, againft theses (withwhom Theodor,ck, had^War) Wgot 
great Reputation. Theodatus hearing this, ran away to Ravenna : alter W | 
fent Optaris n ; Goth, to bring him alive, or dead. This Opt arts ha Pfl ' 
gainft Theodatus: for having betroathed a himdfomcMaid, an Inheritrix, 1 heoda { 

perfwaded her for Wealth to marry another man* So that to gr^tifie * is owni iU 
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ger, and Vitigis too, he purfucd Theodatus eagerly day and night: And overtaking 
him upon the way, laid him upon his back like a Beall, and cut his Throat. This end 
made Theodatus in the third yearc of his Reigne. 


chap. x. 

V ltigis tlien marcht to toe, glad of the newes of Theodatus Death, and lie put 
his Son Thcudegifclus in fate Ctiftody. From thence, finding things yet in 
no good preparation, he thought it befttogo to Ravrna, and having there coni- 
pleatly furniflied himfclfe, to enter into the War. He afTembled therefore the 
1 Goths • and fpake thus unto them. Great Adions, fellow Souldiers, profper not 
‘commonly by fuddamc Opportunities, but by folid Counfels; feafonable delay- 
‘ing often doing good, and many undoing their hopes by undue haft, For men un- 
‘ provided, though equall in numbers, are more cafily beaten in fight, then 
‘ thoughinferiour in Powers, yet well prepared. Let us not therefore, provo¬ 
ked with the prefent honour, hurt our felves incurably. It is better withaftiort 
‘difgrace topreferve aperperuall Reputation, then avodingit for a moment, to 
Leandcrtd/j * he ever confounded with Ignominy. + Our mainc numbers, and our magazines are 

il>is Vcnciia ‘ in GWf,and Tenet ia, and other remote Parts. We have alfo a War with the 

Marci Tiivi- ‘ Tracks • which before we have fetlcd, to enter into another, is folly. Who 

gtana, * (lands between two Enemies, and hath not his eye upon one at once, is com¬ 

monly ruined by both. I fay then, that we ought to go to %avenna i and ha- 
‘ ving agreed the War with the Franck/, and difpofed oitr bufmefle, then to fight 
‘with Bclijmm. Let none beafliamed, or feare that this Retraite will be called a 
‘ running away. A feafonable Imputation of Cowardize hath crowned many a 
‘ man witli Succeffe: And the name of Valour, gotten by fome before the time, 
‘hath ended in a Defeat. Let us not affed Names, but reall Advantages. Adions 
‘ in their conclufions, not beginnings, (hew the worth of men. They run not away, 

‘ who returnc upon the Enemy with greater preparations • but who bide cheni- 
‘ hives, as if they would keep their Bodies ever alive. And of this City be not af- 
‘ fraid. If the Romans be well affeded to us, they will fecure it for us j being to 
‘ indure no extremity inthefhorr time before wercturne. If they bcunfore, they 
‘will hurt us Idle by receiving the Enemy into then* Cty; it being ever belt 
* to Encounter men that hate us in an open way. But this alfo I dial! prevent j 
‘leaving in itaftrongGarriion, and an able Commander } and that being fo Id¬ 
led, we can have no hurt by this Rett ait The Goths approved this advife ot Titles, 
and prepared for the Journey. Then Titles ufingmany Exhortations to Lihems 
the Bill top oftoe. the Senate and People 1 , to think of Theodoricks Rcigne, and 
to continue their affedions to the Gothtjb Nation, he bound them in ftrong Oathcs; 
And leaving to guard Rune 4000. men under Leudiris, a man ancient, and much 
eftccmed for his Wifedome, he marcht to Ravenna with the reft of his Army, ta¬ 
king the moil part of the Rm ( m Senators with him in the quality of Hottagei. 
There he married perforce Afattafmha, a Beautiful! Virgin, the Daughter of 
Anmlujunthit) that .by alliance with the Blood of Tbeodoyicl^ he might make his 
Reigne firmc. Then he afTembled the Goths from all parts, and ranckt them in or¬ 
der, diftributing Horfes and Armes to them. Thofe oncly lying in Gaule, for feare 
of the Francks , he Tent not for. 

The Francks were formerly called Germans, where they firft inhabited : and 
how they iiicroached upon and.then fell out with the Goths , 1 will tell you.

Francks a tfucAiri.ia Nation, and at firft not confiderable. Beyond them dwelt die 
f tArhrjchi, fubjeft formerly to the Romm, as all the reft ofGa/tltmiSpahr. 
iAhihIIik planted th zThunngians to the Eaft of the t/frhrjchi, not far frorrt 
fylK.ni to the South inhabited'the Burgundians, and beyond the Thmntim the 
SutvUm, and Aim.ms, Potent Nations. All thefe were free States, and from all 
Antiquity leatcd there. In proceiTe of time the Vipgoths opprelling the ^Em¬ 
pire lubdued Sf.iinc, and (/'Mile, to the River of Poe, and made them tributary. 
Th toArborjchi were then become Roman Souldiers, whom the (jermans, or Francks, 
to brine them in Subjedion, being their Borderers, and for having abandoned 
their former Common wealth, pillaged, and made a generall War upon them. Ill 
this War the cArknthi (hewed mu&Valour and Affedtion to the taw. And 
the Germans not able to force them, offer’d to make them their Confederates, which 
they willingly embraced (both being Chriftians) and being joyned into one peo¬ 
ple they grew into a great power. Other Roman Souldiers alfo Garrifon d in the 
Confines of GWr, being not able corecurne to toe, nor willing to mingle with 
the Goths their Enemies, and <*/7wrfw/,yeilded themfeives, their Enfignes, and the 
Country under their Guard to th zMorychi and Cjtrman, winch they have left

and Liguria. Odoacer being flaine, the Thuringians mbVifmh's\ fearing the Ger¬ 
mans power (who were grown a ftrong multitude, fubduing all in their way) 
fought allyancc with the Goths : And Theodorklg , afterward gladly contracted affi¬ 
nities with them. Thcndichnfa his Daughter, a young Virgin, he betroathed to 
Alaricl^ the younger, Prince of the )' ifigoths • and Awalobcrtra , the Daughter of 
his filler AmaJafri:ln,\\e aftianced to Kf/wr«e/n'^,Pvinccoftl\er^n’^irtH;. And 
the Franck* Rearing Tlmdorick , forbave to force the Ttfgoths and Thumbs, 
but made Warr upon the Burgundians. 


chap. xi. 

A fterwards the Francks and Goths made a league againft the ^rpWi.n/r,up¬ 
on conditions to mine the race of them, and to fubduc their Countrey, 
and that the Commerours (lull have a Pine from the part not (oynmg in the 
War but the Country to be a common conqueft of both. The R randy accordingly 
went with a great Army againft the Burgundians. Tlicodorick.miie preparations in 
fliew but delayed the expedition,exporting the event. At left he fent his Army, 
which lie hade march faire and foltly; and hearing the Francks to be vanqniftied to 
r _ 1 . l..* rimm m hp vii^nrimis to march on iDeedilv.l ucv 
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luughtcr, roiucume nnemie, anu uiavt 
country (where they had many ftrong places) and fubdued the reft.The 
inr* it were lpeedily with them; and being blamed by their Confederates they 
ledged the i llwaycs. and paying their Bine, divided the Countrey with tlie Con- 
queronrs. And thus Tlmdorick (hewed his great providence, by gaining thus halfc 
the Countrey with a little money, and without Ioffe of his Subjcfts; Thu 
Goths mi Franck; held part of Gaule. Afterward the Francks power encrcafing, 
without any feaceo i Theodorici^ , they led an Army againft Aland^im t e VtJ^ 
C c o' 
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gotks. AlaricitottoThcodorict, who marcht with a great Army to his ayde. 

In the mm time the Vifigcths hearing howth v Franck* befieged [arca/ona, en- 
^mpedthcmfclvcs neer to oppofe them. The fiege continuing, and their coun- 

being fpovled by the Hnemy, they murmured, and put (corns upon AtarUf, 
rayling at the delay of his Kinfman, and affirming themfelves flrong enough with¬ 
out company to beatc the Franeft. Aland{ thus conllrained to hazard a Battaile, 
before the Goths could come, was therein llaine, and many of his people by the 
Francks , who thus got the greateft part of Guttle. They ftraightly bcfieged Carca- 
fwa, hearing there was much treafure in it, which Alaricl^ the Elder had pillaged, 
when he tooke Rowe. There were the jewels of King Solomon , goodly pieces, by 
reafon of a green (tone in many of them, and long agoe taken by the Romans out 
offcntfaletn. The Viftgoths remaining, made Gifelicl^ their Prince, a bale fonne 
pf %Alarick.\ Amalaric^ his Daughters fonne, being a child. But Tin odor icl^ co¬ 
ming with the Goths Army, the Francks raifed their fiege j and returning from 
thence, held the parts of Guttle beyond the Rhone to the Ocean ; from which 
Tkodorick could not drive them, and fo let tfiem keep it, and recovered the reft of 
(jafrfe. Gif did {alfo being dead, he made Amalaricli his Daughters fon Prince 
pf the Vifmhs , andhimfelfc protestor of the Child, and out of [arcafina he 
took the Treafures, and returned to Ravenna. His ay me was to make the Domini¬ 
on of Spainc and Guttle his owne tor ever, fending forces thither, and Governors, 
whom he appointed to fend the tributes to him, which (not to appear avaricious) 
he gave as a yearly donative to his Armies of Goths and Viftgoths: who upon this 
occafion, of having one Prince and die Tune Country, marryed with one another, 
and mingled their races: And afterwards Thettdis a (jotb (whom Theodorid ^ font 
to command the Army) marryed a Wife of a rich Family of the Spaniards, no Vifi- 
goth, but very wealthy, and Lady ofagrcatcountrey. He had 2000. Souldiers, 
and a ftrong guard of Landers, and was in (hew as TlmUicksG overnourof the 
Viftgoths , but in effeft an ufurper. 

Theodoridl grown now an abfolute wife man, fearing leaft while he had a Warr 
with his owne lervapt, the Franck* might affaile him, and the f ifigoths rebell, he 
difeharged not Thettdis of his command, but ftill upon any Warr cliredcd him to 
i lead the Army, Only he got fome principall Goths to write to him, that he (hould 
do both juftly, and as a wife man, to goe to Ravenna , and falute Thtbdorio (. He 
continued obedient to Thcodoricks command, and failed not in the nnnuall tribute, 
but to Ravenna he would neither goe, nor promife it. 

Theodorid ^ being dead, the Francks invaded the Thumgi.m , killed their Prince 
Hcrmenfridtij , and held them in fubjeftion. Hermenfridus bis Widow fled to 'Thee- 
! datm her Brother, then King of the Giths . Afterward the Francks vanquiflied the 
I remaining 'Burgundians in a Battaile, and kept their Prince clofe prifoncr in a Ca- 
I file; they ufed them a* men conquered in Warrc, made them ferve in their Armies, 

| and their Countrcy tributary which they dwelt in before. Amalaricl Prince of the 
J’ijigcths , being at mans eftatc, and fearing the Francks greatnefle, married the Si- 
, Iter of their King Theudibert ; And Gattle he gave to Atalaricll his cozen german, 

0 King of the Goths. So that Gattle on this fide the Rhone the Goths had, and that be¬ 
yond it was fubjeft to the Vifgoths : And they agreed to fuppreffc the tribute im- 
' pofed by Theodoricli ; And thefaid At alar id^ fairly reftored to Amalaricl^ the 
! treafures taken opt of Carcajfona by Theodorid{. 

, j The two Nations being joyned thus in allyance, who had married any Wife of 
I the pthcr, might either goe with his Wife, or bring her home to his owne kindred • 
j ApdfOmc (as tjhey pleated) brought home their Wives, others followed them. 

1 Amalaricl $C{wari[ offended his Wives brother, and was ruined. He was an An 
1 nan, and pcymif.tcd not hisWife, being orthodoxall, to ufe her country tafhions, 
nor religion j tut for her not applying her lelfe to his cuftomes, hoe ufed her with 
much dif-refpcA. 

The Lady acquainted her Brother with her grievance, which put the Franck} 
and Vifigoths.iqio a War; and in a Battaile long and lioutly fought, Amalaricli 
Wjjs vanquifttf, with Ioffe of many, and of his own life. Theudibert received his Si¬ 
fter with aft her goods, and fo much oi'Ganle as the Viftgoths held. The furvivors 
with their Wives and Children went into Spaine to Thimhs , who now openly ufur- 
I • • ned. 
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ped. So then nWGaule was held by the Francks and Goths : But Theodutns King of 
the Goths) hearing 6f Bclifirm landing in Sicily , made an ac cord with the Francks ■ ( 
That they fhould command in the Warr; and have the Goths part of Gault , and 
twenty Centenaries of gold to allift them in this War. But before this treaty was ft- 
nifhed, he dyed a s hath been told. 


CHAP. XII, 

A N D many of the Goths beft men Under Cltarcias were Gatrifon’d in that 
part 0 fdanle ; Thefe Vitigis could not fafely raife from thence, but thought 
them rather too weake for the Francks , who would certainly over-run that 
part of (Me and Italy , if he with his Army went to Rome. So he called to 
him thole Goths he trolled molt, and faid j t; 1 call you here to impart an advice not 
‘‘ pleating perhaps, but neccflary; and you mull hcare patiently, and in the prefent 
“ cafe coimfcll what becomes you .Whofc affaires are not according to their mind, 

“fuchmuft obey neceftity and fortune, and fo manage the occalions pretented. 

<( Wc are excellent well prepared for this War, Live only that the Francks (land in I 
"our way; our ancient Enemies, with whom hitherto, though with the hazard 
‘‘ of our lives and fortunes, we make our party good. But now (another Enentie 
‘‘appearing, againll whom we mull march) it behoves us to makepeace with 
“them. If they continue Enemies, ccrtaineiy they: will come with Belifarm ^ 

“ A common Enemy ever combines men in amity and mutuall ayde. And if we en¬ 
counter them fevcrally, we (hall be beaten by both: So that it is better by loo- 
‘‘ flng a little, to lave the imine of our Dominions, then by coveting all, to penlh 
‘‘ and loofe all. My opinion is, if we give the Francks the parts of Gattle , horde- 
“ ring on them, they will lay down their quarrels, and joyne with us in the Warrc. 

“ Howto recover thofc parts upon our goodfucceffe, let none examine now: 1 re- 
“ member an old laying; To fettle well the prefent. 

The principal [Goths conceiving thiscourfc advantageous, refolved upon it, and 
AmbafTadors were fent to the Francks , to furrendcr Gattle , and pay the money, 
and to conclude a Confederacy. The Princes of the Franks were thdn Childeben, Tfote. 
Theudehen , and [lotarm , who received that Gattle with the money, and divided ClonU the 
itproportionabiy to every mans dominion ; They agreed to be firm friends to the Maufun 
Goths , and to fend them luccoufs, not Francks , but of the Nations fubjeft to them. M 
They could not enter into an opcii War with the Romans , having lately promifed ch,idcbcr* C,# 
to joyne with the Emperour in this. The AmbafTadors having difpatch'd, returned 1 Theodorid, 
to R ivenn.t, and J itigis lent for Manias and his Troops. j Clotarius,^/ 

Belifarint in this mean time prepared his journey for Rome. He appointed 360. Clodomir. 
Foot under Hcredit n for the guard of Triples. He put a Garrifon into Gum a to (l !l 

guard the Callle thcrcjthcre being no ftrong place in all Campania , but Triples and CfTal 
Ctmta. In [rna they yet ftiew Sibyllas Cave, where her Oracle was. It is a mari- debcit had his

the Enemic, So that by the Romms permiflion they lelt Rome , and went to Ravese , 
m : Only Lender is (afhamed it feems ) ilaid behind. I he fame day and houre Be - 
lijur'ms entred Rom with the Emperours Army at Port* Ahum, and the Goths 
went out at c Porta Flaminia. Thus Rome was recovered in the.i i. yeare ot jHjlini- i 
ms Reign, fixty yearos after the lad taking of it, The keyes of it, and Leuderis 
Belifmm lent to the Emperour: He took care of the walls decayed in many places, 
and made the turrets tenable againft an aflaulc. He made Works upon the left fide 
of every turret, to fecure the Defendants left fide from (hot: And about the walls 
he drew a good deep ditch. The Romms commended the Generalls providence, and 
chiefly his skill in contriving the turrets: But they murmured, wondring he would 
enter Rome with an opinion of being befieged, a place unfit for a fiege for want of 
provifions, being not upon the Sea, and having a huge compafte of walls, and in 
an open champian eafily inverted. But he, though he heard all this, yet ftill pre¬ 
pared for a fiege. The corn he brought from Sicily he kept in publiejue Granaries, 
and he compelled the Romms (though they grumbled) to bring in all their provi¬ 
fions from their farms. 


CHAP. XIII. 


A CoTH then,one P/U^,yeilded to Belifmm halfe Samnwm, lyingupon 
the Sea, and the Goths there inhabiting to the River,which divides the coim- 
trey. VhzGoths on the other fide the River, neither would follow Pitots, 
nor fubmit to the Emperour.‘ Belifams gave him fomc Souldiers to help to 
guard theTownes there. The CaUrims and c Apulians having no Goths , had vo- 
luntarily before fubmittedto Belifams, both in the Mid land, and upon the Sea- 
coaft • Of which was Bencventum, anciently by th q Romans called Malevcnttm • 
now' Beneventm , to avoid the reproach of the name: for Ventus in Latine figni- 
fies the Wind ? becaufe in Dalmatia over againft it ufes to blow a rough wind, du- 
ring which no Traveller is feen upon the wayes; they all (hut themlelvcs in their 
homes.The force of the wind is fuch, that it fnatche* up a Horfe-man and his Horfe 
together, carries them in the ayre, and throws them down and kills them. And Be 
mventm (landing high, and over againft Dalmatia, (hares in the inconvenience of 
this wind. Diomede j built the Citic, being banifiit from eArgot after the deftru 
ftion of Troy. It hath a monument of him, the teeth of the Caljdonian Bore, the 
prize of Meleager his Unde in that famous hunting, which are ftill there, and 
worth the feeing, the circumference like a half-moon, being of three fpanns. Here 
they fay Diomede s met with t/Eneat, and according to UMinerva’s Oracle, gave 
him the Image ftollen by him and Vlijfts out of her Temple, when they came as 
fpiesintoTVo;, before the Citic could be taken. Afterward being fick, they fay, 
he confulted the Oracle, which anfwcred, that he fliould never have cafe, unidle 
he gave that Image to fome Twj^.Where it is the Romms now know not, but (hew 
the figure of it graven in (lone, (landing to my time in the Temple of fortune, be¬ 
fore the brazen Statue of Minerva in the open ayre, on the Eaft-fidc of that Tem¬ 
ple. It rcfembles Minerva fighting, and chargingher Lance; yet in a long robe, 
and with a face not like her Grecian Statues, but as the ancient ^Egyptians made 
them. They ofConftmtinople fay, that Conflmtine buried the Statue in the Market¬ 
place bearing his name. But Belifmtts thus conquered Italy on this fide the hni * 
an Gulph, to Rome and Samninm. On the other fide Conpntimns (as hath been 
faid)gotall,toX^«w. 

To fpeakc fomething how My is inhabited ; the Adriatic Sea difehar* 
ges a dream farr into the firm Land, and makes the Ionian Gulph ; Not as in other 
places, where the Sea running to the Land-ward f in the end makes an Jftbmns, or 
neck ofLand.

CHAP. 
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TN the meane time Viti^is hearing of the fmalnefle of Relifarius his Army, it re- 
1 pented him for retiring from Rome ; fo not enduring longer where he was, in 
JLmuch anger he marcht thitherward, Upon the way he met a -Roman Preift ’of 
whom, they fay, he ask'd carnelfly, if 'Belifmus were yet at toe; as fearing 
not to catch him before his running away. He bad him apprehend no fuch thing 6 
undertaking that Be/ifumts would not fly, but flay upon the place: Which made 
him haft the more ; openly praying,to fee Rome before Belifams were run out of it. 

Who hearing the whole Nation of 6 'otbs thus coming upon him, was troubled • For 
though his Army were very fmall, he would not leave deftitute Conftantinus and 
Be h > ‘W abandon the places in Tufcanj , leaft with them the Gothi fhould block 
up Rome. So upon advice he fent to Cmpntims, and Befits , to leave competent 
Garrifons in the moft important places, and with the reft to come to Rome. Cor- 
flantinus accordingly placing Garrifons in Spoletm and Perufa y came with the reft 
to tor. But fie ft as Haying to fettle Ifarnit , the Enemy pafTed that way and 
the Fcilds and Suburbs were hill of them, being Avant-courenrs , whom char- 

ged, and defeated them, and killed many j but preft with their numbers he reti 
red into Narnia, where he left a Garrifon ; and coming to Rome , brought newes 
that the .Enemic would fpeedily be with them.

but ttagc-players,and fomc pillring mariners. But feeing none would anfwcr him* 
he went back to Vitigis. The Romans all'o flouted Belijams , who had fo hardly 
efcaped, yet bade them defpife thefe Barbarians; for he knew he fhould abfolutely 
beat them. By what he knew this, dial be fayd anon; but now it being grown late 
and he being yet falling, his wife and heinds had much ado to perfwade him to eat 
fomething.

On Vitigis refolved to affault the City; for which lie was thus prepared. Hemide 
Towers ofwoodcquall with the walls; having the juft meafuve of them by often 
numbving the (tones: at the Bales and corners of the towet^ were wheeles, which 
With cafe were moved and turned about as the affailants pleafed, and drawn by ox¬ 
en.

The Engin is rai¬ 
led upon four wheeles, faftned to the four pillar$;and within fifty men at kail move 
it, who having fet it to the walls,draw the faid loofe beam backward with a pully, 
then let it go with violence at the walls; and by often (hooting it thus, it flukes 
and makes a breach where it hits: hence the Engin hath the name; the point of 
the faid beam putting forth,and pufliing like a ram. The Goths alfo liad quantity of 
fagots of wood and reed ready, to make the ground and the City ditch even for 
their Engins to parte without rubb. Belifams Upon the other fide placed upon the 
: T owei’s engins called flaliftx. Thefe have the form of a how, with a hollow borne 
ftickihgouc beneath andhanging loofe, hut lying upon a llrait peicc of Jvoiv.whcn 
they are to fooote,they Bend the two prices of wood, making the two ends of the 
how,With cord; and put the arrow upon the hollow borne, being halfe lb long as 
cbmhion arrowes,atid four times as thick. It mounts not with leathers, but in- 
ftead therebfhath thinn peices of wood mortefsM in, and it is in lhape wholly like 
common attowes, having a head of iron proportionable to its thirkneffe ; men at 
both ends betid the how With pullyCs; and the hollow home going forward, at lad 
fallsoff, ahd out flics the arrow with Ikh force, that it reaches twice as Tar as an 
arrow from a how, and lighting upon tree Of fionc, cleaves it afimder, Jt is called 
Balijht, it Bootes very far, Other Engins were fet upon the 

battlemcfits'propcr lor flinging Hones,(Uidlare like flings, and arc called wild Alfa, 
At the Gatt^fhCy let up wolves,made thus. They fet two beams from the ground 
reaching to the battlcmeflts j and laying Chequer wife peices of Timber wrought,' 
foftcupright and fomc a croffe,tiiey joynt them fo,that the modelling holes meere 
one another'. And befell* each joynt Kicks out a pointed peicc of wood like a thick 
ipurr.and fafthing the crortc timbers to {mother beam,: which from the top readies 
half Way doivh,thcy Lay‘the beams flat-long upon the Gatc$,& an Enemy approach* 
mforiWn ahbvc lay hdldV/Tdidiigher endsof the bbamsnnffthruH them jdown,v;li:h 
falling fuddtniy among'the'A'lflulants with thole wooden points Kicking out, kill ail 
they light oh. Bdiftnutim'm thele preparations, the Goths condudcd’hy Pitim 
liimfelfthd Eighteenth day-of the fiege about fun riling, miurdit to theafluult flic 
Towers'andRams ilWhyheatlofthem aftonifot the to^not ufed tdfodi lights. 
But ^/^//^Tfecitigtlifetncmics oukr with theiv Engins^tell into a ladnhinp and 
bade tht Stfuldicis ihlf/df^VidTjc^ih no fight, till lie gave'toignall. He imparted 
hotthtrtejfoh Of his laughing, but uftcrvMardit wastoWar 1 ltckoman's thinking 
lie jeer dthdfn,railed At him, and cfllledhimM impudent,mah, apd: tKtreamly mur* 
mured,that ht! did Mt Roji.ttVe Ettcltiycbmiitg neeroriltill'. AVLoborng apnroaclit 
the town ditch, the Gcherall kmt his bdw and foot awimnedman, fading the rclt 
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into the neck; and the wound being mortall, the man fell downe with his face up¬ 
ward. All the people of Rome upon the Battlements taking it for an excellent pre¬ 
face, made a huge lhout. Btlifarius foot again, with the like fortune, and agamc 
there was a greater lhout from the walls, that the Romans within thought the E- 
nemy had been vanquifot. Then Belifams gave the fignall to the whole Army to 
jhoot, and commanded tliofe about himfelfe, to employ all their Arrows againft 
the Oxen; which foone fell all, and fo the Enemy could neither bring on their 
Towers, nor invent any remedy, being puzzel’d in the midfl of their bufinefs.Then 
was known Belifams providence, not to Hop them afar off; and that he laughed at 
their fottilhncffe, in hoping to bring their Oxen to their Enemies walls fo unadvi¬ 
sedly, Thefe things were about ‘porta Bel if aria. 


CHAP. XVIII. | 

B UT P'itiys being there repulfcd, left a good part oftlic Army, ordeicd in a 
deep Batallion; and directing the Commanders, not to aflaile the walls, but 
to Hand in their orders, and ply the Battlements with foot, to divert Belifa¬ 
ms from fuccouring another part (which with greater Forces lice meant to 
affaidt) he marched toward Porta Bmiejlina , to that part which is called Vivari- 
m (or the Park) where the Walls are molt affaultablc, having other Engines of 
Ranimcs, Towers, and fealing Ladders. The Goths alfo made another affault a- 
painll Porta z/utrelia ; without which Hands e Adrians Tomb, a Hones call from 
the wills,worth the fight. It is made of Parian Hone clofc joyned,without any other 
matter within. It hath four equal! fquares, each being neer a Hones call broad, and 
is higher then the City walls. On the top are Statues oftlic fame Hone of men and 
horles, of admirable worke. This tornbe the Citizens have anciently joyned to the 
walls by two Flanckers from tiie fame; that it fliews as a turret defending the gate 
there. The Fortification being very fufficient, Belifams gave the command ofit 

to Confiantiamu, directing him to take care of the wall adjoyning, which had but a 
fmall guard. For the wall being there Hrong (the river running undent, he look t 
not for an affault that way, audio put no important guard at it; diftributing his 

tnaine Forces (which were but few ) to the mofi neceffary places. For the Empe- 
rours Army at the beginning of this liege amounted but to five thoufand men in 

Conflanti.wM perceiving the Enemy to attempt a palfagc over tlieTikr, and 
fearing the Flancker there, himfelfe went to the l'uccour with a few, directing the 
roll to guard theGatc and Afoians tomb. Where the Goths gave on, holding be¬ 
fore them their leather Bucklers like Berfnm Targets, and having no engines of 
flatteries, but Hore of Haling Ladders and Archery, thinking quickly to perplex 
the Enemy, and mailer the Garrifon being few. Their oppofites faw them not, till 
they came very neer, being covered by the Portions , which reaches to Saint Peters 
Church. Then fuddcnly the Goths (hewing themfelves, began 5 and the Romans 
were not able to life their Balifias (which can (hoot hut right forward ) noi with 
their Archery to annoy them, the foot doing no good by rcafon of thole Bucklers. 
The qoths prcK hard, and foot thick at the Battlements, and were ready to fet their 
Ladders to the Flanckers, having ahnoft encompaffed the tomb, and when the Ro¬ 
mans came on, Hill wheeling about at their backs. The Romans were troubled, fee¬ 
ing no hope of holding out, till they agreed to take down the Statues beirig great, 
and the Hones huge, which they threw down upon the Enemies heads. vVho being 
hurt, gave ground by little and little, and the Romans grew bold, an 4 r repelled 
them with tlieir Bowes and Hones; and falling to their Engines,put them into fcare, 
fo that their affault was not long. And Conftantiansts appearing, frighted thofe » 
who attempted to paffe the River, not finding the Flancker there without guard, as , 
they imagined. , I 

Thusthc y/mr/iW/ gate wasiti fafety,and all about it. The Enemy alio attemp- | 
ted Porta Pancratium upon the River, but did no good upon the place,being Hrong, 1 
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and tlrt walls not eafilyalfaultable there, (landing on Keep ground. Paulas with 
his Foot company guarded there. Neither attempted they Port a Flamima, Tcituatc 
upon craggy ground, not cafieof accede, and guarded by a Foot-company of Rk- 
gians, commanded by Vrjichms. Between this gate and Porta P met am, next it on 
the right hand, part of the wall had been long broken halfe way down from the top. 
It fell not, but panch’c on both Tides, part appearing inward, and part outward; 
Whence the Romans call it the broken wall. Belifarias at his (it'll coming, going a- 
bout to repair it, the Romans hindered him, alleadging that the Apollle Pi ter had 
promifed to guard the place, whom above all they reverence. And it fucccedcd ac¬ 
cording to their expectation: For neither that day, nor during all the fiege of Rowe 
the Enemy ever approacht it, nor was the lead trouble about it. And we wondered 
in all the time, that the place never came into the Enemies thoughts, having made 
fo many aflaults, and attempts by night. No man fince hath been fo bold as to re- 
paire it, but dill the wall remains broken. At Porta Salma in the meanc time a 
tall goodly man, valiant, and of good quality among the (joths , being armed with 
Corflet and Morion, left his ranke; and Handing on a tree , threw a rope up to the 
Battlements^ whom an arrow from b'BaliJht piercing through his body halfe way 
into tlie tree, nailed him dead to the fame. This frighted the (joths from coming 
within arrow-fhot, and kept them in their ranks, from infelling any more thofe up¬ 
on the walls. ‘ 


CHAP, XIX. 

1 

I N the meanc time Befit and Per.uiiin ( whom VUifis liotly charged in the Vi- 
varim ) lent for Belifarins. And lie fpecdily came to their reliefe. faring 
the weaknelfe of the wall in that part; and leaving at Pon.1S.1lm one or Ins 
retinew, He encouraged the Souldiers in the Park, frighted with the aflault, 
and the Enemies multitude. Anciently the Rm.mi finding the ground flat, and fit 
for invafion, and the bricks oftlic wall there grown loole, ftarce flicking toge¬ 
ther, compaffed the fame with a Fluickcr, not lo much for fal'ety (for it had no 
Battlements, nor other Fortification upon it, to refill an'Enemy) but for plea- 
fure, to keep in it Lions, and other wild Baits, whereupon it was named V.vm- 
riiijoa made ready his Engines ngainlt tlfwall there, and command¬ 
ed the (joths to get through the hlancker into the Park, Ifcid then lie knew he fliould 
be calily ttiiftcr 01 the Town-walls, being weakc. BeliJUrms feeing the Enemy dig¬ 
ging through into the Park, and in many parts aflaulting the walls, buffered not his 
men to defend,nor flay upon the Battlements, but held them, with their Iwords and 
Armour ready neenmto the Gate there. The Goths having now cut through the 
wall, and entred the Park, lie fentout Cypriswiti with his company to begin the 
fight; who killed them all, falling downe for fearc, and fpoiled by one another 
running out at their narrow breach; the Whole Enemy being amazed with the fud- 
denneffe, and Out of their orders, and Tonic carried one way. fome another. /?,/,/„. 
munllantly opened the Gate, and Tallied with the whole Army; And the (Ms 
liavrng no mind to fight, ranne away every man ; whom the dm, ws followed, 
and killed them with cafe, and had a long execution • the Goths liaving alfaulted 
tliere far from their Entrenchments. Belif,iritis commanded to burn the Enemies 

Engines, which with the flame (being high ) more aftomflicd them. At /w Ml y^ 
/wu alfo they failed at the farfie time uncxpededly, killed the Enemy runninga- 
way Without refiftanee, and burnt their Engines. The flame rofe above the walls 
which put them all to a gcnerall retreat: the Romm from the walls flrouting to 
r r f thc r f r^ !ln , d tl,cotllcrs ftom ,he Kntrcnchments wailing the dif- 
J ( ’ S TS"! tl,at da V ( as their Commanders affirmed) 
and more wounded. For from the Battlements (hooting at multitudes tlrev fcl-

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ping the dead bodies; and the (joths curing their wounded, and mourning for their 
dead. Belifarim alfo wrote lo the Emperour this letter. 

“ Wc come into Italy, according to your commands, and have gained a great 
“ part of the Country, and taken Rome, expelling the Goths , whofe Commander 
“ Lendensw fend. But in the llrong places of Sicily and Italy (which \Ve took by 
“ fiege) we have lefc the grestell part of our Armie j that it is now reduced to 5000 
‘‘men, the Enemicaflailing us with 150000. Firft, going out to dilcovcr the Ene* . 
u my neer the Tiber, wc were put to fight beyond our determination, and were al- j Q^ 0000, 
“ moll overwhelmed with the multitude of their Lances. Afterward they made a 
1 “ gcnerall allault with men and Engines on all Tides, and failed little of taking Rome 
“ at the full allault, if fortune had not refined us. Hitherto what hath been done 
‘‘by fortune, or valour, hath iuccccdcd well: But now! mull entreat, what may 
“ conduce to your future fcrvice. 1 will never conccale what it behoves me to fay, 

1 and you to do. I know affaires goe as God guides them , but the Govcrnours of 

I them get blame or commendation by the adions they perform. So that Armes 
j “mull be lent us, and fuch numbers of Men, as that we may encounter thcEne- 

II my with equivalent powers. We mull not ever trull to fortune, which runs not 

always one way. And confidcr, 0 Emperour! That if the (joths now beat us, we 

“ (hall We Italy ( now yours ) and our Army too; befides the difgrace for our ill 
1 carriage of the bufmelfe. And wc fliall alfo undoe the Remans , who have pre- 
1 ferred their faith to your Empire before their fafety ; and fo will our profperity 
“ prove the occaliou of our calamity. For if we had been repulfed from Italy , or 
“ before from Sicily, the lighted of misfortunes would have troubled us only • not 
“ to be rich with other mens goods. Y on are to confidcr alfo, that Rome was 
u never before kept fo long, with many thoufands; it compares fo much ground: 

<■ and being not upon the Sea, it is excluded from ncccflarics. The Romans yet are 
“ well affected to us, but the prolongation of their miferies will make them choofe 
“ the hell for themfelvcs New freinds to any men, keep faith, not when they fuf- 
<i fer, but when they profper by them. Befiucs, the Romans will by famine be for- 

tod to do things they would not. I know l owe my death to your Majclly, fo that 
“ none (hall ever pull me out of this place alive j But think, what glory fnch a death 
'“of Belif arm will bring you. 

The Emperour upon this letter gathered an Army and Ships, and lent direction 
to Valeri,ms, and Martians, who were dilpatch d with an Army about the Winter 
Solftice, to fade for Italy with all (peed ; but not able to keep the Sea further, went 
on L ind, and wintred msAtoha, and Aramwia, The Emperour advertifed Btli- 
jarius thereof, which much comforted him and the Romans. 

In the mean time in Triples this ha ppencd.The Image of 'Theodoricl^, King of the 
Goths Hood in the Marketplace, made oflmall pecble Hones,dyed into all colours. 

In his life time the Hones of the head of this Image peeled and ihed off, and prefent- 
. ly after he dyed: Eight years after,the pecbles forming the Images belly dropt off, 

.and inllantly Atnlarichj\yc<\ y Theodorichj daughters fon: foon after fell off the pe* 
blcs upon tlie privities, and then his daughter ^fmalafnntha was murthcrcd. And 
now the Goths belieging Rome , the limbs down to the Images feet were in the fame 
‘manner fpoiled, and the whole out-lide defaced; and the Romans divining upon it, 
were confident of the Emperours prevailing in this Wart* j taking Theodorichs feete 
for his Subjects,the people of the Goths. In Rome alfo fome Patricians produced 0 - 
raclcs of Sibylla, that the Cities danger would laft but till fitly j when the Romans 
fliould have a King, through whom they fliould no more fearc Cjetickc 'Nations;: 

And the Goths s they fay, are a Nation of (jetes. In the Oracle it is the fifth moneth 
which they interpreted Inly j fome, becaufe the fiege began in the beginning ot. 

March, from which fitly ‘is the fifth; others, becaufe before 2^* Match was the 
: lirll moneth, there being but ten in all, whence July was called tms 

was miftaken all. For the Romans had no luch King , and the fiege was raned attei 
that time, and another fiege was under Totifas King oftlie (joths , as Mil be laid 
hereafter. 1 conceive the Prophcflc to intend not this, but fome other invanon o 
‘ Barbarians , happened already, or to come: And to find the meaning hr 1 Stbylld s 
Oracles before the event, is not poiliblc, foracaufel lliall tell you, havihg rea 

them all over. Sibylla utters not things in order, nor with any congruity. Having ( 
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faid a few words of the calamities of & Africa , inftantly (lie leaps into Perfut ; Then 
talks of the Romans ^ then comes to the Ajfyrians. Then having prophefied again of 
the Romm , fhe fore-tels the miferies of the Brittons ; that it is not pofiibie to un- 
derftand her, before the event of her Oracles; when time, having made the tryall,. 
proves the only exatt Interpreter thereof. But to return to my matter.

CHAP. XX. 

T H E Goths were thus repulfed, and both parts paft that night as I have fayd. 
The next day Bclifarius commanded the Romm to fend away their Wives 
and Children to Tuples , and luch fervants as were not ufefull for defence 
of the City, to favc victuals; and he willed the Souldicrs to fend away their 
women fervants, telling them he fliould not be able to feed luch, but mull be con- 
(trained to put themfelves to half vittuals every d.iy,& to take the remainder of their 
entertainments in money. 'I hey did fo, and multitudes went into Campania, fome 
getting (hipping at the Port of Rome , and the reft going by Fi,ic Appia by Land. 
And neither that way, nor to the Port feared they danger; the Enemie being not a- 
ble to encompaflfetoe with their Entrenchments, nor daring in fmall parties to 
be far from their Camp, for feare of the Romms excurfions *. Tlut the befieged had 
meanes enough for a time to remove out of the Citie, and to bring in provifions, 
efpecially by night. For the Goths were affraid, and attending their Guards, kept 
, in; and the Mores often fallyed, and finding them cither alleep, or in fmall com¬ 
panies upon the wayes to pafture their Cattell, or to get ncccftaries for themfelves 
(as is ufuallin great Armies) they killed and ftript them; and if they faw numbers 
j of Enemies charging them, they ran home, being naturally (wife of foot, lightly 
apparelled, and beginning to fly in time. Tluistnciifcleflemultititiide got away 
, out & me i fome into Camp Anus , fome into Sicily , or whether they could witn 
mofteafe. 

But the Souldicrs being few, and not fufticient for fo great a circuit of wall, and 
fome being to t ake their reft, while others guarded; and the common people being 
poor handicrafts men, having nothing but from one day to another, and there be¬ 
ing no means to relcive them ; Bcli/arius mingled them with the Souldicrs upon the 
Guards, and appointed them them a daily pay, ruling Companies of them, com¬ 
petent to guard the Citie; and to every company allotting their nights, fo that all 
in their tunics ftood Scncinclls. And by this meanes the Souldicrs were relcived, 
and they fed. 

Having fome fufpition that Liberius Bifliop of tor prattifed to betray the Citie 
to the Goths , he fent him into Greece , and made Violins Bifliop foone after. Upon 
the fame ground he banilhed fome Senators, whom he recalled after the fiegc was 
raifed,and the Goths retired. One of thefe was Maximus , whofe Grand-father 
Maximus ruined the Emperour ValattinUn. Fearing defigns upon the Gates, and 
left fome might be corrupted with money, he brake the old keyes twice a moncth, 
and made new of the fame form. And lie ftil changed the Sentinels to other Guards 
far (iff; and every night appointed new Commanders ofthofe Guards, who were 
directed every night by turns to goe rounds, with notes in writing of the Sentinels 
names, and where any was milling, to place new inhisroome, and the next day 
to produce the defaulters for due punilhment to be in flitted. And he commanded 
Muutians to play all night on their Inftrumcnts upon the walls. He fent out Moores 
alio with dogs to lye all night about the ditch to difeover luch as came towards the 
walls though alar off. 

Some Romans then attempted fecretly to force open the gates o [jamts. This was 
ttiechicfe ofthofe ancient gods, whom the Romans called Penates. His Temple is 
intlie Forum , before the Senate houfc, a little beyond the Temple of the three 
. ate J: all of Brafte, four-ftjuare, high enough only to cover the Image, which 
is o rafle alfo, five cubits high, refcmbling a man, only it hath two faces, one ftan- 
umg to the Haft, and the other to the Weft, and again!! each face are brazen gates, 

which 


which the Homans anciently kept (hut in Peace and Prosperity, and in time of War 
fet them open. But lince the Homans have imbraced Chriftian Religion, as much 
as anv men whatloever.they opened thefe Gates no more,though they were in Wars. 
But in this Seine, lome having the old Religion (I think) mtheir mi ndes, endea¬ 
voured lccretly to open them, but could not wholly,but onely fo much, as they itood 
lOC dole together as before. The Attors were not knowne, nor inquired after in 
th ; c t rouble tome time; none of the Magnates, and few of the People having no- 
t j c .. it. f intis in the meanc time being in Rage, and troubled lent lome ot his 
Landers to Ravenna to kill the Roman Senators, whom in the beginning of the 
War he had brought thither. Some having notice of it, fled; of whom were Gtr- 
be»:it:t: y and Reparatttf Brother to Viplms Bithop of tof; who both got into 
LVurln and there (hid; the reft all perilhed.

The third time he lent out Oilas, one of his 
Life-guard, who performed upon the Enemy the fame things ; So that 'with thefc 
three Sallies he killed about 4000. Enemies. Vitigls (who conceaved not the dif- 
fcrence between training men to their Armcs in Camps, and an experimental! ner- 
feftnefTe in the AAionsof War) though by C argingalfo with fmall forces to 
indamage the Enemy. Andfohe lent 500. Horfe to approach the Walls and what 
they had fuffered from a few, to a& upon the Enemies whole Army. Thefe got to a 
nfing ground neere the City, oncly out of Arrow (hoc, and there Hood. Ktlijarm 
commanded Bejfat with a 1000. felefted men to charge them: Thefe made a 
compafle, and (hooting the Enemies backs, killed many, and forced the rellto 
come downctothcplaine ground, where the Fight being withSword and Lance 
and withunc^all powers, the(M„ were moll cut in pcices, andtliercli retired 
with difficulty to their Canape ; whom Vitifi, reviled, as beaten through want of 
Valour. Three daies after he lent out 500. feleAed out of all the Quarters and 
bad them do as became their Valour and Reputation. Bclijnm, feeing tliAn ap¬ 
proach, fent agamll them and Valnimns with their 1500. Horfe who 

exceeding the Enemy fotnuch in numbers, with eafe routed them, and killed al- 
moft every man. The Enemy thought it Itrang ill Fortune, to be beaten before be- 
mg many, by a few, and now being few, to he cut in pcices.

» And your fclves know, not by heare-fay, but by your daily experience, that few, 

“ well ordered with Valour, can conquer multitudes. It is now in your power not to 
“ bluniib the glory of my former Stratagems, nor my hope in this your Ala- 
crity. AH we have aftedin this War, mull be judged by theSuccefleof this day. 

‘‘The prelent opportunity is for us, and in likely-hood will lubdue the Enemy to 

“us their Courage being dejefted by what is pall; and the Refolutions of men 

‘‘often unfortunate, feldome performing valiantly. Let none therefore fparc his 

«Horfe or Bow; what isfpoiled inEight, (hall inftantlybefuppliedbyme.tff- 

lifmns having thus faid, led out the Army at Peru Pineim, and Salar in. Va- 

lintbiM a Captain of Horfe, he fent out at Porta Aurelia to 'Hero's Eeilds, with not 

many whom he direfted not to begin any Eight, nor to approach the Enemies 

Canipe but rtiU to make countenance of charging, thereby to keep the Enemy 

there from palling t the Bridge, to fuccour the other Quarters. Eor he held it c- * Pons Milvi- 

nougli t« cut off thole in Ncriis 1 eilcjs ( being many) front luccouring the relt of W 

the F nemy. The Commons of Home being V oluntaries, he would not mingle with f ( 

the Souldicrs in the Battell, fearing, lealf being handicrafts men, unexperienced in cj(; , 

War they might upon apprchcnfion of the danger diforder the Anny. So hecom- 
manded them to (land in a Bactallion without l’oru P.iiicrutimi beyond the Tihr, 
till he gave the Signall; imagining that which fell out, that the Enemy in Hero , 

Fcilds (who were in great numbers) feeing them, and VulcnUnm Troopes, would 
not venter out of their quarter to joyne witli the reft oftlte Gothifti Army- 
and to keep them divided, he took to be a matter of great importance. Hercfoivcd 
alfo that day to fight withHorfeonely; for moft of the Foot having ftolne Horfe 
from the Enemy and being skilfull Riders, were turned Horlc-mcn. And fo his Foot 
bein" few not able to make a Bullion of any Importance, nor daring to fight, 
but in calc to run away at the firft charge, lie thought it lafeft to place them not 
for from the Citv and caiilcd them to Hand dill dofc to the City Ditch, to receive 
the Horfe if they were beaten back, and being irefh, to help to refill the Enemy. 

But IVmcim, one of his Guard, a 1 ‘ijiMmi, and an approved Souldier, and Tnmn- 
iih an lUitriM Brother to [Ernies, Colioncll o( the lfmrUus, came to Belifmiis, 

"and faid this.'Excellent Generali, fuffer not your fmall Army encountring fo 
“manv'thoufands, to want your Battallion of Foot, nor put not a difgrace up- 
on the Roman Infantry, by which the Empire of the ancient Romans arrived to 
"fo much creatneffe. If in this War they have done little Service, it is noArgu- 
"ment of their Cowardife, but their Commanders arc to beare the blame, 

"for fervingon Horfe-back.andnotcilecmingthc Fortune of the War common 
" to all nay often running away before the Fight. Now you fee our Foot Com¬ 
manders all Horle-men, not contented to ferve with thofeunder their ConduA; 

‘‘And keep them, S.r. with the other Horfe in this Battel, but fuffer us to 1 c id on the 
"Foot, and we’alighting on foot, will with them Hand this multitude of Hark,- 
«„/ hoping to do fomething. as God (hall give us Grace. Mf *iw at firft 
would not grant this Motion, loving the men whom he knew valiant, and un¬ 
willing to nut the Foot (being few) to the hazard; at laftimportuned with 
their forwardnclTc, he placed fume few Foot at the Gates, and upon the Battle¬ 
ments with the common People, and about the Engines; the reft lie commanded 
to Hand in order behind him, under PmapH, and Tamm,, that they might not 
by apprehending danger, put the reft of the Army m confiifion; .nd ifany Horfe 
were routed, they might uotrunfar, but flying to the Foot, withthem refift the 
Purfucrs. 
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CHAP. XXIII. 


V IT 1 GIS alfo put the Goths in armes, not leaving any in the Trenches 
but unferviceablc mcn.The troopcs under LMarcwiiQc commanded to 
Hand Hill in feilds attending the Guard of the bridge, that the E- 
nemy might not come that way; and affcmbling the Army he fpakc thus. 
ic Some may tliinke me fearfull of the Ioffe of my Kingdome, and from thence 
grown kind, and to fpeak now what may move you to courage: and it is no ftrange 
41 conceit, for ill natur d men ufe to be curteous to meaner people when they need 
“ them • and to be churlifh to thofe whofe fcrvicc they have no ufe of. l or me ; I 
««care neither for Ioffe of life,nor Kingdomc: I could wifli this day to put off this 
4 f purple robe,if a Goth were to put it on ■ and I think the death of 1 Imlatiu to 
*'* have been very happy, loofing his life and Government at once, by the hands of 
“hisown Nation • A private difaftcr* not ruiningthe whole race, is not without 
44 comfort to a wife man. When I confider thcmiferics of the jW<j/w,and the end 
“ of Gelimer, T can think nothing tollerable. Me thinks I fee the Goths with their 
‘ 4 children made flaves,and their wive 3 doing the bafefi fcrvices to their greatefi foes; 
44 and my felf,with this Daughter oiTbtodmckj daughter, led away whether it plea- 
44 fes our Enemies 1 would nave you with the fear of thefc things to enter into this 
44 fight; for fo will you rather chufe death upon the place then lafety after an over- 
44 throw. Generous men judge of mif-fortunes by one [rule only; namely to be 
44 vanquifht by their Enemies: Befidcs, a quick Death makes men happy before 
4 ‘ miferable. And it is evident that thefe our choice men difputing this hattell will 
“ eafily overcome the Enemy, ( a few Greek *,or no better then Grabs) and chafiife 
44 them for the wrongs and fcorns they have done us. Certainly we hold our felvcs 
44 their betters in valour, numbers, and every thing ; and their boldnefie is grown 
4 ‘out of our mif fortunes, nothing fuftains them but our negligence; it is their 
‘ 4 profpering beyond their deferts that feeds their confidence, Vitigis having ufed 
this Exhortation, marfhalled his army. He placed his bataillion of foot between 
the wings ofhorfevery neer their intrenchmcnts, that having routed the Enemy 
they might overtake them the better, and have the Execution in a great way of 
Ground. For by reafon the Enemies army was muchinferiour in powers, he hoped 
that the battell coming to Sword and Lance, they would not be able to Hand them. 
They began on both Tides early in the morning, Vitigu and Brhfatins inconraging 
their men in their Rcares. AtM the Romans had the better, and the Goths fell 
thick by the (hot: hut there was no rout j the Goths with their great numbers ca- 
fily fupplying the flain, that the lolTe was not feen • and the Remans being few 
thought it enough to be at this point,to continue the fight up to the entrenchments, 
and having killed many to return to the city with the fit It fairc pretence. In this 
Encounter three Romans did belt; aAthmdorus an lfatman , one of the life Guard 
to tielifarmsjof good reputation; and Theodores and (jeorp,Cappadocians, and.of the 
Life Guard to Martinas; who Hill Tallied out of their bataillion, and kept off the 
barbarians. In Herds feilds both Tides Hood Hill a long time, onely the Moores 
made excurfions darting their Javelins, and infeHed the Goths, who would not 
charge them Tor Tear of :he common people, whom they tooke to he Souldiers; and 
to Hand there with Tome defign to get their backs and by (hooting them both waits 
toruinethem. About noon fuddenly the Romans there gave on, and routed the 
Goths amav.ed with the fuddenneffe who could not fly to their quarter, hut got 
up to Tome hill and there Hood. The Romans(though many) were moH an unarmed 
multitude; many mariners and Servants being mingled with Souldiers,and the main 
army being elTe where; yet terrifying the Goths with their numbers they thus rou¬ 
ted them; but by their diforder undid themfelves. For the Souldiers being fo ming¬ 
led fell into confufion, and were deaf to all the directions of Valent him their Com¬ 
mander ; They not To much as followed the Enemy nor killed any , but pve them 
leave quietly upon the hills to view what they did. Neither came it into their minds 

to

to cut the bridge which had excluded the Enemy from beyond the Tiber, and from 
befieging Rome on both Tides: nor by palling the bridge, did they charge the Ene¬ 
mies backs fighting with Mfmsss Troops; which had put the Enemy to flight 
doubtlefle without refifiing any longer; but they turn'd to pillage the Enemies 
quarter, and carryed away much fiber vefiell and other Goods. The "Barbarians 
where they were,Hood Hill a while to Tee what they did. At laft all together (homing, 
and with much fury they charged them; and finding them pillaging and in confu¬ 
fion,they killed many ,and drave away the reft; who threw away their pillage and 
ran away. Whilft this was doing in Herds feilds, the other Goths neere their quar¬ 
ters fencing with their fheilds refilled the Enemy, and killed many men, and more 
horfes. The Romans Tome wounded, Tome having loft their Horfes,left their 
rancks, and then in the army (fmall before) the fewnefie was more apparant, 
and their great ^(proportion to the Goths multitude • which the Barbarian liorTe 
perceiving, from the left wing gallopt toward the Enemy next them. They not a- 
bidihgtlie Goths Lances,fled to their bataillion of foot, who flood not the charge 
neither, bu t ran away together with the horfe; and prefently the whole army reti¬ 
red with the Enemy at their heeles,and it was an abfolute route, but Pwicipius and 
Tamattts with Tome few foot did tilings worthy their valour, and made a Hand; 
fighting,and not indunng to be routed, and the Goths admiring their refolution. by 
their means the foot,and moH of the horfe efcaped with more eafe. Principius 
with his body hewen in peices fell upon the place, and neer him two and forty of 
the foot, but Tamuttts with an ljaurian Javeling in either hand kept off the affai- 
lants, and being fpent with perpetuall knocks, his brother came to his fuccour with 
fome horfe,which revived him, that with full fpeed he ran to the walls full offweat 
and wounds, and having Hill both his Javelins. Being a firongmanand fwift, hee 
got deer (though in that cafe) as far as \to Porta Pwciana, where hefelldowne. 
His companions thinking him dead,brought him in upon a fheild.He furvived onely 
two dayes and then dyed, leaving a great name behind him in the wh ole Army. The 
Romans within Were terrified, guarded the walls, and tumultuoufly fhut the gates a- 
gainft the flying fouldicrs, fearing the Enemy might enter with them pell mell. Such 
Souldiers,as had not gotten within the walls already* leapt over the ditch,and with 
their backs to the walls Hood trembling, unable to keep oft the Goths (ready to leap 
over the Ditch to them) in regard their Lances were broken,and their bowes they 
could not ufe Handing fo clofe to one another. While few were on the battlements, 
th zGoths preft on to cut them in peices, and all that were left behind; but when 
they faw numbers of Souldiers and common people upon the battlements ready to 
refill,they rode back defpairing thereof after fome railing words. And thus thefight, 
which began at the (joths Trenches, ended at the ditch and city Wall. 
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CHAP. I. 

B H E Romans durft no more hazard their whole Army with the 
(loth, but skirmiftied with the Goths (as before) with their 
Horfe. Both of them were lined with Foot marching at their 
Horfes fides;and ever the Romm had the better of the Bar - 
harms. Bcjfas in one Encounter, charging the Enemy 
with his Lance, killed three of their belt Horfe-men, and 
made the reft run away, finftantiaws at another time, 
led the Humies into Neros Fcilds about the Evening, and 
finding himfelfe over-matcht in numbers, he did thus. Up¬ 
on a great old Stadium Handing there (where formerly the Fencers ufed to com¬ 
bat ) are many houfes built, and confequemly divers narrow Lancs. Conftantmus 
not able no Encounter the goths multitude, nor yet fyfely to run from them, cau- 
fed the Humies to alight from their Horfes, and with them made a Hand in a nar¬ 
row Lane; and (hooting the Enemy from a fecure place, killed many. TheGWu 
a while flood their (hot > hoping when the Humies Quivers were empty’, to take 
them all Pvifonersgood cheap; But they being good Archers,.and(hooting at 
a multitude, almoftat every (hot killed an Enemy, that halfe their number ap¬ 
peared to be loft. And being about Sun-fet, and having no place to befafe in, they 
ran awav ; and the Humies purfuing them dofe, and being excellent to (hoot up¬ 
on the full fpecd, killed them as faft as before, and at night came back to Rome with 
Conftantjanus. Some daies after Pcrams fallied at Porta Salaria with Romans, and 
routed the Gotbes. The over-throw beingfaddain, and about Sun-fet, a Roman 
'Foot-man in the tumult fell into a Pit, there being many anciently made in that 
I place to lay up Corn in. He durft not cry out fo neer the Enemies Camp, and he 
could not get up; fo there he ftaied all night, the next day the Barbarians being 
| again routed, a Goth fell into the fame Pit. They here grew acquainted; necefljty 
1 making 
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making them friends, and they fivare to procure each others fafety • and then 
both roared as loud as they could.Thc Goths ran to the Pit, and askt who’made that 
crying: The Roman by agreement between them waslilent, and the other praved 
themi in their Language, to let down a Rope to life him up ■ they threw in a Rone 
which the Roman firit catcht, and laid, that he being up, the Goths would not leave 
their Companion behind, but would make no account to fave him beinc an Enemv 
and fo got up The Goths when they faw him, wondred, buthearinc the Store 
took up the other, who went along with them, and the Romm was permitted to 
go to the City without harm. Some Bravadoes there were often between fmall nar 
ties ofHorfc, as if they would fight; but ftillthc Quarrel! ended in a Duell where 
m the Romm ever hadIthe Vidory. At an Encounter in Awo., Feilds, there beinc 
many Chafes on both fidts by the Horfe, CktfmMk of the Life-guard to 5 
/unite, by Birth a Hum, purfued with fome others 70. Goths ; who beinn son far 
‘ IC , , reft ™ de back » ® n |y CW/cwmn» followed Hill; the Goths turn'd abouut him’ 
and lie killed on of their bell men and routed the reft: They fearing that they were 

, ( C X lr f 0lnt r lt f en . cllw > an<lafl ' arae< l. charging him again, and again, after the 
Ioffe of another of their belt men were made to run away as fall as before , and 
Chorfonmt, chafedthem up tothe Trenches, and then returned all alone No 
long after at another bight he was fhot into the left leg to the bone, and lying for 
th cu c unferviceable, he chafed (being a Mttmn )and (breamed to beewn 
withthc <?«/,, for the wrong they had done his leg. Whenhewas well andhad 
drunk ftore of Wine at h,s Dinner, out fie went towards the Enemy to be,’evened 
for his leg; he tolpl theSentmels at Ports, fimma, that Belifmm f en t him to the 
EnemiesCamp, whonot miftruftmg one of the Generals Guard o"encd the Gate 
and let him go out. The Enemy feeing him,took him for a fugitive. but £ c 
was come neer, andfel to ufehisBow, fome twenty came upon him whom he 

fhookoff andretuedafootpace; morecameon.yethewouldnotrun’awav and 

(till refilling (though more Kill charging him.) The Romm from the Turrets’ fee 
ingit thought lum fome mad man, not knowing it .to he Chorfommtis who did 
there brave things, and highly to be commended; but at laft being compared i>v the 
Enemy, he paid the penalty of his fool- 1 ,ardineffe, Mfriu, and the ]£/when 
they knew who it was) mourned for him, as if all their hopes had perilled with 


CHAP. II. 

B UT about Midfommer ^tU*; arrived at Tmcm,m\ x Monies from 
C oitpntmcf/t owing to the Army; who fearifig the Enemy, and his Monev 
wrote to Itclijttms to condufk him fafe into Rome, who fent out a 100. of Ids 
... T r a ' g er l’ wuhtwo of htsLanciersto T,intern, to convoy the Treafure 
and lmnfelte made a fliew of giving Battell to the whole Army, to amufe the Ene¬ 
mv from going out upon occafion of Forraging. Thenexday hearing £Mms 
with his convoy would arrive, he ordered lus Army for a Eight ; and knowing En- 
Mm, would enter by night, he flood’all the morning neer theGates in Armes 
and at Noon hecommanded the Army to dine; the c jotbs did likewife thinking 
thatlie put off the Battell till the next day: Then he fent Mmhm, and k,lemJ, 
to 2 {cn s feilds, to give Alirmes to the Enemy there. And at 7 Vm Pints,tusk 
fent out 600. Horfe againlt the Trenches, led by three of his Life-guard, An,trims 
a Pa-Jinn, Bttdm a Hume, and (Jmil.u a Tbnu'm. The Enemy encountrcd them 
with many, andagood while they fpent in charges, and wirings only, without 
t0 thc iwoi ' d > ai'ciLance. feeming willing fo to weave out the day. 
At laft they grew angry, and the Eight being hot, many, and of the belt fell and 
fccondscamemfrom theCftyand the Camp; froln whlnce (theSkirmilh Lw- 
fio 8 nXff and m ° r ^ l hc , n ' 0Ut! fillcdthe Combatants with Courage. Incondu- 
i r U f‘n d 'TV c j lil4,ms hit intothehead withaDart, which 

reft mto l r"; ,le fo^owed the Execution; and that being done, he rode with thc 
nto the City, with thcDart dangling on his head; a ftrang Sight. Arxcs a 
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Targetier of Btlifmm was (hoc between the nofc and the right eye $ the Ar- 
rovves head peircing to his neck, but not appearing through', and the Shaft as 
he rode (baked upon his Fore-head : The Romans wondered to fee him* and Cu- 
tilM y ride fo little fenfible of fuch hurts. This was the.Succefle here* but in 2^>- 
n*s Feilds the Goths had thc better; Mart inns and Vales mns fuftailling their 
great numbers, with much difficulty and danger. Bclifaritts commanded Bachas , 
who was come off untoucht, to ride uptoMroV Feilds, to fuccour there; who 
falling on fuddenly, and in the Evening, defeated them : but charging himfelfetoo 
far, hewascompaft by twelve Enemies with Lances; which troubled him not, his 
Corfelet holding good againlt the pulhes thereof, till a Gorkhruft him behind un¬ 
der his right arme-hole, which Wound was not mortall: but another thruft him 
into the lett thigh, and cut the Mulcle acroffc. Palcrhwns, and Martinas y rode 
fpeedilyto hisrefcue. and hcac off the Enemy, then led him into the City, taking 
Ins Horfe by the bridle. Night being come, Euthalius entred the City with thc 
Treafure^ and all being within, they lookt to their hurt men; the Surgeons de- 
lired to take the Arrow out of Aries Face, but demurred ; not in refpeft of the 
eye (which they had no thought to fave) but leaft by tearing the Membranes 
and Nerves thcrc-about, they might Kill one of thebraveft men of JSelifmus mi- 
new. Oncol them ( named Tbeotliftw) prefting with his hand behind upon thc 
neck, askt if it pained him; he anfwering that it did: then (quoth the Surgeon ) 
your life is fafe, and your Sight unhurt. This his confidence was, becaufe he found 
the head of the Arrow not far from thc Skin; fuch of the Shaft which lluck out, he 
cut off and threw away, then opened the Fibres, or fmall Strings, where his pain 
was moll, and drew out thc Arrow head with the red of the Shaft that way with 
cafe ; So aAries was not only unmaimed, but had not fo muchasaSkar left in 
his Face, but the Dart being pulled violently out of Cutilas head ( where it (luck 
deep, and faft) he Iwounded; then the Meninges inflaming, he fell into a Plirenfie, 
and died quickly, Muchas thigh fell into fuch a bleeding, by reafon the Mufde was 
cut eroffe-way, that he died within three daies. The Romans mourned that night 
for thefe mil-fortunes, and from the Got hi Trenches heard extream Lamentations. 
They wondred at it, not fuppofing the Enemy to have received any notable Ioffe, 
but to have had much more in former Skirmilhes, which troubled them not, by 
reafon of their multitudes. The next day they knew that it was for many of thc bra- 
veft naen they had (lain, in Bnchas firft Encounter in 1 Zero's Feilds. Many petty 
Skirmjfhes there were, which I mention not: In all there were during.theSeigc, 
.fe the two lad fliall be related in their due place. And then ended the Winter, 
andi^hc fecond yearc of this War, written by Procopius . 
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rOone after the middle of the Summer, theCity was vifited with Famine, and 
(jPcltilence, and the Souldieralfo was in want ot Corn, but of no other Provifi- 
• on * but the Citizens befides that want, were forely pred with the Famine, 
and Pcdilencc.,,'jTiie Cjahs found it, andrefolved to hazard no, more Fights; but 
With Garrifons to hinder the importing Prpyifions to the Enemy. Two Aquoedu&s 
^tween Via, Latina, and Via Appia , high built with goodly Arches, meet at a place 
wont fix miles from Rome ; then that which took the rigfit-hand way before, goes 
to the left, eroding one another, and again they meet, and fever again, inelodng 
j! 1 e gfound in the middle; and the Goths damming up the Arches with Stone, and 
Tarth, made it as a Cattle, and lodged in it a Garrifon of 7000. men, to cut of the 
Roman Fprragers. The Romans’ then grew hopeleffe, compaffrd with every fpecies 
ohm fery. While the Corn was, fome Souldicrs ( thc mod daring) rode out in the 
O'gnt, and cut off the Fares, and brought them in unfecn by the Enemy, upon fpare 
Horfes, and lould them tothe Rich lor great Sums. The reft lived upon Grade 
growing within, and neer the Walls, (The Feilds about Rome being green with 
hraffe Summer, and Winter, which ferved the Army for . their Horfes. ) Some 
__ If made 
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made SaufTagesof Mulesflcfliwlmh died imthcToWne, andfould themfccmly, 
But (he Corn being gone, and the Citizens in extremity, they flocto about Btli. 
firitts urging him to end a 11 in one Battell, and promiling that not a Citizen ihould 
be abfent from it. He was much troubled, and the Commons ftill importuned ; fay. 
Sng, that their prefent Condition had over-taken them fuddenly, and that their 
“hopes ended in the quite contrary; having gotten what they longed for, and 
“yet now being in this Calamity; And their former Opinion of doing well, in 
“aflfefting the Kmncrours Protection, being now their folly, and the ground of 
“ their mifery, which now ncccllitated them to a daring, and again to put on Armes 
“ again!! the Enemy. They craved Pardon, though fawey with Bclijmtts . Alum. 

“gry belly knowes no modefty; and their fool-hardinelle to fight, Fortune mu'ft 
“ excufe, feeing life prolonged in mifery, is of all the molt grievous. That he faw 
“their cafe, their Farmesinthc Country in the Enemies hands, and their City 
“ blockt up ; the Citizens lying dead without earth to cover them, and the Sur- 
•* vivers willimg their Carkalies lying by them; all mifehiefes being made tolerable 
“ by the Plague, and forgotten, when that appeares, it making all other Deaths, 
“but from it fclfe, a kind of pleafure. They prayed leave to try their Fortune in 
r< Fight, before the (ickneffc had utterly fubdued them; either they (hould conquer, 
i( or be rid of their troubles. Men who have hope in delaying, are unwife to hazard 
“all with forwardnefle; but in fuch as find their match the worfe by deferring, a 
“ little delay is more to be blamed, then inftant raflineffe. To this Speech Belift. 

rim made this arifwcr; This is no more then I expeded from you: I know what 
“ an inconfiderate tiling a common People is • who neither can beare the pre- 
“ fent, nor provide for the future; only it can attempt lnipoflibilitics, and ruincit 
“ felfc unadvifcdly. But let me never willingly dellroy you, and the Empcrours Af* 
“faires by your negligence. The Warprolpers not by hruitifii cagemefle, hut by 
4 ‘ weighing the Opportunities wifely, and with confutation. You thinking you are 
“ at Dice, will throW at all; but it is my manner not to dmle bally, but profitable 
“ counfcls. You promife to fight with the Enemy in our Company :fince when 
“ have you been trained to your Armes ? and were you perfed therein, who knowes 
‘‘not, that a Battell is, not proper to try Maltcries in ? In the Fight the Enemy 
“ will not give you Icavc'to praftile, and learn. I commend therefore youP forward 
‘‘neffe, and pardon‘tills Tumult. But why it is not feafonable, and why we uft'a 
“ provident bacKwardncflc, I will tell you. The Enqicrour hath lent a mighty 
“ Army gathered out of all Lands, and a Fleet (the like whereof the Romans never 
“had) covering the fitores of ('ampama, and much of the fomn Gulfe. Thefe 
“ Forces arc coming to us, and will deliver you from your fcarcs, and ovcr-\Vhelffle 
‘‘the Barbarians with their Arrowcs; and I defer our fighting till their Arrivall, 
1 ‘ to get rather a fecuro ViCfory, then by adventring without fcafon, to abandon 
‘‘ourfafety; and I will take order, they (hall be with us without delay. Iklifam 
with this quieted the Commons, and uifmill them. And it being reported, that 
the Empcrour, would fend Forces to Triples, he dilpatcht Procopius thither, the 
Writer of hisHiltory, with Jnllruftions to freight Ships with Corn, and to alfeni- 
ble the Souldiers e6hlHrom Cotljhtntiuoplr , andtheHorfemen quart red in tliofe 
Countries • and mtU'chllig then into Campania, to take alfo fome out\»f every ■Garrj* 
Ton, andtoconvoy the Corn to oflia, Procopius went out at Saint Pasth Gate, 
with Aftsnililas 0116 orthc Life-guard, and fomeHorfc-men, and were not feen by 
the Entity,‘quartcrtd’by ViaAppia . When CMuncHlas at his return, reported how 
Procdpiw v/as by that’/time in Campania, without meeting a Cjoth, who went not 
oitt of thtir Camp in tfi’c night, they all took hart: And Belifarm grown bolder, 
Tent Hereof Horfejtothc next Fortrcffes, from tliencc to charge the Enemies Vo^- 
'vagers, and to lay Amhuflws to cut of their bringingProvifions to the Camp; that 
by this the City might he leffe vexed with wants, and the Goth's' iriight he heleiged 
more then It. He (fat Martians, andT raiatms with a looo. meiy to convoy his 
Wd'zAntomnu to Taracim^wA from tlicnce to give her atonvoy to '/{a fits] 
where fhc was to expeft thc'Ev'entina fafe place. And he fent Muyius, and Sin- 
times , oneof his Life-guard, with $00. men to the Cattle of Ti'/w; Handing about 
( 17. miles from Rot . T:6 the fmall City of Alba, Handing fo many miles alio from 

i Boliic, upon Via Aplid, lie had before fent Com bar is with fome/7m/to/,lvhom 
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the Enemy beat out from thence a while after. There Hands a Church of the Apo- 
ftle Saint Paul, a mile and three quarters from the walls of Rome upon the Tiber, 
It is not fortified, but a Porticsss reaches to it from the City, which with the build¬ 
ings upon it make the place not eafily to be invaded. The Goths alfo fo much reve¬ 
rence thofe two ApoHlcs, that during the fiege no hurt was done to either of thefe 
Temples but the preifts celebrated divine Service in them as formerly. In this 
place Beltfarim commanded Valeriauus with all the Hume .cto intrench upon the 
bancks of Tiber, thereby to favour the pafluring of their own Horfe,and to refirain 
the Goths from coming out fo far at their pleafur e.Valemtms encamped the Hums 
accordingly and then returned to the City, And Telifams having fetled thefe 
things, lay'Hill, refolving to begin no fight, but to defend only the walls from 
harm, and to fomc of the Commons he diftributed come.

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UT//^iiH#jand 7 'wj-<««/,paftinthcnig!itby the Enemies camps, came 
toTamiM and fent tAntonm with a convoy into Cmfanut ; them- 
felves feifed the fortrcffes there about: from whence iffuing and charging 
ever fuddenly, they reftrained the Goths inroads that Wav. Manns alfo, and hj«- 
ikff repaired the decayes of the cattle of Titmr, and from a (afe place infilled the 
Enemy and a fortification they had not far off, frighting with unlook t for char- 
res their convoys of provifions: Untill Sjntlms by a hurt of a Lance upon Ins 
riaht hand, was difabled, his fmews being cut afunder. The Hums alfo, quarter d 
ncer there about,did the Gtths as much hurt; that the Famine vexed them, having 
not provifions brought fo freely; and the plague killed many, efpccially in the camp 
neerF'w Ap/>where the few that efcaped ran to the oilier intrenchments: The 
Hmscs alfofuffered the like, and went back toLRww. 

Proem,it in got together 500 fouldiers.and (hips freighted with corn, 

and when came, (he took care with him to fet out the fleet. Vtfmm 

then bellowed, but did not caft up, which was expefted; and the inhabitantswcre 
tcrriblv frighted. This mountain ftands eight miles three quarters from » 
northward, deep,and thick with wood below and above craggy and very wild. 
At the top is a deep cave, feeming to reach to the bottom of the mountains, and 
if you peep in,you may fee fire, which ordinarily keeps 1.1, not troubling the peo-

trves Tliev fay, it fell once in Ctmftmitinoph, which fo frighted the Citizens, that 
to this day they have yearly publick Applications to appeafe God; and that «- 
nothcr t? m c it y fell in TM. Formerly this bellowing came every looyeares, or 
more but fince oftner.When the Vefnvins calls out cynders they are confident of a 
plentiful! year; the aire about it is pure, and none more healthy j that the Phyfm- 

ans fend thither men far gone in Confumptions. , 

. But from Couft.wthwplt arrived at Natlo 3000 Ifauirians,commanded by 1 Pa mlm 
and Cornu and at Otr.wto 800 boric, Tkaci.w, led by M», Sifters Son oftliat Vt- 
uliL, who foimcrly rebelled againft the Emperour.With them were a 1000 more 
horfemen, commanded by Altxankr and OMawstiw, and others. Zm wit 300 
horfe was already come to Rime through Stwmum, and by Pm Lmia :Jrf'P 
the reft coming into Cmp.im with many waggons out of(.,i/uk„,,and)oyn.ngtnc 
too levied ( aslfaid) in Amp.raiu,marclit by the Sea (hore with their waggon , 
which they were to fortific with.in cafe of an Enemies affault .Mm & Cmn they 
fentbvfea liili their troops, to’joyn with them at OM having out corn fufliaent 
in their wangons ft iVaighted the (hips therewith,& with wine and other provifions. 
They thouahuo find Jkirtinm (k Tmjamis about TurMiim,bat they were newly 
fern for.and cone to Borne, fearingthc Enemy with multitudes m,g 

cut off the troopes marching with fok, and having at the beginning of the wa^ 
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rant’d up 'Porta Flamima with lbncs, that the Knemy encamping neer it, might not 
there force the city ( neither was there ever any fight there, nor did the %nfari* 
>w looke for any Enemy thence) from this gate he took away the Hones fccrctly 
and put therein armes the grcatdl part oi his army, and at day - break he font out 
‘Diogenes and Trajams, by Porta Pinciaua, with a thoufand liorfe, to flioot into 
the Enemies quarters, and when they came out to run away, upon the full fpecdto 
the town walls. They accordingly provoked the Goths, who from all their quar¬ 
ters encountrcd them ; and both parts came upon the fpeed towards the walls, the 
one flying the ocher pudding. When 'Belifams fiw the Enemy upon the chafe, he 
opened ( Port a Mamma, and drew out the army uncxpe&ed. Nccr the high way 
there was one of their camps and before it a narrow lane craggy and bard to pafle; 
where a Barbarian gallant and well armed, feeing the Enemy coming ran and prepo- 
fefTcd the faid paffage,calling to his companions to help to maintain it;but Mwidiht 
overtook him and killed him, not luffering any of the reft to come to the l.ane. So 
they went through without oppofmon to the Enemies quarter, which lbme attemp¬ 
ted,but could not take it, though few were within,by reafon the ditch was deep and 
the Earth caft up inward, and was railed to 0 kind of a w all, and the Hakes were ve¬ 
ry well pitcht and thick, wherein the Cjoths milling refilled valiantly. aAtjtulms 
aTargeticr 0 ¥ Belifams , and very valiant,leapt into the quarter,drawing his liorfe 
by the bridle after, and fome he killed; hue they darted thick at him, and killed his 
horfe, himfelf cfcaped ltrangeiy through the Enemy ,anci went towards Porta Pinci- 
Mut> with his felloweSjWho overtook the Goths yet purfuing. and killed them (hoo¬ 
ting them behind. 7 > 4 <«#/ with his troopes feeing it, (their horfe there alfofecon* 
ding) gallopt againH the purfuing Goths, who (iirpmed between the Enemy thus, 
were (lain in confufion; and the (laughter was great,and few recovered their Quar¬ 
ters: Which they were all afraid of, kept in, and fortified; expefting a prelent 
affault. In this fight Trapanus was (hot above his light eye, neer the nofe. The ar¬ 
row head though broad and long ftuck fad, and was not feen; but the (haft fell off, 
the head being loofc fet .Trajanus felt it not, but continued chafing and killing; & 
5 years after the point of the arrow head appeared of it fclf out of his,lore head.This 
is the third year that dill by little and little it comes out; and in timc’tis thought it 
will all come out. In the mean time it is no trouble to him at all. 


CHAP. V. 

B UT lhe Goths upon thefefucccffes defpaircd of the warr.and thought of reti¬ 
ring,being reduced by the plague and Emcmy from many thoufands to a few, 
pincht with famin,excluded from all provifions, and in (hew befieging, but 
indeed befieged tliemfelves. Hearing alfo of other forces come from Couflait- 
tinople , by fea and hind,not as they were, but as lame gave them out, they con- 
fultcd upon a retreat, and fent into Rome a Roman of good account among them, 

“ with two other Ambafladors, who fpake thus to Belifams, How neither part 
hath got by this war, all ofus find by our experience of the incommodities thcre- 
“ of. And neither army can deny what no mm can he ignorant of,that no wife man 
“ wil for a little Emulation perpetually toil and feek no relaxation; he mult be fenf- 
“ leffe that fayes the contrary. So that it behooves our Princes, not to facrificc 
“ their Subjedsfafety to their own jGlory; but toimbracc what is juft and profi- 
“ table not only for tliemfelves but their adverfaries, and fo to end thefe troubles. 

“ By defiring moderate things difficulties are acconimodated,but by wranglingno- 
thing concluded. We having therefore advifedupon a condufion of the war,are 
‘‘ come to propound things advantageous to both, parting with fome of our Right, 

“ as we conceive. And do not you by contending with us run your (elves rather, 

“ then chufc what is beft for you ; ana herein it is not fo good to ufe Rhetorical! 

‘‘ fpeecheSjbut to reply inftantly,if any thing feem to be faid or done amifle. Bclift- 
“ rim approved the conference to be fo.butbade them fpeak peccable & juft things. 

They replyed, you have done us wrong to take arms againft us your frauds and ! 
“allycs, and we will fay what you all know: The Goths conquered Italy, not for- 
> cing 


“i-inint from the itcw.m/; but Oioaccr had depofed the Empcrour and changed 
,< heltate into a Tyranny: and Zm, then Empcrour of the tail, defiring to re- •, 
«, vcncc his fellow Emperor upon the ufurper, & to tree the Province, but unable to i 
« fuppreffe Odoaccr, perfwaded our Prince Thndomkj (ready then to belicgc him m | 
.1 Coii/lantinople ) to lay down that quarrcll, being a Patman, and having been a , 
a Romm Confull; and by revenging the wrong done to Aiipjhlns, upon Odoaccr , 

« t0 become with the Cjoths lawlull mailer of the province, Thus we received the 
« pominionof Italy, and have maintained the Common-Wealth and Lawcs, as 
“much as any Empcrour. There is not one new Law made by Theodorici, nor 
“any of his Succclfors, written, nor unwritten. And concerning Faith and Gods 
■‘WorihiP we have conferved them esaftly, that not an Italian willingly nor 
« unW i|lincly hath changed his Religion, and when Goths have changed, it hath not 
“been queftioned. The Romans Churches have been by us held m highcltRevc- 
“rence and none flying to them hath been violated. The great Offices the Re 
a „ ’| ttvc bad not a cjoth hath been advanced to any. If any man think this not 
.. t0 be fo let him Hand out and difprovc me. Nay the Goths have given way, that 
«the Roman Cw/a.Vuplhould yearly be conferred on Romans, by the Eaton Em- 
“ perour. Things being thus; you, who never pretended to Italy wafted by Bam 
A mans under Odoaccr (who for ten yeares together wrought fo muchmif- 
“ciuefc) now force out the lawfnil Purchalcrs, having nothing to do with it. 

‘ lie cone therefore from us, keeping what is yours, and the Booties you liaVc 
«taken. llcliiarins replied: Your promile was to he briefe and moderate, but your 
•‘difeourfe hath been tedious, andfomethiiig infolcnt. The Empcrour Zcm lent 
« Thetukick againft Odoactr, not to be King of Italy (for to him what diftmaion 
“ could be between one Ufurper and another?) but that it might be free and obedi¬ 
ent to the Empcrour. And Thcodom (did good Serviceagainft the: Ufurper hut i 
“in the reft proved cxtre.imly ungratefull; never bethinking hnnfcltc to rcllorc I 
“the Country to the Lord thereof He that ejeds forcibly, andlic that reft ores ; 
“ not what is his Neighbours, is die fame man.For me, 11 may not give away the tm- 
perours Provinces: If you would have any thing elfe, Ipeak on. lAmbajjadom . 
i. You know all that wc nave fpoken nothing but truth. But to Ihcw, we affect no 
“Difputes- wc quit to you Sicily, a great and rich Bland, without which you 
“cannot hold oAtnck fecurely. And we f quit all Britanny to the Goths, greater 
then Sicili and formerly fubjeft to the Romans. It is fit to requite fuchasdous 
Benefits with the like. If we mention Campania, and Tuples, you will not ac- 
ii ce . )t jtilit,mm\ Wc have no pdwer to difpofe ot what is the Empcrours, but with 
« bis liking AmbaUosir. Nor if wc fliall yeild to the payment of an annuail 1 ri- 
.< bute. liclifarists-. No truly; wc have no abfolntc power in any thing, but to guava 
“the Province for the Conquerour. Amliajjadonr. Beplcafcdthenwemayrepairc 
“to the Empcrour, and conclude and accord with hint, and fome tunc mult be 
" limited for the Armies to forbearc lioftility. Itelifmus: Be it fo, I will not hinder 
while you confult upon wayes of peace. Thus the Conference ended, and the 
Ambalfadorurs returned to the Cjoths Camp. 


C H A P. VI. 

A T T F 11 often meetings, they concluded a Ceffation, and to give Hoftagcs 
mutually of eminent men. During this negotiation, tlicFieet of lfatmans 
tame into the Haven of Rime , and thcTroops ofjMwto Oftta , without 
the Enemies interruption to land or encamp.The Hannans to lodge tcaireiy 
from the Eneinie, drew a deep Ditch neer the Haven, and kept guards; imfmUj 
fenced within his Waggons. At night 'Bclifariiu came to Ofita with a too. Hone, 
acquainting them with the occurrcnts and condufion with the Goths, & c °n , ™» n(1 - 
inj them to fend up their lading, anti to goe boldly to Km t 
fcclire the way for them: himfelfe before day rode hack into .he City. When it w. 

Hay, vtutmM confulted with the Commanders about fending up thenf lM'ngS 

which feemed difficult, and feavee faifible.The Oku were halfc dead, and could not 
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hold out: and it was unfafe to go with their Waggons in a \vav fo narrow ; and to 
draw Lighters up the River, as formerly, was impoilibIe ; tf\e Jeft-.hand way by the 
fame being polfeffed (as I faid) by the Enemic, and not paflajdc for the Remans ; 
and by the other hank was no paflage at all : So that taking the Cock^o^ts of the 
greater Ships, and walling them round with boards, to guard t|ienien from (hot, 
they put aboard thofe Boats a proportion of Archers, and Marriners; ap 4 flowing 
as much as they could carry in them, and getting a wind, they failed up the Vito; 
apart of the Army winging them on the right hand (bore: And they left a 
ftrong guard of J/amaus in the Ships. Their fades .they tooke from the Enemy, and 
went up with eafe. Only where the Stream with an eddy went fide-long, their fails 
had no wind for them, and the Marriners rowed, and with much toyle forced up, 
The Barbarians interrupted them not, cither fearing to hazard , or not thinking 
provifions could be imported that way. And they held it inconvenient to erode 
the Ccflation promifed, upon a (light occafion; In Tortus alfo the Goths mcdled 
not with them, as they fayled by them, wondring what their intent was. Having in 
this manner, failing to and fro, imported their ladings; the Marriners went away 
with the Ships, it being now toward the Winter Tropic^. The reft of the Army en- 
tred Rome, fave Paultts, who (laid in Oftia with feme Jfaurians. Afterward they 
gave Hoftagcs for obferving the Ccflation, the Romans Zeno^ and the Goths, Vli * 
<u ? a man of quality • Neither to invade the other for three moneths, till the Am- 
bafladors (hould bring the Emperours refolution. And if any (hould begin to 
wrong the other,yet the Ambaftadors (hould be returned home (afe.The Goths Am- 
bafladors were convoyed by the Romm to Conftantimple • and Jldiger, who marri¬ 
ed slntonina's daughter, came from Africl^ to Rome with a faire troop of Horfe.The 
GdvintheCaftleof/Vf/« wanting provifions, quitted it, and came to the camp 
by Vitigti direction: The place Paulus with his Jfaurians from Oftia furprized. It 
was the Romans being: Mailers of the Sea, which caufcd thefe wants of Viftuall, 
permitting no Provilions to come to the Barbarians, Upon the like fcarcity they 
quittcdthenalfo0^wff//^aSeaTowneofmuchimportance, great, and popu¬ 
lous, and (landing in Tufcanj , 35. miles to the Weft of Rome. The taking of it much 
ftrengthened the Romans: and of Alba likewiie, (landing to the Eaft 0 iRorne, and 
abandoned by the Enemy for the fame reafon. So that the Romans compared them 
round • which made the Goths eager to breake the Accord, and to do them mif- 
thiefc, They fent Ambaffadors to Belifarius , complaining, that Vitigis having up¬ 
on fome occafion fent for the Goths from the Caftle of Tortus , Taulus without any 
reafon had furprized it; and pretending the like for Alba and (fentumcelU , with 
menaces, if they had not reftitution. Belifarius fent them away, laughing at their 
pretext, ail men knowing why they quitted thofe places, from hence forward 
they were fufpicious of each other. 

Belifarius feeing then Rome ilrong with Souldiers, fent out many parties of Horfe 
to places neer Rome : And Vitaliams , johns Nephew, to winter about Alba in Pice - 
w/'-t, with his own 800. Horfe, and 400. of the Troopes of jWmaww, whofe Sifters 
! Son Damianus commanded them, and 800. of his own Targetiers, extraordinary 
good men, led by two of his Life-guard, Sut,ts, andc Abigis. Thefe he direded to 
follow John, whitherfoever, and him,while the Enemy kept the Truce, to be quiet; 
but if they broke it, fuddenly to fall upon Picenia, to vifit the Townes before they 
had newesof his coming, (few men being left in the Country, but almollall 
before Rome • and their Wives, Children, and Goods being in every Town fome) 
and to carry away Captive, and pillagcallhe found, taking care not to hurt the 
Roman Inhabitants! lighting upon any TownFortified and Garrifon’d, to attempt 
it’; and if he took it, to march forward; but if it were too tough for him, to come 
back, or (lay: For going on withaftrongTownachisback, it would be dange¬ 
rous, and he could hardly be 1 fuccoured, ifdiftrefled by an Enemy: that he (hould 
keep all the Booty to be diftvibuted to the Army .Then failing, he added this word • 
That it is not juit for fome to toile, to kill the Droanes, and others at their cafe to 
eat the Wmy.Belifams with thefe lnftruftions fent away John, and thofe Forces.

I ailtofe'L over the building of the AcquxM, they t0 ^ klt .^ be f ?^ f s 
eyes, finding like fire. The Goths m the Aqiraduft came into the midft of the City^ 
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where had been an afeent into tlic Palace, and found there a Building made by 'Zfr. 
li(arins ) providently in the beginning ot the Seige, which hindred their further 
pafTagc, orafeent. So they took a (mall Stone out of it, and returned to Turns 
ihewing him the Stone, and relating the particulars; who held a Counfcll about it! 
The next day th^ Romans upon die Guard at Porta Pinciatta had fpecchof their 
fufpition about the Wolfe; which beingIpred, and coming to the wife General! 
he did not flightly give earc to it, but inllantly let down into the Aquxdu $I)iol 
gefos, one of his Life-guard, with fomc choice men, to learch; who found Scatte¬ 
red Lamps of the Enemy, and droppings of Torches, and faw where they had ta¬ 
ken out the Stone, and reported all to Bclifams ; whereupon he kept a drong 
Guard upon the Aquxduft : which the (jabs perceiving, forbare the attempt! 
But they prepared to give an open Aflault ; and at dinner time with fcaling Lad¬ 
ders and lire, they came unlookt for to Porta Pinciana , hoping to take the City fo 
by a fudden on-fet, few Souldicrs being left within it. Udeger then kept the Watch 
With his Company, every man being appointed to guard by tunics. Seeing the Ene¬ 
my Approach disorderly, he charged them not ranckt for a l ight, hut marching in 
confulion, and he routed and killed them. At the noife the /tafw run up to the 
Walls, and the Goths without doing any thingretired. Vitigts then had another 
defigne j the Walls are very affaultablc by the 7 ibers Band, the Ancientsha¬ 
ving built the Wall careldly there, and low, without Towers, d ulling to the 
Tonification of the River. Here he hoped to take the City, there being no con- 
fiderable guard. He corrupted two Romans dwelling about Saint Peters Church to 
repaire to the Sentinels there with a Veffcll of Wine about the Evening, and with 
fomecolourof kindneffe, to bellow the Wine on them, to lit drinking with them 
till midnight, and to throw into their Cups a lleepie Drug, which he gave them. 
He prepared Boats upon the oppofite Shore, in which the Goths upon a Signal!, 
(the Sentinels being aflccp ) were to paffc over and affault; and he put the whole 
Army in readinelTe to force the City. But one of the men hired for the Service 
( Rome being not to be taken by that Army of C/iths ) revealed the Plot to Belt- 
Jams, anddifeovered his fellow; who upon torture opened all, and fliewedthe 
Drug given by Vitigts. Belijams cut of his Nofe, andEares, and fent him upon 
an Me into the Enemies Camp; who feeing him, faw God preventing their 
Counfels, and therefore tire City by them not.to be taken. 


CHAP. VIII. 
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I N the mean (\mMfan its wrote to John to attendclofe his bufineffe. And 
he with 2000. Ho^e forraged Picenia , taking all in his way, Women, and 
Children Captives. And he overthrew Vlitlmts, Vitigis his Uncle, killing him 
' and almoft his whole Army; that none durft pncoui^er him. f At oAuximum 
he heard there was but a weak Garrifon of (joths- y but finding the place ftrong 
nndliard to take, lie would not befeige it, but marclir forward. He left alfo Vrbl 
>>m, and marcht toward tAriminm, a daies Journey from Ravenna, whether fome 
'Romans invited him. The Goths being jealous of the Townef-men, when they heard 
of the Roman Army coming toward them, ran all away. So John got A*minkm. , and 
left at his backGarrifons inc>^A‘/w/w;,and Vrbinnm, not forgetting ftclifarins 
Indruftions, nOr upon any ungrounded temerity (being one who hadiDifcretion 
mist with Valour) but confidering what came to pafle; that when the Goths 
heard a Roman Army tobenecr Ravenna , they would inllantly raife their Seine, 
affraid of the place. And hc lighted upon a right conceit; for Vitigis andthc Goths ’ 
undemanding Ariminnm to.be in his Poffcflion, and extreamly Fearing Ravenna. 
made a direft Retreat, without any further confideration ; for which John got a 
great Reputation, being before, generally famous; a daring-man, laborious in 
his own Pcrfon, and fearlelfe iu dangers. He ufed a hard Diet, and in toiles was in- 
feriour to no Barbarian, or common Souifar .Mat taftwt ha ^ Vitigis W\fc offended 
‘ tvith her Husband, who at full .attained her Bed by violence, and bearing John to 
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he in Ariminnm , was glad of it, and fecretly treated with him, touching a Marri¬ 
age and a plot of Treafon: This they negotiated by Mcflages unknown to any, 

And the Goths having the newes of Arimhum, and their Provifions failing, and 
the three Months being expired, made their Retreat, though they heard nothing 
of their Ambaffadours fucceffe. About the Summer Tropick having fpent one 
yearc and nine daies in this Scige, they burnt up their Hutts, and by day-break be¬ 
gan their Journey. The Romans feeing them, doubted what to do, their main body 
of Horfe being not prefent; but fent out feverall waics, as 1 have faid; and con¬ 
ceiving themfelves not able to fight withfuch multitudes.- Yet Belijarias armed 
his Horfe, and boot; and more then halfc the Enemies being pad over the Bridge, 
he Tallied at Porta Pinaana. The Fight came to the Sword, and Lance, and the 
Goths ft firli difly fullainingthe Enemy, many fell on both Tides: But afterward 
the (joths being routed, made their own overthrow very great, by prefling and 
crowding to pafle the Bridge, that they differed extraordinary Ioffe, being killed 
by Enemies and one another. Many fell into the Tiber , and were drowned in their 
Armes; and having loll mod of their men, theredever-took thoTe formerly pad 
over. Longinus the Ijanrian, and Mandi/as, two of Belifarias his Life-guard, did 
extraordinarily in this Battell: Mmdilat killed foure Barbarians , and came off; 
but Long inns having been the greated caufc of the Enemies overthrow, fell upon 
the place, much lamented by the whole Army. Vitigis in his march toward Raven¬ 
na with the remainder of his Army, fortified the defcnfible places with llrong 
Garrifons; leaving in Clafutm , a City in Tafcany , a iooo. men under Gelimer^ 
and as many in Vrbiventstm y under Albilas a Goth ; and in Tndcra Vligifalus , with 
400. In Picenia he continued the 4oo.formcrly lodged in the Cadle of/Ymqln Ahx - 
imam, the greated City there, lie left 4000. feledcd Goths , and Vifandus a valiant 
Commander. And in Vrbinnm 2000. under Tomoras ; In ('afina and Monteferc- 
trnm , other Calllcs there, lie Garrifond 500. men in each; Himfelfe marcht with 
the red to befeige Ariminnm. Belifarins when the Seige was raffed, fent lldeger and 
Martinas with a 1000. Horfe to get before the Enemy into Ariminnm , ( taking foe 
other way) and to caufe John and his Troops to rife from thence, placing in their 
dead other fuflicient numbers to guard the Town, and to be taken out ot e^wmi 
dandingupon the JonianG ulfe, two daies journey from Ariminnm ; which he 
had taken in before, fending Cotton with an Army of Thracians , and ijanrians. He 
hoped, that there being only Foot in Ariminnm, and no Commanders of Note, 
the Goths would not imploy their powers to befeige it, but defpife it, and march 
onto Ravenna ; and if they flioulJ befeige it, that Provifions would lad longer 
lor Foot only, and that the 2000. Horfe with John would inlcd the Enemy, and 
force them to raile their Seige. lldeger^ and Martinas with thefe Inllruftions took 
their Journey by Via Plaminia > and by much prevented the Goths, who byreafon 
of their multitudes marcht flowly, and were forced to go about for want of Pro¬ 
vifions, neither would they come ncer the llrong places upon Via Tlaminia , 
the Romans (as hath been faid) holding T^arnia, Spoletum , and Pernfia, 


CHAP. IX. 

B U T thofc Romaffs'fipding Petra in their way, attempted the Cadle as a by- 
bufineffe; afortreffe^iot made by men, but by the nature ofthc place,where 
is a craggy \yay,and do die right hand a fwife running river unfordable j on 
' the left hand a Itccp^pik fq high, that men on the top feem below like little 
birds. Anciently there was no paffage through, but in time a way was dig d through 
it, & a gate made; the other entrance was walled, favc fo much as was left for a gate 
tliere, and fo of it fdf the place became a fortification, and was named \ Vetra y 
the Rock. (JJ Part inns and lldiger a (faulted one of the Gates, but did no good with 
their fhot, though the Goths within made no defence. At bill belnnde they forced 
their way up the crag, and threw ftones upon the Enemies heaas: they 
tan into the houfes, and there kept clofe. The Romans when they could not reacn 
them with Hones, cut great pcices out of the Rock, and with many hands toffed 
G g them 
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them down aimingac the houfes, fuch as they light on tottered, and so frighted 
the Goths chat they held up their hands to thofe at the Gate, and yeilded upon com* 
poficion, to hive no hurt, but to be fervants to the Emperour, and obedient to £(- 
lifarius. c Martians atjl lldi^er, removed the moft of them, leaving fome few with 
their wives & children, & placing a Garrifon oflloman9,Then they went to tArtcm 
from whence they took many foot companies, ^brought them the third day to Ar - 
wmw, declaring Rclifarins hisdirection. But jM»rcfafcd to go with them,and de¬ 
tained Dammns with hi$ 400 men* fo that leaving the foot companies, they went 
away with the Lanciers and Targeticrs of Btlifams. Soon after Vitigis with hii 
whole army fate downc before iTriminnm. He made a woodden towef higher 
then the walls, and npon wheels brought it where the fame were moft aflaultable: 
They drew it not on with oxen,leaft they fliould fpeed as they did at Rome ; but men 
covered within it, ftioved it on; within it was a great broad fealing ladder 'for the 
common fouldier to mount the battlements, they not doubting but to get up with 
cafe fo foon as their tower was fet to the walls,fo was the figure thereof contrived, 
B$ing come neer the walls with it, they layftill, becaufc it grew dark, fet their 
fcntinells about it,and took their reft, dreaming of no oppofition; there’ being but 
a fmall trench only to hinder their approach. The Romans paft the night in fear, ex- 
peding the next day to be ruined. But John neither defpairing nor fearing, about 
midnight left the reft upon their Guards, and himfelf with his ljwhnt carrying 
Mattocks and other inftrumonts, got fecrctly without the walls, and caufed them 
to dig in the trench, and to call up the Earth to the town-ward, which ferved for a 
umpire, and in a fmall time,the Enemy being falU Beep, they made the Trench of 
reafonable depth and breadth, where the walls were wcakeft, and the Goths were to 
approach with their tower; who (the night being far fpent ) perceived it, and 
ran to beat them off: but they, the trench being compleated, got within the walls 
ViHgis was cxcrcamly vexed at it in the morning,Scput to death fome fentinellsiand 
being as eager as ever, commanded to fill up the ditch with Faggots, andfo to 
draw the tower on.They did his commands with alacrity, though mightily oppofed 
from the walls. But the faggot* with the weight of the Tower funk, that they could 
not pet it forward, the Ground growing ftill deeper, where the Earth was call up 
asl fayd, So that fearing the night approaching, and the Enemies fallying to burn 
their Engtn, they drew it back. John to hinder them, put the Souldiers in Armes 
and ufed this Exhortation. Fellow fouldiers,and my partnersin this danger lie 
that would live and [fee thofe he hath left at home; let him know that Fe holds 
this hope by his fword only. When Bclifams fent us out, the hope and Love of 
‘ many things made us cheerfull in the bufinefie. Wc fufpefted not fo neer the fea 
| (the Romans being mafters of the fea) to be befieged, nor imagined, that the 
^EmperoursarmycouldfomuchnegleAiis. Then the occafion of (hewing our 
affection to the ftatc, and of getting Glory incouragedus; now, but byourva- 
lour, we cannot fo much as live j and for life (were there nothing elfe) we muft 
ofneceffity undergo this hazard. And who pretends to valour a f fo, hatha fair 
opportunity this day to get Glory by it ; which is gotten not by overcoming in- 
cferiours in power, but bya viftory with lefle preparations,and greater courage. -

dements; the Enemy Received them bravely, and it was hotly fought: and with 

by Famine, whofc pioviflons failed, and they knew not which way to get fupply. 
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B UT Belifmus fent towards Millan, 1000 Ifturians and Thracians ; Ernes , 
led the 1}unfit ns , and Panins the Thracians , and Mnndilas commanded in 
cheife, having fome Targetiers of Bclifams. fide lias (made Praefeft of 
the Palace) being born at Millan , was thought fit to accompany thefe for¬ 
ces, having fome power in Li* stria. From the port, of Rome, they went by Sea to 
Genoa,t he uemoft City in 7 ujcanj, at the Entrance of the Gaulifh and Spanifh 
leas; where leaving their (hips they took their journey, putting their fchiffs upon 
waynes to’paffethe Poe with. Being paffed the River, and come to the City of Pi - 
cmm> the Goths,with many and of their belt men fought with them; For fuch of 
them as dwelt in thofe parts, had put into Ptcenmn their Goods of moft value, it be¬ 
ing a ftrong place ; but the Romans after a hot fight had the victory, flew many, 
and failed little of taking the town; for the Goths had much ado to (hut their gates, 
they were fo dofely putfued. h'idelins, as the Romans rod back, ftaidto pray in a 
Church; and having a fall by the (tumbling of his horfe neer the Town: the Goths 
Tallied and killed him, unfeen by the Enemy, which much greived Mnndilas and the 
Romans, who went to Millan , and took it without fight, and all Lignria.Viti^is un¬ 
demanding it, fent an army thither under Vr<tas i his Sifters fon. And Theodebert , 

King of the Francks,fent to his ayd at his requeft, 10000, not Francks, but Burgun¬ 
dians, that he might not feem to wrong the Hmperour. Thefe Burgundians pre¬ 
tended to come ot their own accord, not upon the Command of Theodebert. The 
Goths joyning with them came before Millan unexpected by the Romans, and be¬ 
fieged it; that they had no means to import provifions, but were inftantly in want 
ofneceffaries. Neither could the Souldiers guard the walls; Mnndilas having put 
Garrifons into Pe>jawnm y Gomiim,?{ovdrraj\w\ other fmall fortrefles neer CMillan; 
and having there with himfelf but about 300 men, and Enncs and Panins, fo that 
neceflarily the Cityzcns were to guard in their tunics. And thus the winter ended, 
and the third year of this warr written by Pncopins. 

But Reli/arins about midfummer went againft Vitiois. leaving in Rome a fmall Gar- 
rifon; and taking the reft with him. He fent fome to intrench before Tndcra, and i nc ;p; t flnnus 
Clnfium , meaning to follow, and with them to beflege the Goths therein. But they qwartus bell, 
hearing of the army coining, lent to Bclifams y and yeilded upon compofltion to Goth Jmngin 
have no hurt done them. He took the Goths there,and fent them to Topics and into 1 f rc 8* 

Sicilj, then left Garrifons in Tndira and (ls/fnm,m[ marcht on.. In the mean jomini w° 

time fiti*is fent another army under Vacimtts to Anximnm, tojoyne with the 

Goths there,and to attempt the caftle of Ancona. This Ancona is a cornerd rock,from 

whence it hath the name,//wcSignifying an Elbow. It (lands from t Anximnm ten 

miles, and is the Haven for it; the Caftle is at the corner of a rock, very fecure, hut 

the houfes without being not many, have no defence of walls. [onon , who had the 

■Guard of the place,hearing Vacimtts to come againft him, and not far off, fell upon 

a fcncelefle refolution, as if it were nothing to fave the Caftle, People, and Souldi- , 

ers. He left the caftle unguarded, and drew out fome five furlongs off, Handing in 

order of.battel, not of any depth, hut compalling the hill, as if he were hunting.But 

when they faw the Enemy fo much exceeding in numbers, they all ran away to the 

Caftle. The Barbarians purfuing, killed many that could not get in; fet to their 

Ladders to mount the Caftle, and put fire to the houfes without. The Romans 

who dwelt within were amazed, and firft having opened the Gate, and received in 

the flying Souldiers, now feeing the Goths at their hecks ready to enter with them, 

they (But the Gates,and drew up with ropes divers, and ('onon among them. 1 he 

Goths, mounting by their Ladders, had taken the Caftle, if two men upon the . 

Battlements had not mirauiloufly thruft them off, the one a Thracian,and a Lancicr 
to Belifarms, nmceivlimnn, the other Rnlpd.u a Hunne , a Lancicr of Valerianm. 

Thefe by chance landed a little before at Ancona , and in this fight keeping off the 
Goths with their Swords, laved the Caftle beyond expectation, but were carried 
off themfelvcs mangled and halfc dead. 
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T Hen came newes to Bdijmiu, that T^arjes was come from Conjlantimplt 
with an army, and was in P iccr.u, Ttyrfes was an Evnuch, and Treafurer 
to the Empcrour, valiant above the condition of an Evnuch: with him 
came 5000 men in feverall Regiments,commanded by fttjlbtus, Generali 
0 UllyrUm^wh others; and another Tfnrfis^ a Vcrf-Amman ;who revolted former¬ 
ly to the Ronim with Hyalins his Brother, who came a little before to Iklifmm 
with other forces, and zoooHerHliutsmm Vifandns, tAluctb^ and Phmthetts, 
Formerly the HernIM inhabited beyond the river Jfier i ferving many Gods, and 
holding it no impiety to appeafe them with human facvifices. They had Lawes dif¬ 
fering from other inen: When men were grown aged or Tick, they were not to live, 
biit to intreat their kindred'to put them out of the world: Who made a pile of 
Wb'od,andfetthbmaninthttop, and lent a ftranger to him,in blood,with a fword 
t6 difpatch him; then fet the pile on lire, and the (lame being done, gather’d up his 
bones, and buried them. When an Hov/to died,his wife (if fhc would be thought 
Virtuous) was to ftranglc her felfover her husbands Tombe ; otherwifefliec was 
efteemed infamous,and an Enemy to her husbands kindred. In time over‘topping 
the bordering Barbarians in populoufntffc and power, they vanquifht them in fight 
one by one, and forraged their country,and kept them under. They fuhdued the 
Lombards beingChriftians,and made them pay Tribute,upon Covetoufncffe c r vain 

S , it being a thing not ufed by the Barbarians in thofe parts. In the Raign of 
m per our Aiuijtafsus, having none left to invade, they remained quiet for three 
years: But were difcontcnted for it at their King l(odnlphns , flocking about 
oitn, and calling hint coward, and immodeftly they fcoft and abufed him. Who not 
enduring the difgrace, made a caufeleffe war upon the Lombards, not charging 
them with breach of Treaties, or any other pretence. The Lombards Ifent to A’c- 
•^/p/;/atoknowwhythe//^///<Viwjwcrein armes againft them; if their Tribute 
were not all paid, they would fatisfie it with advantage;if they thought it too mean, 
they Would make it greater. But MMpIrns lent their Ambafladors away with 
Threats.Thcy fent again other Ambaffadors, who ufed much entreaty; hue fpccding 
not, the third came and advifed him; In no fort to make a war without a caufe; 
“ if he did, the Lombards (though unwillingly) mult oppofc the invafion; calling 
‘ God to witneffc, whofe leaft drop upon the fcale will weigh down ajl the power 
“ of men,8ns he is induced by the caufes,wil determin the conclufion ofthis war.The 
Hcnlittns not frighted herewith, nor relenting, tvfolvcdco have a Batccll. Both 
parts beingneer each other; over the Lombards the airewas fuddcnly over enft 
with a black thick cloud; there being a clear sky over the Herulians, a Prefagc that 
the Herulians entred the fight for their own mifcheitc. and among thofe Barbarians 
before a batcell the faddeft prodigie that can be. But the Herulians,not heeding the 
fame, marcht proudly againft the Enemy, judging ofthc fucccffe by their great mill- 
tttudes. But they were very many (lain, with their King Rodulplm , and the reft fly¬ 
ing were almoft all cut in peices. Upon this they left their Country, and palling 
through all the land beyond the River IJh^ came where the Hogans ,or lU^ins had 
inhabited, (who were gone with the Goths into Italy ) and there they fate down. 
Dut the land being waft,and famine compelling, they removed,and came to a coun¬ 
try next the6W0; who at the fu ll pcrnvttcd them to plant,coming as Suppliants: 
But afterward they wronged them, forcing their wives, and making hrey of their 
Cattell and Goods, and at laft began unjuft quarrclls witli them : which the Hcrxli- 
mi not able to hear, paft the River Ifttr to dwell by the JUmmis there. And tAm- 
M"“ “' e Hmperoilrr eceivcd them,to plant in the country. Soon after by commit¬ 
ting much wickcdnelfe upon their neighbouring Romans, they offended him. and 
lie lent an army agdlnft them; which in a battcll had the victory,killed moll of them, 
and would hava destroyed them all• but their chciftains remaining, with fupplicati- 
ons hogged their lives, and to be taken for Auxiliaries and Servants to theEmpc- 
rour w 10 gi anted the fame, and fo fome Hcrxliiwi eft aped alive, but neither ayded 
nor lerved the Romans. Jxftini.m coming to the Empire- gave them a good coun- 
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tJT^ndGoods, and mhde them ablblute Affociates, and perftvaded them to by , 
Chriftians; upon this they grew civiller, and applyed, t .emfelves to the Lawes of 
Chriftians ferving the Kmurn as Auxiliaries. But ftill they arc lalfetogs, and co- 
v tous- not thinking it'attyfhame to wrong their Neighbours. They ufe impious 

mixtures with men and Bealls, being indeed the 1 wickedcllf of all men, andwrctcl.es 

wretchedly to perilli. Some few of them continued their League with us ; the reft re¬ 
volted upon this occafion. Tofiiew the lavageneffe of their nature they killed 0 - 
clm their King, fuddcnly, without allcadging any thing, but that they would no 
more be under a King. And indeed their King beforehad only the name, otherwife 
little advantage above a private man. All fat and ate with him, and put licentious 
fcornes on him; the Hmtlwu being the moll mdifereet and the lighted men alive. 
This foulcfaft they inllantly repented, finding no poflibihty to live withouiGovcr- 
nours and Generals. After much confultation, they refolvcd to feud for one of the 
Blood Rovall from thellland of Thule. Tor the being overthrown by 

the Lombards, and leaving their native Soile fome dwet m lllmm (aslfaid) 
others paft not the River JJhr, but thought it better to plant in theuttermoft bor¬ 
ders of the habitable World. Conduced by many of the blood Royall, they raft 
throu ph all the Nations of the Slavonians ; then paffing a large defert Country, tfay 
came to a Nation called the pitmans, after whom they traverfed the Nations ofthc 
Danes • the Barbarians there ufing no violence againft them : 1 hen they came to the 
Ocean, ? and getting Shipping, arrived at the Ifland of Thule-, where they ftatd. 


CHAP. XII. 

T Unlc is ten times bigger then Britxnj, much diftant from it to the North¬ 
ward • The moll of it is waftc; hut in that which is inhabited arc leated 
thirteen populous Nations, and over every Nation is a King. The Sun a- 
bout the Summer Tropick fets not in the ifland for fourty dayes, being in 
all that time a ftrange fight ftill above the Earth. Andneerthe Winter Tropick, it 
is not fccu in the 1 (land tor fourty dayes, but a contmuall night hangs ovei it; the 
Inhabitants leading a fad life all the while, and not converting with one another. 
It was not my fortune to goe to this llland, though I much defired to behold the 

wonder: But inquiring of fome that came from thence, how they knew the due 
times of Sun-riling and Sun-fetting, they told me the true rcafon; That the Sun 
fetsnot indeed there for fourty dayes, but it (limes fometimcs fiom theEaftward, 
fometimes from the Weft; and when they fee it returnc to that place of the Hori- 
7.011 where full they faw itrife, they reckon a day andawglit. And inthe long 
nights they count the dayes by the coutTes of thcMoone, which they fee cveiy 
moncth. When live and thirty dayes arc runn out of this long night, men ufed to 
it arc fent to the tops ofthc Mountaines, who there feeing the Sun bring word 
that within five dayes it will (hineagaine. Bor this good newes a fojemne 1 -caftis 
celebrated in the dark; which is th cTIm/itcs greatcll Holy-day. They feme (it 
feemes notwithllanding their yearely experience) that the Sun may forfakc them 
quite. Of all the Nations of Thule, onely AeScriiijwi are Savages, who ufe no 
apparrell, nor (liooes to their feet, nor get any mans meat out of the earth; them- 
lelvcs neither manuring it, nor their Wives tiling any work, but both perpetually 
hunting; for their vail Woods and Mountaines breed multitudes of'VidcBeaft; 

which they, catch and feed upon tinir flefli, covering themfelves with th ir Skms, 
which they patch together with Smeivsoflleafts, wanting t^d.o. anytung 
to fow with. Their Children are not nurfed like other people, with Woman rm he, 
nor hang at the Mothers breatt, but arenounfhed with the Marrow of the wilde 
Beads they take. The Woman having brought forth her c " ldc - wr “P s "j " 1 a Skm ’ 
and hangs it on a Tree, and laying Marrow to the mouth of it, out flice goes a 

Gods, and IXtimm, bothCdeftiall, and of the Ayrc, Eatth, andSea; and the Sp 
rits fayd tobcinfountaines, and Rivets. They arc perpetually facnficing.and^ 
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cifying with blood; and their faireft Viftime is a Man, before taken Prifoner, whom 
they facrifice to Mars, eftccmed their greateft God. And they doe it, not by cut¬ 
ting his throat onely, but hanging him on a tree, and throwing him among Bry- 
ers, and other kinds'of death. Among thefc Thulites the Herulian wanderers 
planted themfclves; and thofe who continued among the Romans, having murdered 
their King, fent fomc chiefe men to the lflandof Thule , to bring home one of the 
blood royall, if they could fiude any there. They found many, and made choice 
of one whom they liked belt, and tooke him with them. But being come neer home, 
he dyed of a fickncrtc; and the men wentagaineto Thule , and brought another, 
named Todafus, accompanied with his Brother zAordus, and two hundred HcrulT 
ans of the Illand. Who being long upon their journey, the Herulians about & 
^cdon conceiving it might be inconvenient to introduce a King from Thule , without 
the Emperour Juftkians confent, lent to Ccnflancinople to the Emperour, to give 
them what King he pleafed : He fent them Suartttas, an Herulian, who had long 
continued in Conftantinoplc , whom the Herulians at firlt received joyfully, adored 
him as King, and obeyed him in the ufuall dire&ions; But within few daics, they 
had newes how the Ambafiadours from Thule ..were necr, Suartuas commanded 
them to go out and kill them; and the Herulians followed him with a feeming ap¬ 
probation; but being within a daies journey of them, they revolted from him by 
night to the new commers, andhimfelte alone fled to Conftantinoplc ; the Empe¬ 
rour was ftudious to rellore him; and the Hcrulians fearing the Romans , betook 
themfclves to the Gcpdcs : And this wasthecaufeof their Revolt. 


C H A P. XIII. 

T HE Armies of Tlclifmm and Tfarfes joyned at Tima, a City Banding 
neer the jWawGulfc, a daies journey from tAuximtm. They held a Coun- 
fell of War where to oppofe the Enemy with beft advantage. Jf they goto 
relcive Auxmum , they doubted the Enemy from zAuximum might at their backs 
infeft them, and fpoile the Romans inhabiting thofe parts. And likcwifc of the be- 
feiged in zAriminum, they were affraid they might be diihefTcd for want of Viftu- 
ail. Moll of the Captaines offended with John, charged him in their fpecches for run¬ 
ning into that danger rafhly, and to get money, and for eroding (contrary to or¬ 
der) the Counfels of 'Belifarins concerning the War. But 2 {arjes (who loved 
John above all men,) fearing lead Belifarm upon the Captaines fpecches might 
| ‘‘put zAriminum in thefecond place, fpakc thus. .Fellow Commanders,you dif- 
j “ courfe in things noc to be difeonrfed of, and confult where none reafonably can 
“be of two Opinions; but, where he who never knew the War may chufe upon 
| “ the fudden. When the danger appeares equall, and the damage alike in miftaking 
I “aboundant confultation, and much difeourfe is fit, andfoto determine the mat- 
i “ters propounded.. But we deferring to attempt zAuximum now, (Ball receive no 
1 “ important hurt; for what lofoon can alter our cafe? Whereas if we receive 
j <l a blow at Ariminum (as can no otherwife be) wc (Ball ruine (aharfli word) 
i ‘‘ our whole power in Italy. If John have contemned your Commands, excellent %• 
j “ lifarins, yon have it now in your power to punilli him, by laving the Offender 
j “ or abandoninghim to the Enemy. But take heed you do not punilh the Emperour 
j “ and us, for an unwitting Offence of John. If the Goths take Ariminum , they will 
j “make Captive a valiant Generali with his Army, and a City of the Emrerours 
“ obedience. Neither will the mifehiefe flop there, but even conilitnte the whole for- 
“tune of the War. For the Enemy have now much advantage in numbers • but by 
„ ^eingoften beaten, are become Cowards, their ill Fortune having taken their con* 

™. encc fron ] ll ; cm ( B r ut if ‘V hls dcfl & n ? thc v P rof P cl \ l ^y will loon recover their 
I Spirits - and then difpute the War with more then equall Courage • Such asef

He was afraid of the befieged; and he doubted that the Enemy m Auxmnm "f* 
Hu abroad and bum the towns thereabout without controule; and by watching 
5 lvantac.es diftrelfc his own army, efpecially if there fhould be a battell In the en 3 
helefb Arttius with a thoufandmen to mcainp by the Sea tide, 25 miles from, 

2 J and not to ttir.nor give fight to the Enemy but in their own Defence; By 
hishe hoped that the Enemy would lye quiet in ^«.vi»«/»,and not infeft his army, 
lying a camp of Romm fo neer them. He fent alfo forces by Sea, commanded by 
Hindin, Vlurity and Nurje /.Brother to tAnwt, and the whole in cheif by llk- 
r Whom Beli es direfted to fail direftly for MnUm, and to land not far 
off from the foot, which fhould march by the Sea fliore commanded by Murtrns, 
and appointed to wait upon the fleet; whom he irefted being neer the Enemy 
0 lieht many fires, not proportionable to their fmall army.fo to give the Enemy ap- 
SEnof greater numiers. Himfelf with N«fis, and the reft 0 the army, 
Lrcht by VrUliliA, far from the Sea coaft ; a city fo ruined by AimcmM nothing 
Sued of the former beauty,bat foine reliques of one Gate, and of the pavement. 
H«e 1 met with this adventure. When came with his army into P.thc peplc were in 
much confufion. and the women fomc fuddenly fled where they could, otheis were 
(Irricd away captivcs.In this place fomc woman,newly delivered of a Chi d,had left it 
fn fwathing clouts upon the Ground; whether <he ran away, or were taken from it 
bvtheEnemy, (lie never did return, being likely either gone out of My, or the 
World. The child lying in that Defal t cryed, and a fhec Goat perceiving it, putted 

it and having alfo lately brought forth young came to it and gave it her Teate 

guarding the child, that no Dog nor wild beat! might hurt it. 1 he troubles lading 
L in the country, this Infant had long the beneht of this Teat. But the hemum 
Ling the Emperours arm} was come again!* the Goths only , and not to hurt the 
Romans returned to their fcvcrntl homes. And into Vdifulm the women with 
their husbands coming, and feeing the child could not imagin what it was, and won- 
dred how it lived: fuch women as were fit, offered their breads ;buc the chid 
would not take womans milk, neither would the Goat leave it; but importunacly 
bleated, and feemed to be greived at the womens troubling it, and in a word pre¬ 
tended to it her own. So that the women let it alone, and the Goat nurfed it; for 
which the people called the child rf. 0 ku.\ travelling that way, they brought me 
to it and anger'd it to make it cry; the Goat hearing it,being a Hones call off, ran to 
it bleating, and flood over it that none might hurt it. and this is the ftory of tAgi<]- 


CHAP. XV. 

B UT Utlihrim marcht by the mountaines, refolvingnot to come to a direfit 
battcll, being much inferior in numbers, and the Goths defperate with 
their mif-forumes. But lie thought that when they heard of Forces invading 
on every fide, they would not refill,but tun away; and he gueft as it fell out. 
For being upon the Mountaines adjyes journey from tArmmim, he lighted upon 
poths travelling about bufinefle; who being luddenly futpr.zed could not tunic 
out of the way, but were fomc (lain by the Komans, and the reft wounded ran up, 
»tid hid them in die rocksifrom whence feeingthe Romans marching many together 
in narrow paffages, they judged diem far more then they were, and perceiving the 
Enfign of Mfurim, ,titty knew that he led them.Thc night overtaking, die Romans 
flayed there,and the Goths hurt men run to Vitm Camm whether being arrived a- 
bout noon the neat day, they {hewed their wounds, and reported to be 

« hand with an innumerable army. Hereupon they prepared “ ”8' 

Wthe North of Arimimini ( which way they thought the Enemy would tome ) 
and dill looking to the mountain tops. Ac night having put off their armes, and cak- J 
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] ing their reft, they law tires fomc (even miles from the City Eaftwnrd, kindled U 
Martinas, They fell into terrible fear, apprehending in the morning to be furroun- 
ded by the Enemy; and fo lay ftill that night in that fear. And by Min riling thev 
faw a great fleet coming, which even ftrutii them dumb; that with tumult and cla¬ 
mouring they cruiVd up.harkning to no commands,nor chinking upon any thing but 
how to get quit of the camp, and within the walls of Ravenna. it the bcficgeU had 
had any ftrength or courage left, they had cut the Enemy in peices, and made an end 
of the war; but they were heartlcfle with their miferics, and feeble with want of 
food, i he Goths in that confufion left much of their baggage behind, and ran a- 
main to Ravenna lldiger with his forces tirft leizcd the Enemies trenches, tooke 
! the baggage they left there,and fome Tick men At noon Belijarhu came with the 
; army, and feeing John and his company pale, and greivouily nafty, he laid, he mull 
' give thanks to lldi^er, glancing at lusunadvifcd prefumption. Heanfwered that lie 
I acknowledged none to lldiger, but to Efarfes the Emperours Trealurer; imima- 
! ting that Belifarias did not willingly rclcive him, but perfwaded by Tfyrjes; both 
] chele were ever after jealous of each other: That Narfcs lreinds would not let him 
‘‘ march with Belifarias , lu, gelling how poor it was lor him who communicated of 
“ the Emperours lecrcts, not to be an ablolute commander,but to obey one that was 
; “ but a Generalljand that Ihlijarias would never indure to command with him in E* 
“ quality,but that if he would himfelf lead an army ,he ftiould have more Souldiers & 
better captam'es to follow him; the Hcrniians^ ad his own Lanciers and Targetiers 
“and the troops under {aft huts and {dm himlelf,with thofc of Tfarfet and Antin' 
“being not iefle in ail then ioooo valiant men and able Souldiers. That they would 
“ not have the conqueft of Italy wholly attributed to Belifarias , but TUrfes to- 
“ fliarc in it, who had not left his attendance on the Emperours perfon to cftjb- 
“ lift with his own dangers the Glory ofBelifmas^ hut by flicwing his own valour 
tl andwifdomc,togrow famous in the world; and that Belifarias without him 
“could do nothing; moll of the army commanded by him being difperfed in the 
“ P^ccs he had taken. Aft which tiiey reckoned up from Sicih to Piicaia. Harfti 
was much pleated with thcl^ifcourfcs.and could not contain himfelf within his pre- 
fent condition: but Mjrfiiu dircfling him any bufineffe,tlill lie flew to fome ex- 
cnfe, rejecting his commands. Which Belifarias oblcrving, he alfcinbled the Com* 
“ manders,and,fpake thus, bellow commanders, 1 find not my felfto be of the fame 
j opinion with you concerning this War. You defpife the Enemy, as abfolutely fob- 
“ dued; but lthmke this confidence will bring you into danger; knowing that the 
I I ‘‘Goths have not been beaten through their cowardice,or want of men but over* 

| “ ftratagem’d with counfcll and forefight,and fo routed. And you in like fort 1 fear 
j‘‘ from fome falle opinion may receive a blow,which may undo your felves and the 
; ‘ Roman affaires. They are more eaiily undone, who arc infolent with fucccfles and 

“conceit of victory ; then Inch as having loft fome honour, do for the time to come 
| “ life fcarc and caution towards their Enemies. Carelefneflc hath ruined many 
I “ well fetlcd, and a foheitous labour relcived men after mif- fortunes • the 
“powers of the negligent leaning of thcmfelvcs, but care naturally adding 
I “powers, Confidcr that Tit ip/ is in Ravenna with many thonfands, That Vmt 
, “be I leges Millar, and holds all Liguria ; That in Aaximam is a great and gallant ar- 
| ( “ my; and that there are other garrifons ofGoths able to tight with us all along 

| I " to VdiiyitmMmh is a neighbour to Rome. That if we ftould now be com- 

| j pafTed by the Enemy, our danger were more then ever. The Francks alfo are faid 

i ! “ to be in antics in / tynia, which every Roman ought to confidcr and apprehend. 

. My opinion therefore is, that part of the army be fent into Ufurut and Millan, 

; 1 and all thC reft to march again!! nAtixinmwflwb undertakeas^God (hall enable, 
1 and as lhall feem beft and ipoft advantageous. To this fpeech of Belli arias 2 tar> 
i( fes replied. Noble Generali, in all the reft (being nothing but truth) none can 
t contradi'ft'you j hut that all the reft of the Emperours army fhonld be confined 
; ‘ t0 Auxtrnm and Millan y I hold it inconvenient; for you to lead fuch of the army

“ be charged on both fides, and wanting Viftuall pcrifli upon the place. Belifarias 
fearing leal! by dividing the forces, the Emperours Affaires might fall a funder, 
and mine by the dilorder anting from thcncc; produced the Emperours Letters 
directed to the Commanders in thefe words. \Vc have fent ?{arfes our Treafu- 
w rer into Italy, not to command the Army; it being our pleafure that Belifarias 
‘‘alone fliall have the leading thereof, whetherfoever hiinfclfe thinks beft; and it 
“behoves you all to follow him for the good of our State. 7(arfes took hold of * 
“ the laft words of this Letter; and faid, that Belifarias did now advife again!! 
the good of the State, and therefore they were not bound to follow him. 


C H A P. X V. 

B EIiCtritis upon this fent Pcr.wias with an Army to befeige Vrbiventum , Him- 
feife led the reft to Vrbhmm, a llrong Town, a daies journey from cArimi- 
num, which had a good Garrifon of Goths within it: 'Pfarfes and {dm follow¬ 
ed him, but before the Town they encamped fcverally at the foot of the Hill,i?e//- 
Jarim on the Eaft fide, & Narfcs on the Well. Vrbhmm (lands upon a round high 
Hill, not craggy, but unfafe to mount, only for the fteepnelfe, and ncerneffe to the 
City. Towards the North is an entrance upon plain ground. Belifarias (the Ar¬ 
my being thus quartered) lent Ambafiadours to thcGoths, hoping to bring them 
(being affYaid) to a competition; and oromifing many advantages by their Tub- , 
million to the Hmperour. The Ambaffadours at the Gates (being not admitted | 
into the Town) ul’ed many allurements; but the Cjoths prefuming upon the 
ftrength of the place, and their aboundance of Provifions, rejefted them and their 
motions. Br/i/arias upon this caufed the Army to gather Poles, and with them 
to make a Gallery for men, to approach the Gates and Walls under this covert. 
Some Friends of T'fnfcs told him that Belifarias laboured in vain, {{ohn having 
attempted the place when the Garrifon was fmall, and found it impregnable) 
therefore heihmild take in the Emperours Townes in Emilia. Harfesx upon this 
.advili* rofc that night (though much wooed by Belifarias to Hay and help to 
take Vrbhmm ) and went to Arimhmm with the reft of the Army. Monas and 
the Cjoths under him, in the morning feeing halffc the Army gone, flouted from 
their Walls at thole thatftaid behind. But 'Belifarias with them refolvcd ,to af- 
iault, and confuting about it, hHmi ftrangc Succefle. The only Fountain in Vr- 
Imam which watred all the Inhabitants, grew dry of it felfe, and in three daies fo 
failed, that the Goths drunk the water with mud, thereupon they determined to 
ycild: whereof Btlifaritts not knowing, put the Army /n readineffe to aflault 
round about the Hill, and commanded to bring on the wooden Gallery upon the 
even ground. The men within unfeen by the Enemy brought the lame on, at 
which the Goths held out their hands, trying for peace. The Romans knowing no¬ 
thing of the Fountain, conceived that it was the Fight they feared, which they 
gladly forbarc: And the (Mf rendred themfelvcs, and Town to Belifarias, up¬ 
on eompolition of indemnity, they becoming Snbjeds to the Empcrour, & ferving 
in the Army with equal! conditions. Tfarfes wondred to hcare the Newes, ana 
took it for a misfortune. He lay ftill in A rim in am, butcommanded {olm with the 
Army to lead out againft Ccfina. They approach the Gallic with their fealing Lad¬ 
ders upon their hacks, & aflaultcd; But the Goths defended ftoutly, and Phanotheas 
Leader of th c Hemlians was {Iain, and many more, fo that {ohn would attempt • 
it no more, teeming impregnable, but marcht on with {aftinns, and the reft of the 
Army, and took an ancient City, named For am Cornell], by furprife: And here* 
covered all Emilia \ the Goths avoiding ftill to fight with him. Belifarias alfo ha¬ 
ving taken in Vrbhmm, thought it not expedient (being at the Winter Tropick) 
f° S° againft Aaximam, expecting a long Seige of it, the place being flrong, and 
impollible to be forced, by reafon the Goths within it were many, and of the 
heft, who having forraged much Country, had brought in great quantity of Pro* 
vilions, fo that, lie appointed Aratias to winter in Eimum, ana to reftrain the 
H h Goths 
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Goths incurfions, and to fpoilc the Country; and himfelfe inarcht againftW;/- 
ventnm , perfwaded by ‘Pcraniasy who had learnt ot run- awaits, that the (folks 
within wanted Vifluall; and that it was thought, they would ycild upon fight of 
Relifarias Army, which tame lb to pafle. Belij arias quartered his Army before 
it, and himlclfc went round, and viewed the Town, and found it not pollibleto 
be taken by force, but he thought by fomeplot it might be faifablc. Vrbiventnm 
is built upon a Hill, Handing alone in a Valley, and being plain at the top, and to¬ 
wards the bottomc craggy. About it, a Hones call off are many Rocks, and the 
Town hath no Walls,nor other Fortification, Nature having made it impregnable; 
in regard there is but one way to it between thofe Rocks: which being guarded, 
thcTownef-menfcareno invafion at any other part. And where the way into the 
Town is, a large River unfordable takes up all the fpace between the Hill and thofe 
Rocks. So that there is only a fmall Fortification at the faidpalfage, and a Gate 
to it, which the Goths guarded. 


CHAP. XVI. 

B UT RcHfarius begirt the Town with his Army, hoping to incommode 
the Enemy from the River, and to take them by Famine. The (joths fora 
while were in no abfolute wants, and though furnillied very barely, yet 
theyindured beyond expedition, having not Food tofiuislk, but to keep 
alive only; and their Frovifions being failed, they fed upon Hides, and Skins (ba¬ 
ked In water, and upon vain hopes, which Milas their Commander gave them, 
a man of great Reputation with the (joths. 

The Summer being come, the Corn in all thofe parts grew of it felfc, but not 
in fuch quantity as formerly • being not covered under FuVrowes by the Flow and 
Harrow; but lying upon the Face of the Land, which could yeildfo but fmall 
Crop: And none being to reap it, much flied, and never grew again. The fame 

S ened in Emilia, that the Inhabitants went all into 7'*V< ;/;</, which being up- 
ic Sea, they thought the Famine not. to be fo much there: Which feifed al¬ 
io upon Tafcanj ; but there the Mountainers grinded Acorncs, and made bread, 
which bred all kind of Difealcs in many; but Tome recovered and lived, but in 
Vii enia 5 oooo. Roman Husbandmen at leall periflied, and more on this fide the 
Jon'utn Gulfe. I have feen tlieir Countenances, and manner of deaths. They grew 
lanck, and pale, theFlefli wanting Food (according to the old faying) feeding 
on it felfc; Choler prevailing fpred a wan Complexion over their bodies: And 
as the Difcafc grew, all moiftjye forfook them; the Skin was hard like a tanned 
Hide, aiyl lookt as if it deft to the bones; afterwards they became black-coloured, 
and like Lincks mud) burnt. 1 heir Countenance were hideous, like mad-mcn • and 
as moll dyed for want of Sullenance, fo fome with greedy feeding: whofc heat be¬ 
ing quenched within, it they were nouriflied to fatisfaftion, and not by little, and 
little, like Babes new born, being not able to digeft the meat , they, dyed. Some for¬ 
ced by the Famine fed upon one another. 1 wo Women in a Village beyond An - 
mbmm were reported to have eaten 17. men, they onely were left alive in the 
place andfo Faffcngers lodged in their Cottage, whom they killed fleeping, and 
eat them. As they were attempting the like upon the 18. he waked, and Finding 
out the ttutli,killed them both. Many being pinebt with this Famine, went where 
there wasGiaffe, and Hooping to gather it, but being not Hrong enough to pull 
it up, they fell upon their hands, and dyed with the GrafTc in their mouths. None 
uned any, nor had the lead thought of Funeralls: The very ravenous Fowles, 
that feed on dead bodies, would not touch them, there being no flefli left to allure 
t icni, which thcFaminehadcoiifumedall. So grievous was that Famine 
But Beli/arjm fent (Minims and Vlians with an Army againll Vrbias and the 
jot j/,whom he heard tobefiegc Atillan .'llicy encamped and llayd upon the ( Pw 
a ayes journey from A fill an, and Ipent much time in confulting about their pafTagc 
over the River. Which (JIandilas underlhnding, fent one Paulas* Roman to 
tenij wiolliptby die Enemy and finding no Boats upon the Poe llript himfelfe. 
_ and 
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and in great danger fwam over the River. Coming to the RomanCmyz he told the ■ 
“Commanders Martinas and V Haris , that they didunjuHly, and not befitting j 
" their reputations, to conic there in pretence to lerve the Emperour, butineffeft j 
“ to augment the Goths power. That Millan, the cheife of the Italian Cities for big- 
( ‘ nefle, wealth, and poptiloufndfe, being a Bulwark for the whole Roman Empire 
“ againft the ( jemans , and other Barbarians , is now in perill with Mttndilas and 
tc the Kmpcronrs Forces, and yet by them neglcded. The wrong they did the Em- 
‘‘perour, he would forbeare to aggravate, time not allowing many words, but 
‘ ! demanding fpcedy fuccour, whilft yet fome hope is left. That therefore they 
‘‘muH infiantly rcleive Millan• if they delayed it,Our fortunes (quothhe) will 
be after the bittereft fufferings to perifli, and yours,to betray tlieEmpcrours Soul- 
“ diers to the Enemy.. Seeing fuch are jultly fayd to betray, not onely who open 
“ their Gates to an Enemy, hut who having meanes to refeue their befi Frcindsbc- 
“feiged, by preferring a backward fccurity Defore hazarding, abandon them to the 
Enemy. Panins fpake in that fort, and Mart into and V Haris promifed him to fol¬ 
low immediately, and fo fent him away; who entred Millan by night, revived the 
Souldicrs and other Romans , and made them yet more chcerfull in their Faith to the 
Emperour. 


chap. xvn. 

B UT Hill the Troops with Martinas were backward, and lay Hill, and fo 
continued long. Martinas to put the blame from ihimfelfc, wrote thus to j 
Belifarias : ‘‘You fent us out to rcleive our diflrefled Freinds in Millan \ 

‘‘ we have ufed our bcH diligence, and arc as farr as the River of iV; which 
I “ the Army fearcs to palfc, hearing that in Liguria is a great Army of Goths, and 
“ a multitude of Burgundians ; with whom we conceive our felves not able to fight. 
“Command therefore ‘John and Jajlinas (who are our neighbours in Emilia) to 
“ joyne their Troops with us in tiiis adventure 5 whereby we (hall be fafe our lelves, 

*• and doe fome hurt to the Enemy. ! Bdijarias upon rcceite of this Letter, com¬ 
manded John and jajlinas immediately to joyne with Martinas for Millan. They 
refufed, unlcfle ijarfes directed them; whereupon Bclifarias wrote thus to 'Efar- 
fes: il Confider how the Empcrours Army is one body: If (as members in bodies) 

“ you be not all of a mindc,but will be doing one without anothers concurrencejin 
“the end (having done nothing youfliould) you will all pcrifii. Wherefore leave 
“ Emilia , which hath no Hrong place in it, and for t^prefent is not of any impor- 
“ tance to us; and command John and Jajlinas immediately to march with Marti- 
tK ms againll the Enemy before Millan y whofe Troops are necr the fame, and well 
“ fum i flit to vanquifii the Barbarians . From hence it is not convenient to fend For¬ 
ces thither, much time will be fpentin the march, that they will come after the 
1 ‘ feafon; and being come they will not be able to ufe their Horfes in a fight after 
I fo long a journey. But thofe,and APartinus and VHaris marching to Millan , in 
likelyhood will beat the Goths , and then againe fubdue Emilia , none being to op- 
pofc them. 7{arjcs after perufall of this Letter, wrote to John and, Jajlinas to 
march to Millan accordingly. John afterwards was fent to the Sea-coall, to get 
Barks for rranfporting the Army over the Poe ; but a ficknelfc hindred his bufinelfe. 
hi the mean time of this backwardneflfc of Martinas Troops, and Johns Haying for 
Warfcs his Orders, the Reficged became infinitely diflrefled with Famine. The ex¬ 
tremity conllrained them to feed on Dogs, Rats, Mice, and fuch uncouth creatures. 
The GW/;, fent to Mandilas to render the City , offering Indemnity to himfelfe, 
and the Souldicrs. He accepted, fo they would give affurances of performance; and 
not ufe hard mcafure to the Inhabitants. When the Enemy had given affurances to 
Mundiio and the Souldicrs, hut being angry with the Ligurians y appeared refolved 
todeilroy them; he called the Souldicrs and fpake thus. If ever men have chofen 
“ to dye honourably when they might luve lived bafely, fuch would I have you noW 
'Jobe, and not for love of breath to live in difgracc; the rather being of the

t( Schoolc of Behfmus , where you have learnt fo plentifully, that it were impi* 
ous nor to be generous, and cxtrcamly daring. To all men that come into this 
“light, one fate is appointed, in their due time to dye. But in the manner of their 
“ deaths men are dilhnguifhcd; Cowards firlt becoming the (corn and laughter 
“of their Foes, fulfill their cleUinytoo in their defined times. But generous men 
“ liiflfer the lame with Virtue, and an advantage of Honour. Jf by becoming Slaves 
lt to the Jitirlwims we could preferve this People, our bafe preservation would 
“ have an cxcufe; but for us to behold fo many Romans dertroyed by the Enemy, 
“is more bitter then any death; for we (hall feem even to have helpt the (joths 
“ to act this Calamity. Whilft therefore we arc yet Mailers of our (elves, and can 
‘‘bcarc necellicy with Virtue, let us make this our hard fortune, our Glory. 

“ My Opinion is, to armcour felves complcatly, and to (ally upon the hnemy 
“ not looking tor us :• VVc (hall gain one of thefe two; cither fortune ro do feme-' 

“ thing torus, or die an honourable riddance of our miferies, by a happy death 
beyond our hopes. 1 he Souidicrs for all tliefc words o fA'/nndilas would not ha-' 
zard, but yeildcd themfelves and the City upon the Conditions offered. Them the 
(ioths hurt not, but made Prifoners with Afn,uliias y but the City they demolifk 
to the Ground, killing men of all ages, 300000. at lealt. The Women they made . 
Slaves, and gave to the Btnjmulians, to grautie their joyning with them, finding 
there Repar.ii/is, Prajitt of the Palace, they cut him m pceces, and threw them to 
the Dogs, Injnubms, who was then in Alii Ian , went into Dalmatia with his 
Iroops through f Vcmtia, and other Countries, and from thence brought the 
newes to the hmperour, of the to,w Dilaller at A Titian. The Goths alio took 
other Townes by compoflcion from the Roman Garrifons, and quickly fubdued 
all Liguria . And Martians and VHans returned towards Rome with their 
Army.

To thefe /'<„'?« gave Ins Letters to Ck/nci, wlio being there¬ 
with moved, did tliofemifchieles to the/(«»,»;.< dunngtlie Truce 1 toriiicrly.ic- 
hted And the Emperour, fo foon as lie f<,111id the Perfims plotting tliofe roif- 
chiefes thought good to end the War i n the Welt: He font therefore tot ■ 'Btlifan- 
to ro againll the Virfo», and he difpstcht Ambaffadours, (who yet 
were at CW hxtmth) with promile to tend fomc to lUvmm, to conclude a 
Truce with the link, as fltould be expedient tor both parts. But liehjurim made 
Itav of the Eiteniics AmbafTidours, untill they alfo fent home - ittmafim and l’ctcr, 
wlio went to Cm^CMfk, and were highly rewarded, tftkmfm the kmperour 
Lde Prtftti of the Palace in Captain of the kmperours Guard.

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tonic without touching a man. The Goths failing herein,ran into the Towne. Af¬ 
terward they layd an ambufh of their belt men in Vallies neer the town • then fome 
few appeared about the Grade plot, and when the figlr« was come to Sword and 
I/ance ? they rofe from their ambufh, and having the advantage much in numbers, 
and amazing the Romans being unlook t for, they, killed many, and put the reft to 
flight. The Romans in the quarters faw the Enemy rife from their anibufli, and 
cryed loud to their companions to retire, but were noc heard, being divided from 
them the whole length of the hill, and the Barbarians claiming their armes to drown 
their cryes. Belifams was troubled at it, and Procopius, the writer of this Hiftory, 
came to him,andfayd. “Noble Generali, Anciently the Roman Trumpeters were 
“ skilfull in two tunes, one compofed to incorpge the Souldiers to fight, the other 
“ to found a retreat, when the Generali faw his time: Who by this means fignified 
“ his pleafure, and the Souldiers put it in Execution. For in a battell to doe it by 
(Routing isimpoflible; the fright of it amazing, and the clafliing of armes over- 
coming the noife. But now rudeneffc hath bereft us of this skill, and we cannot 
*• fignific both with one Trumpet: wherefore do you thus. Let the hoiTemcns trum- 
pets incourage the Souldiers to fight, and let thofe of the foot call them to the re- 
* • treat; they cannot but diftinguifli the lound, the one being made of Leather, and 
*• very thin wood, and the other of a thick pcice of Brafle. Belijtu m liked Pncopim 
„ advife.and calling the army,fpake thus. u Courage and forwardneffe is expedient 
"and commendable fo far as it is moderate, and hurts not them who ufe it - all 
‘•things becoming ever worfc with Excelfc. Commit therefore no more of thefe 
** Errors through vain ambition; to fly fometime isnofhamc,andwho'unadvifedly 
*■ runs into evident mifeheif, if he chance to efcapc.yetis he guilty of Folly. The gal- 
*' lant man is he,that fights valiantly in time of need. The Goths now unable to fight 
‘•with you,indeavour to ruin you with ambuftics;and you are more to be blamed for 
Standing the danger, then if,you had run out of their ambufh; nothing being bafer 
‘‘ then to ferve an Enemies Counfells. I will be carefoll to prevent your falling into 
*• amEuflies; and you, when I give the fignall,prefently retire, which (hall be done 
‘‘ by the found of the foot Trumpets. The Souldiers after this fpeech, feeing the Ene¬ 
my at the Grade,went towards them, and at firft killed fome. A efpyingonc 
of them with Gold Ornaments, ook him by the hair, and drew him afideto ftrip 
him; but a Goth hit him through both the calves of his legs with a dart, and fo fet¬ 
tered them both together, vet itill he drew the dead body, holding it by the Hair, 
lnthisinftant the Goths rofe from their ambufh, and immediatly 'Belijmus feeing 
all from the camp, caufed the foot Trumpets to found, which the Romans hearing 
retired gently, taking up the (Moore with the Dart through his ieggs. TheGoths 
durft not follow them,but retired too. Afterward the Goths conudered how they 
might advertife Vltigis of their wants, which grew great, and none adventuring to 
go, as thinking it impoflible tollip by the Enemy, they obferved a night without 
moon light, and preparing their men with Letters to Vitigis , when the night 
was far lpent, they made great cries upon the walls, as if they were in fome terrible 
confufion, preft by Enemies,and their town fuddcnly takcn.The Romans could not 
imagine the caufe, and kept within their quarters by Belifarius's direction, fearing 
a furprizc from the Town,and from fome army from /?< wemt, which might be come 
to the Enemies fuccour ■ and fo thought better to lye ftill in a fafe place, then in a 
dark night to run into danger: Whereby the Goths fent out their men unefpied 
to Ravemhi \ who the thirdday,without meeting Enemy, delivered the Letters to 
Vitigis i tothisEffed. 

When your Majefty placed us in you faid, that in our hands'you 

“ left the keyes of/fwww,and of your Kingdom, and you therefore fummoned our 
“ uttermoft power to conferve the dominion of the Goths, and if we needed it you 
promifed to come to usunfent for with your whole army. We have fought with 
‘‘Faminan & Belifams, and been faithful! Guards of your Kiugdome* but you 
“ have not thought meet to fuccour us at all. Think it the Romans take jiuximm, 

“ and tll e keyes which lye here by you forgotten, whether they will be kept* out of | 
“ any thing you have. Vitigis, upon pcrufall hereof, promifed forthwith to fuccour 
Auxitmm with his whole forces, and difmift the men; But upon better confidera- 
tion he lay ftill, doubting leaft the troops with John might fall upon his back,and be- 
__J_ fore 
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r^in- apreat power of refolute men with llclijariu ,but principally , 
ofvirtuall troubled hnn, not Knowing from whence to furmfli Ins army, ra te- i 
'Hire Romans were mailers of the Sea, and truifborting then- provifions from ; 
f 7 an iCi/M.,, to the Caftle of Aiiccm, from thence had it brought with cafe ■ 
Sduefcafon; hut the Goths in JW. fliould have no means ot limply. But , 
, Mcffencers came fafe to Auximum with nip prom.fe, which tailed them with 
“in hope. And Mijimm hearing thereof, caufed the Guards to be more ftniSly 

the mean time />\w and jufihm ,befieging lUfuk ,could not approach to af- 
k It the place ■ and the Goths willing rather to end it by tights, then to indure: the 
wintofviftuall, tallied often. At tuft the lights were cquall, inthccndtheRo- 
Insbcinc too hard for them, flint them within their walls; keeping esaft watch 
hit none might get out. In Anximm the Goths perplexed with their wants fent 
oi t attain to i’iii'tu for fuccour,as unable to hold out any longer. He direfted U- 
iv«with the army in Umi,i to march into Pietu w; promifing alfo to come to 
ihc bclieged with his whole powcr.Uw,« went into Ptcm* accordingly,with the ar- 
1 witlinim; p lfs’t the P*M tame neer the Romans Camp, and fate down about 
, ,„ks diflant from them. They began no fights, the Romans thinking it enough to 
ben them from jnyning with the befieged. And the (Ms were afraid to fight, 
coi.lidering if they fliould lofe the battell.tliey fliould rumall; being to have no 
ninre means of joyning with fitip ,and with him of oppoling the I-.ncmy: with 
tliv.v coiuilclls they both lay ftill. 


CHAP. XX. 


*T N the moan time the Francks hearing how both the Goths and Romans were 

i wafted with this war, conceived it cal'y to get a good (hare of Italy, and re¬ 
pined to lit idle thus, and iook upon others, deputing a province fo neer neigh- 
houriu g. So cl:at forgetting their late oathes and accords both with Romans 
andCioths (for this nation of all men is the molt ilippery of Faith ^ with an army 
of 50000 men under the leading of 7 hccMcrt , they invaded July. They had fome 
few hoi le men, L*ncicrs,to attend their King. The reft were toot men, without 
bowes or Lances, onl- wearing a fword, a (heild, and a battell axe; the iron wherc- 
ofwas broad and (harp on both tides, and the handle very lliort; This upon a fig- 
nail at the lirli charge they throw from them,to break the Enemies flieilds and kill 
them. Thus the Francks, palling the Alpcs which divide (j(title and /oi/j,camc into 
Ltqtrii. The Goths were before angry for their not accepting their offers of a large 
country,and great liinimcs to aid them; but now hearing ThcMcrt was come with 
a mighty army, they rcjoyced; and hoped to beat their Enemy now without ftriking 
ilroakc. And the Francks,while they were in Liguria, hurt not the Goths, that they 
might tind no impediment in their paffage over the Pee\ and at a Town in Vienna , 
where was an ancient bridge over the River, the Garrifon fupplycd them, and let 
them at their pleafure paffc the Pee. But the Francks being mafters of the Bridge, 
fuch women and children as they found,they facrificed, and threw into the River 
as the full fpoilesofthcWar,| retainingyet (though Clmttians) much of the old 
religion,& uling lacrifices, and other ungodly Rites in making their predidions.The 
Goths feeing it,in a great fear fled into the town,and the Francks being paft,nurcht 
towards the Goths Gamp: Who at lirft feeing them in fmall troops, were glad of 
their coming, thinking it to be to aid them. But when numbers came on, and fell to 
the bufinefle, and darting their Battle axes hurt many, they turn'd about, and ran 
away by the Romans camp into Ravenna. The Romans feeing them flye, thought 
that Belijarius had vanquiint them in fight, and taken their camp from them; and 
they took armes, thinking to joync with him in the piuTuit; but they found an 
Enemy unlook’t for, and unwillingly they fought, till being beaten,and not able to 
return to their camp, they fled into Tttfcau y ,and lent Ncwcs of the accident to Be. 
i Pif.tms. The l : r.tucks having conquered both parts, and taken their Camps without 
any men in them; there then found their provilions. But in a while they had no- 
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thing to feed on ill a wafted Country, but Oxen, and water of the /V, no bread at 
ail, and being not able to difgcft the flefli, and abundance of water,they fcl into flux¬ 
es and dyfcntcries, which they could not get cured for want of things convenient; 
So that a third part of them are laid to have fo periflit, and being not able to march 
on, they ftaid there. Belifams hearing of this army otow/^and how the troops 
of jobn and Martinas were routed, he was afraid of his army,especially of thole be¬ 
fore /•>/*/*,who were nccrcftthe Barbarians,and he wrote this Letter to Thecridw, 
“ Noble ThcoMcrt, for one pretending to virtue, and clpecially being a King of 
u fo great a Nation, not to be true of his word,is not Princely , but to violate oaths 
‘ l and accords reduced into writing, is not fit for the meaneft man.Hcrein you know 
your fclfa Iranfgrcft’orjhaving lately agreed to joyne with us againlt the Goths*,Sc 
“ now not fo much as continuing neutrall, but advifedly having taken armes, and let 
“upon us.Put not this affront upon the Hmpcrour, Good Sr. who will revenge it in 
4 ‘ thehigheft kind, ft is better for a man to hold his own fccurely, then by mcdlinp 
“ with what belongs not to him, to run a danger in that which moft concernes hini 
Theodebert upon this Letter, and being troubled with his prefenc Eltate, and reviled 
by the Germans for letting them Jy thus in a dcfarc country to no purpofe rofc 
with the Erancks furviving, and made hafte home. 


CHAP. XXL 


Hverthclelfe A f.trims and John came back with their Troops, leaft theE- 
nemy fliould fetupon the Army before tAnximm. Where the Goth 
hearing nothing of the franks retreat, but dcfpairing at the dclayes froiti 
lUvmut, thought once more to importune Vi //>//, hut could not pet by 
the Enemy. Seeing at noon one ‘Bumnfius, a Jkffian bylm th, and a Souldier of 
Tfarfes the zy/nniman , (landing Scntincll to keepe off the Townc from cutting 
Graffc • Tome came to parley with him, and agreed to give him a great Summein 
hand to carry a Letter to liivmni, and more at his rcturne with Letters from Viti- 
ys. The man for the Money undertook the fervice, and prefcntly put it in execu¬ 
tion. He brought the Letters fealed up to Vitijfa with .all fpced, which were thus 
“You will perceive our ellatc, by enquiring who is the bearer of this Letter • there 
‘‘ being no meanesfor a GW; to get out of the Towne walls; and our bell limply 
“ofViduall is the Graflc that growes about them, which we cannot touch with- 
“ out fighting and Ioffe of men. To what tonelufion this will bring us you and 
11 thcGVfoin Ravenna are lmoully to confider. yitigU returned this anfwer 
'! % M c Frcinds in the World ! think not I am fo dejefted, nor come to that de- 
4 fi rccof bafencffc, as through (loth to abandon the GW;; affaires* mv owne 
" JOfTO " as ,n **AVn*s by my direction was coming from Millan 

‘with Ins Army; but an unexpected invalion of franks ft opt our preparations 
whereof I am not to beare the blame: for things above humane power bellow 
‘ this favour on the unfortunate, to make him unblameablc; Fortune taking the 
whole imputation upon her felfe. But Thmkbcrt being now gone as we heave 
u wcwill ftiortly, God willing, be with you with our whole Ar/hv And you mud 
;; \ ortw « Natotly, and fuitably to the neceflity. Thinke upon the ver- 

tue for which we made choice ot you to guard Auxiimm . and rcfpefl that genc- 
ra\\ opinion field of you by all the GW;/, which fet you there a Bulwark of fo 
‘ z/cm*, and of their whole fafety.

and toll) imp, That at the Graffc plat, which the (joths ufed to cat for want of food, 
he might doe it with cafe. The Slavonian beforeday-breake, put himfelfe ncer 
the Towne walls, concealed in a Bulb, and gathering up his feet clofe about him. 
By day-light a Goth cariie out to gather Graffc, fufpedmg nothing from the Bulb; 
but had his eye upon the Camp, leaft any enemy might come from thence. The Sla¬ 
vonian Healing behintje him, fnatcht him up fall between his armes, & delivered him 
to Valmanns ; who enquiring, from what confidence the Goths being fo weake re- 
fufed to yeild, and wilfully endured fo much diflrcffc; the Barbarian told him all 
the llory about Bnrccnjjns^ defiling he might he brought face to face.

The Goths opening 
the Gate there, Tallied furioutty upon the ljattrians , and the Romans encountred 
rhe/n, where was a hot fight long , and body to body, and much llaugliter on both 
Tides.

the Goths in that part. And the Romans feeing the Enemy give ground, fell to Ex- j 
1 i edition ; 
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ecution, and the Defeat being doer, the Goth got within their Walls. The Romm 
thought the Cittern tobedowne, and the Ifaurians to have difpatcht their work;

ing all beyond the Poe, fhouldquit the relt of Italj. The Goths all approved the 
Motion*, and he fent ('ahallawts, and fome other of his Friends Ambatfadoim, 
who were to pretend the negotiation, asatorefaid; but he gave them ferret lit- 
ftrudions, to treat only with the Emperour, to give him a good Sum of money, 
and to make him a Patritian, upon condition of his delivering up all Italj, and 
his laying down the Royal! Habit, The Ambafladours coming to Conftantimflt, 
did according to his direftions. Jn the mean time t\\n Goths kill Erarici^ by trea¬ 
chery , and Totilas takes the Government, as was agreed. J lift man advertiled 
hereof, both of the accident of Erarici and that Tot Has was made King, he could 
no longer contain from iharply reproving the Commanders; whereupon fehn, Vita- 
Emus Sifters Son, Rcfjas,Vitnlius,& the reft, leavingGarrifons in the Townes,drew 
together at Ravenna, where were Conftantianns , and Alexander . They refolved 
in Counfcll to lead the Army lirft againft Verona, which is in Valeria, and having 
taken the fame, to go againft Tot Has and Picennm. The Army was gotten toge¬ 
ther 12000. men, under eleven Commanders; and Conftantianns and Alexander 
inchicfc. Being come within feven miles of Verona, they encamped before it; the 
City being compaffcd withfaire Champians, reaching as far as Mantua, wliichis 
a dates journey from Verona. In Venctia one Mmianm, a principall man, dwelling 
in a Caftle not far from Verona, and well aflfeftcd to the Emperour, fought meanes 
of delivering the City to the Romans. He was acquainted with oncoi the Watch¬ 
men, to whom he fent a Friend, andperfwaded him for money to receive in the 
Emperours Army. The Watch-man promifed, and Marcianm fent fonte to the 
Roman Commanders to negotiate, and to let them know the Agreement, and fo 
enter the Town by night with them. The Commanders thought it beft to lend one 
of themlelvcs before with a few; if the Watch-man open d the Gate, to make it 
good, and then the reft to bring the Army in without hazarding. All refufingthe 
danger, Artabaz.cs an c Armenian chearfully undertook it; a very gallant Soul- 
dier, who was Captain of thofe Per fans, whom Belijarius brought to Conftanii - 
nople with Rlifchames, after his taking the Cattle of Sijanrinm, He fettled a ioo. 
men of the Army, and late in the night got neer to the Town. The Watch-man o- 
pened the Gate ; fome ftood ftill and fent for the Army, others mounted the Walls 
and (lew the Sentinels, coming unexpected; And the Cjoths perceiving the mif- 
chiefe, ran out at another Gate, and, retired to a high Hill over againft Verm 
( from whence one may diicern all done in the City, and number the men in the 
t Streets, and it hath a large Profpeft into the Champian) and here they ftayedall 
| night. The Romans being within five miles of the City, would go no further; the 
I Generals difputing about the Booty of it; and while they were thus brablingfor 
thefpoiles, the day. grew bright. Th g Cjoths from theHill difeovering the Enemy 
in the Town, and now great a way the Army was from it, ran in at the fame Gate 
they rati out; the Romans within being not able to poflcflc it: who advifmgto¬ 
gether fled to the Battlements, where the Goths in multitudes availed, and they 
ftoutly defended, and did wonders; cfpecinlly Artabazcs, The Roman Comman- 
! ders,when they, had difpofed the Wealth of Verona among themfelves, niarchta- 
gainft the Town with the Army.But finding the Gates (hut, and the Enemy ftrong- 
lyoppofing, they forthwith ran away, though they law their Companions upon 
the Walls lighting, and calling to them to llay for them. So that Artabazcs,ad 
the reft being opprett with multitudes, and dclpairing of Succour, leapt from the 
Walls ; and himfelfe, with fuch as lighted upon fmooth ground, came fafe to the 
j Camp, bitf they that fell upon ftony ground, pcrifht all. The Roman Army paft the 
Poe, and came to Eaventia, which i9 a City of Emilia , handing 15. miles from it. 
Tofj'Auwtren he heard what had happened at Verona, fent for moft of that Gani- 
fon, and,withhis whole Army being 50000.be marcht againft the Enemy. The 
Roman Commanders hereof advertiled,. held a Counfell; where Artabazes fpake 
thus.;,:

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CHAP. III. 

T Otilas forthwith fcnt forces againft commanded by Bledts, M- 
ricus, and Valims, who fate down before it. ptflinus within it having laid 
in no proviflons, fent to Ravenna, praying the Commanders to coijieto 
his fuccour. The meflenger by night ilipt by the Enemy, and reported their 
Eftate to the Roman Commanders in Ravenna, whereupon an army of good im. 
portance under Befits typrianns and JohnyVitalianus his Sifters Son, marcht to Flo. 
rme. The newes of them raifed the Goths liege, who retired to Micale, a f own 
(landing a dayes journeyfrom Florence. The Roman army left with Juftinnsi ome 
few men, and went againft the Enemy: Upon the way they advifed to make choife 
of one of the Commanders of moft account, fuddenly to fet upon the Enemy, and 
the reft to march after fair and foltly; they caft lots, and fortune gave it to John- but 
the commanders would not ftand to the agreement/o that John with his own troops 
only went againft the enemy. The Goths underllanding their coming, left the chain- 
pian, and in fear and tumult ran up to a high hill: Johns Troops ran up alfo, and be¬ 
gan the fight. The Goths valiantly oppofed, and many brave men fell on both fides. 
Then John furioufiy giving upon tne Enemy with a great (bout, one of his life guard 
wasfiainbya dart, whereupon the Romans retired, beaten back; Then came up 
the reft of the Roman army, and in the plain put themfelvcs in batallion, and made 
an halte: if they had fet upon the flying Troops of John , and with them fet upon the 
Enemy, they had gotten the day, and had them almoft all at their mercy; but an, 
unlucky rumor was fpred that John was (lain in the fight by one of his oivne Life- 
Guard, fo that tflly would ftay no longer,but made a fiiamefull recreate, not reti¬ 
ring in a whole body,nor yet in Troops j but every man ran away as he could. Ma¬ 
ny of them perilhed, and they who efcaped ran on for many dayes, none purfuing 
them, and at laft every man as he could got into ftrong places, reporting to all 
they met, that John was (lain : Erom thence forward they joyned not, r. or had 
thought ofmaking head; but every one kept within his walls,expeding a liege. To- 
tilas gained his prifoners with his much humanity to ferve him willingly againft the 
Romans, and then ended the winter, and the feventh year of this warr, written by 
Procopius. 

Tctilsu then took in the Cattles of Cefitta and Petra, came into Tufcanj; and the 
Towns there not yeilding to him, he paft the 7 //w, but would not touch upon the 
Territories of Rome, but went into Campania and Smmttm, and tooke without 
labour the ftrong 1 own of Bencventum, and layd the walls flat with the Ground, 
that the Romans coming from Conftantinoplc might not from a fortified place infeft 
the Goths. Tuples refufing to receive him, notwithftanding his fair wqrds (having 
Cmm within,with a thoufand Romans and Ifaurians) heincamped before it with 
the moft part of his army, and fent out fomc forces, who took in Ctima and other 
fortrdfes, from whence he raifed great fums of mony. The wives of fome Senators 
he found in the fame, who had no incivility ufed to them, but were difmift with much 
curtefie: from whence he got a great fame of the Romans of difcrction and huma¬ 
nity. He ftill fent out fmall parties (no Enemy appearing againft him) and did 
things of good importance, caking 'Bmtia and Luc mi* Apulia, arid Calabria* 
He took up the Tributes, and from the land-holders received the rents; difyofing 
all things as abfolute Matter of Italy* The Roman army hereby received no enter¬ 
tainments, and the Emperour owed it Imgefuinms; and the Italians mourned ,be- 
ingreducedto fo gre$it danger, The Soujdiers alfo grew more difobedient to their 
Commanders, ana were glad to lye ftill in their Gajtrifons. Conftantianus held /fa- 
vennn^ John Romo, Bejjns polcttm , Jujiimis Florence and Cyprianus Perujia j eve¬ 
ry one the place he had fled to. The Emperour hereor advertifed, andetteeraing it 
a great calamity, forthwith made Maximinus * Prifed of the Palace for/ m/;, tnat 
he might be over the Commanders, and to furnifh provifions to the Souldicrs.With 
himhefentanavy,havingaboardaivarmyconfittirtgof7Www/ under 

and of zArymrians under Phams an Iberian, fitters Son of Pww/w, and fome few I 
Huns they had with them .OHaximinus from ConjlantinopU , with his Fleet came up¬

on the coaft of Esirus, white he (pent the' time to no pnrpofe, being no Souldicr,- 
a coward, and ail estream delayer. Afterward the Emperour lent Demetrius Ge- 
nerall' wbo had formerly, commanded a company of l oot under Btlsfurmr. He 
arriving in Sicily, and hearing how Com was hcfiegcd in Tijflp and in great want 
of viftuall had a mind to fuccour him fpeeddy; hut with fo Imall an army being not 
able hejreighted a number of (hips, (which he got together from all parts oU'i- 
cih) with com and other provifions» making the Enemy beleive that lie had a 
meat army abroad,who indeed hearing of a huge navy comiiigtroi)i Sicily, expefted 
sweat army with it. 1 i Demetrius had made direftly for Unfits, he hid frighted a- 
way the Enemy and faved the city, lhit he was afraid to put in there, and failed on 
to the port of Rum jmploying liimlclf there to gather together the Souldiers; Who 
king already beaten by the Goihs.and extreamly afraid of them, refufed to follow 
him againft Tonics. So that with thofc only lie brought from lie 

.went towards 2 (jplcs. Another Demetrius ,a Ccphalcnian, an ancient mavriner ve¬ 
ry skilful', ivlipn lie failed with llclijitrim into tslffricu and Duly, grew lamous for 
las skill and the Emperour made him Procurator of Triplet .In the beginning of the 
Goths feme there .being a man of a foul'intemperatc tongue, lie ufed many dilgrace- 
Ml words'acainll TMus. The Famm there growing, and the mortality Kill incrca- 
f,n« with Ctxm confent he adventured in a fmall bark alone to go fecretly to Dc- 
m tritts and hardly cfcaping, he met with Demetrius,mi incouragmg him, drew him 
to undertake the Imfuicflc. STwiArx hearing of the licet coming back, prepared many 
rime/s fivift of fail,and the enemy being upon the coil! neer espies he fet on them 
fuddenly amaiedtliem, and put them to flight; killing many and taking more; 
They only efcaped who at tirll leapt into the cock-boats, among whom was 
Demetrius theC.cnerall. The (hipps the Goths took with all their men and Lading, 
and there found Demetrius the Procurator ot Nuplcs, whole 1 ongue they cut out, 
and fo let him go whether lie would j fuch was the punilhment of Demetrius for his 
intemperate language. Afterward came Muximhms with his Elect upon the coal! of 
Sicily where lie fate 11,11 in Sjntcu/e, afrjtid ot the war. The Homan commanders, 
and especially ('mu from Tuples (whom all provifions now failed) lent to him 
to come to their fiiccours; He wore out the leafon in this cowardly fear; but at laft 
fearing the Empcrours menaces, and wearied with the rcvilings of all men, lettaied 
himfelf; but lent the army to Tuples under Demetrius, Hcroetsun, and 1 ’buzus in 
tlieftiarpeft oftlic winter. The Elect being neer to Staples alftornii took themi, lo 
great, that 'Deminus and the two Other ycildcd to the Sea. The Waves would not 
n,(fertile fca men to ufc theit Oares, nor do any other worke, neither could they 
hear one anotliers call for the Ten,pell. Confofion had the viftory, and the ttovnie 
was the abfolute judge, bringing then, againft their w, Is to the fcoare when the 
Enemy was incamped; who climingup into clieir vcflells, kill d men and funk flops 
none refilling; many prifoners they took, and the Generali hmM.Dcmctrws.He- 
and I'lizus, with fome tew putting in further from the Enemies campc, efca¬ 
ped. 


CHAP. IV. 


T ot IT, AS led Demetrius with a rope about bis neck to the Town wall, 
willing him to perfwade the hcfiegcd, not to perifli, trailing in Groundlels j 
hopes, hut by yeilding to get frceof their mifenesj that no further fuccoms | 
could pollibly be expefted from the Emperour, and that their hopes ana 
power was loft with that Navy. Demetrius fpake all this unto them, and t 'ey ® 

extreamly preft with lamin, and all kind ot nccellities, and feeing the difa cr , 
metms and hearing what he laid, difpaircd, and lamented,not knowing w , 
and their City was full of tumult and bowlings, Tot Has then calling t em o 
elements, fpake thus. „ _ . n . 

‘'Citizens of Naples, we do not now befiege you upon any quarrell we have . - 
Nainftvou- but to difingage you from Matters that hate you, to have he 
11 powc/torecompenlc the fcrvicc of every one of you to us, and l„s fuffeimgs 
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‘•from the Enemy,y<&u bfall the Italians having (hewed greateft affeftidH to ourNa* 
tion, and with moft unwillingnelfe come under the enemy; that now being netef- 
“ ffarily to befiege you, we blufh when we thinke of your fidelity, though wee be- 
“ fiege you not for your hurt. Think not therefore, as offended with the Accidents 
ofthefiege, that you muft he ever angry with us. They who ftudy the Good of 
‘Their frelnds^re not to be bhmtd by them,when they are inforced to do them good 
‘*by nontofthegentkftiMnes, Andbenot afifraid of the Enemy, northinkehy 
w what hath part, that they will conquer at laft:ftrang*,unlookt for, and Accidental! 
“things melt away in time. Wc have thus determined ofyou, tofuffer Gemm d 
‘‘hisSouldiers to go free without harm, or Ioffe, they prefcntly fuiTendring the 
“City unto us •, and upon this we are ready to fwcar that the napolitans frail b c 
“fafe. Both Com and the Napolitans accepted this offer of Totilot , being extream- 
lypreft with the Famine; but to comply with their faith to the Emperour, and ha. 
ving fome hope of fuccours, they promifed to furrender the City within thirty dates, 
Totiiis to put fuch hopes out of their heads, afiigned three Moncths in which tiinehe 
would not alfault nor have any defigne upon them. But the beneged not atten. 
ding the day (though afiigned accordingly) urged by their necefiiticss, received a 
while alter Tvrilm into the City. The winter alfo ended, and the eighth year of this 
war,written by Prmptns. ToiiUs ufed humanity to the Napolitans, not like a Bar¬ 
barian Enemy. For fearing leaft the languifring Homans with Famine, coming fud- 
denlyto eat their fill, might furfet tnemfelves with fullneficj He commanded 
guards at the Gates, and the port, to fuffer no man to go out, and with a provident 
lparingnefie he gave them food more fcarcely then according to their appetite j ad¬ 
ding thereunto every day unfenfibly. Then having reftored them to utength, he 
fee open the Gates,and let them go that would. CMMnd firth Sonldim as would 
not ftay with him, lie fripped, and bade them fail whether they plcafcd.- They were 
aframed to return to Conftantinople but making towards THemt, the wind came 
crolfe, and being not able to get away, they feared leaft Tot Has might negleft his a- 
greements,andaothem mifrneif: but he perceiving their trouble, called them to 
him, comforted and cheered them, and invited them to joyne with the Goths, and 
buy what they wanted, or take it as from freinds. The wind continuing contrary a 
long time,be fornifred them with horfes, waggons, and provifions, and gave them 
a convoy of Goths to Rome : But the walls oijS(a¥ ei ^ threw to the Gound ; that 
the Romans might not (furpriiing the Town) infeft the Goths from it*, his defire 
being rather to determin the war at once by a battell, then to be ever skirmifting a- 
gainlt artifices, andftratagems: yet he left a good part of the faid walls Hand¬ 
ing. 

There came to him at that time a Roman of Galabria, complaining, that one of 
his Life Guard had forced his daughter } a Virgin; he in great anger put the man in 
prifon,not denying the faft, and was eager to punilh him; but the cheif Goths fea¬ 
ring in the mans behalf, being valiant, and a good fouldier, aficmblcd thcmfelveiin 
his prefence, and befought him to pardon the crime; lie mildly, and without any per¬ 
turbation > made them this anfwer. ‘‘ Fellow fouldiers, Ifrnllfpeak to you, not 
“from any humour of cruelty, or delight in my countrymens mif-fortuncs; but 
‘‘from my fear of fome ill confequence unto us. I know that moft men drift the 
“ names of things to their contrary; they call the inobfervation of Lawts, Mercy; 
„and hence all good things come to be corrupted,and confounded. On the contra- 
j,ry,to pinch uponLawcs too exaftly, is perverfe and greivous, and alfo to u(e fpe- 
‘‘ciousnames, asaveiletoalincentious power, thereby to aft wickedneffe with 
“morefecurity. Butyouladvife by no means to exenange your ownfafetyfor 
w the guilt of another mans fin, nor to (bare in his impiety, having done no ill yo 
‘•felves; For to commit an offence, and to hinder the offenders punifrmentis 
quail. Confider thus the bufinelTe now prefented,and determine accordingly; you 
“ nave the choice offered you, whether this man frail efcape the juft punifr ment of 
‘ ’ his offence, or our nation be preferved, and conquer in tliis war.Think what num- 
‘•bers of Souldiers we had in the beginning of it, how famous, how well experiefi* 
Feed in war - in a word, our endlefle wealth, abundance of horfe and armes, and 
c * all the fttong holds of , and thefe were .important preparations for a Wart. 
( But when under Theodatns^ man that valued riches more then right, we made God 
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‘•inOT with us by our lawlcffe living; how we fped you all know, and by what 
*. kind ofnittn and by how many we were beaten. Now God, having fiifficicntly 
-umftied out faults, frames our life to his own will, and condufts our affatres be- 
,L,d our boors. And being fitch now, and having vanquiflit. our Enemies,not pro- 
ooriionably to our powers, it will he more advantages for ns, to prepare a fair 
‘occafioa of vifto y by doing that which is juft,then by the contrary to appear envi- 
1 ous o‘'our own (mod for it cannot,it cannot he.that he that prartites wrong and 
■•omirellion: (hould get honour in the day of battell / the fortune of theWansaft- 
‘•raWtomens good or bad lives. The cheif Goths upon this fpeech of Tatilat, 
ceafedto intercede for the oftender, and left him to him; who foon after put him to 
Lli and bellowed his Eftate upon the raviflrcd maid. 

In ties mean time the Roman army preyed upon the SubjcAs, leaving no mfoience 
’aJi Their commanders in their Garrifons with their Miftrcfles lived notoufly; 
inc the Sm.ld.ers difohedient, and full of all kind of diforders; between both the 
2 die Italians luffered the hatdeft meafuresthe Enemy took their lands from 
cm and the Empetours army their goods: they were bafely beaten for nothing, 

' j ’ nfhed for want of fond. The Souldiers could not defend them from the Ene- 

m V and were lb far from blulhingto fee their miferies, thatbytheir wrongs they 

L Je the Barbarians dear unto them. CmputUma troubled at this, wrote to /«- 
L; iv profeltiug Ins d.fahility to incounter the Goths-, and the Commanders fign- 
ed the Letter, being a confcllion of their bafe fear to fight. 

.. tvi/h alfo font this Letter to the Roman Scnat.Whcn men ignorantly, or upon 
for-etiullneft'e do wrong, the wronged arc to be ealic to grant pardon; The caufe 
ofihe offence concurring infutlt, cxcufeth the heavieft ot the accufation. But a 
man that does wrong upon malice, is not to be admitted fo much as to plead; lee- 
•■ to k is to hear the blame not only of his Lift; but of his intent. Which being fo, 
‘■u 4 tan von apologize for your aftions againft the Gotlts> Can you be ignorant 
•‘ of the favours oil'htinkrkk and lAmhjmnhii ? or can time wear them out of 
‘•vom remembrance? neither is pofrblc. The benefits have not been mean, nor 
"are of mi ancient datebut in the moft important things, and lately done. For 
" thcGreeks GoodnelVe to their fubjefts,your felves have, heard ofit,and you have 
" had triall of it and von have known how the Goths and Italians have fped under 
‘•them. What Guefts and freinds they have been to you, the Audits of Alexander 
‘•may inform you, to fay nothing of their Souldiers and Captaines; you have in- 
< jowl to noble ulage, by winch their affaires are come into this cafe nowThink 
“not this to be the reproaches of an mlolent young man, nor the vaunt9 of a Barba- 
r ia„ l>r,nce.I lav i\ot,that our fubduing of thefe men is a work of my valour; but 
‘•that due vengeance for the injuries done to you hath overtaken them. And how ah* 
'■felly it fhewes, tlwtGod Ihould punilh them tor you,_ and yet yon adhere to 
•• their follv and refufe deliverance from the mifeties anting from thence. Make 
‘ therefore fome introduftion of an apologie and of our pardoning you j which 
“will be, if while you have fome hope (though a poor one) you chute what is 
* c belt for vou,and repaire what you have done amide againft us. 

Tail is rave this letter to fome prifoners, to deliver to the Senators in Rome ; which 
they dill; Imt U>, forbade them to anfwer it. Tail.,, wrote many other Letters to 
them, wherein were rtrongoatl.es, that no Roman fliould receive hurt from the 
Gotlis.kaimnt fay who were the MelTengers, all of them were in the night, & fet up 
ia the moft miblick plates of the City, and difeovered m the morning. The Roman 
Commanders impeded the Arian priefts, and put them mol Rome Toula, here- 
upon fent part of his army into Calabria , to fummon the Caftle of Otranto; and 
(the Garrifon refoiing to yeild ) to befiege it: Himfelf with lus mam forces went 
againft the towns about Rome. 
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ncwesof thefe things troubled the Emperour; and though the Per^ii 
X War Jay heavily upon him, he was contained to fend Helifmtu againft ft; 

til# j and the Winter ended, and the ninth ycare of this War, written by /V 
Mfiu*} when Belifarins went the fecond time into Ithlj. f Having but few Soul- 
diers, (as being not able to withdraw his own Forces from the Army in Per/*) 
helevied with his own money Voluntaries in Thrace, being aflilVed by theEmpe- 
rours diredion with J udins, Generali of Jllyrim , lately returned from JtMj, 
where lie had left the Illjrm Cohorts j they both raifed 4000. men, and came to 
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'TTZTfo joule he loves; whereby you (hall be alfo eafed of your gne- 
j' ™ f an d both perceive and feele Iris good afcft.on towards you, then which 
Zw Wealth is more valuable. My coming therefore being to tins purpofe it 
.■behoves you to endeavour the obtaining ot that Fruit, which will wife from 
«thence If any ot you have Friends, or Kinfmen with Totildi the Ufurpcr, let him 
* JS r them, acquainting them with the Eiuperours mtentron. Thus you may 
«B 5 od both from a peace, and theEmpcrours Favour for me r I come not o 
"Sktlnwieb, nor to be an Enemy to theEmperoursSubjeftsby my goodwill; 
“But if tome will Hill make (light the chufing their own good and others take 
■‘Amies againttus; we mull, though mod unwillingly, ufefuch as Enemies. M- 
(ml [bake thus; hut no (loth, nor Rmm came into him; fo heTent Thtmrnh, 

one of his Life-guard, with fome of his ownRetincw, and W«». with the Uly 
ooeo _ . «rrn^ni-tlsp TmunpQthere*. rim/*«JcametQ Bone- 
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being lecure, to rcpairc the Walls with Hones, and earth, as they could. This they 
did; and Totilas upon the news came againlt them with a great Army. But failing 
to take the Townc, after much time fpentin the attempt, lice retired to his Camp 
before zAuximnrn : Where the Romans Tallied no more, but kept dofc within their 
walls. Belifarins lent Artajiras a c PcrJian , and B aviation a Thracian, two of his 
Lifc-guard,to guard Rome with Bcjjas, being there already, directing them not to 
fally at nil. 

But Tot Has finding Bdifarius not able to fight with him, fell upon the Hrong 
Townes; in Vienna he block’d up Firm urn, and vdjculum : and lo ended the Win¬ 
ter , and the tenth yearc of this War, written l?y Procopius. 
uVcliTotb When Bclifarius, having no meanes to releive the belieged T ownes, fent john to 
in Amo 19. * Conflantimplc, making him fweare to return fpeedily, and to importune the tm- 
Juiiiniani, & perour for an Army and money, horfes, and m ines • the Souldiers being few, and 
/inn. Dorn, refufing to tight, bccaufc of their wants, the Treatitry owing them much money. 
And he wrote of thefepaiticulars to theEmperour in thefe words. 

“ MoH mighty Empcrour 1 We at e come into Italy, wanting men, horfes, arms, 
“and money; And without a competent preparation of thefe, no man can make 
“Warre. Our Thracians and Illyrians we behold here few , wretched, and ltrag- 
“ ling without Anns, and unexcrcifcd for any light; The roll deficient, fearfull of 
“ the Enemy, with fpirits dejcAcd by their often beating , and not fimplc running 
‘‘ away only, but quitting their Horfes, and tlttowing down their Annes. To raife 
tc contribution irf Italy is not pofiible, it being polfeli by the Enemy: And being 
‘‘ behind with the Souldiers for their Pay, we cannot lay commands on them, the 
‘‘ debt taking away our confidence. And themoHof thole that fei ved your Majc* 

,c Hie are run to the Enemy. If nothing therefore needed, but the lending Belifm* 
i( tu into July, thcWarris Excellently prepared ; for I am in themidHof ltd]. 
‘‘But if you mcancto vanquiih your Enemies, there mult be other preparati- 

ons. No Generali can fuhfilt without men to follow him. Above all things it be- 
“ hoves therefore, that you fend me mine owne fanciers and Targettiers, and ltorc 
“ of Hmics and other Barkrim, who mult have prefent money. 

Tims wro’te ‘Bdifarius \ But 'joint Haying long at finjtantimplc, effected nothing 
for what he came thither, but marryed the Daughter <Sf (jermanus, brothers Tonne 
to the Emperour. 

lnthemcanetime 76 // 7 ,wtookc/Vr;m;;and Afculum by compolkion ; and in 
Tufcany bcficged Spole turn , and / Iffifutm . Herodian commanded the Garrifonin 
Spole turn ; and that of Asfijim , Sifiphris a (loth , but well afteded to the Romm. 
Herodian agreed to render the Townc with himfelfc and Souldiers within thirty days, 
if no fuccour came, and gave his Tonne for Holtagc. And the day prefixed being, 
come, and no Romm appearing, Herodian and the Souldiers ycilded thcmlelvcs 
and the Town toT otiUs. Some lay that Herodian did this upon hatred to Bclijarm, 
who threatned to qucHion him for his rapines and oppreffion. Sifiphris in Affifim ! 
made fome fallies, and in the end moHvf his men and himfelfc were llaine; whereat 
the Townf-men despairing, rendred the Townc. Tot Has alfo lent to Peru,in, threat- 
ning Cyprianus there, if he would not yccld the Town to him, and pronufmg him 
money to do it. Not prevailing with him, hepradifed mihVliphus, one oTIiis 
Life-guard,for money to murder him; who watch'd him when he was alone, and ha¬ 
ving killed him, ran to Tot Has. Vet the Garrifon kept the Townc for the Emperor,. | 
andtheG’o//;f retired from it. Then went Totilas to Rime, and belieged it. To the 
Husbandmen of Italy he did no damage, letting them fecurely manure their Land, 
payingto him the rents and tributes referved to the Treafury, or the Owners At 
Rome, fome Goths approaching the walls, Art a fir as and Bar Bit ion (again!! the opi¬ 
nion of Belfas) fallyed with iome Troops, and killed many, routing the reft; whom 
purluingtoo far, they fell into the Enemies Ambuflws, where they loft molt of their’ 
men, and efeapednarrowly themfelvcs, and afterward forbare to charge the Enemy, 

• though they prett upon them. 

Hence the famine grew fore in Rome , no Viduall coming in by Land, and being

CHAP. VU. 

A T that time Timfcs difeovered tlie impofture of one naming himfclft Chip 
kdim who had been a famous Generali of the Romm. This ChitkMm 
was fir’d of hjkmi i Rctinew, a valiant Souldier. and fo great a defpifer ot 
wealth, that it was his geeateft riches to pofMe nothing. Mirnh in Ihe 
four* yearc of his Reign rtwde him Generali of thmee , and gave him theguardof 
the River llhr, to hinder die paffage of 'Urhiims j the Hmmis formerly, Annum 
and SlmM.nn having come oVcr, and done much mifchiefew thc^oiw^/. Chil- 
Mm ertw fo terrible there, that in his three years continuance in that charge noJ 
a Barham durft pafl’c the River; and the Rcnunis up Jer Chlhiimi invaded the o- 
(her fide, and kilted and took many Captives. After threi yeares he paffed .over the 
River with a fmall Army j the SUvihiaiu in a ljattade ftsfly fought, HUled many 
Mim , and ChiMim the Generali. From thence forward the BMmi cmt 
over at plcafure, and the Provinces lay open to them} all'the foM Empire in tills 
notcohntcrvailirig the valour of one man. After this ihtAntinni and Skyman tell 
out, and in a Batt.lilc the AmUm were vaUquifllt. Wherein a Shvomitn mi a 
youth oPthe Enemy narrted , and led him hortie. This manini time be¬ 

came very aflbEtionate to his Mattel*, and valiant againft the Enemy; having often 
fought Angularly well, hazarding for his Mafter, and fo getting a great 
ort, About the fame time the lAntms entred Thrace , which they pillaged, and 
I tooke 
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' took many Captives; one of whom Fortune brought to a gentle Mailer. But 4 
j fellow being a knave, and cunning to deceive, and defirous wichall to return to 
j Ids owiieCountrey, came once to lus Mailer, and commended his humanity, wl^j, 

I God (he laid) would reward, and himfclfe would not be ungrateful! to I'o kind j 
! Mailer ; but if he would follow his advice, he would make him a rich man. fori 
mong the Slavonians was one Chilbimu the liman Generali, unknown, andrefu: 
ted a Have; whom if he would ranfomc, and conduit into Romm Land, he fhould 
get thcHmperours favour, and a great reward. Thus this Rimn periwaded his foj. 
Her, and with him went into SLmnii , there being truce then between diem and 
fafe intcrcourfe. Hec paid the ranfomc to this Ckiffwditts Malter, and took him 
home; where he ask’d the man if he were Chilbtidm the Reman Generali. lie toij 
. him all the.truth jthat he was an Anti o/, and taken Prifoner by the .tV.mw'rtMuIieiij 
Enemies,, but now being reftored to his Counrrey, he claimed freedotne according 
to the Law.. 

The mail wlio had laid out his money, Hood mute, and vexed to fall from his 
hopes thus. But the Rom.™ cheered him up. and to out-face the truth, that it might 
not croHe his return home, confidently faid that it msChilMus- but being a- 
mong Bmbamns , he was afraid to revealc himfclfe; Were he once upon htm, 
ground, he would he proud of the name, as he had reafon. In the end the bulinefs 
came to the knowlcdg of all the t/htiins ; wlio Hir'd in it, pretending a publique 
interell, and imagining to make a great advantage, of having (ffnlUitts the Rtm 
Generali. 

Thefe people both Ant has and S imams , are not under a Prince, hut ancient¬ 
ly area Democratic: whence all things arc brought to die common vote. They 
have almoll the fame Laws and cuftomes; They hold one God, who makes the light, 
ning, and is only Lord ofall tilings. To him they facrjficc Oxen and other vidimes. 
They acknowlcdg no ddliny to govern among men ; when Death threatens either 
in afickndlc, or in a Warr; they promife if they may cfcape, to offer to God a la* 
crifice in rccompenccfpr their life; And if they clcape, they pay their vow, and 
think they have bought their fafety. They worfnip alio Rivers, Nymphs, and other 
Spirits, to whom they facrilicc too; and by tliofe facrifices make their predictions. 
They dwell in poor wretched Booths, fcattcred> and Hill fnifting their habitations. 
In lights the moil part ferve on foot, with Shields and Javelins, having no Corfelets, 
and fomc not fo much as a Coate, or Mantle; but they tyc up their Troufcs above 
their Privities, and fo enter into the light. They both life one Language, and tliata 
! very barbarous one: And they differ not inibape, being all tall and very ftrong. 
Their hairc is neither very white, nor yellow, nor yet black at all, but inclining to 
red. They live hardly, and llovcnly like the Humus ; wicked they are not, nor cun¬ 
ning, but in their fimplicity much of the Hnnnipj difpofition. They had both for¬ 
merly but one name, and were called .tywi, becaufe they pitch their booths ffa v*hi 
fcattcredly ; and fo they take up much fpace of Land, holding the moll part of 
the other fide of the River 1 Her. 

But then the Ant'rns in their AfTembly urged the faid man to acknowledge him* 
felfe to be Cbilbudius , and denying it, threatned him. In the meanc time came Am* 
haffadors to them from J hiftinim, who offered to plant them in Turns, an ancient 
City built by 7 V<f/<w; which had bcenfackM by Barbarians ^ and layen long wall. ] 
JnJtmin offered them this City, and the Comurey about, formerly belonging to | 
the Romas t and to plant them in it with his powers; and befides to give them great j 
fummes of money Conditionally they flio'uld keep a perpetuall league with theft- 
mans , and hinder the litmus from over-running the Empire that way. They liked 
the Proportion, and promifed to do fo, if the Empevour would make ChiUm 
his Generali, to fettle their Plantation, affirming that man to be Qnlbudius : And 
the fellow exalted with thefe hopes, had now a mind to it , and took the name 
upon him. So lie was fent to Qonjhwtinoplc , and upon his way thither, TfarfesM 
I him; and upon fpeech with him, found him a countcrfct* yet hcfpakc Latine, and 
I had many niatks of ChilMus which lie cunningly aflumed. Tfyrjes kept him dole

told him, he fhould not then fade in his requcft • but bad him firft fliew him where 
were any Horfe-paftures,; The Goth promifing thatalfo, went along with him 
And firft fur prifing the Enemies Horfes at their Pafture, fuch as were a foot leapt 
on them, being many of the beftmen. Then they gallopt to the Enemies Camp 
who being unarmed, unprepared, and amazed with the fuddennefle, were moft of 
them cut off, ufingno reliftence. Some few efcaped to Tot Has, Joh wthen animated 
the Calabrians, and reconciled their affedions to the Emperour with faire promi¬ 
ses of many advantages. Heftaid not in Bmidufum , but furprifed Cmufim ,a 
Town in the middle ofc^#/M } five daies journey to the Weft ward of Bmidufim 
in the way to Rome. About three miles from this Town is (anna, where Hmhll 
gave that great overthrow to the Remans. Here Tullianus the Son of Vetmtlm 
* Roman of great power in Brum and Lucania , complained to John of whattlic 
Army had done formerly againft the Italians, and promifed, if moderation were 
ufed hereafter, to reduce his Country-men to obedience and payment of Tribute- 
who revolted unwillingly to Barbarians and Arrians , forced by them, and ex* 
treamly wronged by the Emperours Army. John promifed all favour from the Em- 
perour to the Italians, and Tullianus went along with him, whence the Iulim 
were no more jealous of the Souldicrs, and the moft part of the Country on this 
fide the jW'm>Gu!fc became Friends to them, and obedient to the Emperour 
Totilas upon the newes hereof, fent 300. Goths to whom he direfted 

when theyfaw Johns Army march towards Rome, elofely to follow it. Himfelfe 
would take care of the reft; This ftopt John, (fearing to be encompaft by the E- 
nemy) from marching further towards 7 kltjarins ; and he went into BmtU 
and Lucania. Recimmd an eminent Goth, was placed by Totilas with fome Gain 
fugitive Romans, and Moons to guard Bmtia, and the ftraits of Scjlla, and the 
Coaft thereabout,and to hinder the landing of Boats from Sicily & the palling over 
thither. John fuddenly fell upon this Army between Rhenium and Bivona, and rou¬ 
ted them ufing no refiftance: They fled towards a Mountain hard of aecefle and 
craegy. But John ran up with them, and before they could be fettled in the fall- 
nefles, killed moft of the Moores and Roman Souldicrs, ftoutly defending themfelves, 
and took Rtdmund and the Goths uponcompofition. And having thus done, (laid 
in the Country; while Belifarius lay ftid attending his coming, and blaminghim 
for not adventuring topaffe by aGarrifonof 300. men in Capua, havingwith 
him the choice of the Roman Army. Blit John defpairedof getting by, and lay 
quiet at CwvarinmfL place in Apulia , 
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S O that BeliJ'arius fearing fomedefperaterefolutionof theftarvingfaw, 
ftudyed mcancs to Viduall the City. Forces he wanted to fight with theE* 
nemy; but he did thus. He tyedtu o Barks together, upon which he built a 
lower of wood, higher then thofe, which the Enemy had at the Bridge; having 
by fome Souldicrs,prctcnding to run away, taken theexaft meafurcof them. He 
lancht into the Tiber alfo 200. Pinnaces, having Walls made of boards full of 
| loop-holes, tofhoot at the Enemy. Aboard the Pinnaces he put Corn and other 
Provifions, and towards the Rivers mouth in places of advantage, he laid Horfe 
and Foot by either Banck, who were to impede the Enemy, if he fet upon Porw, 
which he committed to the Guard of ljaac, with his Wife, and what he had there, 
directing him not toftir, though he heard Belifarius were flain; but to keep dole 
to his Guard, that upon any mifthance, there might be a place of retreat; for other 
FortrefTes there was none, all the Country thereabout being their Enemy. Him* 
felfc aboard one of the Pinnaces, led the reft; and caufed the two Barks with the 
Tower to be towed after. Upon the top of the Tower he put a Cock-boat full of 
Pitch, Rozin, Brimftone, and othercombuftiblc matter upon the Banck, whercis 
t the way from Port#; to Rome, flood the Foot. He had fent the day before to Bef**, 
to make a generall Sally, and to alarm the Enemies Camp. The like he had direded

T HE fame night hefilcntly armed his forces, and led them to Porta Afmm 
willing lour Goths valiant and ftrong to mount the Battlements with the /• 
faurians i at the home when they were to watch, and the relb were to go to 
bed in their turns. 1 hey being gotten into the Townc, went to Porta 
fmiria without meeting any; and with their Battleaxes cut in two the Timber polls 
upon which the Gates on each fide hung, and wrench'd off the iron workc where- 
into the Watch-men put their keyes to open and Unit them : And fo having fet them 
open , they received in Tot Has and the Army. TotiUs drew all to one place not 
limering them tofeatter , affraid of fome ambuflt from the Enemy. IheCitvfud- 
denly was full of tumult, and moll of the Roman Souldtcrs fled with their Comman¬ 
ders out ac another gate. Some took Sanctuary with other Romans in Churches. Of 
the Patricians, Decisis, Rafi/ius, and fome others fled out with Bejjas , having Hor- 
fes; But Maximus, Olyfmus , Onftcs and others fled into St. Peters Church Of 
commons remained but 500. men, who took Sanctuary alfo, the roll were all none 
away,or fhrvcd. TotiUs being told in the night, that Bejfas and the Enemy were 
limning away fayd they brought him very good news, and that they fhould not

« paving faid thus to the Cjoths , he called the Roman Senators to him, and bitter¬ 
ly reproacht them; That having received benefits from Theodericl^ and cAtala- 
,< yi c f^ been employed in all offices, managed the whole State, and made them- 
“felvei rich; they had proved ungratefull to their Benefadors, by unworthily re¬ 
volting to their own mifehiefe, and had betrayed thcmfelvcs by bringing Greeks 
11 , nt0 t beir Countrey. He urged them to fay, what hurt the Goths, 6r what benefit 
“ the Emperour fuftinian had done them. They were deprived of almoft all com- 
"imnds, wrung and tortured by the publhjue Tax-gatherers to accompt for their 
i« carriages towards the Goths in the Trcafury •. And being fpoiled by the Warr, yet 
,< t | ic (j' r{e ks made them pay their tributes, as in the times of Peace. I 

He objeded many fuch things, as angry Mailers ufc to their new made Jlaves.Then 
pointing to Herodian, and the four Jfatmans : “You, quoth lie, having been bred 
“ with us, could never yeeld up to us fo much as one forfaken Town: but thefc have 
received us into Spoletttm, and Rome it felfe. Be you therefore in the condition of 
“Haves, and thefc who have been friends, and as Countrcy-men to us, fhall have 
“ your offices. 

The Patricians flood filent at thefe words; But Pelagias interceded for them, as 
men ruined and unfortunate, till Ttail as promifed mercy, and let them goc. He fent 
Pttyius, and Theodoras ,Orator of Rome, to ‘fuftinian, his AmbalTadors, making 
them fweare to deale fairly, and to return into Italy fo foon as they could 1 He in- j 
ilrufted them to perfwade the Emperour to make peace, otherwile hec fhould be | 
compelled to lay Rome flat with the ground, to kill all the Senate, and to bring the 1 
War into Illymm> And he wrote letters to the Emperor; who had the news alrca- j 
dy of the fucceflTes in Italy. When they came to him, they declared their inflruftions 
from Totilas, and prefented his letter, of this tenor. , 

“ You are fully advertifed what hath happened to Rome , I doubt it not. But my ' 
“ reafon of thi^ Embaffage is, to crave of you to entertaine the bleflings of Peace 
"your felfe, and to permit them to us. Whereof wc have a faire precedent in cA- 
“mftafitu and Theodericke: Who icigned together not long fince-but they filled 
‘‘their Reigns with Peace and good things. lEyou be plcafed to do the like, I will 
call you my Father, and you (ball have the Goths your Auxiliaries againll whom 
" you pleafe. 1 

fuftinm read the Letter, and heard the Ambaffadors, but inflantly fent them a- 
way with this anfwer in writing to Totilas: 

li That he had made Belifarius abfolutc Generali in this Warr, who had ful pow- 
“ er to manage all things concerning Totilas as he plcafed. During this voyage of ’ 
the Ambaffadors to Conftantmp/e } and back again, Tullianus in Lucania leavyed , 
fome Peafints, and guarded the Straits there, to hinder the Enemies entring to infeft j 
Lucania ; With him were 300. oAntians, left with him by fohn ; being of all Barba- 
tothcaptelltofight ina faflncfic. Totilas thought it not fit to employ all the j 
Goths againfl them; But he fent numbers of Peafants in the company of feme Goths , 
whom he commanded to attempt the paflage. They fought, ana much Birring there 
was, but by the valour of the Jntians , and favour of the faflncfic > Tullianfis in the 
end routed them. 
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CHAP. XII. 

T OtiUi hearing of it, refolved to demolilh'tor, and leaving part of his ar¬ 
my in fomc townc thereabout with the rell to go againll John and the A«. 
cmnms. He threw downe about the third part of the walls of lime , and 
was ready to fire the faireft, and moft eminent buildings, and to male 
Rowe a flieepc pafturc; but Belijams advertized of his intention, lent AmbafTadors 
to him, and wrote him this Letter, 4 It hath been the invention of wife men of old, 

*■ affeftingcivility,toraife goodly buildings; and nonedeftroy them but fome dull 
«■ men,not afhamed to leave to poftcrity Inch a mark of their difpofition. And of all 
‘ • Cities under the Smjlome is confeft to be the grcatdl and molt famous; being not 
‘•the work of one mans virtue, nor arrived to this beauty and bignefie in a fmall 
‘•time. Many Empcrours and excellent men, length of time,and excefle of wealth 
*• have drawn together materialls from all countries, and rare artificers, and Ita. 

*• ving fo by little and little built the City as you now fee it, they have filled it with 
•• monuments of all their virtues, and the violence done to the fame is an injury 
l * committed againll all mankind; taking from our progenitors the mcmoriallsof 
*• their worth, and from ooftcrity the light of fuch goodly works. Know then, 

*• that one of the two mult be, either you will be vanquifht by the Empcrour, or get 
*■ the better. If you be vi&orious, by having deftroyed Rme\ you have ruined, 

4 * Great Sir, not anothers,but your own •, by preferving which, you will be rich in 
«• the goodlieft poflcfiion in the world, But if you draw the loofing lot; having 
‘ preferved Rome , you have referved abundant thanks from the comiuerour: Hut 
‘ • by dellroying it, be reft your lelf of all pretence to favour. And you wil) get no- 
<■ thing by it, but a fame in the world futable to fuch a proceeding, which attends 
“ your Refolution herein either way. Whatfoever the adions of Princes be, fuch 
*• arc neceffarily the name they mull bear from them. TotiUs upon often reading 
this Letter, and pondring the advife, forbarc further harme to Rowe, and Signifying 
to Bclifms his determination, he difmift the AmbafTadors. He encamped moll of 
bis army at Alfidum, 15 miles from AW to the Wcltward, to ly there and keep 
Bclifirius fall in Forms , and himfelf and the reft went againft John and the Lucm- 
ms. Some Roman Senators he led with him, and die reft with their wives and chil¬ 
dren lie fent to (ampmA, leaving not a man in Rowe. John hearing of TotiLu com* 

1 ing,would Hay no longer in Apulia t but ran into Otrmto. The Patricians confined 
in £'.w;pmjM,fent commands by Titilas direction to their husbandmen of Lucam^ to, 
leave John, and to manure their Lands as formerly,which were declared to belong to j 
their Landlords. Whereupon they forfook Jobh, and went and lived peaceably at 1 
home. Tnllimtis alfo ran away .and his 300 Antians retired to Johns army. So all i 
on this fide the Jonian Gulfe, lave Otrmto , became again lubject to TotiLu: and the i 
Goths grown bold, ftraglcd about in fmall parties; John fent forces out, and kill'd, 
many of them, which caufed Tei/Aw to unite his army about mount Gar^arus y aL ; 
moll in the middle of Apulia, where he encamped in Hannihlls Entrenchment. Ill j 
the mean time CMartimuj, a fonflmtimpolitm born,& one of the fouldicrs that clca- • 
ped outof Rowe with CW;,whcn it was taken,defircd Beltf wins that he might go to ■ 
the Enemy,prefending himfelf a run -away, and he would do good fervicc. AV/i,«* 
rim approving it, Martiantts went to Toti Aw, who was glad of him , having heird 
much of the young man, and feen him do bravely in fome fingle combats; PrefeiU* 
ly he reftored to him his wife a captive, and one of his children (there being two).

In that Winter were many tefnhlc Earth-quakesm Caufi-utitimfl~ >

Mi, and the up-lands, the waters abated in thc icafonable time, - g V j 
people mcancs to low, and husband thc ground as wasufuall. But they «»IM not 
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from the lower grounds at all, but covered them all the fecd-leafon, which never 
happened fo before: To fome grounds the water returned again, ati’Trotted all the 
feed put into the ground during the abatement. So that the people Wefe much trou¬ 
bled with the Ihangencflc of it, and moll of their cattle perifhed for want of food. 
The great Whale was then alio taken, which the Conpntimpoli a ns called the hi 
phjrion. It had troubled them, and the Townes about them above fifty years at 
times; drowning Ships, and catching men from aboard, and carrying them away. 
Juftinian could by no endeavour get this Montler taken. But now 'a great number 
of Danlphins coming upon the mouth of the Stt .vine Sea, and efpying the whale, fled 
from him, the nioft of them to the mouth o iSanvaris , where tnf Whale overtook 
fome of them, and devoured them ; But either hunger or anger provoking him to 
purfuc ncer the fhorc, he fell into the mud, where tumbling and driving, lice was 
more engaged • and the Inhabitants hearing of it, ran downe, and hewed him with 
their Axes; but not being able to kill him, they drew him aftiorc, with great rones, 
laying him upon Wavncs, and found him thirty cubits long, and ten broad. They 
cut him in pieces, and fome prefently cate them, others pickled them up. The newes 
of the over-flowing of 7 {ile, and this Whale, added to the Earth-quake which they 
had felt, filled the ConJlantinopuHtans with prophcfies of ftrange events; Men ufing 
Hill in prefent perplexities, and diftiirbances to make groundlelTeeoiijcrturcsof 
things to come. 

But leaving footh-fayings, and the interpretation of prodigies jdoubtlelfe the 
flood lying fo long upon li^pt, caufcd for the prefent much calamity ; and the kill¬ 
ing of the Whale was the riddance of a great mifehiefe; Hut fome fay it was not the 
Porphyrion , but fome other Whale. 

But to return to my matter. Totilas under (landing that thetas in Rufcim 
were very fcarccoi Virtual!, fate down rlofc by it, to take it before it could be re- 
leived. And then ended the Winter, and the 13. yeare of this Warr, written by 
PrccoptHs. 

When the Emperour font 2000. Foot into Sicily, and commanded lalerimt in- 
(lantly to repair to Be litmus , He palling the Gulfe, found at Otranto Relifami 
and his Wife Antonina , who then failed to Conjlantimple , to entreat the Empreffe 
Theodora for fome better fupplies to her Husband in this Warr. But flic found her 
dead, having lived in the Empire 22. yeares, and three monetlis. In the mean time 
theGarrifon in Rttfciana capitulated to yeild up the Caftle about Midfommer, if in 
the mean time they were not fuccoured • provided they have no hurt done them. In 
it were many Italians , men of quality, and Tlmpbemi , brother to Tttllmut , and 
of the Romans 100. Illyrian Horfc-mcn, whom John had left thereunder Cbalaur 
a Hmte, one of his Life-guard, and a very good Souldicr, and Godilasz Timin', 
Belifarius hadfent loo.Souldiers to this Gallic, who with thofe appointed by him 
to guard Rome , killed their Commander Conon, for felling the Corn and other viftu- 
all at Rome , to their prejudice. They fent fome Priefts to the Emperour, proteft- 
ing, that if he granted not abolition of this fault, and payed them their arrears by 
j hich a day, they would immediately revolt to Tot Has. The Emperour did what they 
delired. 


CH A I\ XVI. 

B EL1SAR1VS fent then for John to Otranto , and with him, and Valtri* 
anus, and a Fleet he had got together, he failed to fuccour Rnlciana. The 
Garrifon there difeerning the Fleet, took courage, and refufed to yeild, 
though the day afligned were at hand. But a florm difperfed all the Ships, the 
coaft being Harbour-leffc; and in the Haven of Croton they met all, and made for 
Rujciana again.

Totilas promifed 
it to all fave Chalatar only;Who had formerly broken faith with liimj& fo received 
the Cattle and put to death Cbalaur, cutting 6ff his hands and privy members. The

fome few ladies upon his back, and made him ride through the City 

taking iMing from him, nor fo much as bamfoing him the Ciju ' '' contented 
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contented for what befell him, and he devifed mifeheif againftthe Emperour and 
tne State; finding likewile his Cozen An.6ams dilcontented , he provoked him 
move, furprizing him with cunning words, and chiding him. “ That lie wa> grown 
a coward and effeminate man unlit time. He was valiant to refeue others and to 
‘‘pull down Tyrants, and had killed without any provocation (Imtbans his fay 
; andftaftcr. But that now he lay itill poorly and heartleffe; while his country l ln l 
|| guifhed under a perpetual! Garrifon,and unufuall taxations,having loll his bather 
‘ treachcroufly ibin under colour of a Treaty, and having his kinlinen made 
“ flaves, andfeattered through the whole Roman Empire. Yet Artabanes (quoth 
‘| he) thinks it enough to have a AWwGeneralllhip, and the bare title of a Conai 
; andmeyourkinfman you can behold buffering bafe things, without condoling 
with me j but I pitty noble Sir your own bufferings in both your wives, both her 
( y ou have loft, and her you muft live with. And lurely there is no caufc nei 
‘ th , er u P on deliberation nor bear, that can difeouragea man from killing hfiinm 
“who fits,at midnight without his Guards,dilcourfing with borne old Preilts and 
“buftein endleftc (canning the Chriftians Oracles. None of his kinbmen will op. 
“ pofe you Hermanns the moft powerful!, and his Sons, young men .inraged againft 
“ Miman ( I verily think) will joyn with you; that fo the bufincfle will even do it 
felf. For they have been more wronged by him then we, or any Amman. At* 
faces with fuch incluntments as thefe, finding Artabams yeilding,imparted the mat* 
ter to one Chiuarmgesfl Perftrminwi, a haiidfomc youth, but nothing Itriouc 
and having brought him and Artabams together in the fame rclolution, he left 
them,promifingto draw Gcrm.wns and his Sons into the plot. 


CHAP. XVII. 

J V S T1 .Y, the elder of them,was young (his beard newly iprouting) 
blit valiant and {harp witted j and not long before was made Conl'ull. 
wentto him, telling him, that he would willingly meet him in a certain Church. 
Being met, Arfaces prayed him to affure him by oath, that he would not re¬ 
veal their conference to any but to his Esther. When he had fworn accordingly, he 
fell to chide him. ‘ That being the Empcrours neereft kinfman, and feeing Pettifog¬ 
ger 5 and common fellowes holding all the great offices, himfelf at thefe years would 
‘endure bo long.the affaires to be managed by mean men. That the Emperour did 
|aot only debpilc him, hut even his Bather, a man attained to the height of virtue; 
‘and fuffred fn/linian his Brother ftil a privac man.That he could not get the eftateof 
"It or aides his Uncle, who had made him his heir by his will; but was deprived of the 
|moft parcofit: and he would defnife them more, fo foonasTW/^w/nvasrc* 
‘aimed out of /r.r/jjWho was reported to hem the midi! of //AWmWith fuch allega* 
|tions he incited fuji inns,and di (covered the confpiracy between him, Artabanes and 
Lhattaranges. The young man was amazed and troubled to hear Iiim,and plainly told 
mini,that neither himfelf nor his Father could ever joyn in fuch an Atiion. Arfaces 
‘reported the fucceffe to Artabanes , and Juft inns acquainted his Father with thedif* 
courfCjWho communicated it to Marcellas , Captain of the Palatine Guards, and 
| demanded his opinion if he fhould reveal it to the Emperour: Marcellas was a grave, 
auftere man,of few words,an Enemy to jdlings, and loofe fafliions, of a rigid life, 
|and a ftranger to all pleafures; but prccifcly juft, and a zealous Lover of Truth.He 
‘ n0t mC l - lc mattcr ri * vca ^ c ^ t0 the Emperour as yet. You (quoth he) to 
^be theInformcr,is not convenient. Upon your leaf! private conference with the 
^Emperour, Artabanes will fufped his plot to be difeovered, and then Arfaces run* 
t nin 6 yo» will remain without proofe. And my felf never ufe to beleivc any 
thing before punftually examining it, nor to report it to the Emperour. I would 
gladly hear the difeourfemy felf, or that fomc of mine might hear the men fpeaking 
clearly in this fubjed. This advife Cjemanus bade his Son Jtiftinns to put in Ex* 
ecution:Who having fo flatly denyed Ar[accs , would not fpeak of it to him again; 
But he askt Chanaranges, if by the privity of Artabams, Arfaces lately came to him. 
I durft not,quoth he, to fuch a man, open my ielf ♦ but if you haveany thing to fay 
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• jt m will advife, and happily may do fometnmg. flmaranges after conferring 
with 'c/frtjbam, told fuftinfts as much as Arfaces had done, and jnftimts promifed 
all he debired, and to draw in his Father. And a day was appointed for Hermanns 
to conferr with Chanaranges^ Cjenn.ms entreated Marcellas for fqmc confident 
of his to be an ear witnefTe of Chanaranges He fent Leant ins who married thc^augh- 
ter 0 f tJtbmfins, a right honeft man, who would be furc to report the truth. Him 
Gernwws placed in his dining roome behind the hangings, and himfelf with his Son 
hjlim flaid in the roome. where Leontius heard Cbanarangcs plainly declaring the 
confpiracy between himfelf, /Iridbnms,t\\\dzArfaces. Then they fell to difeourfe, 
that if they ftiould kill the Emperour While Helijarias was upon his way, their de- 
fign would not fucceed; for if they fhould make (Jermanns Emperour; it was like- 
IV that Relifams would come againft them with an army, which he might levy in 
time and they ftiould not be able to keep him off. It were better to defer the arti- 
on till the coming of Belifarins, who bcing m Conftantinople , and with the Empe¬ 
rour in his Palace, they might enter at evening fuddenly with their daggers, and kill 
Mmllns and Belifarins , together with the Emperour, and fo manage their bufi- 
neffe as they plcafed. Marcellas being hereof advertized by Leontius , yet forbare to 
report it to the Emperour, leal! with too much lialle he might unadvilcdlv ruin Ar- 
tlvies. But Hermanns revealed it to Razes and fonflantiauus , fearing, that which 
hapned,to be fufpefted for his delay. But Belifarins afterward being reported to be 
ncer at hand, CMarcellus revealed the Treafon to the Emperourjwho caufcd Artaba- 
m and his Complices to be committed to the common Prifon , and to be examined 
byfome principall Officers. The confpiracy being manifdl, and reduced into wri¬ 
ting the Emperour fummoned the Senate to the place within the Palace appointed 
for hearing caufes. They, albeit they heard the plain confeilions of the Prifoners, 
yet had involved (jermanns, and Juftinns in the crime; if the Teftimonies of Marcel¬ 
la and Leontius had not cleered them : who depofed, and Razes alfo and fwftan- 
tims, that Hermanns had hid nothing from them, but demeaned himfelf, as afbre- 
faid. So that the Senat aquitted liim and his Son, as having in nothing offended 
the State: But coming to theEmperours chamber, the Emperour ftormed, and was 
much inflamed againft Hermanns, for his flowneffe in the difeovery; and two prin¬ 
cipal! Officers feconded his opinion to pleafe him, and they feemedmuch offended 
with Hermanns, and to kindle more the Emperours anger, being officious to ingra¬ 
tiate themfclves by other mens miferies. The reft ftood amazed without a word 

a { yeilding,by not oppofing. CMarcellns only faved him by fpeaking truth 
e blame upon himfelf, and urging vehemently, that Hermanns difeovered 
it to him timely, but himfelf fcarching more narrowly into it, revealed it with the 
latell. And thus he pacified the Emperour, and got a great fame for ufing his virtue 
in a time of fo great need. Artabanes the Emperour removed from his office, and 
did him no other harm, nor any of the reft; they were reftrained, but not diftiOno- 
rably, nor in the common prifon, but in the Palace. 

The Barbarians at this time were decrly mailers of all the Welt, and this Gothic!^ 
War was now come to this, that the Romans who at firlt won all aiore them,had now 
tonfumed their men and money to no purpofe, had loft Italy , and ftood looking up- 
pon llljritm j and Thrace , ftiamefully waited by Barbarians their next borderers. In 
the beginning of this war, the Cloths gave to the Branchs all Gallia , fubjeft to them , 
being not able to fight with both, as I have Ibid. This the Romans hindred not, hut 
fujlinun confirmed the Gift, that he might not be croft by a war from thefe^ Bar 
Brians' nor would the Branchs have thought their poffeffion fure, iftheEmpe" 
tour had not put his Seal to the Atf. Hereupon the Kings of the Branchs got Mar- 
frillcs, a colony of the Rhocaans^nd all the Sea townes, and were Matters otf that 
Sea: And now they fit ip Arles , beholding thehorferaces there, they coyn Gold 
Staters out of the Gold mines in (ianlc, not with the (tamp of the Rtrnan Empe¬ 
rour (as the cultome is ) but with their own Images. The King of Perp coynes 
Giver monies as he pleafes,but it is not lawfullfor him, nor any King of f Barbmi\ns 
!o put his own ttamp upon a Gold Stater, though he be a greater Matter of Gold; 
for fuch money they cannot put away,though they trade with Barbarian ; Merchants, 
frit the Branckt feeing Tot Has prevaile, feized the molt part of Venetian the Ro~ 
n 'tns had no power to reiift, nor the Claths to make war u pon both.

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CHAP. XV III. 

T HE (Scpdcs alio cook .Vjfjww, and almoft ait ‘Dauajv loon us '/iiftim | 
had taken them from the (/or A/; making the Rowans choir Captives, and go-! 
ing ttil) onward fpoyling the Rowan Provinces; lo that the limperour paid] 
them no more the PenHons they anciently received of the Romans. To the Lorn -' 
bards allb he gave the City of iyrkm> and the ltrong places in 7 ’nmionia, ando- 
ther Townes, and great fums of Money, who thereupon ldt their own Country, 
and planted by the River JJlcr neer unto the (jeptdcs : and pillaged likewife Dal¬ 
matia, and Jlljrium , to lipidawnns ; leading tlie People Captive; ot whom any 
chanced to run away, and get home, thole Lombards being in league with us, free¬ 
ly ranging in the Roman Provinces, and dilcovering any of theie Fugitives, laid 
Told of them as their Slaves, and haling them from their Parents, led them back 
with them without any oppofition. The Jim: Hans allb had given them by the 
Emperour places in Dacia, neer the City ot Sinpdvn where now they inhabit, and 
from thence over-run and fpoil cll/jrinw and Thrace: Some of them turned Re* 
man Souldicrs, and were rancked with the Confederates. And theie flerusian Am- 
oaffadours, when they come to ConJhwtinoplc } receive their full Penfions, without 
much attendance, notwithllanding they ranfack dayly the Rowan Subjerts, And 
thus all theie Barbarians (hared among them the fpoile of the Empire. 

Not long after the Gcpadcs, and Lombards, being Neighbours, became Enemies, 
and a day was appointed for a pitch-field between them. The Lombards inferior 
in numbers, and holding themlelvcs to be over-mateht, rcfolvcd to invite the j?c- 
mns to aide them in the Battell ; the Geptdes alfo having truce with us, weredc* 
firous the Romans would joync with them, or hand ncuci all: And both of them 
lent AmbalTadours to jtiflinian for aide. Thorijin was then Prince of the 
and c AudosTui of the Lombards. The Kmpcrour heard their Proportions, not toge¬ 
ther, but feverally. The Lombards having firit accelfe, fpakc thus. 

‘Great Emperour, \vc arc amazed at the impcrtinency of thefe (]cpdts\ who 
‘having arted fomany great wrongs upon your Dominions, come here to offer 
4 the fouled Iconic that can be, in thinking you cafic to be deceived, and fo coming 
4 to make ufe of your fimplicity. But wcdciire you Sir, to confidcr their inten¬ 
sions in this fricndfliip j lo will you deale the more iccurcly for your Empire, 

, ‘and judge more Tafoly of the Future by what is part. Jf their ingratitude had been 
1 4 (hewn only to other Nations, you might expert from us long uifcourfes,andtbr- 
I 4 rcigne teltimonics to convince them thereof. But you have the experiment 
! 4 now even in your own l'elves. The Goths formerly held all Dacia tributary, whom 
I ‘the (jcp.ahs dwelling 911 the further lide of the JJlcr lb feared, that they never 
I ‘durli attempt to p life over the River. But being in truce with the Rowans, and 
' 4 their great friends, and in that Title receiving large yearly Penfions, as well from 
4 former Hmpcrours, as your felfe j what Services have they done you for the fame? 

1 4 They can allcdge notone. When they knew not howto wrong you, their difa- 
j c bihty, not good intent, kept them <juict. Beyond the JJhr you would notmed- 
4 die, and from this tide the toarc ot the Goths retrained them. And can dilability 
‘ he called gratitude, or good nature ? Can a firm l riend be known, while lie wants 
‘power to tranfgrelfe ? No Sir, It is a mans power only that expreftes his nature 
4 and intentions, good or bad; his ability to do what he lilt, laying his difpolition 
4 to the publick view, for thefe (jeptJts nofoonerfawthcOWw gone out of Dt- 
4 cia, and you hulie with your Enemies, but the wicked wretches intruded every 
4 where upon your territories. Their bafenefle herein what words can exprelfe? 
‘Have they not defpifed the Rowan Empire? broken the lacred Lawcs of 1 ruces, 

‘ putfeornes upon their Bcnelartors, and violated that Empire, whole Slaves they 
‘would be proud to he, if you had any lcifure for them. They hold Sj/rwinnt, 
‘and vaunt all Dacia to he theirs; in what War having been ever victorious, ei¬ 
ther for you, with you, oragainlt you? or of what Battell having made that 
‘Province the prize? Nay, being ancient Mercenaries, and receiving your Mo* 
4 /lies, as hath been laid. Then, a more lewd proceeding then this Ambaffage of 

‘theirs 
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, ,1 e ; rs was never. Now when they fee ns quarrelling with them, they have the 
, {•" t0 com c to fafiMiinfle, and to the Empcrours prcfencc, whom they have 
‘fo much abufedj and peradventnre in their aboundant impudence will intreat 
1 vour aide agamlt us, who have (hewed our (elves fo affectionate to you. If they 
• come to rcltore what they have unjuflly intruded into, you mutt impute it to the 
'lombards the chicfcCaufers of their repentance; a conltrainedfeareofwhom, 
‘hath put on them this form of gratitude: And if you receive the benefit, you 
‘mult thank thofe who made the doing it neccffary. Hut ifnow neither they wilt 
part with what belongs not to them, what an cxceffe of ill nature is this? Let 
this fufftce, 0 Emperour, tobefpokenin a Karbanan fimplicity, with words not 
reaching the matter. And do you, Sir, weigh well, what hath been uttered more 
(candy then the occafion requires; and do that which may be belt for the Rc- 
„„ , n d your own Lombards ; confidcringalfo, thatyou (iKtll do well to joyne 
with us who are of the fame Orthodoxall Religion ; and to oppofc thefe, being 
lAmns, The Lombards fo fpakc, and the next day ifoGeptdcs AmbalTadours 
were brought to the Emperour, and faid in this manner. It is right and fit, 0 
Emperour, for men demanding aides, firfttolhcw, that they ask things reafon- 
‘ able and juft and good for thofe who are to aide them, andfoto (peak what 
‘tonccrnes their Ambaffage. It is plain therefore, that we are wronged by the 
, Ur,(will, in that we have endeavoured to end our differences in acourie ot 
‘ juftice • and we ltriving to have a legall way, cannot be faid to ufe violence. And 
1 that the Gntdts exceed the Lombards in multitude and goodneffeof men, what 
‘reed many words to them that know it? And tve think no wife man will run 
‘intoevident danger, by fidmg with the weaker, when he may get a Vidory by 
* iovning with the ttrongcr. The moreoverW'H afliftyoti againlt y°tir E- 

‘ ncmies upon obligation of fit atitude for what you nowfhall do lor them, and 
■with the greatnefle of their power are likely to make you Mailers of your Foes. 
■Confideralfo, that the Lombards arc but lately in amity with you; but the typt- 
‘doare of your ancient acquaintance and allyancc; andFricnd-finp grown with 
'time is not calily diffolved. It is good for you therefore to make usyourConfe- 
‘ derates being both powcrfull, and film to you. Thefe juft reafonsmay draw you 
< ( 0t | lis Confederacy; but fee the difpofitions of thefe Lombards. Being intreated 
■ to end the quarrell legally, by no meancs they will confcnt, out of agroundlcffe 
‘over-wccning. lint the War being ready for a Battell, now they Ihnnk, being 
' confcious of their own weakneffc, and fly to you, importunmgyou without rea¬ 
son to fight for them. And thefe Theeves alledge, to provoke youtoaWar,our 
- ‘ holding Snmiism, and fomc other places nv Dacia- Whereas in your Empire 
‘are fo many Cities and Countries, thatyou feek for men upon whom to bellow 
1 fomc of them to dwell in. To the f to the Hmslims , and thefe Lombards 

'vou have given fomany Townes and proportions of Land, that they cannot be 
‘numbred And. we being bold in your Fricud-fltip and Favour, have done what 
‘your felfe would have to be done. Andwhofoever hath a mind to part with a 
'thing efteemes him the worthier man, who from a free Spirit is aforehand.and 
‘ of Inmfelfe takes the benefit, then him that gets it as a courtefie s if the Gimlet 
‘the valuation of the thing fo, as not to intuit upon the Receiver; but as being 
' bold upon him, as of an affined Friend: Which is the cafe of the Gcprdcs with the 
1 Romans. And which you taking into confidcration, we defire you in the firit 
‘ place to joyn your powers to ours againtt the - Lombards, according to the Leagnes 
‘with us; and if not, to Hand ncuttall. By thus advifing you fliall do juftly, 'and 
4 expediently for the Rovutn Empire. 
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B UT Jafiinian after a long confutation herein, ilifmiftthe (Jepsdes with a 
rcfufall, and fwore a League with the Lombards j And he lent them ioooo, 
Horfe under finjlnniianas, llaz.es and Aratius , a 111 (led by John lately cq^ 
out of Italy , who by the Hmpcrours direction was to return into Italy with 
his Troops, fo foonasthe Battell with the Gepxdes was fought. There were alfo 
with them 1500. Heralians, commanded by Pbilimntb and others. The reft of the 
Herali.m Forces being 3000. and lately revolted from the Romans (as 1 havefatd j 
formerly) were on the part of the (jcjhuks. Some of thefe led by Aordas their j 
Princes Brother, a party of the Romans marching to the aide of the Lombards met 
routed them, and killed t/lordns, and many more. But the Gcp,tdes underftanding 
the 'Roman Army to he ncer, compounded the quarrel! with the Lombards, and 
a Truce was concluded without the Romans ; who being thereof advercifed, were 
troubled, being notable to goon, nor to return back: and they feared leaft the 
Gepxdcs and Hern Haas fhould make a joynt in-road into Illy mm , and fpoile it. So 
they lay Hill, and advertifed the Fmperour. Thus much by way ofdigrelljon con¬ 
cerning thefe ocurrents. 

But Lei if arias was now returning to finjlantinoplc, with no honour. In five 
yearcs fpacche never marchtup into the land of Italy, made no expedition, but 
was all the while in a perpctuall flight, failing from one (hong Sea-Town to ano¬ 
ther, which gave the Enemy meancs to captivate /to, andall thcreft.He abandon¬ 
ed Pcrafta, the chiefc City of Tafcany , which was taken by aflault while he was in I 
his way home. Being come to Conjhminoplc , and now grown cxtreamrich and 
much refpefted for his former Victories, he made his concinuall aboad there.’ Be-1 
fore his Voyage into Africa, God gave him a cleer prefage of his good Fortunes. 1 
Fie had Land in Panteichion, the Suburb of Confiaminople, right over againft the 
City i where immediately before his expedition againft Gctimer, and lAjric^, bis I 
Vines were very full taken, and many Veflcls were filled with the Wine thereof, 
which had their bottomes buried in the ground, and rheir tops fait clofed with 
Clay in the Wine-Cell rr. Eight months after the Wine work out of the Vc/fcls, 
forcing out the Clay, and made the Cellar a puddle. The Servants wondred.at it! 
filled many Flaggons with it, and {topped up the Veffels again, and concealed the 
Accident. But the fame happening often, they acquainted their Matter withit; 
and he fliewed it to d-vers of his Friends, who divined from thence much happi- 
j nefleto be coming to his Houfc. This thus happened to Bclifarias. But now Vip- 
j lias, Bifliopof Rome , and the Italian/ at Court being many, and of good quality, 

! hefought the Emperour to vindicate Italy with all lus power. Above all Gothics 
prcfTcu him, being a Patrician , and late (for,[all, and newly arrived at Confhtnth 
} nople for this purpole. The Emperour promifed to take care of Italy, but lie fpent 
’ the moil of his time about the Chriftians Controverfies, endeavouring to fettle the 
1 fame. 

During this War lldiges, a Lombard , came with forces as far as to fenetia, upon 
this occalion. faces, late Prince of the Lombards, had liijialplms his Brothers Sou, 
who by the Law was tofuccced him; but faces plotting the Succeftion for his 
own Son, charged Rifiulphus withfomc groundlcffe Crime, and banifhed him. 
Rifialphas fled to the fantians , leaving two Sons behind him: Thefe Barb,trim 
f aces hired to kill Rifialpm • and one of Ins two Sons dyed: but Ildeges , the other, 
fled to the Slavonians. Not long after faces dyed, and the Government came to 
hthlarns, his Son j who being a Child, Audovin was made his Protestor, and attain¬ 
ing thereby to great power, he got the abfolute Government to bimfclfe: And 
fliortly after the Child dyed. When the Lombards and Gepadcs were in War, Ildi- 
V s fought to the (jcpadcs fuch Lombards as followed him; and many Slavord * 
m//, hoping that the ( ]ep<tdcs would reftore him to the Government. But when the 
ruce was made, aAndonin demanded I Litres of the Gcpxdcs , now his Friends. 
They would not betray him, hut they bad him be gone, and lave himfclfe. He with 
Ins own followers and fomefew (jepades went again to the Slavonians, and from 
thence marcht towards lot Has with about 6000. men; And in fenetia meeting 
_ Romans 
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n tmms led by La was, lie killed many of them; yet would not joyn with the 
rt i but pafTed the Ifter again, and retired to the Slavonians. About the lame 
rime alfo IlauL one of the Life-guard to Belif arias , and Valiant, being left in Italy 
revolted to Totilas, who font him immediately with a Navie, and Forces into Dal- 
tnuia He at Alomar ns, a Town upon the Sea necr Salome, at hrft was familiar 
with the Townef-men, as a Roman, and appertaining to Belif arias : butiuddenly 
u 0 ut them all to the Sword, and fackt the Town. The like lie did at Lanmta , a 
Cattle upon the Sea Coaft. Glandiauas, Governour of Salome, font Foices againft 
him in Pinnaces ; who at Lanreata fought with the Enemy, and had the woric, ran 
and left their Pinnaces in the Haven ; which Ilauf took, together with other 
Ships laden with Corn and Provilions; and having killed and fpoiled all they found, 
he returned to Totilas : When the Winter ended, and the 14. yeare of this War, 
written bv Procopins. 

Afterward Tot iio with his whole Army bclicged/to, where hclifariutlm 
left three thoufand of his bell: men under ‘Dionnes, one of his Lifeguard, a difcrcet I 
L and a good Souldicr. And the ficgelaftcd long 5 the bclieged vvith the advan- ■ 
tine of their valour matching the whole G>.ths Army ; Diogenes alfo diligently at¬ 
tending his Guards, and by fowingcorne within the Walls, preventing want of 
Viduall • and valiantly repelling the many aftaults of the Goths, who being maftci s 
of Portia ablolutely blockt up Rome. jajHnia?: alfo (Belif anas being returned to 
Ctdantimple ) intended to fend another Generali with an Army ; which it he had 
done, lie had certainly vanquifht the (jotbs ; Rune being in his obedience and ha¬ 
ving an Army thereto joync witli his Succours from (\nflantim\le. hilt he com¬ 
manded Liberins , a Patrician , to be in readinelle; then other buluiefte intervening, 
he grew cold. After a long time fpent in the fiegc of Rome, Ionic IJatmar.s, who , 
guarded Saint Pauls Gate, difeontented for want of pay for many yearcs, andiec- 
methe advancement of their Countreymcn, who formerly betrayed /to to the 
Cm and the wealth they had gotten, came to a fecrct conference with Tonlm 
and agreed at a day alligned to betray the City to him. At the day launched 
into the Tiber, about the firft witch of the night, two fmall VelTclls with 1 rumpet- 
tersaboard; whom he diverted, having rowed up necr the City walls, to found 
their Trumpets. Himfelfe clofely put his Army in readineffe ncer unto Saint l an Is 
Gate; and to prevent the Romans Hipping away to CentamcclU ( the onely For- 
trette they had left thereabout J he layd ambufties upon the way, to cut them oft 
as they (led.

Saint Peers Church. The (jotk Army at break of day gave on upon te 'en, 
whom the Romms fuftained, had the better, and killed many being'ciowde ina 
narrow place, T.tilts hereupon (layd the light, and befieged them, 8 

take them by Famine. Aw/ and his four hundred endured that day, • 8 

without eating. The next day they thought o( feeding on t icu o' > '' 8 

loath to meddle with fuch uncouth food (though ninth pmeht wit i mug ) 
in the evening they fell to debate it, and exhorted one another valiantly at 
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end their lives by an honourable death; charging the Enemy fuddenly and killing 
as many as they could : So they imbraccd and killed one another, as being inihntlv 
all to perifti. TitiUsms affraid of men refolutc to dye, lealt difpainng of their 
ownefafety, they might do feme defperate mifcheife; and he lent to them, of tivo 
Proportions to chufe, either to quit their Horfcs and Armes, and to fwcare never 
more to ferve againft the Goths, and I'oto rcturncto Conjlantimple* or keeping 
what they had, to ferve with the tfotbs in cquall condition. The Romans glad oftlie 
Proportion, at fit’ll chofc to go to fimjhntUople • but afterward, as alhamcd to 
march away on loot, and unarmed, and fearing to be cut off by ambulhes in their 
way, murmuring alfo for their many ycarcs arreares owing to them by the Romm 
Treafury, they joyned with th Moths Army. Paul onely, and one <Mndes, an 
Jdurian, befought Tot1 1 as to fend them to Gonjlantinople , having Wives and Chil¬ 
dren in their Countreys, without whom they could not live. Whom Totil>u com¬ 
mended for dealing plaincly, and gave them provilion for their journey, and aCon- 
voy. ’I he reft of the Army being in Churches about three hundred* took alTu- 
ranees and yeilded to Tot Has. Who would not now demolilh any more of Rome 
nor quit it, but intended to plant there (joths and Romans together, both Senators 
and others, upon this occafiun. He had lately demanded of the King of the Fyantl 
his Daughter in marriage; who rejeded the motion, laying, That he neither was 
nor ever would be King of Italy, having taken toe, but not able to keep it, hi¬ 
ving demolifhed part, and quitted the relt to his Enemies. So that now he brought 
in Provifions, and commanded to re-editie what was beaten downe at hisfirft taking 
of Rome. And he lent for the Roman Senators, and other Romans confined in 
Campania ; held the folcmnity of the ('treenftan Games, and then prepared for a 
Voyage into Sicily •. He put in readinefle four hundred fmall Vcflcls for a Sea-light, 
and many great Ships lent out of the Eaft by the Empcrour, and taken by him with 
their men and ladings. He lent alfc Stephanas a Roman his Ambaffador to the Em- 
perour, defiring Truce, upon condition, that the Goths (liould ferve him again!! a- 
ny other Nation. But juftiman fijffered not theAmbaffadour to come into hit 
pie fence, nor regarded the Proportion*. Which TotiLu underftanding, prepared 
lirll to attempt Ccntumcelk , and then to go into Siciij, Dionnes commanded 
the Garrifon there, being reasonably ftrong. The Goths befiegcd it, and Toth 
lent to Moynes, cither to put it to a Battell inftantly, there being no hope offuc- 
cours from the Empcrour; ol wliofe dilability to continue War with the Goth, 
the 1 'ucccfTc at Rome, alter lb long fpace given, was a fufficicnt Argument • or elfe 
to chufe either to joyn with the Goths Army upon cquall tearmes, or to quit CV«- 
tmcella , and to go late to Gonjhtntinop/e. Diogenes and the Romans relufedthe 
Battell, neither would mingle with the Goths Army, nor live without their Wives 
and Children ; And chilling to be font to the Empcrour, they faid, they had yet 
no honell cxcufe to furremler the Town; and therefore defired time to fignifie 
their Ellate to the Empcrour, that receiving no fuccour from him, they might ren¬ 
der the I own, and be gone, not without fome pretence. TotiUs approving this,* 
day was alligncd, and 30. Hollagcs were given on both lides; and the (joths raif* 
cd the Siege and went foi\Vio 7 /. Betorc they palfed the ftraits there, they attempt- 
olRhcgiam, where the Garrifon was commanded by Thmmuth and Himerim , 
left by Iklijmus ; who having many good men within, kept off the Enemy af- 
faulting, and Tallying had the better; but being inferiour in numbers, they after¬ 
ward lay Hill. TotiUs hlocktup theTown with part of his Army, hoping in time 
to take it for want of Viftuall. He Cent alfo l orces, whotooktheCaftleofTn- 
rctitumi "And at the lame time the (joths in Ticcnia had? Ariminm betrayedto 
them, j nftiniat hereof advertifed, made Germanus his Brothers Son, abfoluie Ge¬ 
nerali in the Wan e againft the Goths, commanding him to [be in readipelfe. The 
Goths in Italy were much troubled at the report of it, ((jermmts being yery fa¬ 
mous in the World.) And the Romans, cfpecially the Army, getting hart and hope, 
held out more firmly againft their toilcs and dangers. But the Empcrour (I know 
not why) changed his mind, and appointed Liherias a Citizen of Rome for tjie Ser¬ 
vice; who made himfelfe ready, add was expefted inllantly to faile away with the 
Army. But the Empcrour changed again, lo that he too ftaid at home. Then alfo 
Tents having gotten together many of the valiantcft Souldiers, had a Battell with 

the 


thGoths in Picenia, not far from W/;^wlierein after the Ioffe ofmany, and do- 
ing valiantly, himfelf was flainc. 


CHAP. XXI, 

A BOUT this time a party of fomc three thoufand Slavonians came over 
the River Ifter, none oppoiing them, and pait the river 0 {Earns: then they 
levered eighteen hundred in one party, and the reft in another. The Roman 
commanders in Illjrmu and Outfought with them fcverally, and were 
u 1ten with Ioffe of fome men, the reft lhamefully running away, though the Bar* 

'• \ vcie for the fewer.They incountred alfo /i^dr/,who had been ot the Empc- 
rns Life-Guard, and advanced to the place of a Candidate, and who conunan- 
dednow troops of borfe anciently Gamlon'd in Twulttnu, a.Caftlc of Thrace, 
drtod men Huuthe A’Aiww/uw defeated, and killed moft of his men lhamefully 
Snninft ^ They took him prifoner, and foon after cut thongs from the s .n 
X back and threw him into-a flame of fire: Then without controule they pilla- 
MTlm e. and iHjmnu , and took many rattles, having never betorc afTauI- 
L a wall nor preliuned to come to an open feild.T licy never durft before this time 
fbrragethc Roman Territory, nor ever pall the Ijhr before. But after their viftory 
linft Asknlcs, they pillaged all to the Sea, and took Topmrn, the tu ft Sea Town of 
Thrace bv atfault having a Garrifon in it, being diftant twelve dayes jpuiney from 
Cmhiimplt. They tooK it thus. The moll of them hid themfelves in the fallneffes 
neer theTown; and fome lew alarm'd the Rmimi upon the battlements; who 
thinking them no more then they faw, Tallied: The feemed afraid and 

ran away and the Rtmrn being far from the Walls, the Ambufhes rofe and put 
themfelves between them and the Town: and the Dyers turning head, the 10 mm 
were charged on all fides, and all cut in puces. _ , 

The inhabitants deprived of die Souldiers, yet refilled die Enemies alTanlt,as they 
could powrinc down boyling oyl and pitch, and throwing down great Hones,that 
they had almoft beat off the danger: But the Barhnm with a mu utu<1 * " f 
rotted them from the battlements, and with their leafing ladders cook lie C. b 
alfault.Tliey killed fifteen thoufand men in it, and fackt it. 1 hewomeni and c 
they made I laves having formerly Ipar cd no age nor fex but )" 

from the time they entred Roman Land. So that all Time and Wjnm. va 
frittered with dean bodies unburied; they killed not the people with Swords nor 

Lances, nor in any ufuall manner; but they pitcht lakes into theGoud w h 
(harp ends upward, and let the poor wretches upon the fameat. (1,ctt k ; 

then forced them downwards, and the Hakes up into then; hntrai les The ■ fti ck r- 
to the Ground alfo four polls, to which they tied their prilonei s hands tcct 

knock their heads with clubs,and killed them like fo many Dogs, or ( , ' ' 
they (hut up in liouics with frith cattell as they could not drive home moth com- 
try.and without mercy burned them together. lnthee B d.teng tockwith>J«^ 
dance of bloud, both the parties of tliefc SUvmau were pleafed to make pulon 
ofthofc they met, and lo returned home with innumerable captives. 

In the mean time the Gk/» alfaulting Rim were J ^ 

Garrifon, TbmmM doing very valiantly. Tctilm underllandingtha tlicit * 
pew fcatcc, left part of bis army to block it from provifions, and o o P 
Garrifon to ycild in time; and himlelfe cvpll the llraits into Aiojr, an P 
Mrffim. Domcftnalm the commander, fillers Son to lhiui, fallicd, an 
worl'c in fight; but afterward kept themfelves quiet within the walls « 
phmdred all Sicih, none refilling them. In the mean time Tlmrnmt 
inWr^ifiiM, (when their viduall was all gone) yeilded themfelves and the CalUe 
by compolition to the Uncmy. The Empcrour, at the newes ot tllie e > fo 

ther’da fleet, & put an army aboard of foot,under /Arina, whom i 1 1 

with Tpecd for Sicil h and tofave the llland. But Libmm being an antm <> nuur 
andnofouldicr, the Empcrour repented, and (mteJrtAimt for , ° 

his crimes, and makinghim Generali ofTImicc. He gave bun no g c, 
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Uivc^cd him to command the fleet with Uberius. Afterward he fent to call home 
l likrius, and again made his Nephew (jtrmams abfolute Generali ngainft the Gain 
giving him no great army; but furniftiing mony for him to raifc an Army of good 
importance in Thrace and lllyrimtu , and from thence to march into hah. He 
commanded Philimuth, Leader of the Hemii.ws , to accompany him into Italy and 
? jK VitdiMM his Nephew, who had married the daughter of 6V> mums , and was 
Generali of Illyrium , where then he redded. 

Germanus was ambitious to get the honour of vanquifliing, the Goths and the 
good fortune to recover both e/Ijfrick and Italy to the Umpire. In Africa where 
Stotw had ufurped , he overcame him and the mutiners unexpeftedly 
and reduced the Province as it is in my former relations. And Italy being now redti! 
ccd to the Eftatc 1 have deferibed, he defired the Glory of recovering that alfo 
His wife Pnjfira being long lincc dcccafed, he married Mattajuntha, Daughter of 
t tAmalafumh,a, the daughter ol l beoJerufr, her former husband Vitifis being late, 
ly dead. He hoped that the Cutbs would be alhamed to lift their armes againft this 
Lady, remembring the Rcignes of Theodtrict aud Atalarick. Moreover freely dif. 
burfing the Emperours mony,and his own more, he levied quickly, and unexpected- 
lv : a very gallant army. The belt Romm Souldiers left their ordinary commanders 
(whofe Landers and Targctticrs they were) and followed Germanus- together 
with many finftantinopolitans, Thracians t and JHymns • wherein Juftinus and 7 k- 
ftittiantts his Sons ufed much care and diligence. Hepickt the belt out of the horfe 
Troops, garrifon’d in Thrace, and many Barbarians about the Ifter were drawn 
by the lame of Germanus, and brought much mony with them, and joyned with the 
Roman army. The Prince of the Lombards promifed to fend him a thoufand men well 
armed. Report as in all human things, made all this in Italy much more and the 
Goths were afraid, and troubled withal!, to make war now againlt the pofterity of 
Tbeodcrick : And the Roman fouldiers there, fent to fignilie to (jemantts, that fo 
foon as they faw him in Italy, and his army intrenched, they would immcdiatly joint 
with him. The remainder alfo ofthcEmperours army in 'fravenna, and fome other 
Towns, took courage, and refolvcd to guard their Towns firmly for the Emperour. 
Nay, thofe who had been beaten with Few and others, and went now ftragling, 
hearing that Germanus was upon his way, they rallied themfclvesin Iftria , ancf Raid 
for the laid army. Totilas then at the day afligned, lent to Diogenes to furrender 
Cent timed be, according to the capitulation. Denies anfwered that he had no pow* 
cr now, (jermanus being declared abfolute Generali, aud not far oft with his army; 
and he delired him to fend him his hoihges, and he would reftore thofe given by the 
Goths, and fo he difmift the mclfcnger, and carefully guarded the town, expecting 
Germamis and his army.And thus the winter ended,& the 15 year of this war,written 
by Procopius. 

While Germam was drawing his army together, and cxerciling his Troops at 
Sardicc, a City in Illyrium , and making a powerfull preparation tor this warr, a 
Troop of Slavonians , greater then ever formerly, pall the Jjlcr into the Roman ter¬ 
ritory, and came to T^ayfrims. The Romans took fome few ftraglers of them,bound 
them, and askt them upon what delign tli ck Slavonians wete come over the River? 
1 hey faid it was to fack Thejjalonica, and the Towns about it. The Emperour upon 
this advertisement, wrote to Germanus {0 defer his Journy into Italy, and to de¬ 
fend Tbcjfalonica, and to beat away the Slavonians ; who grew afraid when they 
heard from their prisoners that Germanus upon this fta'id ftill at Sardice, whofe fame 
wasgreat among all the Barbarians upon this occafion. DuringtheRaignof^jfotf, 
his great Uncle, the cAntians, who inhabitc next unto the Slavonians, pad the Jfitr, 
and invaded the Rjoman territories with a great army. Germanus was lately made 
Generali of Thrace, and in a battell with thefe Enemies killed them almoft all, 
which got him a great reputation, cfpecially among thefe people. So that fearing 
him now, and fuppofing him to have a very great army, ns being fent againft the 
Goths, they forbavc their intents againlt Tbcjjalonica , and went over the mountain 
of Illyrium into Dalmatia, not daring to appear in the Champian. And Germam 
defpifing them, directed his army to be in readinefle, within three daies,to begin the 
join ny into Italy • but lie fuddenly fell into a lickncfle, which made an end of Eim. 
And fo was Germanus quickly loft; a vertuous man and very valiant- both an excel¬ 
lent. 
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lent and a daring Souldier. In peace and profperity a conftant obferver 
of Lawes and good Government; He was a moft upright Judge, and to men in 
need he lent great Sums, without fo much as talking of any lneeceft. In the Pa¬ 
lace and in the Forum fevere and fterni 4 but at home and at his Table pleafant, free, 
and gracious, where he had power; he prevented the Errours and innovations 
of the Emperours Court: And he never confented nor converfed with the muti¬ 
nous feneti, and Prafmi, Conftantinoplc, though many great men ran into that 
abfurdity. The Emperour was much grieved at this fudden Accident, and com¬ 
manded John Vitolianus his Sifters Son, with J 11ftmantis, one of the Sons of Cjerma- 
0t, toleadthe Army into Italy. They went into Dalmatia, meaning to winter 
# Salon*, it being not polfible in that foafon to compaflethe Jonian Gulfeinto 
\ Paly \ and they wanted Ships to croffejt. 


CHAP. XXII. 

L IBERIVS, who heard nothing of thefe alterations, put in at Syracuse , 
befieged by the Enemy. He forced his way into the Haven, and put his Ar¬ 
my into the City. tArtabanes alfo at ftpbalenia, hearing how the Fleet with 
Lidrius was gone for Sicily, croft the tAdriatique Scathithcr-ward; and 
ncer the Coaft of Calabria, met with a great ftorm full in his teeth, which fo feat¬ 
ured the Fleet, that he thought moft of his Ships to be call upon that Coaft, and 
in the hands of the Enemy Jlut a ftrong gale turn'd them back into Pcloponefiu, and 
fome were caftaway others efcapcd. 1 he Ship wherein tArtabanes ms, loltnei 
mam Maft, and being abandoned to the Tide, and Waves, and in much dangci, 
put in at thelflandof Malta, and by this mcanes he was unexpectedly preferved. 
but Liberius being not in cafe to Tally, nor fight with the Enemy, and the Victuall 
in Sjracufe failing, ftole from thence into ‘ Pamrmus . Totilas in the mean time 
ranfackc A\ Sicily, carryed away great quantities of Corn, Horfes, and Cattell, 
and nutting the fame aboard his Ships, and the whole wealth of the Hland, return¬ 
ed fuddainly into Italy upon this motive. He had made one Spinus of Stioletum lus 
AiTdfor, who refiding in Gimim, an unfortified Town, was taken by the Romans. 
Totilai delirous to ranfome him, offer’d tor him an eminent Roman Lady; but t iey 
refofed to take a woman in exchange for a man, holding the Dignity of Quaeltor. 
Sfrur, fearing to perilh among the to/w, promifed them for lus liberty to pei- 
(mdeTvtilai to leave Sicily, and to tranfport his Army into Italy. They upon lus 
Oath for true performance, reftored him to the Cjoths, and accepted ol the La y. 
Hebcingcometo Totilas, faid; “That the Goths further ftay in Shy was to no 
“purpofe, having already pillaged the Ifland 1 That he underftood for certain a- 
c ' monc the Enemv, that Cjmmnus was dead; and that John his Son-in-Law, and 
“ Minianus his Son were in Dalmatia with the Army, levied by germanus, and 
“immediately to come into Liguria , who might take all the Goths Wives an 
“ Children Prifoncrs. and pillage their Goods; whom they fliowld do well to op- 
pofe, by wintringfccurelyachome, and ifthey vanquilh them, they (nail with 
“more cafe fall again in the next Spring upon Sicilj, not expefting hoftihty. 
Te/,V.« upon this advife left Garrifons in fourc ftrongTownes, and pad into Iialj 
with all his Booty. , f , 

John and the Hmperours Army meant to winter at Salon*, and from thence 
with the firft of the Spring to march by Land to Ravenna.put the Slavonians both 
thofe who formerly forraged the Empire, and others, fpoylcd again with lull li¬ 
berty the Provinces. Some fufpefted Totilai to have hired them, to divert the hm- 
perour with new bulinelfe from putting the Gothic ^ War into a better or er. u 
whether to gratific Totilas, or otheiwife, certainly thefe Slavonians diddeiperate 
mifehiefes in Europe, dividing themfclvcs into three parties, & not facking ownes, 
but wintringinthem, as in fome Province of their own, and fearing no nenrt Y- 
The Emperour fent at laft an Army againft them, under Conftanttanus, Aratius , 
flaws, and JufHnus the Son of Germanus, and John Phag.ts, and other Cap¬ 
tains ; & made Scholafticus an Eunuch of his Palace, Commander in clnefe. i Ins 
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Army' met'cmt' of tlie fBaibarian parties-about Adndityblif iW't!h(^'Midland of 
Tfo/tcf, fivedaios journey from Conftajitiwpfc. The Batfamihi ttaing claggd with 
an innunier^le booty ot-tfien, Cattell, and other Weakh, clurft'ilot come on* 
And che^^wir, though eager to fight, diffembled it. The. Stntfmiks Were er>! 
camped'h$‘ort'a Mountain, and the Romans in the plain ;who thefc belieg«j 
them ; tilt tW Soutdiers murmuring at their Generals, chat they had : plenty of 
Proviftons thetnfelves, while the Common Souldier wanted Food, and lo they de. 
laved t(i fight with the Enemy; the Generals were conitrained to cbmfe to a fightt 
wnkh was hotly fought; But the Romans were beaten, and many of cheir beft men 
flainj and the Generalls efcaped narrowly with the reft. TheEnfigneof finjlan- 
twins the Slavonians took. And nowdeipifing th c Roman Army, they went on- 
and forraged the Province called Ajfica\ or T//WW*, whichwas never forraged 
before *, So that they found great Booty in it. They pillaged in many placesofthc 
Country, and came up to the Long mills, a daies journey from Conjiantinopl f. But 
the Romans fought afterwards withpartof them, routed them, and after mudi 
llaughter refeued great numbers of Roman Captives, and recover'd the Enfigneof 
Conpntwins. The reft with the remainder of their Booty went home-ward.

(tows: I have thought it feafonable here to difcourfe.wliat kmdeofp p aw 
upoo the i'r/.viwSea j conceiving;, that the Ancients wl o have written^ h^, 
not handled jt exactly; fpcakmg of who* y ^. anft . 
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all which arc between them and the Sea. Nor can the Colchians he other then the 
Lawns, feeing they dwell now upon the Hafts. They have onely changed their 
name, as many other Nations. And finccthofc Writers many ages have innovated 
much, by thetranfplantationsof people, and fucceilionsot Princes, and altered 
thtir names. All which 1 am to take notice of, omitting both fabulous and old oh- 
folcte things; as upon what part of the Buxine Sea the Poets bound Promttlm 
(Hiltories and Fables being different workes) but to let downe punctually both 
names and things notorious in thofc parts. 

This Sea begins at Ccnflantinop/c, and Chalccdon, and ends in Lazica, Within it 
on the right hand is Bithjnia ; then Honor ias, and Papblagonia, where ftand Hernia 
and zAmajlris, Maritime Town«s. Next to them are the Politicly Nations, to the 
borders of Trapezond , where arc Sinope and esfwifus, Sea townes; not tar from 
Amiftis is Thcmifcjrits , and the Kim'Thermcdott, where they fay was the z 4 m, 
Campe; of whom more anon. The territory of Trapezond reaches to Sufur. 
m<tna,an<\ Riunm, which (lands upon the coal! in the way to Lazica, two dayes 
journey from Trapezond. In all the Territory of that City of Trapezond the 
Hony is bitter: To the right hand of thefe Cities are the Mountaines of Tzanict, 
beyond which is the Roman Armenia. From thofe Mountaines defeends the River 
of Boas, through infinite Thickets, and a Woodland Countrey, into Lazica, and 
dilimbogucs into the Buxine Sea; then it quits the name of Boas, and takes that 
of slump fit) bccaufc it bends not, nor yeilds to the current of the Sea. For the 
RreamisU) ftrong and troublous, that running farr into the Sea, the Ships fayling 
that way keep off at Sea, notable to hold on their courle, and cut thorough that 
fwift ffreame. 

Next to liizdum are Mountaines dividing Lazica from Roman Land, and inha¬ 
bited by free Nations, and a Village called Athens ; not (o called from a Colony of 
si then inns ( as fomc fuppofc) but from Athemta , in ancient time Lady of that 
Countrey, whofeTonlbcrcmaines to this day. Next to Athens is tArchabis, and 
Apfams an ancient City, three dayes journey from Rizaum , in old time named Ap 
fjrtsu , from a man of that name ilaincby the plots of Medea and fafon neer unto 
that place; but many ages and fucceflions of men have corrupted the memory of 
that aft, and changed the name into p/fbfar/is ; on the Ealt fide of which City 
ftands yet the Tombc of that zApjyrties, It was anciently very populous, and had ex¬ 
cellent Wails, and a Circus, and a Theatre, and fucli other Ornaments of a great 
City. But of thofe antiquities nothing nowrenuincs but the Pavements: By this 
it appeares (Range, that any fliould aftirmc that the Qolclnans were borderers to.the 
Trapazuntians, For may ‘{afin be thought not to have fled home into Great 
with CMedea and the Golden fleece, but to have gone the quite contrary way to the 
Phafis and furthclt Barbarians, la the Raigne of Trajan fomc fay a Roman Legion 
was there garrifoned even to Lazica , and Suania. But now the Inhabitants are 
fubjeft neither to the Roman Lmpcrour, nor K'ing of Lazica •• But onely that be¬ 
ing Ciiriltians, the Bifliopsof Lazica, appoint them *Preiffs. They are in amity 
with both, and convoy their Ambaffadors to each in final! IMrks, which they ufc; 
but to this hourc they will pay tribute to neither. To the right hand of this Coun- 
trey arc ftccp craggy Mountaines, and a Defcrt reaching very farre: Above it is 
Per]armcnia, and the Rom/tn Armenia, reaching as farr as Iberia. From the fayd Ab* 
farm to the City of Petr\, and Marches of Lazica, is one dayes journey, where the 
Buxine Sea ends; which V*a makes there a halte Moon, and thcpaflage eroding 
the fame is about fixty nine miles. f 

AH bihinde the end of the Buxine is Lazica , next to which is Sctimia, and Stur 
nia, both fubjeft to the Lazians, They have Princes Hill of their ownc Nation; 
but when any of thenuly& the King of Lazica appoints another in his roomc. On 
one fide of this Countrey are the Mifduus , reaching almoll to lberia, tow 
they have been anciently Subjcfts, and dwell upon the Mountaines, <which are not 
, wilde nor barren, but abound with all commodities, and the people are good huh 
| bands, efpecially for Vines., Over this Countrcy hang very higlrMountaines, thick 
with Wood, and hard to|)ppaR, extending almoft to the Qmajean. Mountaines. 
Beyond them Eaft wal'd is Iberia, reaching to Perjarmenia. Between thefe Moun* 
taincs. defeends the Phafis , fpringing fcoin Mount Cmaftts , and difimboguing into 
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theirfle of the fayd Halfe Moon at the end of the whereupon font hod

A Bout ApfilU ftands Mount Cmufrn. fo high, that neither Raines, nor 
/V Snowcs touch the top of it, being higher then any Clouds. From ®‘ 
r\ to the foot, it is perpetually covered with the Snow; the foot of this Moun- 
tain being as high as the very ridges of other Mountaines: Some partsot 
ihc faid foot of Cmicitjw run out to theWeft.and North-ward even to llljmm 
and Tima ; other parts ofit to the Eaft and South-ward, reach to the two ftraj, 
which let in the Huunifit Nations upon the taw; and Pcrfuwr. TheoneoftSt

The Country of the Sagincs is next, wherein formerly the Romans built two Caftles 
upon the Sea-coatt; Sebaftopohs and Pitjjus, dillant from each other two daks 
journey, and there put the fit'll G arrifon of Souldiers in thole parts. Before, the H c . 
man Colioi ts were Gam foil'd by the Sca-lide, from Trapcwnd to the Sagines but 
then held only thcfeCaftles, where were Ganjifons till my time. But Chofrm, King 
;qf Per fa (thq Latians having drawn him into Petra ) intended to fend an Amy to 
Xurprile thole Caltles ; and the Romans within them hearing it, burnt them and 
th’ri'w down the Walls, and (led to the oppofite continent By Sea to Traptvnd 
where by ^ey damnified indeed the Romans, by dcinolifhing thofe Caltles but 
djey prevented the Pcrfians from being Mailers of the Country - who forth-with 
went back to Petra , without doing any thing. 

Beyond the Sagincs are many Hmmijh Nations in a Country called Suljfta^ pof- 
felfed by thofe barbarians in the Maritime and midland parts thereof to the Lake 
Of Mxotis, and River of Tamils, which difembogues into the faid Lake, and the 
Lake into the buxine Sea, Anciently the Inhabitants were called ('inmmim, 
but now Vtwmtrians. Beyond whom to the North-ward are innumerable races 
of tAnt inns'. where the take begins to difembogue,arc the Goths, called Tetmites,

• P l< JRlm dicfimc with much limplicity, and without difputes. Lately they font foure 
Ambaffadours to [tsjjman, foraBifliop to be given them, astoth cAbafmm 
; And the Empcrour difmift them with fatisfadion in what they defired. The faid 
j Ambaffadouis in their publick audience, exprclt no other caufe then that, for fearc 
of the Himes: But being admitted privately, they acquainted the Empcrour with 
what might advantage the Romans ( all 'Barbarians having ever fomc piques with 
their Neighbouts.) 1 he planting of thefe Tct/axitcs in that Country was thus. 
Anciently multitudes of Himes, then called Cimmerians , kept their Heards in the 
f<unCj and were governed by a King. One of their Kings had two Sons, named V- 
turgur, and fimrgur, who after their Fathers dcceafe, divided the Kingdom^ 

I and gave their names to their fevera 11 Subjedsj and they are yet called Vturgm- 
I n»cy have all the fame additions, and converfe not with 

the Nations dwelling on the other fide of the Lake of i Maoris, and the Cimtneri.tr. 
lti aits, fearing the paffage, though very cafie, hecaufc they never had tryedit. On 
the faid other fide necr unto the fnore of the faid Lake and Araits,wei formerly 
leated the Tctraxitc Goths, and not far from them the CJctht and Vi froths,* nd 
J ankles, and all the other ( 7 ^ Nations, anciently named Snthia»s% all (he 
1 other Nations of thofe parts, with fomc difference in fome of Samatians, Milan- 
damans, and other names. Thefe People have a tradition, ifitbetruc, thatfoiuc 
Qrnmcrm 'young men hunting a Stag, it took the water; and that they either ea- S 
ger upon their (bolt, or driven by fomc Spirit, followed the Stacc to the oppofite | 
tore: vvhcic the fame ( whatfoever it were) fiuldainly vamftit. as having ^ |

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young men, (they lay) though they mift their game, found matter for warre and 
Booty. And returning home told the Qmmerians, how the paffage was fordable; 
who inftantly cook avmes, and in. multitudes paft over to the other fide. The Van¬ 
ities were gone before, and feated in /Iffric.v, and the Viftgoths were in Spaine. So 
they fell upon the (joths, who dwelt in the fhampian, killed many,and chafed away 
the reft. Such as eicaped pall the river Jfter with their wives and children into the 
Roman territory, where they did much mifcheif.Afterward the Emperour planted 
them in a country of 'Thrace; and fometimes they aided the R c mans in the quality of 
Confederates,receiving yearly penfions: whereby it appeares, that the Goths came 
not as men conquered,but upon the articles of a Leaguc,(The Romans calling Leagues 
after a war, Vctdem.) Sometime alfo they made caufcleffe war upon the Romans, till 
under Theodericl > they removed into Jtalj.

Ut fas I faid j the Hmtes having (bin many of them, and driven away 
more, pofffeit their country: And the Catnrgurians fent for their wives and 
children, and are planted there to this day; receiving from the Emperour 
yearly penfions, yet palling continually the River JJter, and overrunning 
the Empire,being both confederates, and Enemies. The Vntrgurians returned home 
with their Prince, where ftill they remain, They pill the Cimmerian llraits again a- 
gaind the Goths, waited, as aforelaid: Who at firli Hood fenced with their fheilds a- 
gainll the Enemy in battell. being confident in their power, and the Itrength of their 
countryiAud ehemfelvcs are the valianteft Barbarians in thofe parts; and the ffraits 
(where about dwell thefe Goths Jfrom the Entrance out of the Lake of (jftUotis pre- 
fently fpreads into a Bay, imbracing molt of thofe people, and hath one only nar¬ 
row paffage over. The Hunnes meant not to fpend much time there; and the Goths 
could not hope to hold out long agiinll fitch a multitude j fo they came to a Capi¬ 
tulation, that the Goths ftiould go over and dwell with them in the oppofite Conti¬ 
nent, (where now they arc) and be in pcrpetuall LeagiHe with the Vtnrgurians 
upon equall tearms. Thus the Caturguriam hold the other fide of the Lake, and 
the Vtnrgarians their former country, never troubling the Romans ; but lecluded 
by many nations, they obferve an unwilling peace. Beyond the Lake, and the River 
Tarnis , the ('aturgttrian Hunnes have a large country, all beyond chat way, is 
poflcll by the Scythians and Taurians: part wherofis yet named Tanrka, l where ffood 
the Temple of Diana, of which lphigtnia,Agamtmnons (laughter,was cheife Preift. The 
Armenians fay, that that Temple ftood in ('elefcnc, a country adjoyningto them; 
and that the Inhabitants thereof were then called Scjthians >, grounding themfelves 
upon that which 1 related formerly concerning O'rtjles, and the city of Comana. Thus 
many things happening other-wherc, or peradventure no where, men are fond to 
attribute to their ownc countries, and are angry if all men yeild not to their con¬ 
ceits. 

Next to the aforefaid Nations is Bofpom , a maritime city, lately become fubjeft 
to tin s Romans. From Bofporns to Cherfone a maritime City alfo, and formerly fubjett 
to the Romans , all between is pofleft by Hmtijb nations, (ftpi alfo,and Phanagms, 
two cities,were formerly under the untill our time; but the neigh¬ 

bouring Barbarians^ took,them and utterly ruined them. From Cherfon to the j 
mouth of th zDantiby, or Jfter , is ten dayes journey, all inhabited by Barbari¬ 
ans. 

The River Jfter fprings from the mountaincs in Gault y and skirting by Italy, and 
defeending through Dacia, llljmttu, and Thrace ; it difembogues into the Ettxine 
Sea. From the mouth of the River Jfter unto ConftantivoHe all belongs to the Roman 
| Hmperour. This is the whole circuit ofthe Buxine Sea, from Chalcedon to ('onftanti- 
nople. How many miles it containes, I cannot fay; fo many Barbarians inhabiting 
tliecoafts (with whom the Romans have no commerce, unlcffe it be upon Ambal- 
fages) and they who formerly pretend to have taken the mcafine of it, notfpea- 
king exadly. Certaine it is, that from Chalcedon on the right hand fide ofthe £ux~ 
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to the River PRaJE is two and fifty daies journey ; and one may conjcfturctiT 
the other tide differs not ninth. 

And here 1 think it not unleifonablc to fet down t!ic difputc among the Learn \ 
concerning the hounds of AJin and Europe.Soiw think the River of Iannis doth kv 
thefe two continents, and allcadge that diviiion to be naturall. l or the Seacou 
ing from the weftern lands to the Ealtern ; the T.miis , from the Northcroffes £ 
tween Europe and z/ffu\ and the Egypt urn Nile, from rim Eolith Between A fin and 
tslfrick ; others reject this reafon as weak, faying, that the lliaits of cWr diftin.

Once coming 
home out of Latint, and being fallen into fome defperate extremities, they were 
ready to mutiny; and hadflainehim, if he had not forefeenic, and warded it, by 
gumng the principall of them with faire words. And being defirous to finde fome 
real! Apologie, he was Rudious to procure fonie notable advantage to the Pcrfmn 
Empire. Me attempted the City of Dam, but was rcpulfed (as 1 have layd) and 
hcdcfpaircd to get it, either by liirpri/.e, the Guards being well kept, or by a fiege. 
There king Rill in pnmt all Biovtlions layd up inftore for a longtime: And he- 
fides ncer it rifes a Spring in a Rocky ground, which makes a pretty River, defeen- 
dingdireftly into the City: an no Enemy can divert it, nor force it another way, 
by reafon of the Rocks. Being within the City it goes round about it, and having 
filled their Ponds and Ciftcrncs, it goc9 out againe, and dofe unto the Town-wals 
fills into a bottomlcffe pit, and is feen no more, nor hitherto knowes any man 
where it rifts againe. This pit was not alwayes therebut it happened thus, long 
after the building of ‘Doras by Atiafiafttis the EmpCrour. By reafon of this natu¬ 
ral! fituation of the place, they who befiegc it are affliAed with much want of wa¬ 
ter 1 So i\m Ch"(roes failing in this attempt^ thought of taking fonit Other tow);

flood in a deep hactallion oppofite to the Enemy and charging with their Lances. I 
I^Perfians being not able to charge thc Enemy being on loot, nor to break their I 
Bullion; and their Horfes flying back, troubled with the heads of thc LancQS and I 
ndife of the flieilds, they trufted with the multitude of their arrowes to break them. 

Th cRomans aifo, and the Lawns let fly their arrowes, and they coming thick, 7 ma¬ 
ny were flain on both Tides. The Vn'futns and oAlm difeharged ofence * but the t 
arrowes for thc moll part abounded from thc Romans flieilds. Ceriums ? Per ft an ! 

Generali, was fliot into the neck * (by whom it was not known) of which 'he dyed 
inlhmtly; and his death fwayedtlie viftory to the Romans fide; For he foiling from 
his horfe, forthwith the Pcrftans ran away to their camp. Tli t 'Romans purfued, kil¬ 
led many, and hoped to take the Enemies camp at Hrft aflaulc • But an Mvs a 
llrong man, & very expert to {hoot backward’and forward, put himfelf into the par- 
rowert entrance into the Trenches, and Hope the invaders a long time; untill John 
Gum killed him with his Lance, and then' the Romans took the Camp.Many Perjians 
there periflied, the reft returned home as they could. This was thc fucceffe of that 
Ptrfian invafion of Lanka. Another army alio cauic, and victualled the Garrifon 
in Petra 5 and then retired hortie. 


CHAP, V. 

I N the mem time the Lanians at Conji ant inop/e a ecu fed Dapifthtus of Trea* 
chery, and favouring the Pcrftans ; and that by the perfwafions of the Per - 
fans heforbareto anault that part of thc Walls of' Petra, which fell down, 
and that the while the Enemy fortified the breach with fack-fills of Sand laid 
one upon another: And that for money, or negligently he loll his opportuni¬ 
ty, by putting of thc aflault, which he could never after recover. The Empcrour 
upon this confined Dagijlkcrts to liishoufe, and made Ref as, lately come out of 
Generali of Armenia • whom lie directed ajfo to command the Army in La- 
iic« } fent thither before under Vcniltts , Brother to Razes^ and Odonacfms , and Ra- 
hi the Thracian, and V/igasigns’ an Hernlian . TfabcJes alio came into Panic a 
with an Army, bnt'effcfted nothing worth the ‘mentioning; lave only a defefti- 
0n6f the Abafgians from the Rmans and Lazians ; and upon the occalionof be- 
in^there with an Army, the taking of fixty Sons of their principal! men for Ho- 
flftges; and thc taking Prifoner in his way Theodora in Apfi/ia , thc Widow of Op- 
ftes t late Uncle toGnlmes, and King of Lanka. She was by birth a Rtwan, the 
Klrtgibf Lazica having long ufed by the Emperours confent, to take Wives in 
Cinf'Wiiioplr, and to make allyances with fundry Senators: And Gubates him- 
ftlfe'was thc Son of a Roman Lady. The reafon moving the Abajgians to revolt, 
wdi'this. After they had (as I faid before) depofed their Kings, fome Roman 
Garrifons were by the Empcrour laid upon the Country, who fought to reduce it 
under the Roman Dominion, andexaded new things, ufing violent waies, which 
difeontented thc Abajguws • And lcaft they fliould be brought into flavery to 
the Romans y they fet up Kings again ; Opftcs of thc Eaftern part of the Country 
and Scapamas of theWcftcrn. They were grown defperate of any good, andfo 
thofe rather to refume their former condition, though bad, then to retain the 
worfc which fuccccdedj and fearing dje Romans power, revolted ferret ly tothe 
Ptfjhin.' But the Empcrour perceiving it, commanded Bcjj.n to march againft 
them; who lent fome choice numbers of his Army under Vligangns, and John 
fazes. One of the new Kings of Abafgiu had been lately fent for into Pcrfa by 
Chofrea, where he then was. The other drew the Abafgians together, and oppoled 
the Xornan invafion. Upon the confines of Apfilia and way to Abafgia, is a high 
Mountain, beginning at Caucafas, and by degrees growing lower, till it ends in the 
Rumt Sea. At thc foot of this Mountain the z/Ibnfgians have an ancient Ca- 
IHe of a conliderable bignefle, where they beat off any Enemy invading, the place 
hdogagreat faftnefle, notpoflible to force. It hath one paffage only, leading to 
Hiis Caftle, and info AbafgU, not paffablc but by one man at once a foot. Under 
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the faid foot-path, is a deep Vally reaching to the Sea, and very ftony; which 
hath gotten a name finable for the roughnefle, being called Trachea, The Roman 
Fleet came to the confines of Abafgu, and Affili where John and Vlimm 
landed tlicir Forces, leaving theSca-men to waite on them neer the Shore. They 
marcht afoot unto Trachea, and feeing the Abafgim in Armes, and guarding the 
foot path, they were troubled. In the end John left there Vligmyts with halfethe 
Army, and himfelfe with the reft went aboard theBarkes, and compared the 7™* 
cheoty fo that he got the Backes of the Enemy. With Enfignes difplayed he marcht 
againft them, who perceiving themfelves charged on both fides, refiftednot butre- 
tyredin.confulion, fo hamperd with their feare and amazement, that they hardly 
found their ownc Countrcy wayes, nor eafiiy got deer of them. Thetewon 
both fides had the execution, and killed many; and came running to the Cattle 
where they found the Guards /hutting the Gates; but not able to put them to* 
andfoftill receiving in thepurfued and Purfuers, pell -mell, and not difeernine 
zsAbtifgiiws from Enemies, and by reafon of the croud being not able to dofe the 
Gates, the c^^/rfw/,who were fo glad to get within the walls, were taken with 
the caftle. Yet the tew, when they thought themfelves mailers of the Enemy 
found a difficulty: for the houfes Handing clofeto one another, tl vibafJm 
mounted the fame, and (hot down upon their head's, and defended themfelves flout- 
lv,out of fear and pitty of their wives and children, till the Romm fet the houfes On 
fire, and fo became abfolute vigors, opftes. King of the Almfym, fled with fome 
few to the neighbouring Hmines , and to mount (\tncafus : The reft were confum- 
cd to afhes, or made prifoners. The Romm took both the Kings wives and all 
their children, demolifiit the Caftle, and almoft emptied the country: This was the 
fucceiTe of the Abafgim revolt, 

But the Affiliam , being anciently fubjeft to the Lntinni, have in their countrva 
(trong Caftle called Tdbulum • which rmtof^Mafter of the Palace in Ui\u hi¬ 
ving offended the King, and being difeontented, agreed to betray tothe Ptrfrnp 
and getting fome Perfm forces ready, lie went into tApfilU. Being ntertneCi- 
ftlc, he rode afore with his company of Laiums ,'and got in, the Garrifon not di- 
ftruftingapnncipallOfficcr of Wo. And thus Tnditei, fo foon as the Ptrfn 
forces came up, received them into the Caftle; and the Ptrfutm now held themfelves 
Maftcrs, notonlyofW-i.butof Apf,li,i alfo ; while the Romm being bufiea- 
bouc / cira , and to incountci the Pcrfian army, hadnomeanos to fend fuccsuts. 
But the Govcrnour of that Caftle had a fair wife, by birth an vfpfitm, with 
whom the commander of the Perfm forces fell fondly in love ; and when with his 
temptations he could not gain her, he attempted to force her; which fo iaraged her 
husband that he lulled him, and facrificedalfo his Company to their commanders 
luft, and took the Caftle to hnnfelf. Hereupon the *Apfdi,m took occafion to re- 
volt trom the Laum charging them for not coming to their fuccours againft 
ttePerfum,. qdnus font againft them a thoufand Romm, and Un C,,w t who 
with fair words brought them back to their former obedience to the Inzim. And 
thus was it concerning the Apji/im,wd the caftle of Tiibulum,

T fam0US / Or hlS art > aild infcriour » "one ofhistim 
moreover a wife and a godly man,and very honcft.Hc had formerly cured Ckfn 
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came out of Perfm with many greaf prefents; but at the making of the fltihujucn- I 
nidi celTation, Chofroes intreated the Emperour, to let him have Tribunits with him : 
foroneyear; Who having performed Ins attendance, Chofroes bade him aske what j 
fie had a mind to. Tribunus inftead of wealth, askt of him the liberty of fome Romm ■ 
captives; and got 3000 freed; belides fome men of quality, whom he demanded by 
name. By this aft iribtwss got a great reputation among all men. AnatoKiuittslm- \ 
tingof his Fathers fickneflfe, ufurped, and rebelled; and though his Father were re- i 
covered, yet he put the City into revolt, and keenly purftied the Warr. Chofroes | 
fent againft him an army under Fahritns , who won the battcll ; took Atmzadns 
Prifoner, and brought him to his Father. Chofroes blcmiflicd the young mans eyes, 
not by taking away the fight; but by diftorting the eye - lids into much uglincfic, | 
with irons red hot, applied to the out fide oftlie Eye-lids being (hut. This Chofroes ! 
did,to cut off his hope of his Kingdome, the law permitting not any man with any 
blcmifh to be King of Pevfm, as l have (aid before. 

Now alfo was the fifth year of the CelTation expired, and Jiiftinim fent unto 
Chofroes , Peter a Patrician, and his Matter of the Palace with conuniffion to con¬ 
clude an abfolute truce for the Eaft. Chofroes difmift him with promifeto fend one 
(horcly to finilh all, as lliould be belt for both: And foon after he fent lfdkims a- 
gam; a man fupercilious and arrogant, and whofeinfolent puffing, and (welling 
was not tolerable to any Roman, He brought his wife and Brother with him, and a 
train fo great,as if he were marching to a battcll.Hc had alfo with him two principal 
Ptrfttxs ,who wore Diadems ofGold upon their heads. The [Jonftmtmfolitm mur¬ 
mured to lee the Emperour honour him fomething more then according to the qua¬ 
lity of an Ambalfa dor. Brndiciiu the interpreter was not with him, whom they 
fay Chofroes put to death, for prefuming to fit at the lame Table with the Emperour 
fujHnitWy who (faid he) would notliavc admitted an Interpreter to fuch an ho¬ 
nour, if he had not betrayed the Perftah affaires. Some fay, that IfeligunM charged 
him ivitiifecret conferences with the Romans. Ifdigms now at his audience, laid 
not a word of the peace; hut complained ofTranigreflions againft the CelTation; 
That Arethns^ and the Samen Confederates of the Romms committed fpoiles upon 
<Alminlmts y during the truce,and fome other things of final importance. 

In the meanctimc Bcf'as fate downc before Petra mt\\ the whole Army. The 
Romans mined in the fame place where Dagiftkw formerly had done, and for the 
famercafon: For the Walls are for the moftpart founded upon a Rock; but in 
fome places upon earth. Towards the Weft they are upon an impenetrable Rock, 
but not very thick, A peice whereof D^ifthms then, and now Sejfas digged into 3 
but the nature of the ground bounded their Mine, not permitting it to proceed fur¬ 
ther then it felfe. After the recreate of Dagiflhtus , the Perftms |iad mended the 
fallen piece of their Wall there, by filling updiat which had been digged into, with 
pebble (tones, and placing over it great beames, fmoothed and tyed together; to a 
pretty breadth. This bafis of Timber was in ftead of a foundation, and upon it was 
theWall fet: Which the Romm not knowing, thought their Mine to be quite 
under the foundation; and hiving voyded away much earth from beneath thofe 
timbers, they fliook indeed the Wall, and a part of it fuddcnly funk, but it in¬ 
clined not to cither fide, nor had oneftone difordered, but fetled upright, whole 
and intire upon die digged ground, as if it had been let downe with an Engine; 
onclyit was lower then before *. And fo the Romms could not aflault thcTowne; 
Moments having formerly alfo witli many hands raifed all the Walls higher then 
ever. Th q Romms feeing the piece that funck, and ftood upright fo, were much 
troubled. Mine they could no more, neither could they bring the Ram to the Wall, 
the ground being fteep, and the Ram not being to be drawnebut jn even ground. 

In the Army then chanced to be Sdirim Htwnrs, whoinhabitc about t\\cC\wca- 
jfowMountaines, and are populous and divided into many Principalities. Some of 
their Princes arc ancient freinds to the Rtnim Emperour, fome to the King of Pen 
who give Penfions in Gold to their feverall Confederates, not yearely, but 
upon occaiions. The Emperour to his Confederates bad lately fent G,old for their 
ayde in this Warre: But the Mcffcnger finding it unfafe to paffc the (fmcaftm 
Mountaines, and by an Enemy with Money, came to Ref as before P etra ) and from i 
thence fent to the Sdirim, to fend fome to receive the Money, who prefently- 
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lent three of their Princes into Laura, and thefewerc with the Army at the af 
lault. When they faw the Remans delpairing, they deviled a new Engine, m er 
thought ol hy the limans nor Verfuu:s, who notwithltanding have had excellent 
Artilts, and have often needed Inch an Engine to aflault places in ftonv and lleen 
ground: But it never came into their minds; Mans nature ever proceeding \wl 
tunc to new inventions. As tliefe %irbarians fuddenly made a new fafhioned 1(1 
tiling no timbers unripe, nor lying a croflc, but in head of them linali Poles tved a d 
luted together. They covered the whole Engine with Hides, and obferved rh? 
perfect forme of an ordinary Ram, and indie midtt placed the ufuall Beam wih 
a topp headed with Iron, to batter the Walls.- Jt was made fo light that it need d 
no men or cattell to draw and thruft it forward; oncly forty men within it cover¬ 
ed bv the Hides carrycd the Engine with cafe upon their (Boulders, and winded 
up the Ram and let ir go againlt the Walls. Such Engines now were framed bv 
tliele'three Barbarians taking Beanies and Iron worJte from the Romans Hamms 
which they could not bring neer the Walls, and forty men being put under* each* 
they fet it c ole to the Walls. On either fide of each flood men well armed with 
CorBets and Morions, and with Jong Poles in their hands tope with preat Iron 
Hooks, to draw off from the Walls the Hones loofened and tmjoyntd by <£ 
(Itokes of the Ram. he Romm with many puflies of the italic (hook the Wall 
and they with their Poles pull’d downe the lool'e Hones, and quickly the Town was

it to be cunning, in the mean time to fortifie the Walls, faid, that lie could not (lay 
the Fight; but he pointed to another part of the Walls, whether they might go i 
with him ’and parly while the Armies fought. They not entertaining the motion, j 
the Fight’was hotly purfued: Which continuing equal!, another, part of the 
Wall where the Romans had formerly min'd, fuddenly fell down. Many of both 
parts’ran thither; The Romms, though divided, exceeded the Enemy in numbers, 
Ldprclt hard upon them : And the Perfians being charged in both places, and 
their fewnefle by being divided appearing, did not equally indurc the charge.While 
the Armies were toyling, and the Perfians unable to rcpcll the eagerneffeof the 
Romans, and the Romans abfolutely to force their entry; fobn guies left them 
fighting upon the ruined Wall, and with fome Armenians his Country-men, moun¬ 
ted the Rock where the City was efteemed impregnable; and forcing upon the 
Guards there, killed with his Lance one of the gallanted Perfians, and made the 
place accefliblc. In the mean time the Perfians in the wooden Tower, kindled ma¬ 
ny Fire-veffels, by flinging the fame thick, to bum the Engines and men in them, 
notwithltanding their long Poles. But a Arong Southern wind blew againdthem, 
and withal) let afire one of the boards of the Tower: They within it, being over- 
toyled, and full of tumult and diforder, perceived not the Accident foon enough, 
their’ bufineffe taking from them their fenfes,) and the flame kindling by little, 
and little, and with the <JlIdem Oyle, and the other materials, burnt all the 
Tower, and the Perfians in it; who confumed into Coales, fell down, fome with¬ 
in the Town, fome among the Roman Engines. At the ruined Wall alfo the E- 
nemy grew faint, and gave back, and the Romans entre.d, and then was Petra ab- 
folutely taken; only fome 5 00. Perfians retired to the Cittadell, The reft the Ro¬ 
mans took,being 7Jomen,of whom 18. only were unhurt in the Fight. Many Ro¬ 
mans alfo fell, brave men, and among them John Guvs, valiantly entring the Town, 
was killed with a ftone. The next morning the Romans befieged the Perfians in the 
Citadel), and propounded offers of fafety unto them, and to give afliiranees for 
the fame; But they rejeftedthem, and refolved tooppofe, though they had no 
thought of fubfifting long; but they chole to dye bravely. Vegas was defirousto 
draw them from this Opinion, and to perfv/ade them to live. He commanded a 
Roman Souldier to fpeak to them to that purpofe, as hee dieted it unto him; 
who being neer, laid thus. 

Valiant Perfians, what mean you thus to pull on your own deft rn ft ion ? uftng a fence• 
lejfe endeavour to dye, and fijaming the profcjftonof Valour ; which never oppofes unre- 
fiflible neceftities, but wifely yeilds to the Concjucmr. It ts not diftmmrdle to obey 
jour Fortune .and Live ; f{ecefftty having left nohope , cxcufcs the diftmour , although 
era he put to the pooreft Allions j pardon ever attending that which cannot be avoided . 1 
Info evident a danger , ajfeflnet therefore pride, nor jacriftce year lives for a little 
vaint-yloY). Thinly how men once dead revive not again; but that the living may in 
time recompofe thcwfelves, (fonfult therefore yourlaft confultation , andftudyyour own 
goe 4 : Thofe fiunfels are ever beft, wherein the advifers have left it in their poWer to 
repent, m pitty this your ftrugling under the Toalg, and[pareyou, Jo fond todye. 
And while you are wanton and foolijls in a caf. of life ; wee , as Romans, and Chrifti- 
ms, ctmmifcrate you, Ij you live , the worft that ftsall befall you, will be to change 
jour Common-wealth for a fetter , and to have Juftinian your Lord tnftead 0/Chofroes; 
and for this we give you our Faith. CMurther not therefore your [elves, having mcattes 
to live; It is not cxcuf iblc thus to no purpofe to be in love with difmall things, which j 
it not to be valiant, but to be weary of life. The valiant man endures, while from his 
fufteriugs hccxpclh advantage. Men commend a willing death, when fome gallant 
hope is hilt upon it ; But a precipitate end, ts a rafts ana ufelcjje folly, and a vaine- 
glorious dying foolifh : IViJe men condemning fuel) a fond pretext of brave fpirit. Con - 
fultr moreover, if herein you be not unthankfull toCjod j who if he Would have youde- 
flreyed, would not have delivered you to men , who defire your prtfervation. Thus it t<; 
and dee you advife, whether you be worthy to live or no. 

The Perfians would not fo much as afford attention tp this Colinfel! as men 
willingly dcafe. By the Generals direction therefore the Romans threw fire into 
die Cittadell, thinking fo to bring them to yeild. But they, though beholding the 
mifchicfc. and knowing that certainly they would be all confumed, and having no 
Rr 2 h°P c 
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liope by refilling to cfcapc, yet would not come into their Enemies hands • but 
rifht all with the (fittadell ; the Romans wondringat it. How ferious a bufineVe 
Ghofrocs held Lauca to be, appeared by this his putting into Petra the choice 
and the braved of his men, and by ftoring the fame with fo great a proportion of 
armes, that to every fouldicrs fl\are upon the pillage fell five mens fumi 
cures,befides much burnt in the Cittadell. There was alfo found corn, and other 
falted provifions for five years fiege: Wine there was none; but fome Beveridge 
and ltore of beans. The Romans wondred to find water coming from the Aquduft 
till they underftood the myftery. Tor Chojms having taken ‘Petra , and placed a 
Garriioii m it ; forefeeinn the fiege, and that doubtlelTc the Romans would attempt 
the zArjuadtitt, divided the water, brought from it to the City,into three parts bv 
making a deep Sewer, and by building three ieverall AcjttMs ; the one at the hot 
tome ol the Sewer up to the middle of it, covered with {tones and Earth* above 
that a fecond covered alio, and a third above Ground and vifible. The taw not 
undemanding thofe clofc convinces, fpoiled the uppermoft at the beginning of the 
fiege, not working downward to the other, thinking the water did tail the City U 
what they had done;and from their loathncflfe to work, their wits failed them The 
fiege continuing, the Romans undcrltood by fome prifoners, that the befiered had 
water from the AmM ftill * whereupon digging,they found the fecond Conduit 
and cut it, and m their fecond hrruur were not admoniflied by their firft. But now 
tlie city being taken, and finding the water ftill coming in, and from their Prifoners 
hearing how it was done; they law too late their Enemies providence, andtheir 
own negligence. The Pr.ioners Be fas fent all to the Emperour, and threw down the 
Walls of 7 wv*, that the Enemy might put them to no more bufincfTc about if 
which the Emperour approved,& commended him both for his valour, and this wife 
counfell of his. Thus BcJ]as , by his good fortune, and the great valour (hewed in 

this ad ion, grew into a pat refutation again: when he commanded tar, there 
was great hope of him, having done very valiantly in former imployments. After 
his ill fortune at Rome (the fame being fackc by the Goths , and the whole (trength 
Of the Romans there being well nigh deftroyedjyet at his rcturnio O^ntinopk ie 
Emperour made him Generali againft the Perft.w, though the world flouted the 
Emperours rcfolution herein in committing the Per fan war to an old man allmoft 
in Ins Grave, and one who had been (o grofly beaten by the Gcths • but notwirhflan. 
ding this gcnerall opinion, Ref as ufed the valour,and found the good fortune I 
havefaid. So are humane affaires determined, notas men imagine; but as God 
waves the Hallance: And this meni call fortune; finding accidental! things to fuc-

fans. Ref is was retired into Founts and Armenia , his Govern menc,meaning to toil 
no more, but to get what lie could by his place; and by his avaricioufncfle he again 
ruined thetas affaires. After his viftory at Petra, if lie had made hafte to fortifie the 
paffages into Lauca from Iberia , the Per fans had not entred Lauca , which he c- 
ven as good as delivered to the Enemy by his ncglccT, and carelefncfie of the Empe- 
roars indignation. YVbo indeed ufed muchto connive attheErrours of his clieif 
Minifters, and they from thence committed many, both in the courfes of their lives, 
and in their Governments. The two CaftlcsofdY.w^ and Sarapanis , in Lauca, 
about the frontier of Iberia , (landing upon two paffages very hard to get through, 
the Lauans had demoliftit. Tliefe Cables JuJIinian in the beginning of the War 
guarded with Romans , taking out the Lauans formerly in it; but the Romans wan¬ 
ting viduall, and being not able like the Lauans to live long, upon Elj/mns, a kind 
ofpulie like mill-feed; the Lauans alfo being weary of bringing Provifion upon 
their backs (there being no paffage for horfes) the Romans there abandoned them, 
and the Perjians took them j but upon the truce reftored them to Jujlimn for the 
Ports of Bolum and Pharantim, as I have laid before.. But the Lauans having de- 
molilht them now, the Pcrftans repaired Sennit ,and held it at this coming of Mcr- 
mrocs into Lauca. Andentring the fame from Iberia, the firftTowneyou meet 
with in the Plaine, is Rodopolis, very aflaultable; whereupon the Lauans aemoliflic 
it, fearing the 7 hrfm Invafion; lb that now Mermems marcht on to Ardmpolis. 
But he would not fit downe before it, fearing the Romans Amy at his back, en¬ 
camping neer the Phafts. Towards them he went firft, and palling by oArchnopolis 
told them, That he meant to make a vifit to the Romans upon the Phafis , and that 
done, would come to them againe. They anfwered him bravely, and bade him go, 
and that if he fpakc once with the Romans there, he would never come back to them. 
Butthe Commanders of the Roman Army hearing the newes, and finding them- 
felves too weak, went aboard their Barks, carrying with them what they could, 
and throwing the reft into the River. Soon after came Mermems , and was very 
mdancholly to fee the Romans Camp with not a man in it j lie burnt the fame, and 
in much auger led his Army back to aylrclmpolis. 

TliisCiry Hands upon a kind of Rock, and by ic runs a River defeending from 
the next Mountaincs. TheZoW Gate opens neer the foot of the Rock, and the 
ground to it from the Plaine rifes onely, but makes no difficulty of accefle. The 
Gate opening toward the Rock is very hard to approach, having alfo for a great 
way thereabout great Thickets. Thetowne Walls were built up to the River, that 
they may draw up their water, having none within theTowne. Mermems was 
eager to alfault, and finding it rifing ground, not to bemedlcdwith by ordinary 
Rams, he caufcd jiis Salmans to make Rams portable on mens fiioulders, ufing 
theadvantage of bis Enemies experiment thereof at Petra, which he had heard of. 
And thefe Sabhi ws made fucli Rams as their Coimttcy-mcn in league with the Ri- 
ttntns made then. Mermems let againft the rocky part of the City the ‘Dolomites, 
a people dwelling in themidftof Perfta, among unacceflable Mountaines, andfo 
not fubjcCt to the Perftan, but free; and in the Pcrftans wars they ferve them for 
pay, being all foot men,with fword and fiicild and two Javelins; and are nimble to 
dimberocks, andtonmne along the Tides of mountaines, as upon plain Ground. 
Thefe being there ordered, Mermems with the reft ofhis army afiaufted at the low¬ 
er gate, and with his new Rams, and his Elephants. Where the Per fans and Sabi - 
r'm galled the Romans with their Ihot.making them almoft to auitthe! Battlements, 
and the Dolomites did as much on their fide with their Javelins, that the! Romans were 
in much extremity. Oionachm and Tiabas ( were it to fiiew their own, or tty the 
Romans rcfolution, or by fomeinftind) leaving fome few upon the Battlements, 
drew together the reft,and fayd thus to them, 

“ Fellow Souldiers 1 you fee our danger; tut nevertlielelfe you muft.not yeftd 
‘‘to it; Nothing preferves men defpairing of life, but not to be in love With life: 

which fond love is commonly attended with deftruftion. Confidcr how in futh 
“ a difficulty as this, it is not lafe to refill an Enemy from the Battlements of a 
‘‘Towne: We may do it bravely, but the diftancc of place will not permit us to 

ufe 
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<4 ufc our valour: The heft we can gee, is, to get off and retyre : Hut if we fio| lt b 0 
“ dy to body, courage is it gets the better there; and the Victory goes with valour' 
They who get the better from a Wall, gaine not much • for the next day the dan* 
“ gcrrenuesasfreftiascvcr, and fo they perifhby little and little, andloofeatlaft 
“ their defended Fortrefles. Hut who overcome in a ftanding fight, are ever after 
“ fecure. Taking this into our thoughts, let us make a brave 1'ally, trufting in Gods 
l< aftiftance, and hoping well even from the defpaire wee are in. God preferves 
‘‘ thofe moll, who have no hope left in themfelves. r 


CHAP. IX. 

O n 0 fl/l CHVS and Baku having thus fjyJ, led out the Army: Some 
they left behmde, havingfulpition of one of the cheife Inhabitants of the 
City, a hum ; who had been treated with by Mtrmmts in the heat of 
the a (fault, to fet the City-Magazines on fire. Mermcrocs by this thought 
either to enter the Towne with lelfe oppefition, the Romans being bufie to quench 
the fire, or tf, being eagertodefend the Towne,they neglcfted the fire lie Ihould 
deprive them of their [lores, and fo ealily in time get the Towne by Famine, The 
Zutirti) according to his promife to Mnmtnet , when he law the affaulc at the hot- 
teft, fired tlie Store-lmifn. The licruiim left bcliindc, feeing the flame rife ran to it 
and with much tovlc, and fomc hurt, put it out. Thofe who iallycd frighted theE- 
nemy with the fuddennefie, and killed them without refiftance.For the l’erfum liif- 
petTed no hilly from fo few Defendants, and were fcattcr d, and in difordcr as noon 
an affault: Some with the Ramins upon their (boulders, and without their armes- 
others could do no Execution with their hovves, the Homans at the firft runnincup 
dofc unto them; who (lafln with their Swords on all fid cs, and cut them in peices. 
One of their Elephants alfo, either wounded, or otherwife darting, flew back and 
call lus riders, breaking the rancks, and driving the Per pm backward - while the 
Rm,m fecurely cut off all in their way. It may feent (Iraiige, that the ta,„ know¬ 
ing lo well the means of refilling Elephants,did nothing now ; confoundedfit feems) 
with the prefent bultneflfe. The means is that, which was praftifed upon Cbifrm at 
s * f,“ ; an Klc P>'ant there was brought dole to the walls, with many of the gallanted 
e 2 , "i 101 ) ll: 1 a . nd appearing like a Tower, and the (hot from it being inadedi- 

lenly upon the Defendants heads, the taking of the town was certainly expefted:

fincc have made the meaning manifell. For the Halt,and much of theta,, Empire 
bclidcs, have been difputed by two Emperoiirs; but to return to the fight. The 
Mum being thus difordered, and they in the rear feeing thcconfnfionin thevan,

Neer unto Cott- 
fu } Hands Vchimemm ,a (Irong Caftle, guarded by LaCutns with fomc Roman fonl- 
diersintermingled: Hereabout Mermcrocs lay with his army, poftefling the bell land 
of Lillies, and cutting off the Romm from bringing viduall to Vchimemm , and 
from marching into the countries of Sums., and Scyrnni^ fubjed to the Perfans ; ; 
an Army in Mtuhirifis^ eroding the paffage into thofe countries. Thefcwcre the i 
jiiccelfcs of the armies in lalica, i 

In Conftantinople , in the mean time JfJiftrnas the Perfan Ambaffador, had many j 
conferences with the Emperour touching a peace. And after a long time fpent in , 
difputes, at Jail they came to this agreement: “That in their proper Dominions 
“ there ftiould be a cefiation of armes for five years, and during the fame, that fen- 
" ding to each other they (liould endeavour to coinpofc the differences concerning 
« Vizic.i and the Santee ns ; aud that the Romans ffiould pay to the Pcrfim twenty 
,( Centemries of Gold for this Ceffation of five yearcs, and for the eighteen months 
“ pafifed between the end of thelirll Qmncjticmull Ceffation, and their fending 
Ambaffadors to each other fixe Centenaries more j the Pcrfim aileadging, that 
» they yeilded to a conference for truce upon that Condition. Thefc twenty Centc- 
„m «, IjM^ius would have prefently paid, and the Emperour demanded to pay 
them by four Centenaries every year, and thereof to give caution ; but in the end 
th clU/wts paid down the whole fumme, that they might not feemto pay a /yearly 
Tribute to the Per fans. 

Thus men are alhamed more of the difiionour of names, then things. Bnrfabcs al- 
fo,a P erf an of great quality, and much favoured by (\hofrccs , whom Valerinniu 
had taken prifoncr in a fight in Armenia , and lent to Confantiowple , and for 
whom C %jroei had offered a great ranfomc, was now let at liberty upon the liiit of 
I)di*nMS' , who promifedto perfwade Chofrocs to remove his army out of Lalica. 
This Ceffation concluded in the twenty fifth year of piftinians Raigne,nnich difeon- 
tented the Roman*, whether unreafonable or no,(as Subjefts ufe to cenfure the adi- 
ons of their Princes) I will not determine, But they alleadged, that the Perfans be¬ 
ing now (hong in LnCca, they might fecurely without the interruption of any, for 
fire years to come, hold the fairelt peices of it, and that the Romans would never 
afterward be able to drive them out of it, but the Perfans have eafy accefie even to 
Conjhminoplc it felfe. Tbcfe confiderations troubled moll men, but they could not 
help it \ ■ and likewife to fee the ancient indeavour o( the Perfans , to make the Ro¬ 
mm tributary, which b^-war they could never hope to effed, now ellablifiicd by 
the colour of a ceffation of'armes; Qj°f( oes now taxing the Romans with a tri¬ 
bute of four annuall upon this fair pretence, untill his forty fix Ccnte- 

mts were paid, calling his Taxe a Truce, and (hewing apparantly to have plot¬ 
ted it from the beginning of the War. And yet Hill he ufed hoftilityin Lauca, as 
bath been faid. Erom this Taxation the Romans had no hope ever to be freed, but 
few themfelves in the quality of plain Tributaries to the Perfans. lfdipms alfo 
having gotten more wealth then ever Ambaff ador did, and received the nigheft ho¬ 
nours from the Emperour, together with immenfe gifts, was fent home the richeft 
man (Itliink) in Per fa. This only Ambaffador had no Guard put upon him; 

I himlelfe and his followers freely conferred, and kept company with whom they 
would;. and in the city bought and fold, and made any contrads, and were prefent 
at them; with all manner of licenfe, no Roman attending them to obferve their do¬ 
ing, as was wont to be. 

Ac this time alfo wer Heatsfi\Ql\ as none ever remembredthe like,thellofes towards 
the winter, growing in abundance, as in the fpring,with no manner of difference,and 
the weather as hot as at midfutnmer; And the vintage being long pad, new Grapes 
cameup. Some divined from benccat great accidents likely to fucceed; but the 
natnrall caufe ofit was the continuance of the Southerly winds, longer then was or¬ 
dinary, from whence came thofe unufuall heats. It any ftrange matters were figni* 
fied by them, wc ffiall know the certainty by the Event, 

CHA^ 
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and difeontentcd with their Commanders, did for the moft part favour the 
Perfians y not for love of the Pcrftan Government, but to be rid of the other nf 
two ills choofing that rather which they felt not. And Theophobim a cheife man J 
mong them, treated with iMemems to deliver to hitp the Caftle of VcbimeHm 
who animated him to the aftion with large hopes of being a Favorite of Cbofrees 
and naturalized a T>crfian , and of getting great wealth and preferments. There 
were no Forces joyfied of Romms and Latians , and the Perfuws vilited all the 
Townes at their pleafure. The Emperialifts lay concealed, fome necr the P( M j :s 0 . 
thersin Arclwpolis, and other Fortreffesj and King Cjubm.es lay quiet upon 5 the 
tops of Mountaincs: So that Tkopbobitss without any difficulty appearing came 
to the Caftle and told the Hmperiall Garrifon there, That the Roman Army was cut 
in peices. King (jdates ruined, and Latica wholly under the Pnfuw without 
any hope of recovering the fame for the Romms or Gdatcs. Mcmew, with fe- 
ventythoufand Ptrftms had done all this, and with great numbers of Sdirmj. 
And that Cbofroes was now alfo joyned fuddenly with an innumerable Army that 
all would fcarce containe them. With this terrible newes Tkopbolm fo 
frighted the Garrifon, that they befought him even by the God of their Fathers to 
fmdefome accommodation for them. Hepromifed to procure their fafety from 
C l foesi and returning immediately to Mermcncs, obtained of him fome princi¬ 
pal! with Conimiftion to repaire to Vclmmtim , and having given aHu- 
ranees to the Garrifon for their lives and Goods, to take poffeflion of the Caftle. 
by the having whereof the P erfians were abfolute Mafters of Lauca. Theyfubdud 
alio Scjmui and StMmfixxt all places from Muchirijis to Iberia were unaccef- 
. e c u ° “ ie Romm 5111(1 King Gdates. And nor Romms nor Latians durft meddle 
withtheEnemy, nor come, the one from their FortrefTes, the other downefrom 
tne Mountaincs. CMcrmcroes during the Winter, repaired with timber the Walls of 
y lUfts > , placed in it three thoufand Perfms ; he put alfo a competent Garri- 
ion in \Vchmenm and repaired another Caftle called Sarapalis, upon the Fron¬ 
tier of Utica. I hen he martcht toward the Phafis , where he underftood that the 
Romms and Latum liad newly made head and were encamped. But Gdatennl 
the tartw Commanders at the firftnews of his coming disbanded, and every man 
laved himfelfe as he could. Gabates ran up againc to the Mountaines, and there 
wit \ bis Wife and Children made an end of the Winter, fighting it out with pover¬ 
ty and the hard weather, and comforting himfelfe fas men life) with hopes from 
Conjlantmflc, And the other chicfe Latians in their refnert to their King were 
contented, ns he, with hard winter lodgings in the holes of Rocks. Enemy they 
eared none in thofe Mountaines, being (clpecially in the Winter) not to be med¬ 
ic with ; but famine and other mifery made them weary of their lives. Merrntm 
in the meanc time built Storc-houfes in the Villages of Mudmfh , andfurniftit 
the fame with Viduall; and by fending Fugitives to the foot of the Mountaines, 
h , c ^cwmanydowne, fupplycd them plenti- 
^ wanted, and ufed them as his owne people. In all tilings 
t> a C ?T trc y at lls P loal(,re > nnd to Gdates wrote this Letter.

Mens 
judgements ever thus tune to that which pleafes then* wills, admitting all reafons 
of that tide, without examination of the foundneffe of them * and obftinately not 
editing, nor weighing the arguments which croffe their delires. 

Abouc this time certaine Monks came out of India, and getting acceffe to the 
Emnerour, promifed to effeft his long defire, that the Romans diould no more buy 
the Metaxa^ orRaw-filke from the- Perfms their Enemies, nor any other Nations. 
For having remained long in thofe Countries, they had learnt the way how the 
fame might be had in the Roman Provinces. 1 hey told him that certaine Wormes, 
taught by nature, did fpin this Raw-lilke; to bring the VV ormes alive, that it was 
notpoffible, but eafic to get their Bags, wherein were innumerable Eggs, which 
being covered m Dung, and thereby heated, produced the Wormes. The Emperour 
I promifed them a great reward to bring ihciv undertaking to effeft; whoietuined 
j into ImLt, brought thofe Bg« to failt.irimpk , and being by the meancs afore-

CHAP. XII. 

I N thefe times was a great Wan* between thc Vnrnitns arid the I(landers of Brit- 
tir. Thc Turmans are feated beyond thc River lflcr, and extend to the Nor¬ 
thern Ocean, and the Rhyne, which River divides them, and thc Francks, and 
the other Nations inhabiting thofe parts. All which Nations on both Hues the 
Rl>j/ie arc named (Inmans. Brittia lyes on thc Ocean Sea, diftant from thc Conti- 
nent hut twenty five miles, oppofite to the mouth ofthe Rhyne, and lying between 
Brittany and * Thule. Brittany lyes to the Well otBpainc five bundled miles ^icr^ 
but 'Brittta lyes at the bottom of (7 attic upon the Ocean, Northward to ^ panic and x orway a J 
ftrittiwy ; And Tlmlc lyes in thc uttcrmoil bounds of the Ocean , Northward, ^ nt 0 j Dcn 
This 1 (land of Brittia is pofleH by three populous Nations, and over each is a King, mark*, 
and they are named Angli , Frifins , and Brittians. The people arc fo fruitful!, 
that yearcly they tranfport many Families to the Francks, who plant them in de- 
fert Countries, and upon that ground pretend an intcrell to the Hland; and lately 
in an Hinbalfage to the Emperour Jufinian, fent fome Angli in company, as if the 
lOand were theirs. Over the Damians one Hcmc^i/chu lately reigned, who took 
to Wife a Siller of Thcodebcrt King of the Francks, his former Wife being dead ; 
by whom he had a Son named Radifis, betroathed to the Siller of the King of the 
wfngh in Britt ia : This Hemcglifcus riding to take thc avre, a Raven from a tree 
troakedathini; he told his Noble men attending him, that the Kird in her lan¬ 
guage did foretell his death to he within forty dayes after 1 . And I (quoth he; 

41 for your peace and fccurity made an allyance with the brandy by mine owne 
v Wife, and contracted a Bnttian Lady to my Son i Rut now being fuddenly to 
“ dye without llTuc from my now Wife, and my Son being yet without lus Rridc, 

: “ let me communicate my thoughts to you. and when 1 am dead, it you like my ad- 
/‘vife, put it in execution. 1 hold it more advantages tor you, to have allyance 
"with the Francks then with the Brilliant ; who being 1 (landers,cannot joync 


j t( with you in time, nor eafily; whereas nothing fevers thc Irmckt, hut the Rhyne, j 
‘‘from you. And being fo necr and fo powerful), they arc at hand both tohclpe j 
i‘‘and hurt you 3 and hurt they will, if this allyance rejlrainc them not: Anovci- , 
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“ gfownc neighbour proves heavy,and apt to doe wrong, and the mcancs of a\\^! 
“ are eafie againft men at the ncxtdoorc. Quit therefore that betroathed Iflindcr 
<f and the Money dice hath received rcllorc, according to the Law of Nations for 

a reparation of thcrcfufallof her: and lec my Sm.RadiJis marry his Mother-in- 

law, which our Lawcs permit. 

Hermeyfrltts gave this advife, and at the fortieth day dyed , and his Son taking 
the Kingdomc, renounced his betroathed Spoufcby the pcriwalion of his Nobles’ 
and took his Mother-in-law to Wife. The contracted Lady could not brook the 
fcorne done her, hut was eager to revenge it. 1 or fo tender of their honour are 
the Barbarians of tliofc parts, that after the name oncly of a marriage without 
confummation, if the woman be refufed, dice thinks hcrfelfe profeit a Strumpet 
FiriHheefciu Mcflengers to demand the rcafonof this rejection, feeing he could 
pot charge her with incontinence, nor any other offence; but that way prevailing 
nothing, with a manly courage ihecrefolved upon a Warn Slice got four hun¬ 
dred Ships and an hundred thou Landmen, whom her fclfe led, with one of her 
Brothers to aflilt her. The 'Britt'wu arc the braveft Infantry we know but fo un* 
excrcifcd in Horfcmanflup, that they know not what aHorfc is, nor ever faw in 
Brittia the Picture of any, Where never any was bred. 

When upon Ambaffages they come abroad among the Romans jx Branch and 
arc put to neccrtit^ of riding, men lift them up, and let them upon their Horfcs- 
and fo take them downc againe when they arc to alight. The J aunts alfo are all 
Footmen. Aboard the aforefayd Fleet were none but rowers, for the Brittmt J 
have no Sailcs Being landed upon the Continent, the Virgin-Gcncrall encamped 
at the mouth of the lihpc, where Haying her fclfe, (lice lent out her Brother a- 
gainlt the Enemy: He finding the farmm necr the Sea (bore encamped, had a bat- 
tell with them and defeated them, where many fell, and the reft with-their King 
fled, and were followed by the Angles as fai r as foot-men could j who retyring to 
the Campc,wcrc by the Lady chid, and cfpccially her Brother, for having nothing 
worthy fuch an Army, feeing he brought not Badtjis to her alive. Slice lcleded 
then her bell men, and charged them to bringthemanto her: who in the end 
found him concealed ,in a Wood, and brought him bound to the Lady. Hcftood 
before her trembling, cxpeCting fome crucll death: But flicc onely reproaching to 
him the un juft affront he had done her, askc him why he would neglect his Vow, 
and bed another Woman, his owne Spotile not having committed whoredomc. He 
excufcd all upon the injunctions ofa Father, and the importunity of his Nobles, 
mingling his apologic with (applications, and imputing the crime to ncccflity, pro- 
imlmg now, if it were her plcafure, to live with her, and by his future fcrvices to 
cure his former injury, the Lady wasplcalcd and Radips loofedfrom his bonds 
was vouchfafed all manner of courtcfie: And immediately hefenthome the Sifter 
of Thcodcbcrt, and marryed this Brirtian Lady, 

In Brittia alfo is a Wall dividing a great part of the 1 (land in two; the reafon of 
it is, becaufe to the Eaftward is good ayre according to the fcalons, and many (i* 
vill Inhabitants, and they have Conic and Fruit-trees in abundance, and arc well 
ftored with waters. But to the Wcftward all is fo contrary, that a man cannotlive 
there halfc an houre, the Countrey being poflelf with Adders and Snakes, and all 
forts of . venemous creatures. The natives aflirmc, that fo foon as a man paffesto 
the other fide of the Wall, he inftantly falls dead with the pcttilcntiall avre; and 
the like happens to Bealk 

In thisdefeription 1 am to mention a Story, or rather a Fable • I cannot think it 
true, though many men aflirmc to have lien it and been aCtors in it, neither mufti 
abfoiiKclv lejeftit, lealt profiling to write of the particularities of thislfland, I 
be thought ignorant of the things done in it. They report that to this part of the 
I Hand arc tranfported the Soules of the departed, by a mcancs,which though 1 have i 
heard in very good earned related, yet 1 conceive that the firll rumour ofit fprung 1 
horn fome dreamingheads. Along the Ocean (liore, over againlt Brittia, are ma* 
7 Vulagcs, inhabited by Fifhcrmcn, Husbandmen, and Boatmen, who trafliquein 
the Wand; fubjeCts they arc to tlic Francks, but pay no Tribute, the exemption 
from which is granted unto them forafervire which 1 will now relate. They have 
the employment of conducting Soules departed impofed on them by tunics; when

low conductor; and at midnight they findc the door opened, andhearea foftly i 
voice calling them.to the bulindfe: Inftantly they rife, and go downe to the. Sea- j 

fide finding tlieml’elvcs conllrained to goe on, but they perceive not by whom: j 

Hosts they findc ready, with no men in them, and aboard they goc and lit to their ; 

■ Qjires - Tncu perceive the Boats loaded with Paflengers even to the Deck; and j 

the place df their Oares not an inch from the water: They fee nothing, but after ’ \ 

an hourcs rowing, come a Land in 'Brittia, whereas in their owne Boats they have i 

much ado.e to pafl'c over in a day and a night, having no Saylcs, but rowing onely. , 

They inftantly land their Fare, and are gone away with their Boats fuddenly grown - 
light, and fwimnting with the current, and having all lave the Keele above water: ; 

They fee no men leaveing the Boat, but they hearc a voice, relating to fome,who it ! 
feemes ftayes there for them, the names of the Paflengers, with their Titles, and 
additions of what Fathers they were; and ( if women) of what Husbands. But 
to returnc to my Hiftory, and to the Cjotbic^ Warr, having already fpoken of the 
lucccfles of other Provinces.

This fleet hurt nothing, till it came to faiynt, anci¬ 
ently the country ofthc Phxacians ; being the only inhabited llland in this paffage 
I from the ftraits 0 fScjlla. Having been oteen upon that Sea , I was curious where 
; the Hand of Calypfo was: I found only three fmall iflands. Tome thirty feven miles 
from 'Phxacia, ( now Corcyra) called Othonx, from whence one may imagine V-

dicated to Jupiter Cajitts; the town alfo where this fliip Hands being yet called O 
■ypc. In EuU'd at Gcrxjhnn, there is alfo fucli a model! of a fliip, dedicated by A- 
to Duma, to pica fo her with this alfo, as he had, by the facnfice of bis 
Daughter fpbigenia, obtained of her a paffage for the (/redan army to Troy. Which 
i> teflified by Letters ingraven upon it either then or afterward; the mofl of which 
time hath defaced, but at the beginning ofthc verfes, they appear thus.

CHAP. XIV. 

T HF. Cjoths with their fleet came to (forcyra, and forraged the Ifland, and 
the Hands alfo of Synu. They landed alfoupon the main land of Epirus, 
and pillaged the townes about Hodova and ifjcopolis it felfe, and sAnchla- 
/#/,where Anchifes ,the Father of t/Emas fayling from Troy dyed, and gave 
the name to the Towne. They tooke upon the coaft alfo many Greeke fltippes, 
and fome cranfporcing Proviftons to Narfes Army. Totilas likewife fent an 
army into Picenia to cake Ancona, . commanded by Skipuar, and Giblas and gun- 
(called by iome Indttlfe) formerly of the life-guard to Belifarius‘ He 
gave them forty leven gallics to block up the Caftlc by feaalfo. The Soige lafting 
>ng, and the befieged wantingYiftuall, Valerims being at Ravnwa, and unable 
alone to fuccour it, wrote this Letter to John, Vitaliarms his Sifters Son, at Satm. 

M you know is only left us within the Jovian Gulfe, if it be left us: it is fo 

“ (hatply befitged, that I fear our fuccours will come too late, and we fhnll ufc our 
" in « avout * after our opportunity. I forbear to write more; the neceflity of the be- 
fieged cfiimes all our time, and their danger permits not a longEpiftle, requiring 
"fuccour fwifter then fpeech. b ‘ ^ b 

Jolm , though the Emperour had forbidden him to {Hr,;adventured to go, concei¬ 
ving the neceflity, whereinto fortune had caft them, to difpence with the Emperours 
inilniiflions: Hechofe his bed fouldiers, and put them aboard forty Gallies, fwift 
of Sail, and well built for a Sea fightjand having fhrniflied them with all neceffaries, 
wne with them before Ancona. Whether foon after came Valeriamu with twelve 
Ihip9i Upon conference together they rofe from thence, and Anchor’d at a place 
Mil wSmgallia, not far from Ancona . The Goths Generali alfo manned forty feven 
mipswith their choice men,leaving the reft to block up the Caftlc: and failed agdinft 
ine Rowans. Skjpuar commanded the men left behinde, and Gihlas and Gundnlfc 
tnofe in the Ships. 1 he Meets being necr, each drew their fhipsas clofe together as 
rti^hcbo and exhorted thejr men. John and Valerianm fpakc thus. 

, Think not fellow Souldiers 1 that you arc to fight now only for the Caftlc of 
, the Romans in itjbut that the main ofthc war depends upon this? bat- 

tell 5 and that the conclufion of our fortune is to be drawn in the fame Lot with it. 
Confide?, how thecheif moment of war confifts in the expcnccs of it, and that 
^ they who want fupplies, are of neceflity to be beaten in the End. Valour and hun- 
, i Cr K ca ,? not ^ vve ^ l° n 6 l0 8 c ther, nature not induringto pine with famine } alld to 
( 8"® bravely too : And other fortreffe we have none between Otranto and Ra - 
, where we can lay in any prbviflons for our fclves or our Horfes. And the 
enemy being Maftcr of the Country wc have no place our freind from 
whence to furnifh any fmall proportion of viduall. Jn^c^ isour only hope, ^ 
_ where 
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c where fuch as come from the oppofite land may put in and ride fafely.So that if We 
‘win this batcell, and thereby allure we may hope well of all the reft of 

‘ this war; but if we be defeated, I will not fpeak any tiling that is harfii, God grant 
4 unto the Romas the pcrpctuall Dominion of Italy. And confider too, that ify ou 
‘ (peed ill now, you cannot fo much as run away; the" Enemy pofl’dling all the 
4 land, and being alio abfolnte mailer of the Sea. Our only hope of living now is in 
‘ our armes, and depends upon our actions in this light. Fight bravely therefore 
c having this in your minds, that ifyou now be beaten, it will be your lalt beatin« • 

‘ ifyou conquer, you will be ranched with honour among the molt happy! b 1 
" > 'finis John and Vahri.wus \ and the Goths Commander ipake thus/TlicIc wretched 
, nu , n,cx|)iilfcdoutof/r.7/;,and long hid in fame corners of the Sea and Land, 

‘ feeing now they dare to light "with us again; it is our parts to check their unadvi- 
‘ fed preemption, leatt it grow higher being let alone. Folly, not retrained in the 
4 beginning, proceeds to cndlclfedaring, and at lalt mines thole it incounters. Shew 
4 them then quickly , that they arc Greeks, and naturally cowards, and now grown 
4 defperate with being beaten. Take heed lealt they profper upon this Experiment- 
* Cowardize defpifcd.becomes bold, and fool-hardineffe in the end may grow to be 
‘ incapable of fear. And ifyou do valiantly, thinkc not that they tan Hand long. A 
‘ ipific »oc mealiircd out proportionably to the power of him that ules it, common- 
My riles before the bulinelTej hut when the battcll is begun, itfmckcs. Remember 
4 therefore the often tryals this Enemy hath made of your valour; & from their then 
fuccelk, argue, that they are not now fuddcnly become better men; but hj veiafli- 
4 iy undertaken as then, and will go off with the like fortune. 

After thefe exhortations, the battcll began, and was iloutly fought, and fome- 
thing like a land light.Thcy llood with all their Hups in front again!! each other, and 
plied their Bowes. The forwardclt grapled, and fought from the decks with Javelin 
and fword, as in a foild. But the (joths unexperienced in Sea-fights maintained the 
incounter with much diforder. Some Hood aloofc, whereby the Rowans fet on them 
finglc: Some came on fo thick, that they fell, foule with their fdlowcs for want of 
Roome, Their Blips llood jumbled together like fo many baskets, chat they could 
neither flioot at the Enemy, nor manage their Javelins nor (words; but were perpe* 

| tually imployed in getting deer of one another, with loud clamours, and confuted 
I pulhing off with their long polesfoitangling their front for want of roome,and then 
i getting aloofc, and both to their own mifchciieithcir cries and hollowings were not 
j againlt the Enemy, but to their own men to keep off ; and thus pu/./.elling oneano- 
! ther, they were tlieclieifcltcaufe of the Enemies vietory. Who in tlicirclofc lights 
did valiantly, and in their Sea fights skillfully ; keeping their Blips in front, not too 
j hirafundcr, nor more dofeLlicn was convenient; And (till joyning and fevering in i 
j good proportion, when they law an Enemies Blip leaner ’d, they ilia ck at her, and 
I with cafe funck her; and where theyfaw the Enemy in conlulkm, thither they 
j fent clouds of arrowes; then feeing them wearied with the toyle of their diforder, 

, c ‘«ey foil on them and cut them in pciccs. 1 lie Got hi defponding, did neither conlider 
i their croffe fortune, nor their own Krrours • and being not able cither to ulc their 
; flnps, nor to light from their decks, they left lighting an J foil to a dangerous quiet- 
neffe, committing tliemfclves to fortune; and tlicn betook tficmfclvcs to a Blameful 
! and difordcrly retreat, having no remembrance either of relilting, or of handefom-, 

! ly flying; but being flattered among their Enemies, they Hood amazed. Eleven 
i Blips got away; the roll the tfiw.wtook, or funck with the men in them. Giblas 
1 was taken Prifoner; but Gundu/jf cfcapcd in the eleven Blips, and the men being 
: landed, he fot them on lire, tbit they might not tonic into the Enemies hands. Then 
tiiey went a foot to cs'/ncouu, where relating the accident to their companions, they 
j *dl ictired horn thence, leaving their camp for the Rowans f nnd they ran tumultuoui* 
j ly into AnxiMum. TIic Ihnunt umc to the Cain amp before Anew,i and took it, 
then put provifions into the Cattle, and failed away, Vtkrum to llivtmm , and 
jmn to XiiIim. This overthrow much abated the power of Tciil.n.

the Emperour. For Totil.u had fent many Ambaftadours to the Emperour, Blew - 
ing how the Francks had foifod upon a great Biare of/ta/ft and how the reft was 
become waft *. That the Cjoths Biould quit to him Sicily and Dalwatht , which only 
remained unfpoylcd; and Biould pay tribute for the wafted Lands in 1 talj> ana 
ferve the Emperour againft all the World, and in other things be obedient to him. 

But the Emperour would take no notice of thefe overtures, but Hill font away 
the Ambaftadours, being diftalled at the very name of Goths , andpurpofing to 
chafe them out of the Rowan Empire. 


CHAP, XV. 

% TOT long before dyed Tbeodcbert King of the Francks^ having unjuftly 
. made tributary fome Townes in Liguria , and the Cottian Alpcs, and a 
X. great part of Venetia ; The Francks thus getting without blowcs, what 
the two Antagonifts werebufily fighting for. ln Venetia t\\Q Goths had 
little; the Sca-towncs the Rowans had, and the Francks foifod upon the reft, while 
neither the Goths nor Rowans had leifure to make new Enemies. The (joths al- 
fo came to this agreement with the Francks ; that during the War with the Eni- 
“perour, both Biould hold whatthey had, and forbeare hoftility. If Totilas con- 
<• quer, that then the faid acquifitions of the Francks be difpofed, as Biould be a- 
« greed between' the parties. But in cheKingdomeof Theodebert fucceeded 77 ;«k 
Mi his Son, to whom the Emperour font Leontius a Senator, and Son-in-law to 
AtlmfiMt, his Ambafladour, to perfwade a League againft 7 otilas , and to demand 
the Townes in Italy, unjuftly held by Theodebert, andfurprifed during the Truce. 
The Ambaffadour fpaice thus to Tbeudibald. ‘‘Others, Sir, fit may be) have 
‘‘had Accidents which they expeAed not, but no men (I think) fuch as the Rc- 
(f tniws have had from you. The Emperour entred not into thisVVar, nay not 
‘‘into any cxpoftulation with, the fto,before the Francks had received great fums 
Hof money of him, and had promifod aides, and the con junction of their Forces: 
“Which Accord they have not only .not performed, but have done us injuries, 
“which none could imagine. Your Father Theodebert hath intruded into a Pto- 
“vince by the Emperour, acquired with much coile and hazard, and with the 
“ Franck! conlent.But 1 come not to chide, nor complain, but to demand only, and 
“ therewithal 1 to give you this advife; to eftablifti the profperity you have, and to 
“let the Rowans have that which is theirs. Some fma|l thing often times unjuftly 
“ gotten, is the occafion of loling greate and powerfull acquifitions,; liable hap- 
“pinelfe and injullice never meeting in one point. I advileyou likewife to )oyn 
‘‘inthisWar, according to your Fathers engagement to the Emperour. Nothing 
‘‘becomes good Sonnes better, then to reeftifie their Fathers etroneous lto- 
“ cecdings, and to ratifie what they have well done. 

“The wiBi of a wife man is, that his Son may emulate his vertuous Actions, 
“and if he have done anything amilfc.lie wilhes another may rather imitate it, 
“ then his Son. Indeed you Biould not have needed invitation to this War againft 
“the Goths , originally your Enemies, andfalfo to you of old, and ever in War 
“with you, without truce or quarter. Now forftareof us they fawn upon you, 
‘‘but being rid of us, they will foon Blew their intentions. Wicked men change 
‘ f not their Natures with their Fortunes; in adverfities indeed they hide them, cl- 
‘‘pecially when they have need of a Neighbour, Confider this, and renew your 
“Amity with the Emperour, and fake a revenge againft your ancient Enemies. 
Tbeudibald anfwcred. this Speech in this manner 

It is not now juii in you, to demand our aftiftance againft the Goths , now m 
"Amity with us; If we prove unfurc to them, weBiallnotbetrufty to you. A 
“ bad difpofition to Friends being once difeovered, puts a man for foarc out or the 
‘‘right way. Concerning the Townes you mention, my Father Theodebert was no 
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, oppreHbur of Ins Neighbours, nor intruder; Anttiuppravesfo f or ] am 7 
• rich ; And he took not the Totvnes from the Emperour, but pot’ them S' 
, ‘ roni fmLu, the then owner of them, which fliould pleale the Emperour in r 
, ol,c whowronged him, difleifed by another, and thereby julily punilhed u n S 
(( bccaufe he would havethem Inmlelfe, and cannot get them,he will enviehi 
tt that can. But lee us refer the examination of thcic things to Arbitrators- if! 
“ appMiwthac my Father hath taken any thing unjuftly from the AW,! 
there is reafon we fliould give latisfattion •. And we will fliortly fend our Am 
bafladours to C^aminople, touching the fame.

CHAP. XVI. I 

G Rcat Earthquakes at that time happened in Bmtia^ and Achm , and other 
parts of Grecce y about the Gulfe ofCYf/W/, overthrowing many Cities, as 
ChmMit, VGOv^and Ipufuttm. Many men perifhed, and in ma¬ 
ny places, by the renting ofthe Earth, were made bottomlefle holes; fomc 
whereof clofed again afterward, fomc continue Bill fo, that the people are to com¬ 
pare much Ground to come to one another. The armc of the Sea between Thejjuly 
and Bototin ,flowed up into the land about the City of Kcbm, & Scarpbk in Baotia, 

& overwhelmed all the Towns there; The waters lay long,& men went into the Hand 
lying upon that arm of the Sea on dry land; while the Sea leaving her ancient current 
covered the firm land even to the mountaines,Afterward it returned to the channels 
again, leaving the fifties upon the land;a itrange & prodigious accidentjEor fome tri¬ 
ed to Teeth and eat them; but no fooner heated, but they turned to a ftymy matter, 
extreamly putrlfiediln one town, where.the greateft breach was, the people being 
affemblea at a great feftivall, more men neriflit then in all Greece befidc. 

M 'm ItAj, the ftotomiws, and the Garrifon commanded by Palladia^ being 
lharpely bcfiegcd by the (jotbs, and wanting food, had fent to Artulmcs in Sicily , 
protefting, if they were not inftantly fuccoured, to yeild the Townand ; themfelves 
too. But no fuccour was fent- and fo ended the winter, and the feventeenth year 
ofthiswar, written by Prccoptus. , 

The Emperour commanded the Garrifon at TbermpyU,\n Greece, to fail,for Italy mdpit Aum 
andtoreleivcOoroHif. Who getting a faire wind, came unexpected into the Haven } 9 .BdUGoth. 
of ftotoii.t. The Goths upon light ofthe licet rofe from their fiege in much fear 
and.tumuit, and fled fome by fcato Tarentum, othersran from their trenches up | jj t< 
tothe mountain of Sc vUcuru.Thefe tilings much deicCted the Goths: And Ragnarts j 
Commander ofthe Garrifon in Tarenttm^ and Otferm ot that in Archcmtia , 
two principall Goths, with their Souldicrs alfenr, had a treaty with Bacurius , the 
Sonne of Pcramus, Commander of the Remans in Otranto , for receiving afluran- 
cesfrom the Emperour, and thereupon to deliver up the towne^ in theiC Guard: the 
Capitulation Ramins took with him to Conftautiuoplc. And now 7 {arfes marcht 
from Salm again!! Tctilas ,with a very gallant army;having received much treafure 
from the Emperor to levy & furnifh the fame, & above al to piy to the Souldicrs in 
ltd) their arrearcs, which were grown great, being due for many yeat s.He was with 
this mony alfo to invite the revoltcd,to return again from the Goths to the Romans. 

The Emperor in the beginning of this war,made it very carelefty, but now his prepa¬ 
rations were very great; for Tfarfet feeing him eager to have him to lead the army 
into Italy, did like a brave Generali, protefting herein not to ferve the fmiperours 
tommands, unlcRc lie might have competent forces; and by this refohuion, he pro- 
lured mony, men, and armes, befitting the Roman Empire. Then with niudnla- 
crityhe made up gallant companies out ofthe Couftamitiopclitan Guards,' andGar- 
rifons of Tbracc,, and many heraifedin///yww. With him went' febn, with his 
o\Vu Troops, and thofc left him by Germnm his father in Law. Auduin alfo,prince 
ofthe Lombards , in accomplilliment ofthe league, and for great fummes given him 
by the Emperour, fent five and twenty hundred fclefted men for auxiliaries, accom¬ 
panied with a retinue of above three thoufand men. Narfts had alfo tlireethoufand 
Htrklians y d\\ horfemen, commanded by Philimnib and others, and 1 he had many 
Hmiej. ‘Dafjlhbxw alfo was with him with his troops, being dilcharged of his im- 
prifo'nmCat for the fame purpofe. Cdades went alfo with many Pcrfian fugitives, 
who was the Son of Aames, and Grand-child of King Cabadcs, and long came I 

into the Empire ; having by the praClice of f bmMges cfcatu'd his uncle l bojrcp • 
and a young (jeptde very valiant, named AJbadtu,m(\ four hundred decides£oo<\ 

Sooldiers: And Amth an Hcrulian , from a child bred among the Romans, and 
married to the widow of Mattrkiits the Son of Mnmlns, a gallant man, and accom¬ 
panied with many old Souldicrs ofhis Nation ; Jobii Pbagas alfo commanding many 
Homans, good Souldicrs. Tfarfts was a man liberal!', and moll forward in rcleivmg 
men in Want; ufing his difpofition the more eafily, by reafon ofhis great power with

the Lmpcrour, fo that he had obliged many, both commanders and common Soul 
diers; who all upon his being now Generali were eager to ferve under him both * 
acknowledgement of former favours, and in expectation of great advancements bv 
him. Above all, the Herulians, and other Barbarians loved him, having done then 
many benefits, Being come upon the Confines of Veuetia, he lent to the Captaines 
of the Frances, to demand paflage as for freinds. They refufedit, andprotellcdtb 
hinder it, both for the Francks good, and for their amity with the Goths' nreten 
dingalfo a poor excufe; becaufc Harfes had with him Lombards, theft* greateft f 
nemies.^o/rj- was troubled at it ; but was told by fomc Italians, that if the w’ 
gave him paflage, he could not from thence get to Ravenna, nor lurcher pofliblu 
then to Verna. For TotiUs had placed in Vmua a choice number of (jetbs under 
Teias a mod valiant Generali, to lyc in theway, This Tq.v had fioptub 
all the paflages with workes, and made in fomc places with much art and laboJ 
thickets, in others, ditches, deep holes, and bogs, and overflowed the Grounds - and ' 
himfelf lay with his army ready to fight with the Roim; army attempting to force 
their way, This was done by Totilas direction, knowing how the Return would 
rtot be ableto pafle along the Sea-coaft, by fo many great Rivers mouths, which 
made the fhore unpayable; and how they had not fliips enough totranfporc the 
whole army at onceover the Gulfe, and coining but few at once, that he mipht cafi- 
ly hinder their landing, Narfis being herewith much perplexed John, wlio kneifr 
t i 61 e parts exactly, advifed him to march with the army by the Sca-ihorc the people 
there' being their fubjeftsjand to he attended with fomc (hips, and many boats with 
which boats they might make a bridge over the currents of tliofc rivers, and ft make 
their paflages; Tories followed thisadvile, and got to Ravenna with his. wholear- 
my. 


CHAP. XVII.. 

D Uring the wars, came to Confantimple Jldigifall, a Lombard. The King- 
dome of the Lmbards of right belonged to him,but a/Iuduin forced it from 
him,whereupon he fled his country./entertained him with favour,& 
made him Cnptainc of one of the Cohorts, called SckU,, which guard the Pal- 
laic. He had tlucc bundled followers his country men, who hud been bred iometime 
with him in Thrace. Audnin demanded him of the Fimpcrour, as a reward due 
to his freindfhip, and late confederacy; but the fimperour would not deliver hint 
to him. This Jldsgifall afterward grew difeontented at the meannefs of his entertain¬ 
ment Sj which (jm peiccivcd, a (joth, taken in Dalmatia , in the warrs of Vittgts , 
and feat Prifoncr to Dalmatia, being a man proud and valiant, and repining at his 
condition, and upon the late revolt of the Goths in Italy, he was difeovefed to plot 
ngainft the Roman State. This Goar perfwaded JldRifall to run from Conftantiwplc, 
pronufing to accompany him; and fo with fome few with them they came to Afri, 
a City mThracc , joyned with fomc Lombards they found there, and taking many 
Horfcs from the KmpcroursHorfe- pafturcs in Thrace, they went forward. ’Hie Em- 
peroui commanded the Companies in Thrace' and 1 Up turn to oppofe thefe l’ugi- 
tives. I ii ft they were fought with by Cuturgm-i.in lately planted in Thrace 

by the Fm per our (as hath been fayd) But they beat thefe ihnnes and killed many, 
and then paft through Thrace with their 1 roops, none difturbing them. In Jllywtm 
they found an Army levycd againft them, commanded by dAratius, Recitlmw, 
Leoniqittu, t/frimutb , and others: Who having rode all day, refolvcd in the even¬ 
ing to lodge in a woody ground, and taking with them each three or four Souldiers, 
went to drinke of the River, being extreamly thirft v . Ildinfall and GW,underftan- 
dmg of their being there by their Scoutsjcll fuddcnly upon them, and killed them 
ail; and thenceforward niariht on at their cafe,the Souldiers perplexed and without 
Commanders rydmg hack agaiue. They went then to the Grades : from the Gtpds 
was alto fled one Vjtrigthjht oncly Son of FMmmd late King of the GY We/,who 
being fupprefled by Thorifm, and but a Boy, fled to the Lombards: tit the hw 

bards , 
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'W/; Cjepades,.md the Fmptmr making peace, and fwearing a .perpetual! amity, j 
both the Fmptrour and Auduin, Prince of*the Lombards, fenc to T(mijin to deliver 
to them theincommon.Enemy lldigifall, requiring thus, for anexpreflionoftheir ! 
new. made amity, the betraying ot a poor mao come for refuge. Thorifm deman- ! 
jcdiiercintlie opinion of the .principal! Cep/dts, who plainely dilkdvifed it, pro- 1 1 
telling to chufe rithcr to perilhwith their Wives and Children, then to be guilty I 
of fofoule an impiety. The Prince being undble to doe it without the confent of ■ 
his Subjects; and unwilling to revive the Warr with the Romans and Lombards, fent , 

I to Auduin \; ! and depianded of him Vjbigoth, the Son of Flitmnd , provoking him j 
I to alike fault;, and.ro betray fervant for iervant, that his owne loathncflein the 
| like abfurdity might check. His-requcft to another. But yluduin confented, and they 
bothrefolvcdupomthisunjuflad, and nor.daring to acquaint their Subjcds .with 
it publiquety; each treacheroufly killed his Hnemy; I forbeare to tell the manner, 
tW reports differing, as happens in all fccrct aftions. And this was the fortune of 
ildigifall and Vftrigoth. • •. 

’But in Ravctwd, Valcriams and fa fit mu the Gcneralls, and the remainder of the 
Rmm Army joyned with Tfarfes. Nine dayes after V/drilas a Goth, Commander i 
of the Garrifon ac Ariminum', wrote this Letter to Valcrianus i 
' After you had filled the iVorld with rumours , and pojjefi Italy with phantafmes, 
thinking to fcareaway the Goths With your bigg looks - no\\ you have enclofed your 
{elves in Ravenna, that an Enemy may not fee your faint hearts , Which yon coyer 
with the fame brave countenance , and lye Withy our mingled mult it tide of Barbarians 
up/i a ffountr.ey , wbereinyott have no right: Forfintmc rife from thence and fight, fijgw 
pur fe Ives- keep ns not thus under a tedious expectation: IVe attend you like fpetta - 
tort in a Theatre to fee a fight. ... • ... . . 

( fyrfes laughed at the Letter, and the vanity of th tt Goths, and forthwith began 1 
his journey, leaving juftim in Ravnm with a Garrifon, At Arimmm lie found i 
the Bridge newly taken up by the (jotbs, and his paflage not calic; by the Bridge it j 
felfe was never any paflage but by one man a brcall, unarmed and a foot,with much 
adoe, though nonedifturbed; but now numbers oppoling, it was not poflibleto 
ferry over, Tfarfes came to the place where the Bridge had been,, and ftudyed up¬ 
on fome expedient in this difficulty. Thither came alio Vfdnlas with foineHorlc, 
to obfccvc the Romans proceeding. A Souldier of Harfts let flye an Arrow amongft 
t.liem, and hillcda HorTeman ; whereat Vfdrilat removed in fomc hafte, and put 
hijnfelfe within the Towne, and immediately at another Gate lallyed with others 
of his bell men,* thinking to take Tfarjcs fuddcnly, and to cut him in peices, being 
now searching in another part of the River for a paflage. But fome Herulinns by 
accident encouncrcd, and killed him; and a Roman knowing him,‘brought his head 
to Ifarfes ; which filled them with courage, to fee God Tight for them, and the 
(hths having^ plot upon their Generali, to lofc their owne Commander faddem- 
ly, not by any humane deligne or providence. But ?(arfes mcdled not with Ari- 
mnnin, though Vfdrilas were flainc, not* with any other Encmy-towne, that he 
might not retard his mainc defigne, nor diftrad it by any by-hufineffe. And the 
Enemy in Ariminum , having lolt their Commander, gave no impediment to him in 
the making a Bridge,by which he paft the River at his eafe.He lelt Via Flaminia, and 
took the left hand way; for the Enemy had taken the ftrong Rock of Petra pert ufa, 
deferibed by me before, and all other pieces upon Via b laminin, which made it un¬ 
payable for the 'Romans-, and therefore he lcftthe (hotter, and went the quieter 
way.

'‘meat. You do likewife hazard in this Battell for a lawfull State, but they arc 
“Rebels, and ftruggle againft the Lawes. They thinks not to leave their eftates to 
“ their Pofterity, and therefore live inmomentany c6mforts, which they know 
will be loft with their ownc breath: So that they art to be defpifed. Men without 
“Law and Government all good hopes faiie, and Victory abandons; whichufes 
“ not to forfake the good canl'e. 

TctilfV alfo, feeing his Troops apprehenfive of the Rcmn Army, ufed this ex¬ 
hortation. 

I am now, fellow Souldiers! to make to you my laft Speech j we fliall need 
no more ifeer this day, which certainly will conclude the fortune of the Warr. 
“ Both our felves and the Empcrour arc even fo fpent with toyles, fight 9 , and other 
“neceftities, that he that beats IiisKncmy, fliall liaveneed to fight ho more, and 
“ he that-is beaten will have a faire excufe to be quiet. When men reap from their 
“ affaires- miferable fruit? ^ they dare no more rcturne to them, but even in occa¬ 
sions vehemently prefting, their judgements ftart batk upon the memory of their 
‘f former misfortunes. So that now it is you mud fight, referve nor your valour 
“for any ocher time, and endure now the labour, riot prefer ving yotir bodies for 
“ another hazard; and fpare not Armes nor Horfes, as things that Will no more 
u beufefull to you. Fortune having ruined all the reft, hath left us this day as 
“ the titmoft of our hopes. Ufe now your courage, venture boldly ♦ our hopes 
“hanging upon fuch a haire, wc muft not be remiffc for the leaft moment of time. 
“The point of opportunity being paft, the greateft endeavours afterward faiie • 
“the nature of thefe affaires not admitting ft ale valour,- all muft be unfeafonable 
“ that comes after the occalion. So that let us doc effectually now, that wc may 
“ findc the benefit of what we doe, and affine our felves that running away is molt 
“ ruinous. Men leave their rancks and flye, that they may live; but when flyin^ 
** brings ccrtaine definition, he that ftandsthe danger is fafer then he that flyes! 

*■ And let us defpife our Enemies, a mingled multitude of many Nations. Such Au- 
“ xiliavies arc neither faithful!, nor powerful!. As they arc ofleverall Nations, they 
“ have feverall intentions alfo 5 and thinkc not that th tUtmcs^ Herulms] and 
<( Lombards will hazard to the death, or efteeme their lives at a leffc nlte'thcn the 
** Riwans Money. They make a countenance of fighting, but will turnc cowards 
when they pleafe; either after receitc of their payes, or upon their Commanders 
“ direAion. The moll agreeable things not done freely^ but upon the necefiky ci- 
“therof compulfionorhire, pleafe not, but become greiyous at laft, Confider 
“ all this, and fight with alacrity. 

I The Battells were thus put in order: they flood both in front, as deepe and as 
long as they could make it. The left wing of the mm Warjenndfob) had, 
neer the Hill, with thechoiccft menof the Army, being both followed with many 
Lancicrs and Tnrgettiers, and excellent Hums, belides their Souldiers on the Lift. 
In the right wing were Iftln anns, John Plut^is, and Dagiftlwss, with the reft of 
the Romm Souldiers. The Battalion was of eight thoufand foot, and the Archers 
of the Lift • and between the fame and both the wings were placed the Lombards, 
H(rnliinj ■ and other luvhrbws ; all whom Tfjirfcj caufed to alight from their 
Horfes, and to ferve as footmen, that if they fhould tupe willing Cowards, they 
might flye but {lowly. The left wing he put into the forme 6f a Wedge, and he fet 
there fifteen hundred Horfc-men, whereof five hundred were to relieve the Romans^ 
in cafe they fliould be put to the worft ; and the other thoufand in the fight to get 
thcbacksof the Enemies foot, andtogaul them. TotiLts placed hislAfmyin like 
manner, and rode about, with his countenance and words animating hkSouldiers. 
Narfes did the like, holding out to them gilt Chained and Bridles, as the Prizes of 
their valour that day. 


CHAP, XIX, 

B Oth the Armies a while ftood ftill, exporting each their Enemies affault: Then 
aGV/?namcd [ocm, much efteemed for valour, rode up to the Roman Army, 
_ _ challenging 
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challenging any to light with him. He hid been a Roman Souidier, and, revolted to 
Totilas ; to whom tsfnmhu. an Armenian, and Lancicr to .2{arjes rody out! ('cc# 
fpurd on to give the lirft blow wit h his Uwcej ayming at hil belly ; A^lts tumid 
his Horfc alide, and avoyded the blowv then thruft his Lance into his letjiide ' at 
which the Goth fell downe dead, and the Romans (Touted. Then 1 otiL\i. put’limv- 
felfe between the Armies, not to light a Ducll, hut to (hilly out thp tiraq *’ under- 
Handing the two thoufand Horle to be at blind, untilfwhojiy coming,]i<? ; would put 
off the Battell. He concealed who he was, wearing a Gilt Armpur, and 
from liis Headpeicc andLatice hung downe Hreanfters 6f purple },a|id-he,w^ a « a L 
lant light,, being bravely horft.. Headed his feats of Armcs skilfully'j^iog hi $ 
Horfe round in a circle|then turning fliort, and making many fucji cira\iar,m((agc 3 / 
He toll his Lance into the ayrein his full carricre, then caught it as it catge downe 
againe, apd removing it skilfully from one hand to another, he took ui\y:h pride in 
hts dexterity therein; lying upon his back, and putting himfelfc upoml^ljuttocks] 
and bowing cjijs way and that way, like a Vouch exadly taught all tl>c‘trkks of a 
Dancing fc)ioolc. He (pent a great part of the ai'tcrnoOne in thde wrcifcs- then 
togaine more time, lent to the Romm Army, offering a Parley. Narfcs fayd, he 
juggled, being before all lor Warr, and now making Hropplitions when thu tyat* 
tells were to joync. In the meane time came-the two thoujaud Horle, \vhich when 
Totilas undcrllood, and it being Dinner time, lie caufcd the Army to. draw off, and 
lie went to his Tent; where in his owne quarter ho found the two thoufand Horle. 
He commanded his Troops to dine, and hinifelfe put on another Armour, then led 
out liiddcnly again ll the Enemy, thinking to liirpmc them unprepared; But 7{arju 
fearing what-happened, forbade his Inento retyre to their Dinner, or afternoons 
rcpole, or to put off their Corllets, or to unbridle their Horlesj commanding 
them in their rancks, with their Armour on, to take a bit, and to have a perpetual! 
eye upon thc'Enemies rcturne. M They Hood in the fame order Hill, laving that AV 
/r; put both the wings, with an.addition of four thoufand Toot, into the forme of 
a halfc moope. 

The Goths Infantry Hood hchindc their Horfe, to receive them being routed 
within their rancks, and jqyjuly to r.cnuc the charge. Tot tins commanded his men ■ 
not to ufe their Arrows but their Lances ; which fcnllcffc ttratagwn ruined him’ 
making hereby his Army inferiour im their offenlive weapons, as in all things elfe. j 
for the Ranan j.ufed, according to thcoccalion, their Arrows and Lances, and , 
came lip to. the Swoid, and did all which the prefent ociaiion required, either j 
charging on Horfeback, or on foot, to their belt advantage; and fomerimes coiii- 
i palling the Enemy, fometimes Handing his charges. But the Goths Horfe, without 1 
! l oot, came on with unadvilcd fury, truHingonely to their Lances ; and be- j 
i *98 * n Uw n HJH of the Romans, they found their errour, being ingaged among eight 
' thoufand loot *. By whom being gaiilled on all Tides, they dclpaired; Our Archers 
I drawing home the two ends of their Bowes even to their foreheads, and round like 
; halfc moon ; fo that, the (joths, before they could touch the Remans Horfe, had 
; loH many men and Horik And after much miliheife fullained, they came late up 
to the Remans Battalion ot Horle; where the Romans and Auxiliaries drove with | 
I cquall valour, each one receiving the Enemy bravely, and repelling them. Then 
the Evening coming on, the Got he began to retyre, and the Romans to purfiic; the 
. (jotbs being not able to Hand alter their firlt lurious charge, hut turning about in 1 
I confufion, daunted with the Romans numbers and good order; And they gave o* j 
ver fighting, thinking that feme Spirits fell uponthem, and that Heaven it lelfe. 
fought agautft thtfn. When they tame to their l oot, there their milchcifeencrcafcul; 
toi they camp not in any orderly retreat, as to take breath tor a new charge, or for 
any other point of Warr, hut ran in among them foconfufedly, fpoylmg many, ! 
that they opened not their rancks to receive them, but ran away with them for 
company and it growing darkethey dcltroyed one another. Thetaiw killed ' 
them in this feare, fparmg none, ana none daring to look them in the faces, who 
cxpofing thcmfelves to their Enemies, were purfued with termi:rs, and mated 
with cowardifc. Sixthoufand were fiainc, and many taken Prifoners andnot long 
after put to the Sword, ^mong them periflicd many Roman Souldiers, who had re¬ 
volted to Totilas. And now the darkneffie concluded the fight. Tctilas fled in the 

darkc 
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darkeivith five men, of whom S'kjpttar was one; he was purfued by (om Romans^ 
who knew him not; among whom was tAJbades a Cjepecdc , who had overtaken 
him and was making a blow at him: but a Gothipj Boy following his flying Ma¬ 
iler * cryed out, Thou Dog! Docft thou run after thine owne Mailer to kill him ? 
But tAjbadcs thruft his Lance forcibly into Totilas , and was himfelfc hurt in the 
foot by Skipmr, that he could follow no further; Skipu.tr alfo being wounded, 
(lood Hill ’• And the fourc men with Alludes followed no further, but carryed off 
AjUdes. Thofewhoaccompanyed Totilas rode on antaine (thinking the Enemy 
purfued Hill ) and drew him after them, mortally wounded, and ready to expire. 
Having run about ten miles, they came to a Towne called Capu ; there they relied, 
anddreffed the wound oiTotilas, who loon after gave up the ghoit; There they 
buryed him and went away. Such a conclulion of his life and raigne had Totilas, 
having been King of the Goths eleven yeatvs • an end not fuitablc to his former a- 
fiions and fuccefles. Fortune in him infulted upon the fraile condition of man, 
(hewing her Hrange proceeding, and abfolute will. Slice had without any apparent 
merit bellowed on Totilas a long time of happineffc; and now upon the Hidden 
(he hurryed him at her owne plealure into cowardife, and an ignoble death. Thefe 
arc things to men incomprehenlible, but in all ages have been dilcourfed of accor- 
ding to mens conceits and fancies, to comfort their ignorance with fome Teeming 
probabilities. But the Romans knew not of the death of Totilas, till a Gothifh wo¬ 
man told it, and Iheived his Grave; who dillruHing the report, opened the Grave, 
digged up the Coffin, and took out the body, and finding it to be Totilas , they put 
him into the ground againe, and reported all to Narfis, Some report this over¬ 
throw other wile, that the did not make that unadvifed retreat; but that in 
the firlt skirinifliing with the Romans; fuddenly an Arrow, and by chance lighted 
upon Totilas . For being armed like a common Souldier, and ranckcd among them 
in the Battalion to conceale himfelfc, he could not be knowne, nor purpofely fiiot 
at. But that being mortally wounded, in great paine he gallopt away with Tome 
few with him to Capr.t, and,after much milery and languilbmg,dyed under the cure. 
And that the Goths amazed to fee their King thus mortally wounded, and gone off, 
being othehvifo too weak., then became wholly our. of heart, and fell into that a- 
llonilhineru and OwmcluU running away. 


CHAP. XX. 

B UT howfoever this fell out; Tfarfes rcjoycing at the fucceffie ,took ' 
the True courfc, to attribute all unto God : And he took order in the pre- j 
font occalions; and lirft, to be rid of his unrulely Lombards , who were ! 
infinitely diforderly, and burned houfes, and raviflied Women t(iat fled in¬ 
to Churches. He bellowed Hore of money on them for their Service, and Tent them 
borne- commanding Vahham, and Damwute, his Sifters Son, with their Troops 
to condud them out of the Roman Confines, that they might do no' mifehiefein ! 
their way home-ward. And fofoonas thefewereoutof the Roman territories, j 
Valmamts belTcgod Verona ; and the Garrifon in it came to fome Capitulation with | 
him for rcndrmn the Town *. But the 1 : ranch* GarrifotTd in the Toivnes of Vcm- | 
tia hindred |t,; leeking with all their endeavour to get the whole Country to them- j 
Selves; whereupon faltriawts retired without effecting any tiling. /. j 

The Goths who lied from the overthrow, went over the Rivet ity, and pur. j 
themfclvcs in'ep the City of Ricmm , and other Townes about it, and mijdc Ttias i 
their King., l/je with the treafuresleft by Totilat in Tianrn^ fought to draw the j 
Francks t o bis aide, and governed the Goths as he could in that Eftate,allcnibling j 
them together. 2{ar!cs advertifed thereof, commanded Valmanm to keep his j 
Troops about flje River 7V,; to make the Goths rallying difficult; Hifofelfe with 
the reft of the Army marclit towards Rome. In Titjcany he took iu T^arnia, and 
jput aGarriioninto Spdctttrn^ with diredioti to reedilic the VValls deiiiolifiicd by 
the (joths. lip Tent Troops alio to attempt Vcrttfui, commanded by t\y6 fugitive 
Y m m, tjfttlifydius ) and Vltthns ; who being one of the Lite-guard to fipriaims, i 
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was wonne by the allurements of TetiLs to nmrther him. Commander of the & 
man Garrifon ther e.Meltgdim accepted the offers of Horfes, and confulted with 
his own Followers to yeild the Town ; which Vlitlm with his Friends openlvoD 
pofing, was (lain in the Fight, and the Town was rendred to the taw. Thus bv 
Gods juft Vengeance was Vlithm Flainin the very place, where he had murthered 
bis Commander Cyprianas. 

The Goths Garrifon’d intar, hearing of the approach of Narjes, putimea 
dineftc to encounter him, as they could. At his firft taking Rme,Tetilas had burnt 
moftof the Buildings ol the City • and then confidering how the Goths had not 
men enough left to Guard the whole Circuit ofit, he took in with'alerter Wall a 
fmall part thereof, about Adrians Tomb, joyn’d it to the City Walls, andfomade 
it as a Caftle; wherein thcCot/« laid their things of Value, and guarded it carefiil 
ly, ncglefting the reft of the Walls. Yet then defirous to try the Enemy they lefts 
few to guard that Caftle, and put thcmfclves upon the Battlements. The Circuite 
of tar fo vaft neither could the Romans encompalTe, nor the Goths guard - f 0 
that the affaulcs, and defences were accidentally in fcvcrall places, asthe occafioas 
were. Tories charged one part with multitudes of Archers j in another U, 
Sifters Son to V,salims tell on with his Troops. Another part I'hilimmh andfits 
Hmihans infeltcd, and they were far dilhnt from one another; the Goths bravely 
refilling their Charges; and being artcmblcd all where the Romans fell on tlicrelb 
of the Walls were empty. DaMm, with Narjes confcnt, took feme Troopcs 
with the hnfigncs of Narfe, and and fealing Ladders, and fee upon a pair 
quite dcftitute ofGuards, and at his cafe lie mounted by his Ladders, none refilling ■ 
and then fet upon the Gates :; the Goths feeing this, left their Guards and ran ali a’ 
way; fometo their new Caftle, others to iV/ m . Writing this, it comes into my 
thoughts, how Fortune pa.es with poor men; changing her looks with the time . 
and places, and varying fuddenly not only her own humour, but even the value 
and worth oftlrc men.M« formerly loll tar unworthily, and afterward recove, 
red taw in LaM i very bravely. And on the contrary, poorly ram- 

way from Petra, and now foon alter recovers tar it felte to the Empcrour. Theft 
things have been done from the beginning, and will he, while there is Fortunca- 
mong men N. ,,-Jes thenmarcht again!! the new Caftle; Hut the OWaryeildedit 
and thcfufelvcs, upon allurances for their ferfons, fnfliman being now in the 26 th 
yeare of his lleigne 1 bus was Rome taken five times in his Reigne, and Nantes feat 
the Keyes of it to the Empcrour. To theta.w Senate and Feoplc, thisVidorv 
proved ancstrcaiu mine; So to men that mult have a mifcl.iefc, even their feem- 
ing good Fortunes turn to their deftruft,on; that having hadafaire courfe, they 

; lw:h 'f; 11 * and « nd0 themft ves. Forthe (j.shs, now defpairing of the Dm' 
nion of M j m their flight killed all the Romans they found; Anfthe Man,m 

I of the Roman Army alfo, at their cntring the City, ufed them all as Enemies. Many 

■ Senators alfoconfined by 1 *uUs in Campania, and now repairingto tar ( when 

, they heard it to be m the hmnerours portdlion) the Goth, quartered in the Townes 

■ of thofe parts, killed, and left not one Pasritian alive. Maxima, was then (lain, 
whom I have mentioned formerly.^//.,, alio, going againft Harfes, called for all 

: the Sons of the principall Romans, and choofing out joa ofthe goodlieft oftlian, 
pretending to breed them, but indeed holding them for Hoftages: And he feat 
them beyond the River Poe ■ whom Trias now finding there, killed them all. 

. Moreover, RamrssiCoth, who commanded in Tam,turn, and had compounded 

with /l.tatritii (as 1 have Laid) to yeild the City to thcEmperour, and given fir! 
(,oths tor Hoftages: Now hearing of the Election of Trim, and that the Franck ' 
were defired to aide him, and he immediately to march againft the Romans, here- j 
ftfcdto perform the compoht.on; and to get his Hoftages again, he fait one to 
hacssnns for a convoy of Souldicrs to rji,from whence (he Laid I he would 1 
go to Conftansinopk. not f„fp«fting his plot, Cent him $o.me»,wbo» i 

Raonarn imprifoned, and fait word to Raessrim, that if he meant to have his Soul- j 
ders hemuft reftore tolnmlus (jothip, Hoftages. %„rins led out his Forces a- j 
gamft him, leaving feme few to guard Otranto. Upon thista,Skilled the 50 . 
Souldiers and Tallied out againft the Romans, and in fight was defeated loft many; 
men, and ran away into Mew,tin, Tartntnm being blocktup by the Romans. The i 


ft m m foon after took Pomes by compofition, and in Tufianj , and Petra' 
Pfrififit , Teias finding his Goths coo weak for the Romans, fent to Theudcbald King j 
ofthe Francks> importuning him with the offer of great Turns of Money to joync : 
with him. But the Francks took the rcfolution heft for thcmfelvcs, not to bellow j 
their lives upon Goths nor Romans , but to adventure them onely in the Conqucft of ; 
Italy for thcmfelvcs. I 


CH t\ P. XX 1. 

B UT Tfarjcs (hearing how Tot Has had layd the molt part of his Trcafurcs | 
m the Cattle of Cma\\\Campam,i, with altrongGamfonunderhisowne 
Brother & Hirotlian) fent to befiege the fayd Caftle,staying himlelfe at Rome \ 
to repairc the mines, and fent others to McgsftntHmcelU. Teles fearing 
thclolTeofthisGi//r, and the Trcafurcs; and having no hope from the Francks, 
commanded his Troops to be ready for a Battell with the Romans. 2{<irfcs finding | 
his intention, commanded John and Philemmh, to martch with their Forces into 
TuJcanj , to liop the Enemies paflage into Campania , and to aftift in the taking of 
Cum. Blit 7 aw left his neerer way, which was to the right hand, and made a 
huge lompaflej palling along the Sea coaft of the Jovian Cjttlfi into Campania, 
Naiju thereof advertiled, remanded John and Philomath, and lent for Valerianm, 
who belieged Petra- Per tufa , and with his whole Army, in order to light, martchc 
into Campania. (Jllount / tjtwins in Campania ( as 1 have fayd before) often 
fends out a noiie like the lowing of Oxen, which is ever accompanied with a vomit- | 
ing out of huge quantity of Cynders. Betides (as Mount Mitna in Sicily ) in the 
middle it hath made it lellc hollow from the top to the bottomc, and below the fire 
burncs perpetually; The fire is fo deep, that peeping in from the top, you cannot 
calily difeerne it. When the Mountaine vomits, the flame forces off pcices of rocks 
from the higheft ridges of it, lliooting upthcfmallcr pieces farr above the Moun- 
tainc, and icattering the greater round about. From the top alfo of this Mountain 
runs aTorrent ol lire to the loot of it, and lomcthing further, as in Mount i/Ftna. 

, This fiery llrcam on either fide makes high bancks, undermining the ground below j 
and when the flame comes upon it, it lookes like a flood of water let on fire. So 
foon as the flame is quencht the llrcam flops its courle; and the Sediment or Lees 
of that fiery lublUnte looks like dry Mud, and heaps of Cynders. At the foot ofthe 
Mountaine arc wholefome Springs, from which comes the River Draco clofe to the I 
City of Nnccria ; On cither lidc of this River both Armies encamped; it hath a 1 
final tlream but not to be pall,being deep,as having worne out the ground under the , 
bancks very low. The Bridge which is upon it th cGotbs had gotten , and being en¬ 
camped neer it, they had made upon it wooden Towers, and many Engines, and 
letup Baliflas to Uioot downe upon the Enemy. This River being Inch, there was 
rto poilibility for a clofe (landing lkittcll. So that each part got as neer as they durlt 
to the banks, andplyed one another with Arrows. Some Duels there were alfo, i 
fometimes Romans and fometimes (joths palling over the Bridge, and challenging all j 
comers. Two moneths were thus confumcd; and while the Goths were Mailers of 
the Sea, their Campe being neer the Sea, was fupplycd with provifions •. Rut alter 
the Romans had gotten their Shipps by the Trcafon of the Commander of them a ' 
and were re-enforced alfo with many other Ships out of Sicily and other Ro- : 
Dominions j and that Narfis had fet up wooden lowers uponthe Rivers bank, j 
the (iiths hearts were ablolutcly dejedtd - y and for Rare and famine were fame to 
ftyc up to a Mountaine neer there, called uTlons Latt/s. The Romans for the faitnef- j 
fes could not come at them: Rut the G<tbs being therein more want, and having 
no way to get any provilion for thcmfelvcs or their Horfes, repenting their coming 
up, and choofing rather to dye by light then to llarve, tame fuddenly uponthe 
Romans, who flood againft them as they could , being taken unexpectedly, not be- , 
tug cmbattailcd, not uiulcr their feverall Captaines; not any way in order, nor at j 
alloblerving what was commaiuled them. The Goths quitted their Horfes,and flood i 
i't a deep Rattalion ; the Rimaus left their Hoiks and flood in front likewife. This j 

light, 
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light, and die valour of Trias in it, dcferves a long difcourfq being equal! to that 
of the ancient limes. Delpairc made the Goths venture all, and the Romans il 00 d 
them, though feeing them mad, yet afhamed to ycild to beaten men; and fo the 
one weary of their lives, the other for demonlhation of valour, fought with much 
fury, beginning in the morning betimes. Trias accompanied with fonie few ftoodin 
the firft ranch in open view, holding out his Sheild and (linking ins Lance. A ntcat 
number of Rmtans knowing that by his fall the Hatcell would be ended, combined 
themfelvcsagainfthim, fomc charging, fomc throwing their darts at him. Which 
he received all upon his Shield, and then flew out,and killed many. His Sheild being 
lluck thick with Darts, he gave it to one of hisTargetiers and took another. He 
continued thus a third part of the day , when he had twelve Darts flicking on his 
Sheild, that he could not move it as he would, nor beat off the Affnilants. Yet he 
quitted not hisranck, nor gave the Enemy an inch of ground* he did not fo much 
as turnc his body, or rell his back upon his Sheild ■ but flood upright, as if he were 
pitcht into the ground, killing with his right hand, and warding with his Sheild • 
and calling by name his Targcticr to give him anew Sheild, for Ins old was loaded 
with Darts. And in that inllant, his breail lying open, was hit with a Javelin upon 
which he immediately dyed. The Souldiers put his head upon a long Bole, andfc- 
ed it to encourage the Remans, and to caulc the to dcfpairc, and to quit the 
fight. But the Goths ,though they faw their King llaine,yct gave it not over, and at 
night both retyred, and lay in their Armour. Early the next day they began again 
and fought till night, not turning to any fide, nor giving back ; and though many 
were loft, yet their favage hatred held them Hill buckled to one another: Thcft/fo 
knowing it to he their lalt fight, and the Romans draining to be overmatcht At 
lalt the Goths fent Agents to Harjes, to tell him; That they perceived their fight to 
he with God himfelte, and faw the power which flood agaiml them; and their true 
cflatc now, by their former fucceffc; that they would lay afide defperate rcfolu- 
tions, upon condition not to be put under the fubjedion of the Emtmnr but to 
live free with fome other Barbarian Nation. They intreated the Romans alfo to if. 
ford them a peaceable retreat, and in a moderateconfideration of their fortune to 
bellow their owne Goods upon them for their journey, fuch as they had left in anv 
Cafiles of Italy . Narfes held a confutation hereupon, where U» advifed him to 
grant the Petition, and to contend no more with men weary of their lives nor to 
1 irr a courage growing from defperation, which commonly proves fatall ’bothto 
the men pofTcflcd with it, and to fuch as encounter them. To moderate men (quoth 
he) it is enough to be Various, whereas the defire of too much may end in fomc 
inconvenience. Narfes allowing the advice, they agreed upon conditions, That 
the Goths fiiould have their Goods, and immediately go out of Jt«/ y t and th« 
they fnould never bear Armcs againfl the Rtmans. About a tlioufand Goths of this 
Company went away to Riccmtm, and the parts beyond the River 7><* commanded 
by lldtiljfh and fomc others; the rcfiduc ftayd and ratified this agreement by their 
oaths : And the Romans took m Cum and all the reft. And fo ended the eighteenth 
year of the (jotbiclCNm, written by rncopins. 6
